And adjoining CONVENT. 


„ HRISTIANITY, which, in the earlieſt Times, was planted in 
| this Iſland, having, for ſome Years, by reaſon of the Saxon Conqueſt, 
| been driven into the Weſtern Parts thereof, 7. e. to Cambria, England, 

part of it ſo called by its new Inhabitants, was intirely ſubjected to 

blind and pagan Ignorance : In which State it continued without the 
' leaſt Glimpſe of reveal'd Purity, till happily Ethelbert King of Kent, 
| and ſuperior Monarch on this. fide Humber, for Reaſons Political, 
| match'd with a Daughter of France call'd Bertha, but upon Condition 
= that ſhe ſhould have the free Exerciſe of the Chriſtian Religion; and 
IT HIT XJ] | one Luidbard a French Biſhop, attended her as a Prieſt and Tutor (a). 
About which Time Gregory the Biſhop of Rome, upon occaſion, as Bede relates at large, en- 
deavoured tle planting Chriſtianity here, ſending Auguſtine and other Monks with him, for 
that purpoſe, 150 Years after the firſt Saxon Inroads. But they having made ſome Progreſs 
in their Journey were diſcouraged by Fear, and their Ignorance of the Language, and deſired 
to be excuſed fom undertaking ſo dangerous an Expedition; but however by the Letters of 
Gregory, and the Aſſiſtance of EFlertherius Biſhop of Arles, they were prevail'd on to proceed 
in their Journey; and landing in the lile of Thanet, were civilly enough receiv'd by the King, 
who was prepared for them by the Queen and Lnidbard (b). They had a Place aflign'd them 
for a Habitation in Canterbury, where they practisd a Primitive manner of Living, and con- 
verted many: They joined with Lnuidbard and the Queen in their Devotions in St. Martin's 
Church, on the Eaſt fide of the City, which had been a Chriſtian Temple of the believing 
Romans, and was aſſign'd to the Queen for her Devotions. The manner of thoſe Men, and 
their Simplicity of Life, to which we may add * Gift of Miracles, which Gregory menti-

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ons (c), gain'd ſo many Proſelites, that on the Chriſ{mas Day after their Arrival, no leſs than 
ooo of the Fugliſb were baptiz d, as Pope Gregory writes to Eulogius an Eaſtern Biſhop, 
concerning Auguſtine's Succeſs (d). And the King, now a Convert to, and an Encourager 
of the Proſelites to this Religion, gave Auguſtine and his Fellows a ſettled Place for the Ex- 
erciſe of it in his Metropolis, which was in the Pariſh of St. Alphage on the North - ſide of 
the High, or King Street, where, in Thorne's Time, the Palace ot the Archbiſhop ſtood, 
now called Stable-gate (e). Soon after this, Auguſtine was conſecrated Biſhop by the Biſhop 
of Arles, and had the Pall from Gregory. And now having procured the King's Grant of 
an ancient Church of the believing Romans, he conſecrated it afreſh, in the Name of our 
Saviour A*. US CHRIST, and fixt there a Dwelling for himſelf and Succeſſors: But for 
the Monks his Companions Et helbert founded St. ry 71 Monaſtery. 
Auguſtine thus qualified, and the King converted, he gave him his Palace for the Seat of 
his Chair, and removed his Royal Reſidence to Reculure (J). 
To Auguſtine ſucceeded Laurentius, who ſet about confirming his Predeceſſor's Labours, 
but was diſcouraged by the Death of Erhelbert, and the Apoſtacy of Eadbald to Paganiſm 
which afterwards had a fairer Iſſue. This Laurentius, in the latter Part of his Time, as 
take it, firſt fixt the Cathedral Monaſtery to this Church; altho* Reyner poſitively aſſerts 
Augrſtine to have, at firſt, eſtabliſhed it; and he might as well have gone through-ſtitch 
with Rudbourne, and prov'd, that there were Monks there before his coming, or Erhelbert's 
Converſion : But as Bede is ſilent in relation to it, we muſt ſuppoſe that the neighbouring 
one of St. Peter and St. Paul endow'd by Ethelbert was ſufhcient 5 and therefore it is called 
the Church of Auguſtine by Bede: And he ſays, that Lawrence had a Bed made in his 
Church of St. Peter and Paul. Thorn takes no notice of any Convent for a long time after, 
at Chrift-Church ;, and the Evidences of that Cathedral make mention of no Donations to ſup- 
port one there, till the Year 516 (pg), when Eadbald, at the Admonition of Lawrence, 
upon his recovery from his wicked Courles, =u to Chriſt- Church, and the Family in that 
Church ſerving God, Edeſbam, or Adeſham, for their Table. And it was not till Lawrence's 
Time that Pope Boniface held a Synod to regulate the Lives of Monks, at which Mellirus 
Biſhop of London was preſent : And there it was probably, that he received Inſtructions after 
what Manner the Egli Bithops ſhould collect and manage Convents near their Chairs; and 
brought with him the Pope's Letter to Lawrence, allowing him to ſelect Monks to Chri/- 
Church. And therefore Reyner (H), is palpably Miſtaken in ſaying that Auguſtine fixed Monks 
at his Church, for Matthew Weſtminſter in a great Heat at the Story of Elfric's expelling the Se- 
culars, and placing Monks in their ſtead, ſays it was falſe, yet agrees that Monks were not pla- 
ced in it but by Lawrence, Auguſtine's Succeſſor (i). During the Succeſſions of Eight Biſhops 
after him, in which Time were theſe Donations viz. (Pagebam which Cedtall the King gave 
Anno 680, as likewiſe Geddings and IWodeton which he, together with his Wife Neneldred, be- 
ſtowed upon them Seven Years after, and four Hides of Land called Nunbelm which Withred 
King of Kent gave, Anno 693, to Archbiſhop BreFwwald and his Monks.) There is nothing re- 
markable happened to this Church or Monaſtery; which we Suppoſe was not very conſidera- 
ble, for its Neighbour of St. Auguſtine intirely prevented its Growth, and for theſe few Do- 
nations mentioned to this, that was abundantly Enrich'd and Endow'd. One great means of 
which was their having the Body's of St. Auguſtine and his Succeſſors buried with them, 
for this ſmall, and I believe inconſiderable Family at Chri/t-Church (which ſince, have made 
ſo great a Noiſe in the World and fired it with their obſtinate Claims of Right to elect and have 
a living Archbiſhop), had not then the leaſt Right or Power over à dead one. And by this 
Time Dead Bodies of Religious or reputedly Religious Men were a very remarkable Traffick, 
and of no ſmall value. C ert therefore ſeeing this, very wiſely thought proper to beſtow this 
Advantage upon thePrieſts of his Church, procured, as ſome ſay, from the Pope (, but others, 
and more juſtly, that he gained leave of the King, to change that Cuſtom („) (which Writers 
with very little Reaſon think was the old Roman one,) of burying without Cities, whereas it 
was only directed ſo by King Ethelbert and Auguſtine at the foundation of that Church. This 
he effected, but knowing thoſe of St. Aiguſtine's to be a ſtrong and reſolute Body, and not much 
to be influenced, cither by a Papal or Regal Decree, where Intereſt was in View, would take 
his Body away by main force, aſſoon as they heard of his Death, ordered himſelf to be buried 
privately, before his Death was known. And accordingly was, and the Belltolled afterwards, 
at hearing which, thoſe of St. Augr/{ines came with Weapons in great Numbers, but found

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their Diſappointment (). His Succeſſor Breg wine ſerv'd them in the ſame way, but Faengbrechs 
Abbot of St. Auguſlines being choſe their Archbiſhop, in hopes he would favour this Change, 
ſadly diſapponited them, and was buried at St. Auſtint. However they had one Saint already 
vis) Bregwine whoſe wondrous Miracles, if we may credit Osbern, were ſufficient to bring a 
2 Number thither, either out of Curioſity or Devotion (n). After Faengbrecht it returned 
into its old Channel again. I have dwelt the longer on this Affair, becauſe the Riſe and Riches 
of this Church or Convent, and the Pride and Arrogance of them ſprung from this ſmall Be- 
ginning, which they of St. Auſtins (o) ſome Ages after, ſeeing their Treaſure and Offerings to 
St. Thomas, with bitter and melancholly Reflection villified. Fs 
To return therefore, Cuthbert, for this purpoſe of Sepulture enlarged this Church, buildin 
at the Eaſt End and South Side thereof a Chappel or Porch dedicated to St. John the Ba tiff 
which Chappel he alſo deſign d as a Baptiſtery, and a Place of Judicature to try Cauſes and pu- 
niſh Crimes (). This Chappel which ſeems to have been between the Tower of Anſelm, and 
the Infirmary, was, ſome Years after, burnt down; very probably, at the Time of the Daniſh 


Fury (q). ; 

; &' LOR Time of theſe three Archbiſhops, this Church was furtherendowed by the Giftsof 
Elbright the King in 741 with the liberty of Fiſhing in Liming, and Offa beſtowed Hlyden, 
and three Swollings of Land inthe Weſtern part of Merſware upon Archbiſhop Faengbrechr. 
They bad likewiſe been before this Time, or pretended to have been, poſſeſſed of Bramling 
the Gift of Nulalfis, and confirmed by King Edwlf. 

But now, in eee Time, a very heavy Storm fell upon this Church and Convent, 
for Offa King of Mercia, a great and powerful Prince having conceived ſome diſpleaſure againſt 
that Prelate, and thoſe of Kent yor rather, that he might Transfer the Archiepiſcopal Power in- 
to his own Kingdom of Mercia, ſent Legates with the perſwaſive Arguments of Money to Pope 
Adrian, to deſire that he would conferr the Honour ofa Pall upon Eadulf Biſhop of Litchfeld ; 
which he attained, and ſuch a diviſion of the Biſhopricks was made, that to Canterbury were 
only left London, Wincheſter, Rocheſter, and Salisbury, but Athelard his Succeſſor, after Of- 
fa's Death influenced Kenrlf the King to prevail with Pope Leo, to reverſe his Predeceſſor's 
Decree, and to make amends for this Church's late Sufferings, had influenc'd Of/2 before his 
Death to give to this Church Ninety Tributaria of Land. viz. 60 in Linganbeſe and Geddin- 
ges, towards the Repairs of the Church, and 30 in Twiccenham for cloathing the Monks, which 


was in the Year 790, and the Year following gave them N 15 Hides in Teccham for? 


the Monks Table, Parbamſtede Rocking, &c. which ſee more fully in the Catalogue of Do- 
nations in the Decem Scriptores, and Mr. Sumner, and in the Obituary in the Appendix. 'The 
ſame Prince had not only taken away the Dignity from this Church, but it ſeems, the Lands like- 
wiſe, (viz) Cherring, and Selebecks, Chert, Bromland, and Burne, which in the Year 799, 
were again reſtored to them by Kennlf his Succeſſor (7), who, alſo gave them as a Giſt, 12 
Hides at Tenbam () and Archbiſhop Athelard, by way of precedent, gave 12 Hides in a Place 
called Creges-Ruelina. And Cuthred King of Kent, gave two Hidgs of Land called Bocbolt 
and Aingſculand (t). 

Hitherto (viz.) the Death of Athelard, the Monks, ſeem'd to have lived ſcattered about, 
Dieting only at one common Table and having only one generalReſort to religious Worthip, 
but now being inrich d by theſe Donations, they began to ſet about Building themſelves a Cloy- 
iter, Dormitory, and Refectory; for at that Time Wifrid the Archbiſhop granted them the free 
Poſſeſſion of certain Houſes, which they with their own Work and Labour liad Built, which ſome 
think to be Conventual Reſidences ; yet they rather ſeem to be only Houſcs built upon the Lands 


before given them, and it is very probable they might have Offices before that Time, as appears by 


the Condition of that Grant, that they ſhould uſe their common (½ Dormitory and Rc fectory. 
However, about this Time, that Prelatedidearneſtly ſet about rebuilding and beautifying the 
Monaſtery in this Place, with the Aſſiſtance ofthe Prieſts and Deacons (av) of the Church and 
the devout Clergy, (Hand tho ſome Authors have charged him of doing nothing worthy Memory, 
he bought of King Aenulf, inthe Year 817, for the uſe of this Church, ( Ceſſingborne, Ealmeſtede

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Suvithunigland juxta Gravene, and Appingland. He alſo in the Year 824 gave ſome Land in Can-· 
rerbury, and recovered, two Years before that, oF ar ery Mambelean Geddinge, and Comb 
which had been taken away andprocuredof King Aenulf ten Hides at Bixley, ſevenat Berebam and 
30 Acres by the River Stoer called Bin, Coppamſtane, Greet amarſe and ShaldefordLandin Camtey- 
bury, 60 Foot long and 30 broad, and 30 Acres North of the City; and likewiſe gained of Lifcbilde a 
Place called Middleton, and of Beornulf King of Mercia, Godmerſbam for cloathing and Food for the 
Monks, and of Liftſtun Southecherche. Of Wiglaf King of Mercia the Church of Broatwel in 
Middleſex, and obliged Wereberd a rich Prieſt, who it ſeems had cheated the Church, to return 
them three Hundred and Twenty Six Hides in ſeveral Places (2). This laſt Recovery was 
in the Year 830 in the Beginning of which Year, or rather the latter End of the former, that 
Prelate died, and the Monks, rich as they were, met with a greater Calamity than that of 
Wealth, (vis,) a Peſtilence, which in the Year 829 ſwept away, together with moſt of the Citi- 
zens of Canterbury, all the Convent, Five. only excepted. Tho this is by ſome plac'd in the 
Time of Celenoth. However I rather think it in the laſt Year of fred, or upon the election of 
Theologild, whoſe ſudden Death was not improbably occaſioned by it. Celength, who had been 
Dean, finding ſo ſmall a number of Monks in the Church, thought fit to introduce Secular 
Preiſts,*' who continued in it for the Space of one Hundred and fifty Years after. This Celenoth 
repaired this Church, which at this Time it ſeems was Roof d with Lead, for in the Year 835 
there is a Gift from Sintarra an Abbeſs, (viz.) Wirceſmuth, to one Duke Humbert, on condition 
that he ſhould give every Year, Lead to the Value of 300 Shillings for the Repairs of the Church 
of Chriſt in Canterbury, to be delivered to Archibiſhop Celenoth, and his Succeſſors for ever (H. 
About which Time likewiſe there was given to the Monks a Place called Laſe for their Cloath- 
ing, and King Athulfus gave Ebbenyam, Deferthefia, Miſtanban, Langeburnbam, Rlackborn- 
hamme, Plegimunhamme, Ofnehamme, and a Wood called Oftrynden, and Bartun near Canter- 
bury, to which belong five Acres, and two Meadows at Scertingan and Tanintun and Elfled 
gave Hadleigh in Suffolk Anno 835. King Egbert and Athelwolf gave to the Monks Mallings 
in Sex, or rather confirm'd that of Baldred the King, Anno 838, and theſame Erbelwalf gave 
a Hide of Land called Eaſtre-delbam near St. Mary of Liming. 

And here, it cannot be expected to find more Gifts to this Church, for about the 2oth Year 
of Celenutb, the Danes began thoſe Ravages which continued for many Years, when the City of 
Canterbury, was depopulated, and this Church Plundered and neglected till the peacable Times 
of Alfred. Athelred who had been formerly a Monk here, is ſaid to be very angry when he 
came to his See, to find the Seculars officiating with the Regulars (c), to have expelled them, 
but that is an evident falſity, as will appear hercafrer even from Gervaiſe. We meet with no- 
thing further relating to this Church till the Time of Plegmand in the Year 871, who having 
been much eſteem d by Al/red, he procured from him Heth (d) in the Year 899, and himfelf 
gave to the Monks 1affingwerks near Romeney. More Lands were now added, as at Canterbury 
purchaſed by Archbiſhop elm, and more by Winhelmus, Folek/tone given T King Athel- 
ffane and likwiſe Terrings1n Suſſæx, Hamme by Ulfleda, and nc ry by Eodulf the Duke, 
and ſeveral Lands, as Ereſtantune, Wingham, Wulcam, Steordlingham, Baſington and Graveney, 
by King Edmnnd, & c. in the Year 941, which tis likely were loſt in he tes Calamities. 

And now to the ſpeak of this Church, as to *its Building, which had ſuffered ſo by the Daniſh 
Devaſtations, had been wretchedly harras'd and injured. This Prelate found the Roof of it 
ruin'd, the Rafters hanging ready to fall, and the Walls broken down, and irregular, fo that 
it was by no means fit, for divine Service; he therefore ordered the broken Rafters to be ta- 
ken away, Raiſed the Walls to and even height, or rather to a greater height, about which he 
was thrce Years, and what is more wonderful, left the People ſhould be wet in coming to this 
roofleſs Church, the Heavens were ſo kind, at his Prayers, as to keep off from it the Rain, and 
leſt they ſhould be wet in going or coming, from the whole City likewiſe, this Gideon's 
Fleece was Dry, while all the Fields and Orchards around, had plentiful and refreſhing Show- 
ers (e). The Church thus repaired, the Diſcipline continued till the Time of Siricius, who if 
vou will believe Thorn, (and ſuppoſe the Monks continued till now,) turn'd them out, and in- 
troduced Seculars, and then being a ſecond Time diſpleaſed, turn'd them out, and took in 
Monks again. But CGervaiſe tells us otherways, and that when firſt he came to be enthro- 
niz'd. he was ſurpriz'd to ſce Scculars mingled with the Monks ſinging, and therefore ordered 
them co be ejected. And well he might be ſurpriz'd to find them there one Year after the 
great Patron of Monks Dun/tan had preſided there, if the former Story of Ethelred's turnin 
them out were true, but Gera is miſtaken by placing this Siric ius before Alfric, for elſe 
he might have made a plauſible excuſe from the Daniſh Inroads in his Times. thers aſcribe 


this Change to Alfric, and then the Wonder will be as great at his finding them immediately 


after Dunſlan. In ſhort, the Monks finding their ſucceſſion wretchedly broke off, have as

(b) Matthew Weſtminſter is ſo prodigious Angry to think there ſhould be any Clerks in this 
Church after Odo, and Drenſtan, that he denies there ever were any ſecular Prieſts admitted 
into this Church, at all, and fo has taken the ſureſt fide of the Story. But that they were 
turn'd out by Alftic, after a Hundred and fifty Years continuance, ſeems to be molt probable, 
and ſo we let in the Monks again. : 

From the Time of Odo, this Church became poſſeſt of Peckings, given by WIfric, the Mo- 
naſtry of Raculure given King Eldred, the Village of Iccam by Athelwald, the Villages of 
Mepe am, Covulings, Oſterland, Leanbam, Peccham, Farnleghe, Monketon, and Aldirtone 
were given by Ediva the Queen (i). Dunſtan gave them Fengg and ſeven Hidesof Land, 
King Egelred gave Sandwich and Eſtreyam, Alcuinus Biſhop of Dorcheſter gave Risburg. Elf- 
giva the Queen gave Newinton and Broterwel, and preſented to the Church a Golden Chalice 
and Cup, two filken Dorſels or Frontels for the Altar, and two ſilken Copes with Gold 
Taſſels. Athel/tane Son of Athelred gave N N And Pre/tane and Elwartane, were gi- 
ven by King Eumund to the Monks for their Table. Laling, Iſley, and Hadley, were given 
by Duke Brithnot in the Year 991 in thepreſence of Siricius. Duke Erbelred gave them Land 
in Canterbury Anno 1003, the particulars ſee in Decem Scriptores. About the Year 1006 the 
Archbiſhop Flfric, or more properly Elpbege gained the privilege to himſelf and his Succeſſors 
of Fiſhing, Hunting, Hawking &«. of King Ethelred, who at the ſame Time granted a gene- 
ral Confirmation of all the Gitts to this Church. Ethelric and Leofwine gave Bocking and Mer- 
fey, for the Monks Table, and Archbiſhop Elfege in the Year 1010 gave them Werebolm, 
Fremingham and Wodeton for cloathing, 

And now we come to the fatal Cataſtrophe of this Convent, for the following Year (viz.) 
1011 the Danes with a very great Fleet and an armed Power came into Sandwich, and thence 
marched to Canterbury, which they cloſely beſieged, and Fired it, together with this Building, 
which, ſays Gervaiſe, they did by piling Veſſels one upon another, to enflame the Roof, which 
was covered with Lead; a particular deſcription of this ſee in Osborn in the Life of Elphege. 
And now theſe Monks, who fo violently and unjuſtly had lately ejected the Seculars from their 
long continued juſt Poſſeſſion, in which they had withſtood the Dani Fury and Dangers when 
Monks could not be found to do it, were themſelves, fuddenly after their Joy, and exultati- 
on, entrapp'd by the ſame Daniſh Fury, and out of fourty (of which Number this Convent, 
at that Time conſiſted,) four only were ſaved by Decimation. Theſe Puniſhments are 
ſaid to have been foretold by their Patron Dunſtan, in prophetick Warmth, for the Sins of 
the People, but ſeem rather to have been occaſioned thro the Iniquity of the Prieſts, by the 
ejecling theSeculars, and married Clergy, and collecting fo vaſt a Number of ftrong and vigo- 
rous Men to render them incapable of Service either to encreaſe or defend their Country. 
Archbiſhop Flphege, a good Man, was ſtoned to Death in this Fury, and Living whoſucceeded 
him was impriſoned by them ſeven Months, or as Gervaiſe ſays, ſeven Years (H but both, I 
believe, without any Grounds, and only a Repetition of Elphege's Impriſonment which was for 
ſ-ven Months, but the Truth is, he had prudence enough to avoid them, and flying over- ſca 
continued there in voluntary Exile, and returned not till Swain's Death, which was about 
ſcven Years after. During all which Time the Church lay deſolate and in Ruins, without 
Monks or Convent, till Living, upon his Return, procured toward rebuilding of this Church 
the Wood of Haſe- Church of Arbelſtane, and the laid Athelſlane, or as the Obituray ſays, Livin- 
gus himſelf gave them Mar/tham and Cleybam, two Villages in Surrey; and now finding nothing 
but the bare Walls of his Cathedral ſtanding, for the Roof only had been conſumed, he 
briſkly ſet about repairing them, in which he was aſſiſted by King An,. Mr. Batteley ſays 
F7elnoth began as well as finiſhed theRepairs, but by Miſtake, ſince it is certain that Living 
not only began but made a conſiderable Progreſs in them, and therefore the Author of the 
Antiq. Brittan. ſays, that when Egelnoth reſtored this Church, it was, nondum poſt Danicam Va- 

flationem integre reparatam ;, and Living to theſe Repairs, is ſaid to have adorn'd and enriched 
it with many Perſents, of which were his Veſtments, as mentioned in the Inventory. To 
him Epelnath ſucceeded, who had been Dean of this Church, of Noble Extraction and in ſpe- 
cial Eſteem and Favour with Cnute, he influenc'd him to repair the Damages his Country- 
men had before committed, and that Prince who was a large Spirited and wiſe Man, and ef- 
fectually made himfelf beloved by the Engliſh, among the many Monaſteries which he re- 
built after the Daniſh Fury, in a more eſpecial Manner diſtinguiſhed his Favour towards this 
and gave to it the Port of Sandwich, with Wreck of the Sea and freedom of Toll, and gave them 
the Arm of St. Bartholomew with a large Pall, and as a Mark of his eſteem, offered up his 
Crown of Gold at this Church, which, till the Reformation, was preſerved there, in the

ming the others. (4) Gervai/e AR, Pontif. in X jcript, 
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Head of the great Croſs in the Nave, and Epelnoth, imitating his Predeceſſors publick Spirits 
compleatly finiſhed and repaired this Church, which being now reſtored, we ſhall deſcribe 
from Edmerus, who before its deſtruction had ſeen it. Which deſcription, copied by Ger- 
vaiſe, being curious, and abſolutely neceſſary, to the Thread of this Hiſtory, we ſhall, as Mr. 
Battely has done, take the Liberty of tranſlating. 

At the Eaſt End of the Church ſtood the high Altar, wherein was encloſed the Body of 
Wilfred (I). This was of rough Stone cemented together, a little before that was another 
Altar dedicated to Chriſt where daily Maſs was Sung, in which Altar St. Elpbege encloſed 
the Head of St. Swithin and many other Reliques which he brought with him from Wincheſter. 
Deſcending hence, by ſeveral Steps was the Choire of Singers, which Gervaiſe tells us, the 
Romans called the Crypt or Confeſſionary. At the foot of the Steps beforementioned, 
was a deſcent into a Vault which went under all the Eaf? part of the Church, and at the Eaſt 
End of it was an Altar wherein was encloſed the Head of St. Furſius (n). From hence by a 
winding Paſſage, at the Weſt End was the Tomb of Dunſtan, ſeparated from it by a Wall. 
His Body was buried deep in the Ground, -before thoſe Stairs, and over him was a Tomb 
erected in form of a Pyramid of great height, at the head of which was the Mattin Altar. 
From hence paſſing thro* the Choire was the Hall or Body of the Church, ſeperated from the 
Choire by a Partition, to exclude the Croud. About the Middle of the length of the Hall, 
were two Towers, jutting out beyond the Walls, of which that on the South had an Altar 
in the Middle of it dedicated to St. Gregory, and from this Tower was a Paſſage, being the 
principal Porch of the Church, called by the Ancient Engliſh, and even now, ſays he, Suth- 
core (u) a large and capacious Portico, a Hall where Caufes were try'd, and where a difhni- 
tive Sentence without appeal was given to thoſe which could not be legally determined in 
the Kings Courts. The other Tower on the North (ide, was erected to the Honour of St. Martin, 
having a Paſſage from it into the Cloyſter where the Monks converſed. And as in the former, 
foreign Cauſes and ſecular Authority was exerciſed, ſo in this the Young Novices were in- 
ſtructed Day and Night, ſucceſſively by turns, in Ecclefiaſtick Affairs and Offices. The 
End of the Church was adorned with the e he the bleſſed Virgin; to which (ſuch was 
the nature of the Building,) there was no Paſlage but by an aſſent of ſeveral Steps, in the Ea 

art of it was an Altar conſecrated to the Name of the bleſſed Virgin, wherein was encloſed the 
Head of Anſtrobarta the Virgin (%. When thePrieſt miniftred in divine Offices at this Altar, 
he turn'd his Face toward the People who ſtood below, to the Eaſtward, but behind him 
to the Weſtward ſtood the Archiepiſcopal Chair of curious Workmanſhip compoſed of 
great Stones cemented togethèr, and plac'd at a due Diſtance from the Altar, towards the 
Church Wall. The Church now built, Egelnoth, who was a great favourer of Monks, ſelect- 
ed from the ſeveral Monaſteriesa ſufficient Number to fill it, and ſeveral Benefactions were added, 
as Apruldore, Orpent une, Palſlie, and Whittriſchebam which Ed/me the King's Chaplain, and after- 
wards Archbiſhop gave them in the Year 1032, and four Yearsafter Horſley was given to the Monks 
by Theored for their Table; and Het he and Salt wood by Halilane a Nobleman, and Archbiſhop Agel. 
notheGodmerſham. In the Year 1038 King Knute reſtored them Folkeſtone on Condition that Fa 
his Chaplain ſhould be entered a Monk there, and Wiftane, ſirnamed Wildprieft gave Thurrock, Anno 
1044; (Vert, Stuoting and Meltoune were given by Egelrichig, and St iſſed and Cog geſbal were, two 
Years after, given by Dith, Chartham and Walworth were confirmed by St. Edward, the lat- 
ter had been before given by Hitard Jeſter to King Edmund; Simard, and Matilda his Wife 
gave Merſham for the Monks Table, and St. Edward made them a general Confirmation of 
Grants, with Sac Soc, &c. together with Liberty of free Warren; Hribtmeer a Citizen of 
London gave them a Houſe at Groſf-Church, and the Church of A-Saints in London. 
But to return to the Building, of which no mention is made till the Year 1043, when this 


Church was much defac'd by Fire, and moſt of the Writings and Records conſumed, and in 


that ruin'd manner it continued, for Siagand a Man of a narrow Soul and precarious Title took 
no Care to repair it; but the Norman Conqueſt following ſoon after, and Stigand being de- 
poſed, Lanfrank ſucceeded him, a Man of a large and publick Spirit, and being prime Fa- 
vourite with the King was enabled to (p) undertake it, he therefore pull'd down the Buildin 
to the Ground, together with the Cloyſters and Offices, and ſet about building it in a mo 
ſtately and magniticent Manner, upon Arches of Stone and vaulted after the Norman Faſhi-

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introduced in England, akind of Work ſo wonderful, that the Engliſh were amaꝝ d at it, and 
allet —— Wok which Building I ſhall deſcribeto you from Gervaiſe, as Mr. Battely has 
likewiſe done. I ſhall (fays he) deſcribe the Work of Lenfrank, beginning with the great Tower, 
not thatthe whole Church was deſtroy d, but becauſe ſome part thereof was much altered. The 
Tower therefore ſupported with mighty Columns is placed in the Middleofthe Church, as a Centre 
in the middle of a Circle, on the Top Pinacle of which ſtandsa gilded Cherubim. From hence to- 
wards the Weſt, is the Nave or Body of the Church, ſupported both ways by high Pillars. Two 
lofty Towers with gilded Pinacles terminate this Nave or Body. In the middle of this Church 
hangs a glided Crown, but the Pulpitum, in ſome meaſure ſeperated the aforeſaid Tower from the 
Nave, and in that part ofthe Nave, namely in the middle underneathit, ſtood an Altar of the Ho- 
ly Croſs. Over the Pulpit was a Beam which went athwart the Church, and ſeparated thegreat 
roſs, and two Cherubims, as alſothe Images of the bleſſed Virgins, and St. Joby the Apuſtle. 
In the North Wing was an Oratory, and an Altar of the bleſſed Virgin. In the abovementi- 
oned Nave we ſung the Service for the Space of five Years after the Fire. Ihe aforeſaid great 
Tower had a Croſs on each fide, namely, towards the North and South, each of which had 
a ſtrong Pillar in the middle, by which the Arch proceeding in three Diviſions fromthe Wall 
was ſupported. Both of theſe, were ina manner the ſame, In the North Croſs Ifle over the 
Arch was an Organ plac'd, above the Arch, and beneath was a Portico ſtretching forth to- 
wards the Eaſt, in the lower part of which ſtood the Altar of All Sainte. Before the Altar 
of St. Michael towards the South lay interr'd, Teologildus the Archbiſhop, and towards the 
North Siburgis a holy Virgin, wliom St. Dunſtan, becauſe of her Sanctity, ordered to be buried 
inthe Church. Between this Portico and the Quire 1s a ſpace divided into two Parts, namely, 
into a few Steps leading into the Crypt, and into a greater Number, into the higher parts of 
the Church. The Soth Croſs Iſle hath alſo two Portico's, in the higher of which, is the 
Altar of St. Blaiſe, in the lower that of St. BenediF. In this lower Portico towards the right 
Hand as you enter, lies buried Wizamthe Archbiſhop, who with great Solemnity dedicated 
the Church of Chriſt, which I have now deſcrib'd. He was Founder of the Monaſtry at Do- 
ver; towards the left lies interr'd Archbiſhop Radulfus his Predeceſſor. In the ſame Portico, 
before the Altar towards the right Hand, lies Egelnot hus the Archbiſhop, and towards the left 
Vulfelmus, behind the Altar towards the right Adelmus, and towards the left Cælnothus. Be- 
twixt the Porch and the Choir is a ſpace divided into two parts, namely, a deſcent into the 
Crypt, and an aſcent into the Eaſtern parts of the Church. This ſpace, and the aboveraentioned 
Portico, are ſeperated by a ſolid Wall. This Chappel of the Martyrdom, had frontihg it the 
Paſſage from the Cloyſter into the Church. That Pillar which ſtood in the Middle of the 
Croſs Iſle, and the Arch depending thereon, in proceſs of Time, and out of Reverence to 
the Martyr were taken down, that the Altar erected in that part of the Martyrdom might 
be ſecn at a gracter diſtance. But in the Circuit up to the Height of the aforeſaid Arch, a Paſ- 
ſage was made by which the Pall and Cortines might be From 
this Croſs Iſle into the Tower, and from the Tower into the Choir is an Aſcent of many Steps. 
From the Tower you paſs thro' a new Gate into the South Croſs Ifle, and from the ſame Tow- 
er you enter the Nave through a pair of folding Doors. 

The Church thus built, together with the Cloyſters, Cellars, Refectory, Dormitory, and 
other Offices, which he encloſed with a ſtone Wall, he beſtowed many Ornaments and Jewels 
upon, as allo ſeveral Books and Veſtments, whereof ſee in the Inventory. He likewiſe inſti- 
tuted new Rules for the management of this Convent, which afterwards became the general 
Lawsof all the Benedictine Monaſtries in England, which Inſtitutions ſee printed at the End of 
Reyner. And by the great Influence he had over William the Conqueror, he prevail'd with him 
to reſtore tothe Church, almoſt all their Lands which had beenunjuſtly taken and detained from 
it, at any Iime before. The Names of which Lands follow. In Kent, Raculf, Sandwic, 
Rateburch, Wadeton, the Monaſtrey of Limming with all the Lands and Privileges thereto 
belonging, Salt wude with Burg heth belonging to Saltrende, Langport, Niwenden, Rocking, 
Detling, Preſlantune near the Medway, Sunderherſte, Earhethe, Orpertun, a $9"4, Denin- 
tun, Stock, four Prebends of Neventune. And many other ſmall Lands beſides theſe, as well 
in the Iſles as out of the Iſles in Aent. But Stock and Denintun were reſtored by Lanfrank to 
the Church of St. Andrew, as belonging anciently and of right to it. In Suthrege, Murtelac, 
the Monaſtery of St. Mary in London, with Lands and Houſes, which Living the Prieſt and 
his Wife had in London. In Middleſex, Hergham and Heyſham. In Buckinghamſhire, Ri. 
burg and Healtun, In Oxinaford/hire, Nireenton. In Suthfolk, Fratenham. In Eſſex, Sti- 
ſted, Stanburg, all which he beſtowed upon the Church without any Fine or Reward, as is 
recorded in the Obituary of this Church, which not being mentioned in the Decem Scriptores 
and Sumner we have ſet down at length. The Conqueror alſo confirmed the Rights of the 
Archbiſhop to the Church of St. Martins at Dover 2 in Scbippey, and granted his Charter 
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4 
to the Monks for the free Tenure of their Lands. Together with three other Charters of thꝭ 
Liberties of the Church. And Odo Earl of Kent granted ſome Houſes in Sandwich to this 
Church Anno 1075. Lanfrankis ſaid to reſtore twenty five Manors to this Church, by Stow, and 
likewiſe to repair the Walls of the City of Canterbury. 3 

Lanfrank dying was ſucceeded by Anſelm, a great admirer of Monkiſh Diſcipline, who took 
down the Choir of Lanfrank, which we could not beforedeſcribe, for Gervarſe had not ſeen 
it, and Eadmer makes no mention of it, ſo that it ſhould ſeem to me that the old Choir was left 
ſtanding when wy Kip rebuilt the Church, as intending afterwards to joyn a magnificient 
one to it, but ſtopt by the vaſt expences of the Church building, for had it been worth de- 
ſcribing Eadmer would not have ſtopt at it, neither would Anſelm in twenty Years Time at- 
ter ſo 1 a Building muſt needs be, have had occaſion to take it down, which he did, and 
with the Aſſiſtance of Ernulfus the Prior began to rear up a moſt magnificent one in the 
room. A work ſo extravagant and expenſive that it became the admiration and envy of all 
People; inſomuch that ſome complained of it to the King, but he was ſo far from being angry 
that he commended their Zeal (9). Upon Ernulfus's being removed to the Abbey of Burgh, 
he was ſucceeded by Conrad, the fame year that Anſelm dy'd, and notwithſtanding the trouble- 
ſomeneſs of thoſe Times, and the vacancy of the Archbiſhoprick which Henry the iſt had 
ſciz'd in his Hands, he carried on and compleated this Work, a Work ſo Magnificent and 
Beautiful that Malmsbury (who by miſtake aſcribes the compleating of it to Ernulfis) ſays, it 
was ſo glorious that nothing comparable to it was to be ſeen in England, whether we make our 
Obſervations on the Tranſparency of the Glaſs Windows, the Brightneſs of the Marble Pave- 
ment below, or the admirable Beauty and Elegancy of the Paintings, which drew the Eyes 
of all beholders to the Roof above (r). This Building is thus exactly deſcribed by Gervaiſe 
who lived in the Time when it was ſtanding, and was a Monk of this Church () — 
from the Great Tower which divides the Hall of the Church from the Choir, the Eaſtern Pillars 
of it jutted out from a ſolid Wall like Semi-Pillers or Pilaſters, which with the Wall ſeperated 
it from the View of the Church; It was ſupported by Eighteen Pillars (viz.) nine on each fide 
in a direct Line and at equal Diſtances. Beyond which, fix Pillars more extended themſelves 
to form a Semicircle, from the ninth Pillar on each fide was found an Arch, and from Pillar 
to Pillar, as well thoſe in a direct line as the circular ones, were form'd Arches. Over theſe 
was rear'd a ſolid Wall in which were ſeveral ſmall and obſcure Windows, this Wall ſurround- 
ing the Choir filled up the Interſpaces of the Arches and united them. Over which Wall was 
an Ambulatory called the Triforium and the upper Range of Windows. This was the form 
of the inner Wall of it, over which extended the Roof, which was a Sky finely Painted. At 
the Baſes of the Pillars was a Wall or Concatenation of Marble Slabs which ſurrounding the 
Choir and Preſbytery, divided the Nave of the Building from the Wings or fide Iſles thereof. 
This Wall encloſed the Monks Choir, the Preſbytery, the high Altar dedicated to the Name 

of Feſus Chriſt, the Altar of St. Dunſtan, and the Altar of St. Elphege, with their Shrines. 
Beyond this Wall at the Eaf? bending of it, and behind the high Altar was the Patriarchal 
Chair made ofone Stone in which the Archbiſhops were wont to ſit on their high Feſtivals, during 
the Intervals of Maſs till the Confecration ofthe Elements, and then they deſcended by Eight Steps 
to Chriſt's Altar. From the Choir to the Preſbytery were Three Steps. At the two Eaft Corners 
ofthe Altar were two Pillars of Wood ncatly embeliſhed with Gold and Silver, which ſupported a 
huge Beam reſting on the top of the Capitals, which fronting the Choir preſented to the View of 
the Church an Image of our Lord gilt, and an lmageof St. Dunſtan on the one ſide, and St. Elphege 
on theother, and ſeven Shirnes adorned with Gold and Silver, containing a large Number of Re- 
Iiques. Between the Columns ſtood a Golden Crols, in the centre of which were ſixty Chriſtals 
ſet in a Circle. In the Middle of the Choir hung a golden Branch, faſhioned like a Crown, to 
hold Twenty four Wax Lights (t). Under the Altar of Chriſt in the Crypt or under Croſs was 
the Altar of the Virgin Mary, in Honour of whom the whole Crypt was dedicated, this Crypt 
extended it ſelf in length and breadth proportionable to the Choir above it. Having thus 
deſcribed the Choir and Preſbytery we proceed to the (ide and croſs Ifles. The outward Wall of 
the Church, was thus extended, beginning from Lanfrank's Croſs, (viz.) where is the Mar- 
tyrdom towards the EA, to the upper Croſs were three Windows and five Pillars, anſwer- 
able to, and arching from thoſe of the Choir. From the five Pillars begun the North Croſs, 
and extending the breadth of two Arches, was corner'd by the ſeventh. From this fifth and

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ſeventh Pillar therefore the Side- Walls of the Croſs proceeded Northward, and formed two 
Portico's or Spaces in the Wall. In the North Portico was the Altar of St. Marrin, under 
which in the Crypt was the Altar of St. Mary Magdalene; at the Altar of St. Martin lay two 
Archbiſhops, on the right ſide red, on the left Lwing. The other Nich or Portico had 
in it the Altar of St. Stephen, and in the Crypt under it the Altar of St. Nicholas; at the Altar 
of St. Stephen were two Archbiſhops, on the left-hand Athelard, and on the right-hand Crth-- 
bert: From this Portico of St. Stephen, the aforeſaid Wall proceeding to the Za/t, had a 
Great Window oppoſite to the Altar, near which was the high Tower of St. Andrew, ſo cal- 
led from the Altar there dedicated to that Saint, under which in the Crypt was that of the 
Holy Innocents. Thus the North fide. On the South, the Wall continued likewiſe from 
Lanfrank's Croſs, and the Centre of St. Michael's Chappel, and in the ſame Order reached to 
the upper South Croſs which had likewiſe two Portico's. In the South part was the Altar 
of St. Gregory, where lay the Arbiſhops _— and Plegmund, under which, in the Crypt, 
was the Altar of St. Owen Archbiſhop of Rhoan. In the other Portico was the Altar of St. 
John the Evangeliſt, where lay the Archbiſhops Ethelgare and Eluric; and in the Cryptunder- 
neath was the Altar : of St. Paulinus, where was buried Syricirs the Archbiſhop: Before 
the Altar of St. Owen was the Altar of St. Katherine: From this Croſs, the Wall} continued 
to a Window enlightening, and collateral with, the high Altar, and anſwerable to the other 
Side, as was likewiſe a Tower, in which were the Altars of St. Peter and St. Paul; but St. 
Anſelm being tranſlated thither gave his Name both to the Altar and Tower: From theſe 
two Towers the Walls form'd a iweep to the Chappel of the Holy Trinity, which continued 
the Building, in which at the Ea, was the Altar of the Holy Trinity, where Becket ſaid 
Maſs the Day of his Conſecration, and afterwards frequented, both before and after his Exile, 


to his Devotions. At this Altar lay St. Odo Archbiſhop of Canterbury and St. V. Ifred Arch- 


biſhop of Tork. On the South fide Archbiſhop a rf and on the North Archbithop Theo- 
ball. In the Crypt were two Altars: On the Sowth ſide St. Auguſt in's, on the North St. Fobn 
Baptiſl's. Near the South Wall lay Archbiſhop Ethelred, and on the Norch FEadſine. In the 
middle of this Chappel was a Pillar which ſupported the Roof, and form'd Arches to all 
Parts of it, where was the Tomb of St. Thomas Becket. This curious Building was likewiſe 
enriched and adorned by the fame Prior Conrade after a moſt magnificent Manner, who pre- 
ſented two Schillas of the fineſt Tapeſtry. Four of the beſt and largeſt Palls in the whole 
Church, and one Pall beſides of a more ordinary ſort : He alſo cauſed to be made a moſt admi- 
rable Cope embroidered every where outwardly with pure Gold, and adorned on the lower 
Part, round the Circuit, with one Hundred and forty Bells of Silver Gilt, with many preci- 
ous Stones interſperſt, on which he laid out the Sum of one Hundred Pounds. He gave a 
Candleſtick of a wondrous Size of Copper gilt having three Branches on each ſide pro- 
ceeding from the middle Stock, in which it held ſeven Wax-Candles. Five large Bells, the 
firſt of which required Ten Men, the ſecond as many, the third Eleven, the fourth Eight, and 
the fifth twenty tour Men to ring them. This fifth Bell was firſt of all given by the venerable 
Prior Ernulf, but being afterwards broke, the great Conrade, at a prodigious Expence, cauſed 
it to be new Caſt. But in almoſt all theſe Benefactions, he was much obliged to the friendly 
Aſliſtance of two moſt munificent Secretaries, of Adewynrs firſt, and afterwards of Fu. 
From this Man's compleating the Work and enriching it, it was call'd by his Name; and altho' 
Anſelm encourag'd, and Ernulf began the Work, their Benefactions were ſunk in his Praiſe, 
This Building was dedicated by Radulfiis the Archbiſhop the Year he came to this Sce, VIS, 
1114, but during the building of this Church we muſt not forget to look upon the Beneſactions 
towards it. In the Year 1106 King Hen I. beſtowed upon it Slindon in S/ſex, and Arch- 
biſhop Anſelm, to encourage them in their undertaking, gave them half the Offerings made at 
the Altar of Chriſt, which were remaining in his Hands after his Predeceſſor Lanfrank's de- 
ceaſe, Together with the Manner of Srifkede. And about this Time alſo one (1) Karleman- 
nus a Prieſt who is commemorated in the Obituary, gave Broke to this Church. King Henry l. 
likewiſe granted them his free Charter, by a ſecond confirmed the Liberties granted them by 
Edward the Confeilor, and by a third releaſed them from the Tax of Geld and Danegeld, 

About the Year 1130 this Church ſuffered again by Fire, as the Author of the Antiquitates 
Britannice tells us, and that it was burn'd down, at which Time the City of want a. and 
Church of St. Paul's were alſo conſumed by Fire, but as neither of thoſe accidents ſeem to be 
mentioned by any other Hiſtorian, there does not appear the leaſt probability of Truth 
in it; for this very Year the Church, that is the Building of Lanſrank, ( viz) the Body and 
this new Choir, were ina moſt pompous manner dedicated by William Corboil the Archbiſhop; 
The Kings of England and Scotland and moſt of the Nobility being preſent. At which 
Time the King gave them the Church of St, Martin's at Dover, and Archbiſhop William gave them 
Eight Pounds Yearly out of his Mannor of Reculure. At this Dedication Thorn tells us the Name 
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was chang d from Chriſt-Church to that of the Trinity, and that the Church's Seal was changed, as 
Mr. Somner obſerves, but I cannot find any certainty in this, ſince I find the Name of St. Saviowrs 
Chriſt-Church, and the Holy Trinity uſed both before and after this Dedication 3 and in all the Do- 
nations aſterwards it is but oncecalled by the Name of the Holy * but frequently by that of 
Chriſt. Church, and particularly Anno 1145 Henry de Repa gave his Mannor of Diepbam to Chriſt- 
Church by layinghis Knife upon Chriſt's Altar. Nothing memorable occurs relating to the Affairs 
of this Monaſtery (except the Differences between this Convent and Archbiſhop Theobald. till the 
Murther of Becker ; of which ſee the Particulars elſewhere, whom they buried obſcurely in the 
Undercroft, lefthis Body, as the Aſſaſſins had threatned, ſhould be expoſed to wild Beaſts and Birds; 
and great need had they to take care to preſerve a Corps which afterwards prov'd of 
ſuch vaſt advantage to them) but the Benefactions of Wihert the Prior, who died 1167, 
who gave to this Church the great Wood of Chartham containing forty Acres, beſtow- 
ed a great Bell to the Steeple which required thirty two Men to ring it, beſtowed upon 
the Church two large Carpets, and likewiſe a ſilver Cup, and left ſeventy one Shillings 
Rent to the Church to be expended on his Anniverſary, whereof forty Shillings to the Refe- 
Qory, twenty Shillings to the Poor, and the reſt to the Almonry; but what was his moſt remark- 
able and greateſt Undertaking, was the fine Aquedu& which he made to ſerve all the Offices 
of this Monaſtery. | 
Anno 1174. This glorious and beautiful Choir of Conrade, which we have before deſcri- 
bed, was miſerably and ſuddenly conſumed by Fire, which happen d on the fifth of September, 
and was thus (as Gervaiſe, who was an Eye-witnefs, tells us) occaſioned. Ahout Nine of the 
Clock a Fire happened without the Gate and Walls, and before the Court of the Church in 
three ſmall Houſes, which by the ſpeedy Aſſiſtance of the Citizens being put out, a ſtrong 
Southerly Wind which at that Time happend toblow very fiercely, carried ſome of the Coals 
and Cinders to the Top of the Church, where being lodged, the Wind gradually wrought 
them thro' the Creviſes of the Lead, where they lay conceal'd among the Tindes, by the 
Lead without, and the painted Roof within, till at laſt, the Lead being melted the F ha 
burſt out and were diſcovered and increas d by the fury of the Wind; mean while the other 
Fire being overpowered, every one returned to his Habitation, not imagining the Danger that 
lay hid, till at laſt it was diſcovered, for the Timbers of the Roof breaking thro' the painted 
Cicling, fell down into the Choir upon the Monks Stalls which were large Carv'd Timber, and 
ſet fire to them. Theſe fed the Flames till the Walls and Pillars were irrecoverably weakened, 
and the Ornaments conſumed. Thus Gervaiſe deſcribes it, who was an Eye-witneſs. This 
Fire affected not the great Tower, nor the Body, or lower Croſs of the Church, nor the two 
Towers, Anſelm's and Gregory's; for the main 8 was its weakening the Pillars, by the 
Fire of the adjacent Stalls, otherwiſe the Roof only had ſuffered. The Infirmary with the 
Chappel of St. Mary, and other Offices were conſumed together with the Church, and moſt of 
the Church Ornaments were ſtolen. The great Cheſt of Reliques upon the Beam, over the 


Altar, were thrown down and broken, and the Fragments collected by the Monks. The 


Choir thus conſumed, the Monks conſult for a Place where to officiate the daily Service, and 
pitch upon the Body of the Church: There they build an Altar, which done, leſt the 
Bodies of their two great Patrons Dunſtan and Elphege ſhould lie expos'd to the Weather, 
among the Rubbiſh, they removed them in their Cothns with much difficulty, and depoſited 
them before the Altar of the Holy Croſs, in the Nave of the Church; and Walling their place 
of Worſhip from the view of the People, began next to conſider by what means to rebuild their 
Choir. They ſent for the beſt Artiticers they could hear'of, either in England or foreign 
Parts, to conſult with them. Theſe differed much in their Opinions. Some propoſed to re- 
pair the ruin d Work, but the more rational and ſafe way was thought to pull it down, and 
rebuild it a new from the very foundation. One Wilam Senonenſis undertook it, and was 
a whole Year in taking it down. In the mean while he laid-in Stone-Cement, &*c. and de- 
livered the Stones to Sculptors to be ready for the new Work. The ſecond Year he proceed- 
edſo far before Winter as to erect four Pillars, (i. e.) two on each Side, and before the Winter 
was at an End, two more (7.e.) three and three, over which and the outward Wall 
of the Iſles he turned decent Arches, and a Roof, that is three every way, Putting a Pillar 
for a Center, for that it is in the middle and terminates every way. 'TheYear before 
the laſt Cataſtrophe (wis.) 1173 Becket was Canoniz'd, and from that Time began 
the prodigious Increaſe of this Church's Wealth, for in the Year 1173, were Odo's Benefactions. 
In the Year 1177, Philip Earl of Flanders viſited his Tomb, and made Offerings there 
for as yet while the Choir was new Building, he was not enſhrin'd, but lay in his Tomb in 
the ' Under-croft. Soon after Lewis King of France, King Henry of England, Robert Earl 
of Huulloign and others viſited and Offered likewiſe; by which means, and the Papal Bulls 
granted for the Oblations of the Altar, to be applied to the uſe of the Convent for rebuild- 
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1 ere enabled to carry on this great and ſuprizing Work in ſo ſhort a 
ty : 2 we come to Becker's Shrine, and now take notice of ſome Charters and 
Privileges likewiſe confirmed upon it. Henry the Second gave fifteen Pounds yearl Rent in 
Barkeſore, and in Hockiſeaſe, and Riſſendon, and twenty five Pounds Rent in Lei don, Dod- 
comb was about this Time given by William Tracy to this Church, and King Henry and Ste- 


pben both of them by their Charters confirmed their Privileges. Archbiſhop Richard reſtored 


is Convent the Churches of Eaſtria, Monketon, Mepebam and Eynesford, and King Ri- 
ar dur page Boſcomb de Blean, or Abe Mood, to this Church. And Alienor Queen to Henry 
III. gave to this Church thirteen Tenements in the Frudaiſm in Canterbury, and the Manors of 
Teurſtaine and Weſtfarlegb, with the Advowſons of the Churches of Weft-Clive and Weſter- 
ham; and the ſame Queen preſented this Church with one Caſula of Red Sattin embroidered, 


and alſo an Alb embroidered with Images at length. 


The Monks of this Church, after Becker's Murther, were arriv'd to ſuch a pitch of Inſo- 
lence that it was thought neceſſary to check a Spirit, which might, and indeed afterwards did, 
grow formidable to the King and Nation. Having theretore ſhewn a good deal of this in the 
Affair of Baldwin's election, the King conſulted with that Prelate by what means they might 
put a ſtop to this growing Aſſurance : It was neceſſary at that Juncture to conceal their Mea- 
ſures, in the niceſt manner, for thoſe People had quick Eyes as well as loud Throats: An 
expedient therefore, and that one of the moſt feaſible, was pitcht upon, which was this: 
The Name of St. Thomas Becket makingat that Time a Noiſe over all Chriſtendom, and 
the Heads and Hands of every Devotee fill'd with deſigns of Temples or Offerings to him, the 
Archbiſhop out of his prodigious regard, and being his Succeſſor, was to expreſs his more 

eculiar Veneration, by building a Church in Honour of him. This Church, for that St. 

bomas was himſelf a Ds was to be a Collegiate Church of Secular Canons and Preben- 
daries, and St. Stephen's at Hackington three Miles from Canterbury, was pitcht upon to be 
the place. The Number of Canons was to be equal to the Number of Suffragans of Canterbury. 
One of theſe Prebendaries, the Kings of England were for ever to beſtow, to ſhow their expia- 
tion for the holy Martyr's Death, and the reſt were to be named by the Suffragans; ſo laud- 
able an Undertaking as this, a deſign ſo pious, and expreſſive of ſo great a Regard tothe Memo- 
ry of St. Thomas, met with univerſal Applauſe and Approbation, and the Pope was not ſlow 
to give his conſent to it. And Archbiſhop Baldwin ſet aſide one fourth part of the Oblations 
for building it. In ſhort, all the Timber and Materials were got ready and carried to the Place 
and the Building begun. This had been an excellent defign had it ſucceeded, for Baldwin by the 
King's Directions intended in this Place to convene his Synods, and the King himſelf, to give 
the greater Honour and Sanction, reſolv'd to be preſent as often as he could; here the Biſhops 
were to be Conſecrated, and the Chriſm made; and, in ſhort, the whole deſign was to transfer 
from Chrift-Church and the Monks even the leaſt Shadow, or appearance of Intereſt in the 
Archiepiſcopal or Secular Affairs, and they and their Saint were left together to grow Rich 
and quarrel with on: another, without meddling with the World; but this deſign, ook plau- 
ſible and conceal'd ſocver, from the reſt of the World, could not be ſo long from them. 
They nos'd it, and were reſolved to ſtop at nothing to prevent it, Pald4win therefore coming 
down to introduce his Seculars, was ſaluted with an Appeal to the Church of Rome. He how- 
ever proceeds to inſtitute his Clerks. The Prior ſends his Monks a ſecond Time; Baldwin 
who was both a good and wiſe Man proceeds to inſtitute and induct his Clerks, and to ſhew 
them how ſenſihle he wasof their Appeal, and what great Regard he paid to it, he ſuſpends 
the Prior, excommunicates the Appellants, him that repeated the Appeal he ejected from the 
Convent, and the reſt he impriſoned in their Cloyſters, placing ſtrong Guards over them, and 
upon Oath not ſuffering any one of them to go out. Honoriis the Prior however got out, 
and went to Rome, and the then Pope knowing the ſtate of the King's Affairs at that Time was 
glad of this yo omg nor was the King inſenſible that this might be of dangerous Conſe- 
quence, and therefore ſent ſome Prelates to the Monks, to prevail with them by gentle Me- 
thods to withdraw their Appeal. They obſtinately refuſed it till the Return of their Prior. 
The King himſelf went down, and ſent to expoſtulate with them. But they had the immea- 
ſu rable Impudence, notwithſtanding his mild Solicitations, to tell him to his Face, that the matter 
lay not under his but the Pope's Cognizance. The King and the Archbiſhop ſent Meſſengers ta 
Rome with Letters from every ſuffragan Biſhop, but the Convent were too much the Pope's 
Friends to be affronted, and got the better of the Cauſe. The Pope wrote to Baldwin to de- 
fiſt, and to reinſtate the Monks as before; Baldwin heeded theſe Letters as little as the Pope 
minded his, proceeded in his Building, kept the Monks cloſe Prifoners, and to ſhow them how 
little he regarded it, conſecrated the Chriſm at London, which was the peculiar Right of that 
Church. They apply themſelves a ſecond Time to the Pope, and ſecond Letters were ſent to 
Baldwin, in which heisenjoyn'd with many Threatnings, to demoliſh the Building he had began, 
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and proceed no farther in it. Baldwin was forced to comply, but refolv'd not to give ovet 
his Deſign entirely, and therefore bought a 7 of Ground of the Biſhop and Monks of Ro- 
cheſter at Lambeth, whither he convey'd all the Timber and Materials, intending after that 
Pope's Death, to renew this Deſign, for there was no great Underſtanding between Urban and 
Baldwin, as appears by a very complaiſant Letter of his to him, wherein he calls him, the 


fervent Monk, the warm Abbot, the lukewarm Biſhop, and the good for nothing Archbiſhop z 


which ſhows the reſpe& Baldwin bore to that See, Gregory the Eighth ſucceeded Urban, ave- 
ry great Friend of Baldwin's, and one who would willingly have obliged the King. The 
Monks werenow intirely diſpirited, and Baldwin 7 to compleat his Deſign, but by an un- 
happy Fate Gregory died two Months after. This Diſpute held a conſiderable Time, evendu- 
ring the Papacies of Lucius, Urban, Gregory and Clement, during which Time were many 
Broils between him and the Monks, and the Prior Honorius died at Rome. The King not long 
after dy'd, and this deſign, tho ſtill intended and continued by Baldwin, came to nothing, 
and he himſelf, going into the Holy Land with Richard I. dy'd there, and the Monks 
were diſcharg'd of their Fear and Impriſonment. So far had the ungovernable Spirit of this 
Man provok'd him, that one Time he rejected them all from the Convent, and introduc'd 
Seculars, but the King's Affairs could not at that Time bear him out, and ſo the Monks were 
reinſtated. However leſt Baldwin ſhould be made altogether a Jeſt to them, there wasa ſmall 
Chappel and Czmitary allow'd at Hackinton, with one Secular Prieſt ; but this waſpiſh Neſt 
of Men bare ſuch a ſtrong averſion to Baldtein, that he was no ſooner gone to the Holy Land, 
but they ferreted and wearied out of the Convent the Prior Norris, for no other reaſon but be- 
cauſe Baldwin had plac'd him there. 

Aſter Baldwin's Death, there was a freſh Diſturbance about electing an Archbiſhop, which 
they did, of their own Head, and would have proved of dangerous Conſequence, had he not 
ſoon after dy'd. He was ſucceeded by Hubert, who iu the victorious Reign of Richard I. 
renew'd his Predeceſſor and intimate Friend's deſign of building the College at Lambeth. 
Propoſals were made to them, that their ſubmitting to this would both oblige the King and 
Archbiſhop : They inſtantly appeal'd to Rome, and the Pope very freely threatens to ex- 
communicate both the King and Archbiſhop, if they proceeded on that Deſign. In ſhort, they 
were forced to demoliſh what they had carried on, tho' application was made that the Build- 
ing now almoſt compleat might be converted to another uſe, or that the Materials of it might 
be apply'd to build a Church at Maideſtone, but they were refuſed. The election of Stephen 
Langton, an affair ſo fatal to this Realm, follow'd ſoon after. Upon which the King ſeiz'd 
all the Effects of the Monaſtery and Impriſoned, or Banithed them. After which, the Nation 
was put under Interdict; of which the Account is well known and too tedious to be inſerted 
here. We come next to the Enfhrining of St. Thomas, which happened in the Year 1220, at 
which Time Mr. Bateley ſuppoſes the Church was dedicated to him, but without the leaſt 
Grounds. There was indeed an Altar dedicated to him in the Chappel of the Holy Trinity, 
but the Church, in all the Donations afterwards, even to the Time of Henry IV. is called 
by the Name of Chri/i-Church, and no other. Of his Tranſlation, we ſhall ſpeak in the Chap- 
ter of his Shrine and Offerings, and ſhall here take notice of ſuch Benefactions, as occur be- 
tween the more remarkable Affairs of this Convent: And firſt, Henry III. preſented to 
this Church a Cope of Red Sattin Embroidered, a large Gelden Chalice, the Foot inchas'd 
with Jewels, a Golden Comb ſet with Jewels, &c. and his Son Edvard, afterwards Edward 
I. two Copes of Red Sattin, Embroidered one with the Hiſtory of Joſeph. Roger de la 
Lee Prior of this Convent about the Year 1240 gave to this Convent a Bowl and Cover gilt, 
and did likewiſe his Succeilor Nicholas de Sandwich, who gave three Bowls of which one was 
gilt on the outſide, We paſs by the affairs of Elections, that of St. Edmund and others, 
in which this Convent made fo troubleſome a Figure, till we come to the Time of Boniface the 
Archbiſhop, who, in ſome Meaſure, was ſent as a juſt Puniſhment upon this obſtinate People, 
whom he flecc'd, oppretled, and uſed with the utmoſt Tyranny, extorting from them, by 
Threats and otherwiſe, vaſt Sums of Money, tho' afterwards he very bountifully repaid that, 
and diſcharg'd the Debrs which his Predeceſſors were engaged in. In his Succeſſor Kilwarby's 
Time, the Monks had highly affronted the King, for which they were ejected from their 
Monaſtery, their Income ordered to be givento the Poor, and the Citizensof Canterbury charg'd 
by publick Order, not to deal with them, and a Ditch and Bank thrown up round their Mona- 
ſtery, that no one ſhould attempt to come and offer at St. Thomas's Shrine. The Monks driven 
to this extremity thought fit to compound, by making free with that Treaſury, and ſelecting 
thence ſome of the choiceſt Jewels made their Peace with the King. This Kilwarby left a 
fine embroidered Cope to this Church, one Silver Boat or Veſſel for Frankincenſe, with a 
Spoon, two Silver Flagons, of which one was gilt: And not long before, Roger de St. Al- 
Phege Prior of this Church who dy'd about 1263, built the Chappel between the Dormitory 
and Infirmary, and gave to his Convent alarge Bowl with a Foot, and a Diſh of Silver gilt, 
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and Edmund Earl of Cornwal gave a Text or Cover of Church Books of Silver gilt, and a. 
dorn'd with Jewels, with a Crucifix, and Mary and John of Silver gilt. i 
The Building of the Church had recieved no Alterations ſince the rebuilding of the Choir of 
Conrad, excepting the beforementioned Chappel, till the Time of Henry de Efiria, who was 
a great Benefactor, and a careful Governour of this Church for many Years: In his Time, as 
appears by his Accounts, I find theſe Alterations: Anno 1292, a new Clock was ſet up in the 
Church, which coſt 30l. and two Years after, that part of the Church near St. Gregory's Altar, 
in the upper South Croſs, was repaired with a new Gable, the charge of which amounted ta 


w again, I find that in the Years 1304, and 5, the whole Choir was repaired and beautifi- 
ed, and the three Weſt Doors made, and a new Pulpit erected; which with ſome Repairs to the 
Chapter-Houſe, amounted to no leſs than 8391. 75. 8d. and it was, I conjeQure, at this 
Time that the fine Stone Work, at the e End of the Choir was made, at the charge of 
Prior Henry de Eflria, a Man of a large and publick Spirit, for! find it recorded in the Obi- 
tuary, that he adorn'd the Choir with Stone Work very curiouſly carv'd, and gave to his Church 
many Ornaments and Books. 

Anno 1316, the ſame Prior bought five Bells, whereof one was called Bell-Thomas, placed 
in the great Clock-houſe, and weighed 8000 Pounds, three others were placed in the new 
long Clock-houſe, more Northward, one whereof weighed 2400 Pounds, the ſecond 2200 
Pounds, and the third 2000 Pounds. One Bell more was added to ring to Chappel, which 
weighed 800 Pounds and an half. The Price of all theſe, excluding the Carpenters and 
Smiths Work, amounted to 236 J. 14s. Anno 1317, a new Clock-houſe or Tower was e- 
rected towards the North, which coſt 61 L. 5 . 34. and the Lead gol. 15. 24 And 
three more Bclls for the Clock-houſe under the Angel, of which one weighed 1460 Pounds, 
the ſecond 1210 Pounds, and the Third 1124 Pounds. The Charge, without reckoning 
Carpenters, and Smiths Work, amounted to 651. cos. 9 d. And three leſſer Bells in the ſame 
Steeple, which weighed 2750 Pounds. At the ſame Time, were repaired ſeveral parts of 
the Convent, as the greater and leſſer Chambers of the Prior, the Jong Chamber, and that by 
the Treaſury, and his Study: The new Chamber of the Prior was likewile leaded, togerher 
with the Wardrobe, and the new Pantry and Kitchen of the Prior were leaded. The great 
Hall near the Gate of the Court was likewiſe repaired, the great Barn for Hay was built, 
a Fiſh-pond was made, and a Bath near the School of the Novices, the Cloyſters were new 
paved, new Studies built, a new Bakehouſe, with a new Granary and Chimneys, a new 
Granary in the Bake-houſe, &c. The Particulars as well as Coſt of which, as I extracted 
them out of this Prior's Book of Accounts, is Printed in the Appendix, that account of Mr. Bat- 
zeley's being imperfect. The ſame Prior is recorded in the Obituary, to have beſtowed on this 
Church many rich Veſtments, Jewels, Pontifical Rings, &c. the particulars of which you will 
find in the Inventory, taken in his Time, of the Riches of this Church ; together withthe Gifts 
of the Archbiſhops Peckham and IWinchelſea, of which, the latter is ſaid to have given many 
curious and rich Veſtments and Books, to this Church in the Obituary. In the Time of 
that Vincbelſea, the Monks fell heavily under the King's diſpleaſure, for harbouring the Arch- 
biſhop, while in diſgrace, inſomuch that he proſcribed them, and turned Eighty out of the 
Monaſtery, ſeizing upon their Revenues, and forbidding all Perſons, by Proclamation, to give 
them either Meat or Drink, but he was ſoon after reconcil'd to them. And here we may 
obſerve that the Power of the Monks decreas'd very ſenſibly, for Edward I. a brave and 
ſucceſsful Prince firſt reſtrained them, and the Popes ſubtilty of Bulls of Proviſion, ſoon after 
put an end to their Inſolent Claims to a right of Election. There was no Archbiſhop after this 
Time a Monk, and the Order it ſelf was much clouded by ſeveral new Orders that were ſet up 
againſt it. Very few Donations were now made to this Church, and even Becket's Shrine had 
almoſt gathered in its Harveſt, the only Donation is that of Walter Reynolds the Archbiſhop 
who gave them his Manor of Caldecot, and his Wood of Thurrold, but it was only upon Con- 
dition they ſhould remember him on his Anniverſary, which he had much better have given to 
have been forgot, unleſs he had left behind him a better Character than that of an un- 
grateful Rebel. Archbiſhop Stratford likewiſe preſented this Church with a rich Cope, his beſt 
Mitre, and two Books, one of Decretals, and the other of Decrecs, andaſlign'd to the Convent 
a Penſion of 100 Shillings from the Churches of Preflane and Bofone: But the moſt remarka- 
ble is the Donation of Archbiſhop 1/ip,- who left them ſix Dozen of Silver Diſhes, and 15 
many Silver Salts, four Silver Pelves, with four Lavatories of the ſame, twenty four 
pieces of Silver, and fix Silver Pitchers for Wine for the Refectory; he likewiſe left them two 
large Silver Pelvcs, loco Sheep, and ordered that the Lambs of them ſhould be ſaved for the 
encreaſe of the Stock, and allo ordered a Chauntery for himſelf in the Church, and an An- 
niverſary: Of which ſee more fully in the Obituary. About which Time the Manor of 
Boveton in the Village of Bocking in the County of Efex was given to this Convent, by 
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one Nic hard Boveton; and King Edward III. in the 28th Year of his Reign gave them 
his Manor of Borle in the County of Efſex. The fame Year died Prior Hathbrand, 
who gave ſeveral Ornaments, Books, and fundry precious Jewels. The Stone Hall alſo, 
which is called the Maſters Table, with the ſeven Chambers adjoining for infirm Perfons, were 
of his Building. Another Chamber covered with Lead near La Glorier: The new Kitchen 
of the Convent, two great Bells in the Clock-houfe, (vis) Jeſt and Dunſtan, the great Or- 
gan, the Pedement of St. Thomas's Altar; he alſo cauſed to be built and repaired many Houſes, 
as well without the Priory as within. The Manors of Bonington, Stiſted and Southcherche, and the 
arable Lands, as well as the Woods, Meadows and Paſtures : In other Manors he gain'd to the 
Churchtothenumber of three Hundred and ſixty Three Actesby his own Induſtry. The Marſh of 
Appuldore, and the Marſh of Elwerton he cauſed to be incloſed. But to return to the Building. 
tis tobe obſerved, that inthe Fire beforementioned which burnt down the Choir of Conrade, on- 

> ho Body of the Church continued in the manner Lanfrank left it, and ſo it did till about the 
ear 1376, when Simon Sudbury, a wiſe and good Man, and of a large and extenſive Spirit, took 
down the North and South Wings of this Church, andbuilt themin the Magnificent manner we 
now ſee them: He alſo took downthe Body of the Church, with intention to rebuild it at his own 
4 Charges, butbefore he had begun the Building, he was barbarouſly Murthered by the Re- 
els. Hebuilthkewiſe the Wall round the City of Canterbury, or at leaſt great Part of it, and it is 
very probable, did otherServicestothis Church, of which there is no mention in the Obituary; for 
which this Reaſon may by aſſigned, Sudbury was too Wiſe to be a Bigot, and had too little reſpect 
for their Patron Saint to be eſteem'd by them; for when Biſhop of London, he happenedto meet the 
Devotees going to theJubilee atCanterbrery, but was ſo far from encouraging them in their whimſical 
Expedition, that he adviſed them to go back again, telling them that neitlier the Saint's Merits nor 
the Pope's Indulgence were worth one Farthing : For which the Monks tell you he died by a di- 
vine Judgment. And tho'tis certain, this great and excellent Man fell a glorious Martyr to his 


King, Religion and Country, for had it not been for his Advice, which they Murthered him 


for 4 King, and with him all appearance of Government had been entirely deſtroyed, 
as 


e Rebels at their execution confeſſed, yet could they never get a Canonization for him, tho 
the dee of Rome was often ſolicited to that purpoſe, it being thought unreaſonable that he ſhould 
ſhare the Glory and Honour with that Saint whom he had fo ſlightly mentioned; but tho his 
Death prevented the carrying on this Work, yet the Convent proceeded chearfully with re- 
building it, in which they were aſſiſted by Archbiſhop Cy his Succeſſor, who gave them 
towards the Expence, a thouſand Marks, and, by his Will, left them two Hundred Pounds 
to build the South Pane of the Cloyſters: he likewiſe gave the Church of Mepeham for the uſe 
of the Infirmary, and built four Houſes, he preſented to the Church likewiſe a moſt rich Scarlet 
Cope powdered with Pearls, a white Veſtment with fix and another green 
one with ſeven a Trinity for the High Altar with fix Apoſtles, weighing one 
Hundred and ſixty Pounds; beſides which he gave them fix valuable Books, (viz.) the Melle 


loquium of St. Auſtin, anda Dictionary in three Volumes, together with a Kalendar of the ſame, 


which he left to his Nephew Richard Courtney, if heſhould take Orders, and afterwards to this 
Church, and his Book called Lyra in two Volumes, and a large Silver Bowl to the Prior and 
his Succeſſors, on Condition they thould remember him as often as they uſed it. To him ſuc- 
ceeded Arundel, who no leſs heartily engaged in this Building, and who, in imitation of his 
Predeceſſor, gave them alſo 1000 Marks towards ĩt, and for that the Convent had expended about 
5000 Marks already in the Work, and ſhould want 6cco more to finiſh it; he appropriated to 

them the Rectory of Godmerſbam in Kent, he likewiſe gave to the Prior and Monks 100 l. b 
his laſt Will, and for that it was compleated in his Time, he furniſhed one of the Towers with 
five Muſical Bells, called Arundel Ring. He likewiſe gave them ſeveral rich Veſtments, one 
Green one, another of Cloth of Gold, a Golden Mitre richly adorned with Jewels and precious 
Stones, a large Paſtoral Staff of Silver gilt, a Golden Chalice for the high Altar, with two 
olden Flaggons worth 200 Marks, and another golden Chalice to be uſed upon St. Thomas's 
Feaſt, worth fourty Pounds, three Silver Baccillia hanging before the Altar; and many other 
Jewels, two Miſſals and ſeveral very valuable Books, and other Church Ornaments, particu- 
larly one very valuable Book of St. Gregory's Works, on condition that if it was moved out of 
the Church, it ſhould be forfeited to the then reigning King of England For this Prelate, was 
built a Chauntry Chapel on the North-ſide of the Church toward the lower Part of the 

Body, of which there are now no Remains. | 

Archbiſhop Chicheley is Iikewiſe ſaid to have laid out great Sums in repairing this Church, 
and building a Library, as likewiſe the South Steeple at the Weſt End called the DHI) 
Steeple, which laſt he lived not to compleat. And as the Axchbiſhops were ſo generous in 
carrying on this Work, no lefs commendable was the Care and Prudence of the then Prior 
Cbillenden, who went through with this Work, and is Recorded in the Obituary, to have built rhe 
Nave, together with the Chappel of the Virgin Mary iu the Game; as alſo the Cloyſter, Chapter- 
houſe,

; orning ſevetal Altars in tlie Church, with carved Work, and Paint- 
hou le, — great Dormitory, 0 Veſtments, Jewels, very valuable Books in divers Faculties, &c. 
ings, preſenting it wi Ye ET . 
In his Time likewiſe, and by his Care, ſeveral Officesofthe Monaſtery were repaired and rebui its 
a Sartrinum, the Granary, the Prior's Stable, the Walls and Turrets about his Court, the pa 
Chamber near the Priot's Hall, with two other Chambers, thePrior'sLodgingin the Dormitory, 
together with his Study ahd other adjoining Buildings. He rebuiltthe Prieſts Hall in the Almonry 
— with the Boys Hall, and other Buildings. He repaired ſeveral Houſes in the City of 
Canterbury belonging to the Church, particulary twoInns, theChecquerand the Crown; repaired 
at Icham, at Chart ham, and Godmerſbam, and the other Manors belonging to this Church, and 
likewiſe at the College at Oxford. But one ofthe moſt remarkable of his Actions, is the Honours he 
acquired from PopeUrbanto the Prior of this Convent, (viz.) the uſe of the Paſtoral Staftand San- 
dals, together with ſolemn Benediction in the Archb op's Abſence, and Exemption from ge- 
neral Chapters. The four ſucceeding Priors made no Improvements, but Goldſſon the fift 
was no leſs remarkable than Chillenden, tho' he lived in a much more troubleſome Time: This 
Man built the beautiful Chappel of tlie Virgin Mary in the North Croſs, whiiclt is now called 
the Deans Chappel, wherein he lies Buried; as alſo the Portico which he Leaded, and beauti- 
fied the South Tower at the Veſt End of tlie Church, the height of the Portico of the Church 
with curious Stone Work: He alſo built a large Houſe in Canterbury, near the Gate of the 
Cœæmitary called the Hull, and gave Books, &c. to the College at Oxford. I do not find that 
Bourchier repaired any part of this Church, tho he left ſeveral Ornaments to it, particular- 
ly an Image of the Trinity of pure Gold with a Diadem, in which was ſet eleven Balaſtors, 
ten Saphircs, and forty four Pearls, a Veſtment of Cloath of Gold, or Red Tiſſue, and twenty 
ſeven Copes of Red Tiſſue, as mentioned in the Obituary. The next remarkable Benefactor 
and improver of this Church was Prior Sellying, who is ſaid to have been at very large Expence 
in repairing ſeveral parts of the Church and Leading it. He glazed the South Walk of the Cloy- 
ſters, and had it painted with Texts called Carols, gave the Church twenty ſeven Copes of 
Red Tiſſue, with other Dreſſes appertaining to them. He built a Wall from St. Michael's Church 
to the old Garden Wall of the Convent, together with the Tower called the Glorier, adjoining 
to the Prior's Chamber, which was ſince called the Prior's * which building of Stone, he 
Leaded, Glazed and beautifully Adorned within; he likewiſe builta Library over the Prior's Chap- 
pel, and furniſhed it with Books, and repaired much of the Eſtates and Manors belonging to 
this Church, as is expreſſed at large in the Obituary. This Man began to Build the great 
Tower, or Angel Steeple, but died before he had proceeded far in it; however his Succeſſor 
Goldſtone, the ſecond of that Name, compleated it, together with two Arches of Stone Work 
finely Carved, as alſo four ſmaller ones, to om the ſaid Tower. In this, he was aſliſted by 
the ſoy of Archbiſhop Morton, who is ſaid to have built moſt of it at his own Charge, as 
may be ſeen by his Device upon it, (vis.) MOR, anda T UN. This Archbiſhop likewiſe 
left ſome Lands in the Park called the Moat, near Maidſtone, to the Archbiſhops for ever, and 
for Ornaments to the Church he left fourſcore White Copes richly adorned, with other Veſt- 
ments for Prieſt, Deacon and Subdeacon; on all which, his Arms were Embroidered in Gold, with 
this Motto: Deo /it Gratiarum Adio. He likewiſe gave a Funeral Pall very richly Embroi- 
dered with Gold, as mentioned in the Obituary. Prior Goldſtone, beforementioned was likewiſe 
an eſpecial Benefactor, for beſides his building the Steeple, he preſented ſeveral very valuable 
Books to the Choir of this Church, particularly a large Gradale very finely illuminated, a 
beautiful Miſſal for high Maſs, he likewiſe gave a Silver Head, in which was encloſed that of St. 
Dunſtan, and bought the brazen Eagle for the reading Deſk for the Chair, which Choir he 
hung with beautiful pieces of Arras, wherein were wrought, the Life and Death of the bleſ- 
ſed Virgin, to be uſed only on very extraordinary Occaſions. He likewiſe furniſhed the Church 
with ſeveral Veſtments, as he did alſo the Prior's Chappel with Curtains, Carpets, ec. and the 
Oratory of the Chappel, together with the Clauſira adjoining to the North ſide of the Church, 
where the Priors might fit commodiouſly to hear Maſs; he likewiſe repaired the Prior's Ward- 
robe, and built near the Gloriet a Building called the nete Lodging, with Chambers, Banquet- 
ing Rooms, &. and a handſom Portico towards the Court. About this Time there was 2 
great Refort of People to our Lady's Chappel in the Crypt, but by reaſon of ſeveral 8 rings 
the Water generally flowed inthere, ſo that the Devotees could not without difficult * to 
it. He therefore made a famous Aqueduct or Drain, which goes from the Church Gate, croſs 
the Church Yard to the Church, and under the foundation of it; he likewiſe built the Gate 
of the Church Yard, being a moſt beautiful piece of Work, which he lived not indeed to com- 
pleat, but left Money for that purpoſe; he repaired very much of the ſeveral Manors belonging 
to this Church. Richard Martin Suffragan Biſhop of Dover, who died in the Year 1498 and 1s 
commemorated in the Obituary, on the 13th of the Kal. December, gave to this Church his 
Mitre and Paſtoral Staff. Archbiſhop Dean alſo gave to this Church a Silver Image of fifty 
one Ounces weight; and this was the laſt Benefactor we meet with, except we mention the 


Orn- 
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Ornametits on the Top of the Angel Tower, which Mr. Sommer ſuppoſes Archbiſhop Warham 
was at theExpence of, as appears by his Arms; which Archbiſhop beſtowed thirty thouſand 
Pounds in repairing and beautifying his ſeveral Palaces, as appears by his Will, and likewiſe 
his Motto which was formerly to be ſeen in ſeveral Places, (viz.) Auxilium meum a domino. 
Thus have we traced this Convent to its higheſt Pitch of Glory, from whence it was ver 

ſuddenly to deſcend, for Henry VIII. was fully reſolved that this Place, which had given ſuch 
ſtrong Oppoſition to his Predeceſſors, ſhould be one of the firſt that ſhould feel his Power, and 
for that their Patron Saint had merited only by withſtanding the regal Authority, he reſolved to 
root out the Remembrance of ſo dangerous a Precedent. He therefore firſt prohibited their 
obſerving the Feſtival of his Tranſlation, which was the 7th of July, a Day very ſtrictly ob- 
ſerved, with great dn and concourſe of People. To this Archbiſhop Cranmer gave Coun- 
tenance, by ſupping in Publick, on Fleſh, on the Eve of it, which was generally a ſtrict Faſt, 
This was ſeconded, the Year following, by an Injun&ion of the King, that all his Pictures 
and Images ſhould be thrown down; his Name raſed out of all Books and Writings, for 
that he was a ſtubborn Rebel, a Traytor to his Prince, and not worthy to be called a Saint; 
at which Time his Shrine was likewiſe demoliſhed, the Treaſures of it ſeized to the Kings Uſe, 
and his Bones burnt in the Church. Not long after, (viz.) on the 2oth of March Anno 31ſt 
Henry VIII. by a Commiſſion iſſued out, directed to the Archbiſhop of Canterhury, Sir Richard 
Rich, Chancellor of the Court of Augmentation Sir Chriſtopher Hales, Maſter of the Rolls; 
Walter Henly, Attorney of the Court of Augmentation; Wilktam Peter, Nicholas Bacon, Soli- 
citor of the Court of Augmentation; Fobn ap Rice, William Cavendiſh, and Thomas Spelman ; 
that they or any Three of them ſhould repair to Canterbury, and draw up a Surrender in Form, 
and Inventory all the Goods, Chattels, Plate, &c. belonging to the Monaſtery, and convey the 
Jour Plate, &c. to the Maſter of the Jewel Office, at the Tower of London: According- 
y this Houſe was ſurrendered by the then Prior Thomas Goldreel, and he, with ſeveral other 
Perſons, the · Names of which Perſons, together with their different Penſions, ſee in the Ap- 
pendix. This done the King, by his Letters Patents dated the 8th of April in the 33d Year 
of his Reign, convertod this into a Collegiate Church, conſiſting of a Dean and twelve Canons, 
confirming to them all the Privileges that were before to the Convent, together with all Build- 


ings, Gardens, &c. except the Cellerars Hall and Lodgings, which he reſerved to himſelf, and 
conſtituted Dr. Wooton firſt Dean.

Of Altars, Chapels, &c. 


He HIGH ALTAR, or the Summum Altare, This has been taken for that dedicated 

to CHRIST, but by Miſtake, for it was more eminent in the Church, and is by E- 
admerus, in the old Church, (which he knew) diſtinguiſhed from it. He calls it the Majus 
Altare, and ſays it was at the Eaſt End of the Preſbytery adjoyning to the Wall, and made of 
rough Stones cemented together; in which Archbiſhop Ode depolited the Body of frei, 
Archbiſhop of rk, (a) which he brought from Rippon when that Church was Re This 
Mr. Battliy looks upon as rais d purpoſely by Odo, for a Repoſitory only, and ſays he believes 
it was never conſecrated, whereas indeed it was the high Altar and no other, and the putting 
IWIfred's Body there, was only a neceſſary Furniture; for then, no Altar could be eſteemed Sa- 
cred, unleſs the Reliques of Saints were encloſed in them. And therefore this Majus Altare, as 
Eadmere calls it, was diſtinguiſhed from, and ſuperior to Chri/f's Altar, for (ſays he) there was 
another Altar plac'd before the ſaid Altar dedicated in Honour of our (5) Savicur Chriſt, at 
which the daily Maſs was celebrated: However when Lanfrank rebuilt the Church, he plac'd 
IV Ifred and Odo under Chriſt's Altar, and made it the principal, for ſo Gervaiſe calls it Altare 
magnum in Nomine Jeſu Chriſti dedicatum. The high Maſs is ſaid to be celebrated in the 
Choir, and in Henry de Eſtria's Time the Altar there is called Magnum Altare. 

This Altar loſt its Dignity at rebuilding the Church, the Chappel being defigned for a new 
Gueſt, on the 2th Ides of Fly was demoliſhed, and the Stones, in regard St. Thomas had offi- 
ciated there, were uſed to make the Altar of St. Fobn Rapti/t, and the Shrines or Stone Build- 
ings adjoining were demoliſhed, and the Bodies of fred and Odo removed.

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a new Table for the high Altar purchaſed by Henry de Eſtria then Prior 
4 — at the ſame Time, the Þ urniture for it, (viz.) four Palls with Frontels, 
of which one De panno Operato, and four without Frontels; of which two Embroidered with 
Roſes. one with the Frontel Embroidered with Shields, one with a ſcarlet Frontel Embroider- 
ed with Vines, one black Embroidered with Vines and Shields, one other with a Frontel 
conſuto de ſeutis. This was Screen'd from the View, unleſs on Feſtivals, by Curtains; two 
pair of which, at that Time, were of red Syndone, with the King of England's Arms, and 
two white ones with red Laqueis, one Pall of rich Sattin containing fix Ells ; and about the 
Year 1397 Biſhop Bockingham of Lincoln, gave towards the fabrick of the High Altar then e- 
recting, after the Church was new built, the Sum of twenty Pounds. 

The Virgin Mary, had, in the old Church, an Oratory and Altar at the Fa/? End; ſhe had 
likewiſe an Altar and Chapel in the Nave of the Church of Lanfrank at the Faſt End of the 
North Ifle, but when Conrade's Choir was demoliſhed, the Altar was taken down, and ano- 
ther dedicated to Chriſt, erected for the daily Maſs ; which after building the Choir was gain 
removed, and the daily Service, as was the Cuſtom in the greateſt Churches, was again cele- 
brated tothe bleſſed Virgin: Upon this Altar ſtood the Virgin's Image of Ivory in a Laberna- 
cle (c), having an Ivory Croſs over it. There were likewiſe Veſtments and other Ornaments 
appropriated to this Altar in Prior Eſtria's Time. 

The Altar of the bleſſed Virgin Mary, in the new Chapel, commonly called the Deans-Chapel, 
adjoining to the Martyrdom. She had likewiſe an Altar dedicated to her in the Martyrdom, 
which was a ſinall Wooden one: This is frequently called the Altar of the Martyrdom. Ano- 
ther in the Under-Croft in her Chapel, and one in the Chauntry of the Black Prince in the 
Under-Croft. | 

The Altarof the Holy Trinity in the Chapel ſo called. This loſt its Name at Becker's Tranſlation. 

The Altar of St. Peter and St. Paul in Anſelm's Chapel. The Altar of St. Gregory was 
in the upper South Wing of the Church, as was likewiſe that of St. Fobn Evangeliſt ;, in like 
manner as the Altars of St. Martin and St. Stephen were in the upper North Wing; theſe three 
laſt were repair'd and finely adorn'd with Paintings by Prior Chilſenden. The Altar of the 
Holy Croſs, ſo called from the large Croſs ſtanding at it, with King Canute's Crown incloſed in it, 
ſtood upon the Pulpitum or Aſcent going into the Choir under the Angel Tower. 

There was likewiſe another Altar dedicated to the Holy Croſs, on the Soth ſide of the 
Church, and was directly oppoſite to the Virgin Mary's Chapel. 

The Altar of Al- Sainte, and the Altar of St. Michael, were both in the lower South Wing. 

The Altar of St. Blaiſe was behind the High Altar. There was formerly likewiſe an Altar 
dedicated toSt. Blaiſe, inthe North Wing of the Church. The Altar of St. Benedi&, was where 
Becket died. Where it ſtood, is now Dr. Chapman's Monument. 

The Altar of St. Andrew, was in the North-Tower called by his Name. The Altar of St. 
Dunſtan, was on the South fide the High Altar. This Altar was heautified and adorn'd witlr 
Gold, Silver, and curious Carved Work in Wood, about the Year 1400, by Prior Chillenden. 
That of St. Elphege was on the North fide the High Altar, and was adorned in like manner; 
upon the latter, ſtood a Chalice of Silver gilt, and a Patten of Pearl: To theſe two Altars 
were ſix Altar-Cloaths curiouſly Embroidered. 

Inthe Under-Croft were the Altarsof St. Mary Magdalen, the Holy Innocents, of St. Katherine, 
St. Paulinus, St. Auſtin, St. John Baptiſt, St. Nicholas, St. Clement; and laſtly, that of the Tomb 
of St. Thomas Becket; to which let me add two not mentioned by Mr. Batteley, Cvis.) The 
Altar of the Archangel Gabriel, together with the Altar of St. John Baptif!, both in the 


Chapel of that Saint. Theſeare all the Altars I mect with, beſides ſuch as are in the Chauntrics. 
Of which, when we ſpeak of them.

Nd firſt of that moſt famous and remarkable one of BECKET. This reputed Saint was 

Murthered Dec. 29 1170 by four Perſons belonging to the Court, as he was going 
up the third or fourth Step, towards the Choir; the manner of which Murther, being toa 
tedious to be inſerted in the Account of his Life, will more properly come in here. The King, 
then in Normandy is ſaid to have repined at his not having Friends about himto free him from 
this troubleſome Prelate; whereupon four Knights, (viz.) Sir William de Tracy, Reginald 
Fiturſe, Hugh de Morville, and Richard Brito; inſtantly taking Shipping, came over to Can- 
zerbury, and breaking ſuddenly into his Ge demanding of him ſuddenly in the King's 


Name 


(c) ent. in temp. Henrici de Eſttia Piat. Append; 
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Name to abſolve the excommunicated Biſhops; which he refuſing, they went and Armed them- 
ſelves, bringing Soldiers with them, and following him into the Church, whither he was then 
gone to Even-Song, began to cry out, where is thisRebel, where is this Archbiſhop; he was 
at that Time about the third or fourth Step, going up to the Preſbytery or Choir, but hear- 
ing them he turned back, telling them if they ſought him he was there; upon which they fell 
upon him, while he in the mean Time was expoſtulating with Reginald to whom he had done 
great Favours: In ſhort, after many Wounds, he fell down at the foot of St. Benner's Altar (d), 
where, while recommending the Cauſe of the Church to God, to the bleſſed Virgin, to 
the Patrons of the Church, and St. Dennys, he expired. Theſeinhuman Wretches are ſaid to 
havecut off the Corona or Top of the Skull, and ſtrirr'd his Brains about, and ſprinkled them 
and his Blood upon the Pavement; after which they ſtript him of his upper Veſtments. In this 
Fray was cut off the Arm of one of the Monks by interpoſing. This is the Account the Hi- 
ſtorians of that Time, give concerning it; but at the Time of the Reformation there was a- 
nother Face put upon it by the Kings publick Edits: Wherein it is ſaid that he died for reſcuing 
a Clerk from Juſtice, and raiſed a Commotion in the Church, giving opprobrious Language 
to a certain Gentleman who diſſuaded him from it, calling him Bawd, that he ſhook Sir il 
liam Tracy by the Neck, and almoſt fell'd him to the Ground, and particularly the Kings Words 
are, in one of his Proclamations. * The ſaid Becket never ſwarved nor contended with owr 
* Progenitor Kyng Henry the Second, but or hv lett that thoſe of the Clergie ſhuld not be pu- 
e nyſhed for'their Offences, nor juſtyfied by the Courts and Lawes of this Realme: And the Cauſe 

* why hedied, was upon a wilful reſkewe and a * oy him made and begon at Canterbury: 
„Which was nevertheleſſe afterward alleged to be for ſoche Liberties of the Churche, which 
che contendyd for, during his Life, with tharchbiſhop of Torte“. But this ſeems to 
have the Air of blackening, ſo uſual in turns of State Affairs, and ſeems not to be founded 
ſo much as in probability. The Archbiſhop thus Murthered, his Body lay for ſome Time 
upon the Pavement where he fell, till, when the armed Forces were gone, the Monks carried 
him and laid him before the High Altar; But hearing that thoſe Soldiers intended to return 
and drag his Body out of the Church and City, and give it to the Dogs and Birds, the Abbot 
of Boxley and Prior buried him that Night, 1n the furtheſt 55 of the Crypt. The Noiſe of 
this Murther ſoon ſpread over Europe, and cauſed an univerſal Horror; the Church where it was 
committed was ſuſpended for one Year from divine Offices, the Pavement overturn'd, the 
Bells prevented from Ringing, and all the Ornaments taken down; till at length, on the Feaſt 
of St. Thomas the Apoſtle, the Pope ſent his Mandate to the Suffragan Biſhops, that they ſhould 
meet there and take off the Suſpenſion; which accordingly they did, Bartholomew Biſhop of 
Exeter celebrating Maſs. We left our Saint in the Crypt, where we ſhall find him by this 
Time very buſy in working Miracles. At Firſt, ſays Gervaiſe, his Power reach'd only round 
his Tomb, thenover all the Crypt, afterwardsthro' the whole Church, then over all Canterbury, 
after that thro the whole Kingdom of England, and laſtly, thro' France, Normandy, Germany, 
and, ina Word, his Power extended, and his Miracles, by his Merits, reach'd as far as the Cliurch 
of Chriſt was ſpread thro' the whole World (e). Matthew Paris moſt wickedly equals his Mi- 
racles to our Saviour's, and even in the Goſpel Phraſe, that he made the Lame to walk, the Deaf to 
hear, the Blind to ſce; that he cleanſed Lepers, and raiſed the Dead: But leſt that ſhould not 
be ſufficient, they have made either his Power or his Charity more extenſive, even to the rai- 
ſing up of Birds and Beaſts; Miracles of ſuch vaſt Neceſſity! A Tomb was now raiſed over 
him, with a wooden Chapel ſurrounding it; to this Place came a prodigious concourſe of 
People: Hither King Henry, and Lewis of France, with ſeveral others came to pay their Re- 
{peds, as Philip Furl of Flanders, William Archbiſhop of Rheims, Baldte in Earl of Flanders, and 
others; The Offerings they made werealmoſt incredible, particularly thoſe of Lewis the French 
King, who gave to this Convent, 1co Muids of Wine Yearly, for ever, One Golden Cup, 
three Morti, ename d with Golden and Silver Images, and three others of the ſame, enamel'd 
with the Crucifixion on the Right fide, and the Annunciation on the Left: He alſo preſented 
them with a large Diamond, call'd the Regale of France, reckoned the fineſt at that Time in 
the World; which remarkable Diamond, after ſeizing the Treafures of the Shrine, King 
Henry VIII. always wore upon his Finger. The beginning of the Year 1173, he was Can- 
non1iz'd, and the Memory of his Paſſion appointed on the 29th of December: But at that Time, 
the Choir being burnt down, there was no Convenience to elevate him, till the Year 1220, 
when Stehen Langton, the Archbithop, undertook his Tranſlation z at which the King, Pan- 
dulfiis the Pope's Legate, the Archbiſhop of Rheims, and many others, were preſent ; and the 
Biſhops carrying the Coffin upon their Shoulders, he was repoſited in the Shrine prepar- 
ed for him behind the High Altar. The Monks, as they had taken particular Care ta 
mention the remarkable Pallages of his Life upon a Treſday, have impudently inſult-

ray? ms — : At Nis Tranſlation, Provender was provided for Man and Horſe, from 
London to Canterbury, to all that would come. In this City the Channels run with Wine, and 
the Archbiſhop incurred ſo great a Debt, that four of his Succeſſors could ſcarcely clear it. 
The Saint thus repoſited, or rather a very ſmall part ofhim, for there are ſo many little Parcels 
of Fleſh, Blood, Bones and Hairs I to be kept in ſeveral parcels of the Armory of 
this Church, as would reaſonably be a ſu cient Compoſition for two {mall Men: We thall 
juſt ſpeak of the Form and Manner of the Shrine in which he lay. It was built abouta Man's 
height all of Stone, then upward of Timber plain, within which was a Cheſt of Iron, con- 
taining the Bones of Thomas Becker, Skull and all, with the Wound of his Death, and the 
Piece cut out of his Skull laid in the ſame Wound. The Timber-Work of this Shrine, on the 
outſide, was covered with Plates of Gold damaſk'd and imboſs d with Wires of Gold, garniſhed 
with Broches, Images, Angels, Chains, Precious-Stones, and great Orient Pearls. 

In the Year 1314 there was paid 7/. 105. for a golden Ornament a top of this Shrine. As 
forhis Crown, which, as we before told you, was cut off by the Aſſaſſins, that was preſerved by 
it ſelf, upon an Altar adjoining to the Eaſt-end of the Church, in a Place called, even to this 
Day, his Crown. This was richly adorn'd with Silver, Gold, and Jewels, to the Va- 
luc of 115/. 125. in the Year 1316. Before which Time, and ſoon after his Tranſlation, 
one Pac anus, or Payne, a Nobleman, gave a large Carpet of Silk to lay over it; - - ogg” A- 
rindel likewiſe left Money for his Feſtival, and a Chalice to be uſed at that Time. From 
this Shrine Edward III. in his Expedition to France borrowed the Jewels, on Condition to re- 
ſtore them at his Return; which Condition ſee in the Appendix, and no doubt, by this Time, 
they were very Numerous and Valuable, as appears by the Inventory taken in the Time of 
Prior Eſ/tria, fifty Years before; and in Eraſmus's Time, ſoon before it was difſolv'd : He thus 
deſcribes it. They drew up with Cords a Cheſt or Caſe of Wood, and then there was ſeen 
a Cheſt or Coffin of Gold, as ineſtimable Riches: Gold was the meaneſt Thing that was there. 
It ſhone all over and ſparkled and glittered with Jewels, which were very rare and preci- 
us, and of an extraordinary Size: Some of them were bigger than a Gooſts Egg : 'The Pri- 
* or took a white Wand, and touched every Jewel, telling what it was, the French Name, 
the Value, and the Donor of it; for the chief of them were the Gifts of Monarchs”. Thus He. 
Soon after which this Shrine was demoliſhed, the Treaſures of it ſeized to the Kings Uſe, 
which fill'd two great Cheſts, which ſix or eight Men could ſcarce convey out of the Church; 
and at the ſame Time his Bones were taken out and burnt upon the Pavement of the ſame 
Church. 

The next Shrine that we have isof LER Archbiſhopof Tr FH) whoſe Body Odothe Archi- 
bifhop brought from Rippon, and afterwards repoſited it in a Shrine of rough Stone, in the old 
Church; and after that, when the Church was rebuilt, this Shrine of his ſtood on the North ſide 
of St. Thomas's Chapel near the Crown. ODO the Archbiſhop's Body was Enfſhrin'd on the 
South ſide of the Crown; where, if I am not miſtaken, is ſtilla ſmall Tomb, under which 'tis pro- 
bable his Bones were depoſited, as are W L FR E D's, under where is Pool's Monument. 

The Shrine of St. DUNSTAN the Archb. was on the South fide of the great Altar. The Body of 
this Saint occaſioned great Diſputes between this Church, and that of Glaſſonbury, which began 
in the Time of Edmerrs, and continuedtill the Reformation. Eadmer (g) ſays, that when he was 
a Boy, Archbiſhop Lanfrank, ordereda Faſt for theElevating of this Saint, at which Elevation 
was preſent Scotland, the Abbat of St. Auſtins, and the Monks of Chriſt-Churchand St. Auſtins ; at 
which Lime his Body was found and fair, having on his Mitre, Ring, Pall, Paſtoral Staff, and 
Sandals; in which Coftin was a leaden Plate, teſtifying that it was his Body, After the 
Church was burnt down, his Body was taken up and new Cloath'd, and his Veſtments girt 
with (Da linnen Girdle, depoſited in a Wooden Coffin, that cncloſed in a leaden one banded 
round with Iron, and then in a Stone- Tomb ſecured with melted Lead. The Quarrel bein 
renew'd in Archbiſhop Warham's Time, this Tomb was again broken open, (vis. April 2oth. 
1508; the Monks themſelves ſetting about that Work at Night when the Doors were ſhut ; 
at which Time, having broken down the Stone- Tomb they found a leaden Coffin, within that a 
Wooden one, ſecured with Lead and Plates of Iron all round: This was ſeven Foot long, and 
a Foot and a halt broad 5. which being very weighty, they raiſed on the Stone Work of the 
Shrine; which having with much difficulty broken open, within it they found another leaden

Avg (e) Cum adhuc in Scholis puerulus eſſem, ex precepto beatæ memoriæ Lanfranci Cantuarienſis Archiepiſcopi ptima- 
tis videlicer totius Britannie, indifto je junio toti populo Kantia, levatum eſt corpus beatiſſimi Dunſtani 4 primo Sepulturz ſuæ lo- 
co, aſtante Abbate Sti. Auguſtini, Scotlando, Gundulpho, poſt facto Roffenſi epiſcopo, cum toto monachorum agmine utriu! 
eccleſiæ, &c. Eadmer; Epiſt. ad Glaſlanieaſes, (% Ger vaiſe de comb, Kccl, Chriſti Cant, 
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Coffin, finely wroughtand engraved; in which it was ſuppoſed he was firſt buried: And upon 2

Opening this Coffin, they found a Cloth very ſound and clean which covered the Body; 
under which he lay in his Pontifical Robes, which for the moſt part were waſted, his Skull 
was very ſound : Which being kiſſed by the Archbiſhop and thereſt of the Convent, with won- 
drous Devotion was delivered to the Prior to be ſet in Silver and put among the Reliques. 
His Leg-bones and Thigh-bones, were intire, and ſome part of his Fleſhz all which they in- 
cloſed, as before 9 

The Shrine of EL PH EG E the Archbiſhop, was ſituated near the High Altar. 

The Shrine of St. ANSELM the Archbiſhop was in the Chapel called by his Name, near the 
Altar of St. Peter, ſometimes called the Altar of St. Peter and St. Paul, and frequently the 
Altar of St. Anſelm, as appears by ſeveral Donations to it. ? 

St. AL FRIC the Archbiſhop had his Shrine near the Altar of St. ay the Evangeliſt. 

St. BLAISE the Biſhop, had his Shrine and Altar behind the great Altar. 

St. OWEN the Archbiſhop of Rhoan, had his Shrine firſt in the South Croſs, but about 
the Year 1316, I find a new Shrine erected for him in the great Armory of Reliques, and al- 
moſt 200 Years after Prior Goldſtone enſhrin d him anew in a Shrine of Timber, curiouſly car- 
ved and gilt.

Of Chauntries. 


He firſt I meet with, in this Church, ĩs that of Archbiſhop ISLIP, who left ſeveral very 
| large Preſents to this Church, (viz.) Sheep, beſides Plate and Veſtments; on Condition 
they ſhould erect a e e Chauntry to him in this Church, and maintain a Monk or ſecu- 
lar Prieſt to pray for him, and the other Archbiſhops: in which they were to uſe this Ora- 
tion; Deut qui inter Apoſlolicos ſacerdotes famulos tuos Dominum Simonem &. Johannem ac 
ceteros Archiepiſcopos bujus Eccleſie Pontificali et Archiepiſcopali Dignitate cenſeri fecifli : Preſta, 
queſumus, tit quorum vicem gerebant in Terris, eorum perpetuo conſortio letentur in Calis. 
And that every Monk that was a Prieſt in the ſaid Church ſhould four Limes a Year cele- 
brate the Maſs of the bleſſed Virgin, for the good of his Soul, uſing the aforeſaid Oration. 
Of this Chauntry I read no further. 

The Chauntry dedicated to the bleſſed Virgin, for the Soul of the BLACK PRINCE 
was in the Under-Croft on the South ſide, and encloſed with Iron Rails. This was founded 
Anno 1363 and endowed with the Manor of Faukſbal near London, and a Houle in St. A 
phege's Pariſh of 205. a Year for the Maintenance of two Chaplains. This Chapel was given 
up to the Commiſſioners in the Time of Henry VIII. In the ſame Under-Croft was a Chaun- 
try for the Lady MOHUN of Dunſter, founded by that Lady in the Time of Richard Il. 
who at the Expence of 350 Marks purchaſed and ammortiz'd with the King's Leave the Ma- 
nor of Se graue, to the Prior and Convent for a perpetual Chauntry; as appears by Inden- 
nn 1 8 her and the Prior and Convent, dated in the Year 1395 in the 19th Year of 
Richard ll. 

The next Chauntry in Time, is that of Biſhop BOCKENHAM of Lincoln,who cove- 
nanted with the Prior and Convent for a Chauntry-Chapel to be ſpecdily erected near his 
Tomb, about the Year 1400. 

The next was that of HENRY IV. whoby his Will, dated at his Manor of Greenwich, 
Jan. 1ſt. 1408, deviſed and ordained a perpetual Chauntry of two Prieſts to Sing and Pray 
for his Soul. His Chapel is on the North fide of his Tomb. 

Archbiſhop COURTNEY appointed a Chauntry of two Monks to celebrate for his Soul in 
this Church, in the ſame manner as his Predeceſſor 10 had done. 

Archbiſhop ARUNDEL, Anno 1411, by his Deed dated Dec. 12. founded 7 Chauntry 
in this Church, of two Chaplains to ſay Maſs in the Nave of the Church, when the Choir- 


doors were ſhut, that People might then repair thither; which he endowed with the Tithes 


of North-fieet, and appointed for the Chaplains a Houſe on the South fide of the Church 80 Foot 
long

in the Appendix, excepting ſome few; which, becauſenot there mention d, we ſhall adjoyn. , 
Archbiſhop / ALTER had ſolemn Service and Anniverſary inthis Church. 
W1BERT Prior of this Church appointed 71 f. Rent to this Church, for his Anniverſa- 
lebrated. ; 

TY po tbihop MEP EH A M had his Anniverſary celebrated in this Church, for which Late 
pence Falſiof his Executor paid into this Convent 50 J. fora Rent of 40 5. for that purpoſe. 
HONORIUS the Prior had his Anniverſary celebrated in the ſame manner as Wiberr. 

Archbiſhop STRATFORD had his Anniverſary celebrated in the ſame manner as Edive 
the Queen's, every Prieſt ſaying Maſs, and the others fifty Pſalms apiece. 

WILLIAM de EDDINGTON Biſhop of Wincheſter had his Anniverſary and 
ſolemn Service in this Convent, in the ſame manner as an Archbiſhop (2). This Gen- 
tleman was Educated at Cambridge, to which Univerſity he was an eſpecial BenetaQtor, 
and as ſach is recorded in their Maſs. He was (5) at the King's carneſt Requeſt, by Pa- 
pal Bull of Proviſion, Conſecrated Biſhop of gfe yp: on at Orford the 14th of May 1346, 
Ralph Biſhop of London, and Robert Biſhop of Chicheſter, being preſent; and Wikiam 
Deveneſch, whom the Monks intended for it, was laid aſide, and the Year before, viz. 
on the 10th April 1345 he was made Lord Treaſurer of England, and on the 19th 
of February Anno 1357 he was made Lord Chancellor, and upon the Death of Archbi- 
ſhop Iſlip, he was on the roth of May Anno 1366, elected to the Archiepiſcopal Char of Can- 
rerbury (c), but he declin'd it; he died on the 7th Day of Ofober 1366, having made his 
Will on the 11th of September before, in which he left (d) much for compleating the Nave of 
the Cathedral Church of Wincheſter, and to the Chauntry at Edingdon founded by him and 
fill'd with a Religious Order call'd Bonne hommes, and to many other religious Houſes, and 
particulary to ¶ inc heſter 201. to Pray for his Soul; and among his Servants. An Anonymous Au- 
ther (e) ſays, he gave all his Wealth to the Poor in his life Time, he was buried at Edingdon, 
and is commemorated in the Obituary of this Church on the Nones of Ofobey as a Benefactor, 
giving to this Convent 100 Marks, (vz.) to every Monk one, and the reſt to the uſe of the 
Church; to which he likewiſe gave five Copes, one Caſula, and three Scarlet Veſts, &c. (F).

Convent, dy*d inIWhitſun-Week: Onhis Anniverſary the Monks met annually inthe Chap- 
ter-houſe, and the Day being declar'd, the Bells rang, and the Monks proceeded into the 
Church ſinging verba mea, Oc. After Supper the Bell roll'd to Vigils, which were ſtrictly 
kept; on the Morrow every Prieſt celebrated Maſs for him; and he that was not in Prieſts 
Orders ſang fifty Pſalms: there was Maſs ſaid in the Convent in Albis, at which the Chantor, 
and two other Monks aſſiſted in Copes. On that Day the Treaſurer gave forty Shillings 
2 1 a Service was perform'd in the Refectory in the ſame manner as on the Feſtivals of 
the Apoſtles. 

ANSEL 1, RALPH, WILLIAM CORBOIL and THEOBALD, had their An- 
niverſaries, but in what manner I find not, cut Archiep. as had RICHARD, BALDIVIN, 
REGINALD, HUBERT, STEPHEN, RICHARD Magnus and ED MUND. 

BONIFACE the Archbiſhiop dy'd the 15 Kal. Auguſt, he made an Agreement with 
John de Weſtgate, Subprior, and the Convent Anno 1263, to have his Anniverſar y obſerv'd in 
this Manner. Every Prieſt was to ſay eſpecial Maſs for all the faithful; thoſe that were not 
Prieſts were to ſay fifty Pſalms for his Soul; his Anniverſary to be enter'd in the Books, and 
obſerv'd by all religious Houſes in England, and his Name enter'd in the Martyrology. : 

ROBERT KILDEW ARD and ZOHN PECHAM, Archbiſhops were comme- 
morated, the one on the 3d Id. September, = other on the 6th Ides of December. As was

A Survey of the Cathedral. 


AVING laid down the Manner how this ancient and venerable Chair was firſt 
FI eſtabliſh'd in this Place, and by what Means the Church has been erected and im- 
prov'd, and the Revenues enlarg d; let us next take a view of the Building, as it 
appears at this Time: In order to which, we firſt obſerve the Outſide, the venerable 
Grandeur of the Building, ſtriking a diſtant Awe upon the Beholder; it is from a- far conſpi- 
cuous, by the Middle-Tower, a lofty and curious Piece of Work, being no leſs than 235 
Foot in height: This Tower has, b ſome Writers, been aſcrib'd to Archbiſhop Arundel, 
and call'd after his Name; but by a Miſtake, for ſuch Name it never had, but was always 
call'd the Angel. Steeple, from Cherubims there carv'd, or painted, fas appears plain from 
ſome Latin Verſes of Fobannes Sarisburienſis : And I know not whether ſomewhat of that 
Repreſentation was not continu'd till of late Years in ſome Part of the Church ; and thoſe 
cary'd Cherubs in the Chauntry-Chapel of King Henry IV, ſeem to have been of that na- 
ture, Mr. Somner confirms this, by telling us, he had read of the Angel- Tower ſo long 
ſince as Henry d Eſtria the Prior's Time, and that the ſame Name occurr'd to him in an- 
cient Wills. This Tower, as it now ſtands, was begun by Prior Goldſtone (a), and car- 
ried on chiefly at the Expence of Archbiſhop Moreton (5), and of Prior Sel/yng, Goldſtone's 
Predeceſſor. This Building has a very majeſtick and noble Appearance, being curiouſly 
cary'd, and has been beautify'd with Painting and Gilding, and well enlighten'd with 
ſtately Windows. This Tower retains the Reb of its Founder's Name, having in ſome 
Places Mor and a Tun, carv'd, and T with three Gold Stones. This Tower was partl 
rebuilt and furniſh'd with a Peal of Five Bells by Archbiſhop Arundel, as appears by this 
Note in the Church-Records, Pondus quinque campanarum in campanili Angeli de novo do- 
natarum per reverendiſſimum in Chriſto Patrem & D. D. Tho. Arundel, Cantuar' Archi- 
epiſcopum, Anno Dom. 1408. i. e. The weight of the Five Bells in the Angyl-Steeple, the 
late Gift of the reverend Father in Chriſt, and D. the Lord Thomas Arundel, Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, in the Year 1408. This Tower has been repair'd by Archbiſhop Woarham, as

End are two other Steeples, of which that on the North-ſide is one hundred 
1 N upon it a Leaden- Shaft, or Spire, which, when ſtanding, added to 
it one hundred Feet more of height. This Spire was ſo endanger'd by the great Storm, that 
28 thought unſafe to continue, and therefore was taken away in Auguſt, Anno 1705. 

The Steeple on the South-fide is call'd Oxford-Steeple, and Dunſtan. Stecple; the latter of 
which Names it took from a large Bell in it call'd Be//-Dunſtan, given by Prior Molaſh It 
was built by Archbiſhop Chichley; this Steeple is one hundred and thirty Foot in height; the 
outward View of the Body and Croſſes of the Church, being viſible in the Sculpture, I thall 
dwell not on them, but enter by the South-Door, over which it is to be oblerv'd Prior Go{d4- 


ſtone erected Stone Work as high as the Roof of the Porch, which was very curiouſly Carv'd 


and Embeliſh'd, as is mentioned in the Obituary; and the Figures of the three Murtherers of 
Archbiſhop Becket. Entring the Church, we are ſuddenly ſtruck after an awful and folemn man- 
ner. at the Grandeur and Spaciouſneſs of the Aula, or Nave, being wide, lofty and high; at 
the Weſt - End is the Conſiſtory-Court; the length of this Aula or Nave, with the fide Illes, 
is to the Door of the Choir 134 Feet, and in breadth 74 Feet: This Body was intended to be 
rebuilt by Archbiſhop Sudbury, who took down the old one of Lanfrank, in order to the 
ſame; but being Murther'd it was left in Ruin, but long it was not fo, for the Prior and Con- 
vent, being encourag d by Archbiſhop Chichley, ſet cheerfully about it; and particularly the 
Obituary mentions Prior Chillenden as enabled to carry it on by the muniticence of that Prelate. 

Between the Nave and Choir is a tranſcept, or Croſs- Iſle of the ſame Age or ſomewhat older 
then the Nave; this is divided by a Pulpitum and afcent of Steps from the Nave to the Choir: 
The North-Croſs-lſle is call'd the Martyrdom, for in that Archbiſhop Becker died of the Wounds 
he receiv'd in this Church, for which Reaſon it has been always, till ſince the Reformation, 


look'd upon with great and Religious Reverence, and upon the Leaves of the Doors have theſe 
Verſes been formerly legible, but now defac'd.

Into this Part of the Croſs is a Door from the Cloyſters, and the Archbiſhop's Palace; and 
from entring here and aſcending the Steps to the Choir, that Prelate received thoſe Wounds of 
which he dy'd, falling down at the Altar of St. Benedidt, where ſince was one dedicated to 
the Virgin Mary, and recommending himſelf to her Patronage. Here then ſtood an Altar to 
her, which, when Eraſmus ſaw it, was a {mall wooden one, enough, ſays he, to ſhame the 
Extravagance of theſe Ages; upon which Altar lay the Point of the Sword which broke off 
upon Spliting his Skull, and was devoutly kiſsd of Pilgrims. This Altar had its peculiar 
Keeper, and Mr. Somner mentions Roger, who held that Place, as elected to be Abbar of St. 
Auguſline's, upon no other view than that he would purloin ſome of St. Thomas's Relicks to 
enrich their Convent; which he did accordingly, vis. Part of his Blood and a Piece of his 
Crown. This Place has formerly been hung with Aras, and was of old the moſt valu'd Part 
of the Church; and in it Edward I. married Margaret his Queen, Archbiſhop Robert per- 


forming the Ceremony. What is leſs Remarkable, but more Noble, was the great North 
Window, ſometime of richly painted Glaſs, given 7 


one of our Kings; but in the Civil Wars it 
fell a Sacrifice to narrow Conception and furious Bigotry; for a certain Enthuſiaſtick Preach- 


er, call'd, for his ſingularity and Fury, Hlue- Jack, by the afliſtance of a Ladder and long 
Pole, ſhatter'd it to pieces, crying out all the while, with a demoniac Rage, like a canting Hi- 
pocrite, Curſed be he that doth the Work of the Lord deceitfully and inciting others to aſſiſt 
him, which the ſtanders-by did with Stoncs, in ſuch a manner as to break his Head, and uſe 
him, almoſt as bad as he had the Windows. On the Eaſt-fide of this Croſs-Iſle is a Chapel ſa- 
cred tothe Virgin Mary; and call'd of oldthe Lady's Chapel, but now moſt commonly the Deans 
Chapel, there being ſeveral Deans of this Church buried there. Mr. Somner was of Opini- 
on, it was about as old as the Dunſian Steeple, and that in the Year 1452 it was call'd nova ca- 
Pella beats Mariz, perhaps to diſtinguiſh it from the old one, which was formerly in the Nave 
of the Church. This Chapel is very curiouſly adorn'd with Sculpture, and was built by Pri- 
or Goldſtone the Firſt; for the Obituary tells us, that he built in the North part of the Church, 
a Chapel in Honour of the bleſſed Virgin Mary, which, with the Stone Roof finely Carv'd 
and cover'd with Lead, together with the Glaſs-Windows, ec. he compleated(c). Leaving 
this Chapel, we paſs under the aſcent to the Choir, and enter the South-Croſfs, on the North- 
fide of which, anſwerable to the Lady Chapel, in the Martyrdom, is a Chapel dedicated to St. 
Michael, in which is the Monument of Archbiſhop Langton, and that of the Duke of Clarence 
and Earl of Somerſet; this croſs-Ifle was built at the expence of Archbiſhop Sudbury before 
named, who intended more, had God pleas'd. 
We 
(e) Ædificavit enim c. Obituar; 
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We next aſcend to the Choir. Of the building of Conrade's Choir, and its conflagration, 
mention has been already made, and the manner of it particularly deſcrib d; I ſhall therefore 
repeat nothing of it, but obſerve, that this beautiful Building is the ſame that was th{ceupon 
rebuile; of which before; and though it be now 600 Years ſince, it ſhews no ſigns of deqiy, but 
is wajeſtically Noble, what improvements it has receiv'd ſince that, are very inconſiderabſe, Prior 
Henry Eftria is remember d for having beautifully adorn'd it with fine Carving in Stone, and mak- 
ing three new Doors, and a new Pulpit (4). And again I read that about 1511 Prior Gold- 
lone preſented it with Araſs Hangings, to be uſed (e) upon particular occaſions, in which was 
wrought the Hiſtory of our Saviour's Actions and Miracles; and on the other Part of them 
the Hiſtory of the Birth and Life of the Virgin Mary, and to the providing theſe, Richard 
Deering Cellcrer of this Monaſtery, and executed witl the holy Maid of Kent, contributed; in 
the Borders of them, when in being, were theſe Words legible.

The ſame Prior Goldſtone, likewiſe preſented this Church with a brazen Eagle, wherconts 
lay the Book for reading Leſſons (7), and Books for the Choir. 

On the South-ſide of the Choir the Archiepiſcopal Throne was plac'd; the ancient 
Throne was of Wood gilt and carv'd, and was a cloſe Seat, much decay'd in Mr. Somner's Time; 
ſince when a new one has been plac'd in its room. Over againſt it, viz. on the North- ſide of 
the Choir, ſtood formerly the Prior's Stall, and hence the ſides of the Choir were diſtin- 
guiſhed, by being call'd the Superior and Inferior Choir, of which diſtinction is an Inſtance in 
the Will of one Thomas Ingram of Canterbury, who left in his Will 12 Pence to every Monk 
of the ſuperior Choir, and 8 Pence to every Monk of the inferior Choir in this Church. 
What is next remarkable is the Screen and Hangings behind the Altar, given by Queen Mary Il. 
Leaving the Nave of the Choir, we pals by a Door between the high Altar and Archbiſhop's 
Throne into the South-ifle, which is remarkable for nothing ſo much as the Tombs of ſeveral 
Archbiſhops of this Province, viz. on the South- ſide towards the Weſt-End, lies Archbiſho 
Hubert Malter, and Waker Reynolds; and on the North - ſide, Archbiſhop Kemp, Stratford, ard S.. 
bury: From hence is ſtill another croſs Iſle in which were formerly the Altars of St. Gregory and St. 
Jahn Evangeli/t, and Tombor Shrine of St. Alfric, and the Tomb of Archbiſhop ¶inchelſey which 
was near St. Gregory's Altar, but at the Time of the Reformation defac d, for that the common Peo- 
ple eſteemd him a Saint and paid adoration there, but now this croſs Iſle is for nothing diſt in- 
guiſhed. On the ſame ſide, but nearer the Eaſt-End of this Iſle is, the Chapel of St. Anſelm, fo 
call'd from its being (e) the place of his burial, but more properly the Chapel of St. Peter, in 
which were two Altars dedicated, one to that Apoſtle, and the other to St. Paul; here hung 
a Lamp in ancient Times, before Archbiſhop Anſelm's Tomb, kept burning perpetually; for the 
maintenance of which, King Srephen (Y) gave to the Monks of this Church, the Manor of 
Berkſore, near Shepey, Of the Tomb of this Archbiſhop there is no appearance; but thoſe 
of Archbiſhops M-pham, and VBradie ardin, are in being. - | 

In the North-Ifle are the Monuments of Archbiſhops Chichley and Bourchier, and inthe croſs 
Iſle were ſometime the Altars of St. Mart in and St. Stephen. At the End of theChoir, we aſcend to 
the Chapel of the Holy-Trinity, and frequently in old Time call'd of Thomas Becker, for in this 
Place he was inſhrin'd ; this Chapel or Cœmiterium rather, for it is of little other uſe, is a 
beautiful and curious Building, and erected at the ſame Time with the Choir, the Floor is in 
ſome Meaſure tinely inlaid with Moſaick Work, and in it are the Monuments of Henry IV. 
King of England, and his Queen, of Edward the Black Prince, of Cardinal Caſtilion, Arch- 
biſhop Cœurt ney, Cardinal Pool, Dean Wootton, and ſome others. At the feet of King Henry's 
Tomb, is, an ancient Painting, of Becket's Murder, defac'd much by Time. 

At the End of this Chapel is a ſmall aſcent and vertex, call'd, Becket's-Crown the reaſon for 
which Name was, as I take it, from the Relique of his fo call'd, which was there preſery'd for

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toff that Part wherethe Tonſure was, and it was here preſerv'd as a very precious 
RIA infomuch that in the Time of Henry Eſtria Prior of this Church, vis. 1314 it was beauti- 
fy'd and enrich'dwith Silver, Gold, and precious Stones of 1151. 125. In this Place wasafter- 
wards preſerv'd the Head of St. Thomas Becket, which upon an Inquiſition made in the Time 
of Archbiſhop Warbam, was taken out of his Coffin or Shrine, and eliver'd to the Prior, to ſet 
in Silver and preſerve as a Relique, for the adoration of Votaries; which was much cnchas'd 
with Jewels in Eraſmus's (i) Time, who faw it: Here has been formerly an Altar, tho*doubted 
by ſome, but evident by the aſcent to it, and the Ambreys or Cockers by it. 

On the Nortli- ſide of this Crown is the Tomb of Cardinal Pool, over which are ſome remains 
of curious Painting; and oppoſite to it is the Picture of St. Chriſtopher, carrying our Saviour o- 
ver the River. One thing, before I leave this Place, is worthy of notice, that the Walls are 
Painted with Phenix's riſing from the Flames; which Device, whether it relates to the glory 
Becket receiv'd by his Troubles and Murder, and not rather to the Magnificent rebuilding of 
this Church, after it was conſum d by Fire, I know not. 

On the North-lide of Trinity Chapel, is a ſmall Chapel, ſometime a Chauntry for King 
Henry IV. now employ'd to no uſe, but to hold ſome old painted Cherubs, and a Pulpit 
ſometime plac'd in the Church: This Place, i. e. Becket's Chapel, or rather Trinity, has ſtill the 
remains of very curiouſly painted Windows, being full of ScriptureStory, but ſo mended and 
confus'd as not to afford much Speculation: On the North-Wall at the Weſt-End has been ſome 
Paintings now ſo injur'd as not to afford conjeQure concerning them; but certainly they are 
not thoſe curious ones, ſo much prais d by Malmsbury, as Mr. Somner Conjectures; for they 
perith'd long ſince. 

Leaving this Chapel, we again deſcend to the Choir, and to the North-ſide of it, where is 
the Veſtry, which in old Time was well enrich'd with Plate and Veſtments. Eraſmus ſcems 
extatick when he mentions the Riches and Pomp of it, © Good God! (ſays he) what a pompous 
* ſhow of Silk Veſtments, of Golden Candleſticks; there we ſaw St. Thomas's Walking-Staff, a 
Reed tipt with Silver, light, plain, and reaching no higher than the Girdle. That the Reader 
may judge of the Furniture of this Place, he will in the Appendix find an exact Inventory of 
them, taken in thoſe Times or rather long before. 

Next Room to the Veſtry, the Records were formerly kept, as Mr. Somner ſays, now call'd, 
the Treaſury, and formerly Armarium, or Armariolum, which that Gentlemen conjectur'd to have 
been the Church Arcenal, and had over it a Curator call'd Armarius: What reaſons Mr. Som- 
ner had to think ſo, I know not; but he ſeems much miſtaken in thinking ſo, ſince it was no 
other then the Treaſury of Relicks. This was call'd the Great Armary, to diſtinguiſh it from 
another of leſs Note, near the high Altar. And in it were preſerv'd a variety of Reliques in 
Preſſes or Cup- boards; of which Treaſure I have exhibited to the Reader an Inventory. 

The leſſer Armary was behind the high Altar, and contain d nothing, but the Body of St. 
Blaiſe, being rather a Feretry than Store- room, there were ſcveral Reliques likewiſe which 
were preſerv'd in a large Ivory-Cheſt behind the high Altar. And upon a Beam, at the back 
of the high Altar were three Cheſts fullof the ſame Rarities, and ſome preſerv'd at the Altar of 
the Holy Croſs, in the Nave of the Church. 

Behind the Altar is the Patriarchal Chair, in which the Archbiſhops have been enthron'd; 
it is plain, and compos'd of three Stones, and remarkable for nothing but the appearance of 
plain and venerable Age. 


Under-Croft. 


Here being nothing remarkable more in the Body of the Church and Choir, I leaye them, 
and deſcend to the Crypt or Vault under the Choir; the Weſt-part of which js us'd by 
the Valloons for a Church and a Paſſage way cut through the South-Wall, to the great en- 
dangering that Part of the Church; in the South Part of it was the Chauntry of Prince F4- 
ward; and not far from it, viz. in the Place us'd for their Veſtry Room is a Paſſage behind 
the Wainſcot through a Hole in the Wall into a dark Chapel, or Vault rather, where by the 
help of Candle, I could diſcover the remains of ancient Painting, and the appearances of a 
Chapel, ſometime of no ſmall Eſteem. On each fide the Door is Painted upon the Wall a Pi- 
ure of St. Catharine: On the Roof is Painted God the Father and Ego ſum qui ſim, and 
round it ſome broken Sentences, intimating that many People were at the Houſe of Zacharias. 
There have beentwo Altars, over one this expreſſion, fhewing it to have been Sacred to the 
Archangel Gabriel. |

And now it remains to point out the Name of this Chapel, which I think may with eaſe be 
call'd, St. Fobn Bapti/?s, and I doubt not, but it was at the rebuilding of the Church ſo call d, 
and plac'd where the old one formerly ſtood; which Ancient one was built by Cuthbert the 
Acchbiſhop, at the Eaſt-part of the old Church, for a Baptiſtery and Court, to examine 
Cauſes, and to bea Place of burial for the Archbiſhops, where himſelf, St. gol and others 
were buried; which was afterward burn'd with the Church. This Place I think moſt proper, 
for that Chapel was by the Cœmitary, and the old Infirmary at that Time was joining to the 
Cœmitary; for Anſelm's Tower-ſtood between the Infirmary and Conrade's Choir, as it now does 
between that Place and this; and that the Cœmitary was on the South-ſ1de of the Church, 
I read in ſeveral Places; and, that after the Church was burn'd, the Bones were remov'd 
here, in (a grandi, in angulo illo qui eſt inter Capeliam et domum infirmorum,) ſome Mea- 
ſure contirm'd by digging up the Floor of this Chapel, under which are large Numbers of 
humane Bones. I know what Mr. Barley has ſaid, different from what here conjecture, but 1 
cannot find but this was the Place of the old Chapel of St. Zobn Baptiſt call'd, likewiſe the 
Baptiſtery, and Suth or South-door. SY 

Proceeding further in the Under-croft, we come to the Virgin Mary's Chapel, a Place of 
great Reſort and Veneration formerly; of which, and the Wealth of it, Eraſmus ſpeaks much: 
It was Rail'd-in with a double Iron Rail, to prevent Thieves, and was never ſhown but to Per- 
ſons of Note, by the Archbiſhop's eſpecial Leave. It is now a dark ruin'd Place, and more like 
a Pound than a Chapel. In it was formerly an Altar dedicated to her, and call'd, Altare beate 
Marie in Cryptis , this Chapel is falſly ſaid to be rebuilt by Archbiſhop Morton, who, tho 
he is ſaid in the Obitrals to be a Sy of hers, is not recorded to have expreſs d his Regard 
that way, tho? he choſe in his Will to be buried, Coram imagine beatiſſimæ Virginis Marie. in 
Cryptis, where he lies, and his Tomb is adorn'd with his Ethgy : And here he fonnded a 
Chantry of two Monks to ſing daily Maſs, with Placebo & Dirige, for twenty Years (H), and 
left them for their Pay forty Pence weekly. 

Not far beyond this was BECKET's TOMB, for the Monks, after his Murther, hear- 
ing that the Aſlaſſins had threaten'd to expoſe his Corps to Birds and Beaſts, they the Night 
after buried him Privately here, and in this Place was a Pillar in the Middle, which Arching 
all Ways, ſupported the Roof: like which I have obſerv'd a cutious one in the Clripter-houſe 
of Wells. Here were two Altars in this Place, (I) on the South- ſide one dedicated to St. Au- 
guſtine, and on the North. ſide one dedicated to St. John Eaptiſi. Cloſe to the South Wall 
was buried Archbithop Ethelred, and to the North-Wall Archbiſhop Eadſine. Here the Bull 
of his Canonization was read: Here was a great recourſe of Princes and others to pay their 
Devotions to him. In this Place, ſays Gervaiſe the Monk, L Deus per ejus merita multa fe- 
cit miracula, ubi panperes & divites, Reges & Principes eum venerati ſunt ( Here King 
Henry Il. came barefoot and continued long in Prayer; and King Lewis of France, wi 
thers. When the the Church was burn'd this Tomb lay among the Ruins, till the Chapel for 
his tranſlation was finiſt'd, and the Tomb was cover'd with Boards, and the place Pal'd-in with 
wooden Pales: Here was a Lhuribule formerly, as mention'd in the Inventory, in Prior Eftria's 


Time, and one Pagans a Nobleman gave a Carpet of Silk to lay over it, and there were 


two Keepers of it, of which Number J find R. de Rowe and Thomas de Greemvich, to have 
been formerly: Here ſtood an Altar dedicated to him, call'd, Altare Tumbæ beati Thomæ 
Martyris. 

Leaving the Under-crott, we aſcend into the Martyrdom or North-croſs, (for there are 
Paſſages both from this and the South into the Crypt,) and ſo leave our Survey of the Church, 
only obſerving a Painting over St. Mic>e!'s Chapel in the South - Croſs repreſenting Pope Gre- 
gory, and St. Auguſtine, and pals into the 
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The Hiſtory of the Cathedral of CanTerzuny, 
Cloyſter. 


He firſt Building of a Cloyſter to this Convent, I take to have been about the Time of 

| Archbiſhop Wifred, who encourag d the Monks to build Lodgings, and contin'd them to 
Monaſtick Order in the Dormitory, Refectory, &c. but from his Time the changes of this 
Place do not appear, till Dunſtan ejecting the Secular Prieſts, whom Edwyn had encourag'd 
and introduc'd, fix d Monks in their room, and built them Cells, a Cloyſter, &c. which be- 
ing deſtroy'd by the Daniſt Fury in the Time of Elpbege, lay in Ruins; and were neglected 
till Lanfrank came to the See, and he built the Cloyſter, the Cellar, Refectory, Dormitory, 
and other Conventual Offices (n) ; of which I meet with no Alteration, either by Anſelm, 
Conrade the Prior, or any others; nor did they ſuffer in the great Conflagration : 'They were, 
as appears in the Story of Becker's Murder, in the Place where they now are, and were not, 
in any Caſe that I can find, alter'd or repair'd till Anno 1295. Henry d Eſtria, then Prior of 
this Church, new pav'd them, and built a new Goal, which coſt, together, Forty two Pounds 
and Two Pence. At ſuch Time as the Body of the Church was new built, Courtney began 
the Work of the preſent Cloyſter at his own Charge; and for the South- ſide that rv di- 
realy from the Palace into the Martyrdom he rebuilt it (o), and Prior Chillenden carried on 
the other Sides, together with the Chapter -houſe and great Dormitory (). In building the 
Cloyſter he was alliſted by Archbiſhop Arundel, and by the Contribution and Aſſiſtance of 
_ Perſons ; whoſe Arms, according to the Cuſtom of thoſe Times, are viſible in the Roof 
of them. 

About the Year 1480 Prior S-{yng, for the greater Privacy and Warmth, glaz'd the South- 
Pane or eg that the Monks might there Study and Meditate : He likewiſe beautify d 
it with Carols, or 'Texts, painted and written upon the Walls (q). This Side was thought 
moſt private, as adjoining the Church, for the other Walks were not fo retir'd, ſeveral Oſhces 
going out of them. In the North-walk was the Refectory. On the Welt-fide was the Way to 
the Cellerar's Lodgings; and on the Eaſt-fide was the opening to the Chapter-houſe, to which 
we enter by two folding Doors. |

Chapter-Horufe. 


His Building of the Chapter-houſe, was begun and compleatedat the Charge of the Prior 
Thomas Chillenden, in which undertaking he was aſiſted and encourag'd by the Archbi- 
ſhops Courtney, and Arundel. The Name of Chillenden was formerly at the bottom of the Weſt- 
Window. 
Richard Clifford, Archdeacon of Canterbury, was a Benefactor to this Building, as ſhould 
appear by his Picture and Name ſome Time vilible in it. | 


Library. 


Rom the Chapter-houſe is a Way, through which we aſcend into the upper North-Croſs 
of the Church, and thence let us goe into the Church-Library, a neat and handſome Gal- 
lery, and well Furniſh'd with curious and valuable Books. This was formerly the Priors 
Chapel fo call'd from its ſituation in the Priory, and to diſtinguiſh it from that in the Church, 
it was dedicated to the bleſſed Virgin Mary, and is therefore call'd her Chapel, Mr. Sonmer 
miſlead by the P1Qures of Becker, the Virgin Mary, King Lewis, and Pope Alexander, Paint- 


ed upon the Walls, and ſtain'd in the Glaſs Windows, miſtakes the Name, and calls it St. 


Thomas Beckets. This Chapel was of no ſmall Eſteem, in former Times, as appears by an 
Account of the Riches and Furniture of it. It was, I'm inclin'd to believebuilt in the Time of 
Archbiſhop Winchelſey, who to bring in Money for the Expence granted forty Days Indulgence 
to all ſuch who ſhould viſit this Chapel and repeat the Pater noſter at her Altar: This was.

To this Library were ſeveral Books, the Gift of Syricius the Archbiſhop. 
Lanfrank the Archbiſhop is ſaid to have given many valuable Books. 
Archbiſhop Winchelſey gave all his Books; omnes Libros ſuos Eccleſie Cantuarienſi in vita 


ſua donavit, as is mentioned in the Obituals. 


Archbiſhop Strat ford, gave two Books; one of Decretals, the other of Decrees. 
William Courtney the Archbiſhop, gave fix valuable Books, Sc. Milleloquium Auguſtini, one 


Dictionary, and Dr. De Lyra's Works, in two Volumes. 


Archbiſhop Arundel left a valuable Volume of St, Gregory's Works. 
Prior Hathbrand was a very great Benefactor in the ſame Way. 
Thomas Chillenden, Prior, gave many precious Books, in ſeveral Faculties. 


This Library, Mr. Somner ſays, was ſhamefully robb'd; but it is now well repleniſh'd. In 
the Appendix is an Account of Books anciently in it. |

was created Kt. of the Garter by that 1 8 Sir Edward, another Son, was Father to Jane

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Dutcheſs of Northumberland, Mother of the fainous Dudleys, Earls of Leiceſter and Warwick; and 
the unhappy Guilford Dudley, Huſband to the Lady Jane Grey, and beheaded the ſame Day with her. 
Henry Guilford, Eſq, another Son, Ifind inthe firſt of Henry VIII. ſent to aſſiſt the King of Ar4- 
gon, againſt the Moors, together with the Lord Thomas Darcy, and the Lord Anthony Grey, who 
arriv'd at Cadiz, the firſt of June, that Year; but a Truce being concluded, they were Honour- 
ably diſmis'd; after which, neceſſity requiring, he went a ſecond Time, to the Kingdom of Gra- 
nado; of which, for his good Services there, againſt the Moors, he was Honour'd with a Canton 
in his Arms, by King Ferdinand, which were, Or, aSaltire inter 4 Martlets ſable, on a Canton 
Argent, an Apple of Granadaproper. He was after wards made Knight of the Garter, by Henry VIII. 
The Son of this Sir Henry, (if l am not Miſtaken,) Married with the Lady Elizabeth Somerſet, 
a Daughter of the Worceſter Family; and from this Sir John, are deriv'd, by his Daughters 
Marriages, the Darrells, Gages, Brownes, M. alfingbams, Cromers, Tſaics and Tſelies, in this 
County: The Guilford's Seat was at Hempſtead, in the "ping? of Kent. AH 

Leaving ſome others which are uninſcrib'd, or at leaſt the Inſcriptions fo defac'd as not to 
diſcover to us the Owners, we come to a large grey Table Monument rais'd between two Pil- 
lars, with the remains of a Man and Woman's Ethgies in Braſs, and has had an Inſcripton, now 
torn away. This Monument, which Mr. Batcley miſtakes for Wirtleſey's, covers the Bodies of 
oneSirWILLIAM BRUCHELLE or BRENCHLET, Judgeof the Common- 
Pleas, and his Wife, as may be gather'd by this Inſcription, viſible when Mr. Somner wrote.

This Gentleman was of an ancient Family in this County, and had their Seat at Moar-lands .: 
Brenchly: He Married Joan Benendenof Benenden, but having no Iſſue, both thoſe Families cas. 

Over againſt this Tomb, and under the fourth Window towards the Eaſt, is a ſmall and drk 
Chapel, formerly the Chauntry of the Lady F-oan Brenchlzy beforementioned; who, the Year 
after her Huſband's Death, viz. 1447, founded it, and erected an Altar in it, to St. 7ohn Bap- 
tiſt, with leave of the Prior and Convent: The Revenues of it were, at the Reformation, ſeiz'q 
into the King's Hands; and the Chapel now no longer us'd, fell into decay, was fill'd with Rub- 
biſh and Filth, and in a manner falling; till about Anno 1600, Dean Nevil cleans'd and beau- 
tify'd it, deſigning it a Burial-place for himſelf and Family: Since when, it has taken its 
Name from him, and been call'd Nevil's Chapel. In which are the following Monuments. 

On the Eaſt- ſide a very handſome Monument of Marble, divided in two, and under the 
one Arch of it, is the Efhgies of Dr. Nævil the Dean, in his Habit, kneeling at a Reading- 
Deſk: Under the other, that of Alexander Nevil, Eſq, in Armour, in the ſame devout Poſture, 
and diſtinguith'd by theſe Inſcriptions.

Ofthe College of the holy and undivided 
Trinity, now not only famous in that Univerlity, but in all Europe, (which was decay'd 
and near falling, and, through Age, incoherent and irregular, by his Advice, Favour and 
liberal Gift of Money, the 1ll-diſpos'd Buildings were taken down, and rebuilt in a more 
elegant Form; the Ways, ancient Area's made regular and enlargd, by new and excellent 
Eſtabliſhments and Ornaments, and brought to the remarkable Beauty it now bears.) Mo- 
derator, Enlarger, and moſt happy Reſtorer. Laſtly, Dean of this Church, moſt Moderate, 
Faithful and Beneficent; which Church he Govern'd Years with ſtrict Juſtice, extraor- 
dinary Modeſty and ſingular Integrity. This Monument therefore of his Virtue and Honour, 
he, in ſpight of Death, erected for himſelf. He died Anno Aged the Day of

in an honeſt and commendable manner; he Married Anne Daughter of Sir Halter Mantel, Rt. 
and the Lady Margaret, a valuable and good Matron, who after Sir Walter's Death, Married 
Sir William Haut, and laſtly, to Sir James Hales, Kt. a Woman emulous of Good, . Ignorant 
of Evil, a diſpiſer of Vanity, very intent on Offices of ſincere Charity, ſitting, like Mary, 
conſtantly at Jeſus's Feet: Lesch, th in Life and Death, a ſingular Inſtance of Faith, Mo- 
deſty, Innocence and Piety.

Of this learned and remarkable Perſon, it will be our Duty to give ſome particular Accounts 
He was Born at Hedin in Artois, and Educated well in Learning, afterwards he was invited to 
the Univerſity of Leyden, and incorporated Doctor in Divinity, about the Year 1582; he 
became Preacher to the French Church there; and about five ar fix Years after came into En- 
gland, and taught School in ſeveral Places, particularly the Free- School at Southampton; but 
growing in Eſteem for his Learning, he was preferr'd to be Prebendary of Glouceſter, then to a 
Prebend in this Church; and upon Dr. Andrews's Preferment to the Deanary of Weſtminſter. He 
ſucceeded him asPrebendary of that Church; while he liv'd at Canterbury, he was well known to 
Mr. Huoker, Author of the Eccleſiaſtical Polity, he was in Eſteem with Archbiſhop Whitgift, and 
no ſmall oppoſer of Theodore Bexa, and the Miniſters of the Low-Countries. He wrote againſt 
Beza, in defence of Epiſcopacy, when that Perſon officiouſly interfer'd with our Church Affairs, 
by adviſing the Chancellor of Scotland to abrogate it; he took much pains in Tranſlating the 
Bible, in the beginning of the Reign of King James, and wrote ſeveral Treatiſes, as, De diver/is 
miniſtrorum Evangelii gradibus, and in Engliſh, Of the divers Degrees of the Miniſters of the 
Goſpel. Of the . which is due to the Prieſts and Prelates of the Church. Of 
Sacrilege and the Puniſhment thereof. Of Chriſtian Obedience to Princes. His Works were 
Collected together, and Printed at London, Anno 1611. 
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Near which place lies buried Orlando Gibbons, who was born at Cambridge, educated in the 
Univerſity of Oxford, where An. 1622 he ſupplicated for his Degree, as Dr. of Muſick ; but 
whether he was admitted, does not appear. He was an excellent Muſician, eſteem'd in that 
Time, and Compoſed ſeveral Church-Services and Anthems, and other Muſical Pieces. He 
was made Organiſt of the King's Chapel ; and being commanded to attend the King's Nuptials, 
he died here of the Sma/-Pox, being then about 45 Years Old. There is a Monument againſt

Man of Integrity, whoſe manner of Life and ſweetneſs of Temper, vy'd with that of his 
Art; being ſent for to Dover to attend the Nuptials of King Charles and Mary; he died of 
the Small-Pox, and was convey'd to the heavenly Choir on Whitſunday, Anno 1625.

with is in the middle of the Nave, about the diſtance between the fourth and fifth Pillars from

The Uncle, Father and Son, depoſited here in hopes of a joyful Reſurrection; the Uncle and 
the Father were both Divines and dy'd Canons of this Church, the firſt An. Dom. 1630, Aged 
50; the latter An. Dom. 1609, Aged 59. 

The Son in his Youth followed Merchandize, but the Civil Wars breaking forth he retired 
into the Country, and there lived honourably; he was a Man of ſharp Wit, and ſingular In- 
duſtry, Pious, Peaceable, Honeſt, unſtain'd in his private Character, approved in publick Affairs 
Faithful to his Prince and to the Church; a true Friend, Dear toall, and Lamented by all, 
whom every one had in eſpecial Honour. He died Auguſt the 22d, Anno Dom. 1680, Aged 57. 


Of the beforcmention'd Perſons take this further Account; and firſt Nicholas was of Chriſt- 
Church College in Oxon, where he was D. D. Anno 1608. His Son John was D. D. in the ſame 
Univerſity, and left his Son Nicholas, who was likewiſe of Chriſt-Church, and died the 22d 
of Auguſt 1680.

This {mall and unworthy Monument to fo 
Great a Man, and fo loving a Huſband, a Debt due to his Manes, Angela his kind and ſorrow- 
ful Wife hath erected.

Here lies THOMAS TURNER, D. D. Canon Reſidentiary of St. Paul's London, 
Dean of Rocbefter in the Year 1631. and laſtly, Dean of this Church of Canterbury 1643. 
whom King Charles the Firſt, and Archbiſhop Laud, Glorious and Holy Martyrs, retain'd as 
Chaplain, and with whom he was a brave Confeſſor. Him the King, in his lateſt Troubles, 
at Hampton-Conrt and the Iſie 1 Wight, ſelected from the few Faithful to attend him. He 
was deſcended from a genteel Family at Reading, and born (if ever Man was) for the Pub- 
lick Good. His Fortune and Afflu nce of Wealth he wiſcly us'd. A great Example of pro- 
found ee 6 Chriſtian Simplicity, and moſt fervent Zeal for the Church. He bare the 
Calamities under the Rebels Tyranny, with an even Lemper of Mind; and having taſted of 
both Fortunes, was unſhaken in both. At the happy Reſtauration of King Charles II. he little re- 
garded freſh Dignities; and continued to Preach to his eightieth Year. And being fit for Hea- 
ven, after many Immortal Actions, he deſir'd nothing Mortal, but to die in the Lord. He 
died in the Year 1672, Aged 81 Years.

Eaving the Martyrdom, we paſsthrough an Arch under the aſcent to the Choir, into the 
I., South-Crols of the Church; and not far from the Entrance into it, is Buried the Famous 
and Learned Meric Caſaubon, Son of the Learned Iſaac Caſaubon. He was Born in the City 
of Geneva, in September 1599. and brought when Young, into England by his Father, and 
inſtructed till his fifteenth Year at a private School; and at that Age (ent to Chrift-Church in 
Oxford, and ſoon after elected Student of that Houſe; and took his Degrees in Arts, that of 
Maſter, Anno 1621, At which Lime King James took Notice of him for a Defence of his 
Father, Publiſh'd againſt the Calumnies of a Roman Catholick. And ſoon after he was Benetic'd 
at Bledon in Somerſetſhire, by Biſhop Andrews of Mincheſter. About which Time he delign'd to 


have gone on againſt Baronius's Annals, where his Father had left off; but the Troubles ariſing 


in England, he was prevented from Proſecuting his Deſign, and forc'd to ſell moſt part of his 
Books; andafter 20 Years, for ſo long thoſe Troubles continued, he was grown ſo Old and In- 
firm, that he was oblig'd to deſiſt. Inthe beginning of the Grand Rebellion he was much cſteem'd 
by Archbiſhop Land, who preſented him to the Rectory of Ich four Miles from Canter- 
bury, and made him Prebendary in this Church. And in 1636 he was created D. D. by the 
Command of King Charles and his Queen then at Oxford. In the beginning of the Civil War 
he loſt all his Preferments, and liv'd retir d. After the King's Murder, viz. 1649, Crmmwel 
ſent ſeveral Times to prevail with him to Write the Hiſtory of the Civil War, but he declin'd 
It, as being uncapable for that Employment, and could not fo impartially engage in it, but 
that his Subject would force him to make ſuch Reflections as would be ungratetal, if not inju- 
rious to Gromwel;, however Cromwel fail'd in this Project, to witneſs his Value for him, he or-

He, in an open 
Boat, amidſt the Showers of great and ſmall Shot, (in preſence of ſo many French, a thing 
almoſt incredible) firſt of all prepared the Revenging Flames, which burat thirteen of her 
Ships of War near La Hogre. Afterwards the Differences between the Swedes and Danes be- 
ing happily and juſtly Compoſed by his Counſel, he left the North in Peace, and returned South- 
ward; where the whole Fleet of the Enemies Guard-Ships, being either burnt or taken at Vigo. 
And the Gaeons, Ships of immenſe Burthen, Loaden with Silver, faithfully Conducted into Eng- 
land. With an upright Heart, he conveyed the beſt Part of the Spoils into the Publick Trea- 
ſury. He took Gibraltar with his Naval Forces, in a few Hours; which afterwards a Regu- 
lar Army beſieged in vain for many Months. And in the ſame career of Succeſs, His Nav 
being as much inſeriour in Strength as much ſuperior in Counſel and Courage, he put to flight 
the whole French Fleet; who, tho well provided, durſt not hazard a Battle. By which glo- 
rious Actions he opened the Way ö 

Charles III. to aſcend the Throne, 
ford the e to recover their Liberty, and 
for Ettrope to enjoy Peace. 

For theſe and other Toils undergone, by this Heroick Chriſtian, for his ſingular Picty 
to the Church, his Fidelity to William the Great, and Anne the Good, ever moſt Religi- 
ouſly obſerved, for his cauſing Britannia's Name to be born, and renowned through the 
whole World, God did not grant him ſwelling Titles, nor envy*dRiches, nor the empty Applauſe 
of the Vulgar; But the Pleaſures of a Sedate Mind, the Love of all good Men, retirement 
in his Paternal Inheritance, and Death at laſt in Chriſt.

not only for his honourable Deſcent, but his Merit and Virtue; which Thuams high! com- 
mends. He was*'a Favourer (if not a Member) of the Proteſtant Church; and going to 
wait on the Queen "at © Hampton Court, he died ſuddenly of Poiſon given him by one of 
his Servants in an Apple; his Death was on the 14th of February 157 1. 


On the other ſide of this Chapel, oppoſite to the Tomb of Edward the Black Prince, is 
a very handſome Tomb of Marble, on which, at full length, are the Ethgies of HENRT 
the Fourth King of England, and Joan his Qucen; he was Son of John of Gaunt, 
Duke of Lanca/ter, and was firſt Duke of Hereford in his Father's "Time, from whom he 
had (very probably) taken the ambitious View of a Crown, and tis as highly probable, had 
wade ſecret Attempts againſt his Nephew Richard the Second ; but a Quarret happening be- 
tween him and the Duke of Norfolk, they were both Banith'd ; but Henry took the Oppor- 
tunity of Invading the Kingdom, while the King was in Ireland; his Treaton had its Succets, 
and after 2 falſe and romantick Claim, he aſlum'd the Crown, and contining his Prince in 
Pontefrad or Pomfret-Caſtle, gave Directions to have him Murder'd, which was done ac- 
cordingly. This King appointed in his Will to be Bury'd in the Church of Canterbury, 
after the Diſcretion of his Coulin the Archbiſhop of Canterbury; he was ſiezed with a fit 
of the Apoplexy while he was at his Devotions at Edward the Confeſſor's Shrine in the 
Abbey of Weſtminſter, from whence being carried to the Abbat's Houſe, he died in th: Room 
call'd the * Zeruſalem-Chamber, on the 2oth Day of March 1411. At the end of Clement 
Maidſ/tone's Treatiſe of the Martyrdom of Richard Scroope, Archbiſhop of Tork, he tells us, 
that one of the Perſons who was in the Barge with This King's Corps going to Canterbrry, atler- 
ted, that a Storm aroſe between Hertyng and Graveſend, and to appeaſe it they threw his Corps 
into the Thames, and carried the Cofnn, cover'd with Cloth of Gold, to be (as it was) So- 
clinnly Interr'd at this Church, on Trinity Sunday following his Death. 

With him lies Buried his Queen FOAN of Navarre, Daughter of Charles the Fifth, 
King of Navarre; and Duchels of Britain, and Widow of Fobn Farl of Montfort, Duke of 
Britain; whom the King Married at WWinchefler, uns 1403. She was Crown'd in the Ab- 
bey Church of St. Peter's Weſiminſler, on the 26th Day of Fanuary the fame Year; the 
ſurviv'd the King many Years, and died on the tenth Day of u, Anno 1437. at Haver- 
719-Bower in Eſſex. , 

In the ſame Grave is ſaid to be buried MARY DE BOHU N, Daughter to Humphrey 
Earl of Hereford, Countels of Derby, Wife of the aforctaid King Henry 3 but talily, for ſhe 
dying Anno 1394. was buricd in the new College of Leiceſter |. 


On an handſome Monument (with an Eftigy admir'd by the Curious) is this Inſcription 
over Dean I7 ooton.

NICHOLAUS WOTTON, Son to Sir Robert Wotton, Knight, by Ann Belknayp , 3 
Doctor of both Laws, Dean of this Church, and Dean of the Metropolitan Church of St“ FL 
Peter in Turk; as alſo a Privy Councellor to Henry VIII. Edward VI. Queen Mary, and 
Queen Elizabeth. Twice ſent Embaſſador to the Emperor Charles V. once to Philip, King 
of Spain,” once to Francis I. King of France, thrice to Henry II. his Son, once to Mary, 
Queen of Hungary, and Governor of the Netherlands; and twice to William, Duke of Cleve. 
At the renewance of the Peace between the Engliſh, French, and Scotch; between Grines 
and Ardera, Anno 1546. as allo at the Caſtle of Camerans, Anno 1559. and laſtly at Edin- 
burgh in Scotland, Anno 1560. He was one of the Plenipotentiaries. And here at length, 
being almoſt ſeventy Years of Age, he reſts in Peace. 

Before his Death, and even before his laſt Sickneſs, as being forewarn'd of the fatal Day, 
he prophetically ſung his Swan-like Song, and left thoſe Things in his Study in Writing 
under his own Orgs PE. 

He who has happily ſpent a great Part of his Life among ſuch Princes, by the Divine 
Providence ruling juſtly in fo great and ſo many Cauſes, (the extraordinary Weight whereof 
redounded to the publick Benetit) even Envy herſelf ought to adjudge him to have been a 
Wiſe and Experienc'd Stateſman. How averſe he was to contend for Honour 1s apparent, 
in that *twas not thro' any ambitious Deſign of his own, nor Intereſt of his Friends, he 
aſpired to this Eccleſiaſtical Dignity ; but Henry VIII. (induced thereto by his Merit and 
Virtues) beſtowed them on him of his own accord. And when the fame moſt excellent 
Monarch perceived that he was ſeized with a deadly Diſtemper, and conſidered the tender 
MI Age of Prince Edward, who tho' of excellent ee yet a Child, and not able to 
4 undertake the weighty Affairs of Adminiſtration; he thought that his tender Age was pro- 
per to be ruled by the venerable Advice of his Privy-Council; and of the Sixteen of theſe 
| whom he had appointed Witneiles and Executors of his royal Will and Teſtament, this 
|} Nicholaus (then Abſent on an Embaſſy in France) was one. About the Middle of the 
Reign of Edward VI. he was made one of the principal Secretaries of State; which Poſt he 
might have held much longer than he did, but that both himſelf and all his Friends, carneſtly 


begg'd leave for him to lay it down. 

| He was ſlender and low in Stature, but Straight and well Shap'd ; his Conſtitution Firm, 
ö his Countenance Free and Eaſy, his Choice of Diet Exquiſite, which he never took above 
: once a Day, his Habit of Body ſo Strong that he was ſeldom ſhock'd by any Diſeaſe, his 
I Mind was wholly devoted to Books and Learning, intent on the Studies of Arts, Phyſick, 
| ' Laws, and Divinity; and beautifully ſtor'd with the Knowledge of the Roman, Italian, 
i French and Dutch Languages. Thus this Man who was famous by Birth, but more famous 
i _ by his honourable Embaſhes, and moſt of all, by his Employments Foreign and Domeſtick; 
\ flouriſhing in Honours, worn out with Toils, waſted with Age, after he had been Dean 
(| | of this Church 25 Years and 293 Days, piouſly and ſweetly reſigned his Soul to God in 
| London, Tanuary 26 Amo 1566. leaving for his Heir Thomas Wotton his Nephew, who has 
| | creed this Monument to him, not to do him Honour, for that he enjoy'd while Living, and 
| will inherit after Death; but out of true Love and unfeigned Reverence to his Immortal

Ohn Bockingham Biſhop of Lincols lies Buried at the lower Part of the Nave. He was firſt 

Canon * of Lincoln, then + Dean of wan gr, An. 1860, and ſucceeded Biſhop Gayn- 
well in the ſame See of Lincoln, and Elected Biſhop of Ely; he was Keeper of the Privy- 
Seal || to the King, and was by Pope Leo the Ninth Trantlated to Licchfield, Anno. 1397. 
which, being of far leſs Value, he refus'd, chooſing rather to lead a retir'd Life, and therefore 
came to this Church; and, after living twenty Weeks here, died in the Prior's Lodgings call'd 
Maſter-Honenrs, He gave twenty Pounds towards building the High Altar, and by his Will 
gave to Prior Chillenden fourty Pounds, and to * Monk that was a Prieſt thirteen Shillings 
and four Pence, and to every one that was not, ſix Shillings and c:ghr Pence, and to the Church 
fourty Pounds, and Ornaments and Veſtments to the Value of 240/. and made Chi4/enden his 
Executor: He covenanted with the Prior and Convent for a Chaumry to be founded as ſoon as 
poilible near where he was Buried; but whether ſuch an one was inſtituted or nor, is doubtful. His 
Graveſtone is Blue, on which was formerly a braſs Inſcription, whereof little was Viſible in 
Mr. Somner's Time, viz, Hic jacet in requte - - - - - and none now. This Biſhop, while he 
continued at Canterbury, wrote Queftions on the Maſter of the Sentences, and ordinary Diſpu- 
tations, He order'd in his Will to be Buried in navi Ecclefie deorſum. 


Sir William Septvans, Son and Heir of Sir Robert Septvans of Milton. Septvant, near Can- 
terbury, was Sheriff of the County of Kent, Anno 13th, 14th, 15th, and 16th of King Ed- 
ward II. His Arms Azure, three Wheat Skreens, Or, He had been a noted Warriour in 
the Reign of King Edward III. He was Buried here -- - ----- --= --- -- and on his Grave 
was ſometime this Inſcription.

Sir William Septuans of Milton-Septvans aforeſaid, was Sheriff of Kent, in the fourth Year of 
the Reign of King Richard II.

And with him, in the ſame 
Place, lies his Lady Elizabeth, Daughter of Sir Jobn Peche, Kt. the died on the 28th Day of 
March, after her Huſband; On them was this Epitaph.

Robert Clifſord, Eſq; Brother to Richard Clifford, Biſhop of London, liv'd at Bobbing-cours 
in this County, and was High-Sheriff of Kent; in the firſt and after the eighth Year of the Reign 
of King Henry IV. as was his Father William Clifford, in the 4th Year of the Reign of Henry V. 
and again in the thirteenth Year of the Reign of King Henry VI. He died on the gth Day of 
March, Anno, 1422. on whoſe Graveſtone was formerly this Inſcription, but now by Time or

UGUSTINE, whom Reyner will have Prior of St. Andrew's, ad Clivum 
Scauri, was brought up under Gregory. In the lime of Pope Bener, Gre- 
gory attempted in Perſon to Convert the Saxons, bur was recaiyd, after 
which, upon Benedi#'s Death, he ſucceeding, ſent A and lome o- 
thers of his Monaſtery for that purpote, but they hid not proceeded far 
before they were diſcourag'd in that attempt, and wrote for leave to re- 
turn; but Gregory encouraged them by his Epiſtle, and wrote Itkewiſe to 


and likewiſe to the King and Queen of France , they aſſifted and encou- 
rag d them. Angr/tine proceeded, and having paſs'd through France, took Shipping, and Ar- 
riv'd in the Iſland of Thanet in Kent; where, at that Time, Et Heer Reign'd, to whom Au- 


guſline ſent for Audience, promiſing him a Heavenly Kingdom. The King, we mult obſerve 


for State Alliance, had Married a Daughter of France, viz. Bertha, Daughter of Clotair and 
Frunchild; who was deliver'd to him upon Condition the ſhould have the tree Exerciſe of the 
Chriſtian Religion; with whom, as a Ghoſtly Councellor was one Lrzdhard, a French Bi- 


Tacp, and to them was allotted the Church of St. Martin in the Suburbs of Canterbury (a). 


Nothing could be more favourable then this to Argrſtins's Deſigns; Luidbard and the 
Queen having ſmooth'd the Way for him, and the King by their Influence, was ready to hear- 
ken to him: However, at preſent he ſent him word to continue in the Iſland of Thanet, and 
gave Orders to furniſh them with Conveniencies in the mean while, Not many Days after 
he went to them, and fitting in the open Air for fear of () Magick Arts, order'd them before 
him, whoaccordingly opened their Commiſſion, and Preach'd the Goſpel. The King told them 
that their Doctrine was new to him, and that he could not fuddenly recede from the Religion 
of his Country; but that, ſince their Viſit hither was with a kind intent, be gave them leave

to Proſelite ſuch of his Subjects as they could, and aſſign'd them Houſes and Conveniences in 
Canterbury, which they enter'd in Proceſſion with a Hymn which Bede gives us. Here they 
apply'd themſelves to the ſtrict Severity of the Monaſtick Life, and Preaching the Goſpel joint. 
ly with the French Chriſtians, at the Church of St. Martin beforemention'd; till, upon the 
King's Converſion, which happen'd not long after, he aſſign'd them his Palace, and retir'd to 
Reculver. 

Auguſtine having met with Succeſs in his Miſhon, croſſed the Seas, and was Conſecrated 
Archbiſhop of the Engliſh, by Eleutherius Biſhop of Arles, as St. Gregory had inſtructed him; 
and thereupon diſpatch'd his Prieſt Laurence to Rome, to inform the Pope of his Succeſs and 
Conſecration, and to deſire his Anſwer to (a) ſome Queries, which he recetv'd, together with more 
Aſſiſtants, and the Pall, and directed him to Ere& twelve Biſhops Sees ; he likewiſe caution'd 
him not to be puff'd up for the Miracles he Work'd. And ſoon after Augrſtine dedicated the 
Church of St. Saviour now (h) Chriſt-Church ; and the King founded the Abbey of St. Peter 
and Paul, now call'd St. Auguſtine's. And Chriſtianity began to extend it ſelf; for we muſt ob- 
ſerve, that altho' Ethelbert is call'd Kingof Kent _— * he was abſolute Monarch on this ſide 
Humber, and had petty Princes under him; of which Number was Segebert his Siſter's Son, King 
of the Eaſt Saxons, who, directed by him, built Veſtminſter-Abbey, and at Biſhop Melitus's Re- 
queſt the Church of St. Paul in London. And now Auguſtine made an attempt to ſettle a Cor- 
reſpondence with the Welch Biſhops; who, by the Way, had ever ſince the Saxons Landing, 
preſery'd their Religion and Liberties in that Corner of the Iſland, but had ſome Singularities 
as the keeping Eaſter, &c. which the Scotch likewiſe held. A Place then was appointed 
for this Meeting at Auguſtine's Ac or Auſtin's Oake in Worceſterſhire, here he Invited them to 
aſſiſt in Converting the Saxons, and put the Reaſonableneſs of his Miſſion upon a Miracle. A ſe- 
cond Meeting was appointed, but the Terms on which this Agreement was propos'd, were ſuch 
as the Britiſh Biſhops would by no means Comply with; for being Strangers to the Pope's Pa- 
triarchal Power, and their Predeceſſors having at ſeveral Councils been intirely Independent, 
they would allow neither of the Pope's or Augr/tine's Metropolitical Power; which he ſeem'd 
to aſſume in a Behaviour of Authority very diſguſtful to them: Neither couldthey rightly Com- 
prchend by what Power the Pope could onfirm the Saxon: in thoſe Poſſeſſions which they had 
unjuſtly wreſted from them. At the breaking up of this Meeting, Auguſtine threaten'd them 
with an Enemy that ſhould fall upon them for their Diſobedience, which not long after hap- 
pened. Anno 604. he Conſecrated Frſlus and Melituus Biſhops, the one of London, the other 
of Rocheſter, where Ethelbert had built a Church in Honour of St. Andrew. And having ap- 
pointed Lanvrence to ſucceed him, he died, 7 Cal. une, Anno 604. and was Buried 8 Cal, May, 
ncar the Church of the Bleſſed Apoſtles St. Peter and St. Paul; becauſe at the Time of his De- 
ceaſe, that Church was not Finifh'd nor Dedicated; but ſo ſoon as it was Dedicated, his 

Jody was removed and decently Buried in the North-Porch of the ſaid Church, and on his 
Tomb is an Inſcription to this Purpoſe,

« ron, on which was this Inſcription.

But on the Morrow, a ſolemn Maſs being appointed, as was neceſſary after the Complin, a 
Silver Shrine, by the Prior's Order, was brought to the Altar, and the whole Stonc-work 
whereon the Shrine ſtood was broke, for the ſake of Ornament and Beauty; in the middle of 
which, namely, in the Bottom of the Heap of Stones, was found a huge Lead of almoſt ſeven 
Feet in Ee Whoſe Superſcription was, Be this Acrounted part the Bones and Aſhes 
of the Bleſfed Auguſtine the Apoſtle of the Engliſh, who being formerly {ent here by the Blef- 
ſed Grecory, Converted the Engliſh Nation to the Chriſtian Faith; whole precious Head and 
larger Bones Guido the Abbat hath Honourably Tranſlated in another Stone-Vcilel, as by a 
leaden Inſcription placed on the Veſſel, containing the ſaid Bones, is apparent, in the Year of 
the Incarnation of our Lord xc. But becauſe that Work could not be brought to bear with- 
out removing the Lead, it was removed, and the Stone-Veſſel, wherein was contained the Head 
and the greater Bones of the Bletied Auguſtine, was born with great Veneration to the High-Al- 
tar, by the Abbats of Fattel and Langedon, and the Priors of St. Fuund of Feverſham and of 
St. Radegund, and many other of the Religious ſinging Te Deum all the Way, where it was 
attended with great Diligence and Veneration till the ſirſt Tranſlation thereof: Four Monks 
every Night Watching before the great Altar, and ſinging their Plalms. But then by Reaſon of 
the Abſence of the Lord Hugh the Abbat, who at that Time ſtay'd beyond Seas, for the di- 
ſpatch of ſome Affairs with Lodorwic the King of France; Then becauſe they could not, nc<i- 
ther did it ſeem Convenient to them, to admit of two Tranflations, after the return of the 
Lord Abbat, that Stone-Cheſt, wherein were contained his Head and greater Bones, was plac'd 
upon the great Altar, in the Preſence of the Abbats, Priors and Nobles of the Land, and be- 
fore the Clergy; the People bcing alſo Invited to this Sight by Mr. Sanford the then Arch- 


deacon, where was found a thin Plate of Lead, with the Head and Bones, with this Super- 


ſcription. In the Tear of the Incarnation of our Lord, one Thouland and Nincty one, in the 
Reign of William King of England, Son to William the King, who Conquercd the Kingdom, 
the Abbat Guido Tranſlated the Body of the Blefled Auguſtine, from the Place where it 114d lain 
fifty Years, and depoſited all the Bones of that Saint in the preſent Cheſt; and many more 
Parts of his Holy Body, did the ſame Abbat gather together into a Silver Shrine, to the Clo- 
ry of him who Reigns for ever. Alſoina third Place, Namely, on the Summit of the Silver 
Shrine, was found a ſmall Lead, wherein was contained a Picceof his Fleſh, not wholly redu- 
ced to Earth, but appearing like moiſt Mould, wherein Blood had been Congeal'd, whoſe In- 
ſcription was this. This Lead contains part of the Duſt of the Body of the Bleſſed Auguſtine. 
Near which Lead were found many precious Relicks, as ſome of the Hairs of the bleſſed Vir- 
gin Mary, a part of the Seamleſs Coat, a piece of the Pillar to which our Lord was ty'd and 
Whipt, and many others whereof no mention 1s made. And as it had been revealed by a three- 
fold Revelation, thatihis glorious Body ſhould be found in three different Places; the Truth of 
which, was afterwards made Manifeſt by the Event: So now our Lord I. III. and the Convent 
by divine Inſpiration, cauſed his Body to be Honourably depoſited in three Places; for the 
greateſt Parr 1s laid beneath the Silver Shrine, which was Strongly bound round with Iron, 
and ſecured with Lead. The ſecond Part ſomewhat lower underncath the Marble-Monument, 
and the third lies under the Middle-Window in the Ea/lern part, where a certain Boy by the 
Merits of this Saint received his Sight; and to the End that the People thould be ſtirr'd up to 
Devotion, the ſameAbbat H. cauſed this Part to be preſerved on the outſide of the Shrine, and 
to be wonderfully Garniſhed with Gold and Silver and precious Stones, at his own Expence, 
as It is to be ſeen at this Day. 

In this manner he continued till the Year 15c0. when on the 3d Kalends of Auguſt, Tho- 
mas Findon (then being Abbat) Enſhrin'd his Reliques in a more Sumptuous manner; adding 
another Diſtick to the former, expreſſing his Affectionate Love to the ſaid Saint Auguſtine his 
Patron

At whoſe Tomb was an Altar dedicated to the Holy-Trinity. Pope Innocent the 6th, 
directed his Bull to Archbiſhop Iſlip, for more Solemn obſerving his Day, which he complains 


had been neglected; he directs that Buſineſs be forborn, and Service perform'd ſb duplici Of:

| Native of Rome (a), and Prieſt with Auguſtine, was nominated his Succeſſor in his 
| Life Time, leſt upon his Death the Church might be unſettled. (5) This Prelate vi- 

oroully puſh'd on the Catile of. his Predeceſſor, endeavouring to preſs the Scots, who 
Pad the ſame Singularities with the Britains, to a Compliance ; who were ſo firm, as not 
ſo much as to converſe with thoſe that differ'd from them. And having receiv'd Directions 
for regulating the Monaſtick Life, he introduc'd Monks into Chri/t-Church ;, ſoon after which,

Ethelbert having eſtabliſh'd the Monaſtery of St. Auguſtine, died Anno 616. and was buried 
in St. Martin's Porch ; upon whoſe Death, Eadbald, his Son and Succeſſor, revolted to Pa- 
ganiſm, and inceſtuouſly Married Judith his Father's ſecond Wife, for Bertha had been long 
Dead. Lawrence upon this Occaſion exerted his Office, and was very free in his Advice; 
and at the ſame Time Sebert dying, his Sons likewiſe Apoſtatiz d. And now Melitus and 
Fuſius having quitted the Iſland, Lawrence meditated the like; and, ordering a Bed to be 
prepared in his Church at Canterbury, he ſpent the Night partly in Watching and Prayers: 
But St. Peter appearing to him in a Dream, or, as others ſay, really reprimanded him for 
leaving his Flock, and gave him with his own Hands ſuch ſevere Penance, that the 
next Morning, going to the King, and ſhewing him the Scourges upon his bare Shoulders, 
and telling him the manner, it had the Effect of a Converſion upon him; whereupon 
regulating his Life, he apply'd himſelf ſtrictly to the Duties of Chriſtianity; (c) Lawrence 
ſurviv'd not long, dying the {ſame Year on the Non. Feb. 10. 621. after he had fate five Years; 


and was buried in the aforeſaĩd Porch near his Predeceſſor; upon whom was, ſome Time after, 
this Rhiming Epitaph.

ſ Roman Abbat of noble Extra&ion, of ſingular Merit, Biſhop of London, ſucceeded ; 
A who Anno 619. ſays Bede, receiv'd Letters from Pope Boniface for the regulating 
the Engliſb Church; he was much Afflicted with the Gout, Bede mentions his quenching 1 
Fire at Canterbury by his Prayers. His Affairs after he came to this See are not remark d, 
and as for thoſe when he was Biſhop of London, ſhall be mention'd elſewhere: He died of 
the Gout 8th Kal. May 1624. having Sat five Years ſixteen Days, and was buried near his 
Predeceſſors; with this Monkiſh Epitaph.

Fter his Death the See was vacant one Year and a half, and was then fill'd by Trithona a 

eſt- Saxon, (c) who was Conſecrated by Ithamar, Biſhop of Roſfen; there being at 

that Time no Archbiſhop of Tork; to whom, by the preſcript of Pope Boniface the 5th, 

of right belong'd this Conſecration, as 7 Cal. April. (d) He was a Prelate of great Virtue and 

Leatning, and was thence nam'd a Deo datus; being likewiſe the firſt Engliſh Prelate. He 
died Prid. Id. July and was buried at St. Auguſiine's, with this Epitaph.

Fter the See had been vacant four Years, Damianitis a South-Saxon was nominated, and 
Conſecrated by Ithamar Biſhop of Roffen; (e) he is call 'd likewiſe Wizard and Mig hard, 


he was an Ancient and Learned Prieſt : Upon his Conſecration he went to Rome with Let- 


ters and Preſents to Pope Vitalian from the Kings of Kent and Northumberland; who ſince 
the Whitby Conference, were much bigotted to that Community, and died there of the Plague. 
Whereupon the Pope Fitalian prefs'd the Place upon Adrian a Carthaginian and Abbat, and 
Andrew a Monk, who both declin'd it; at length he pitch'd upon one Theodore a Greek, Born 
at Tarſus in Cilicia, who was recommended by Adrian as a Perſon well qualified for that 
Station, and Aged ſixty fix Years: Him the Pope Conſecrated 7 Cal. April Anno 668. he being 
the firſt Archbiſhop who had been nominated by the Pope; for Avgu/tine's Conſecration was 


before the Pope knew it, and by a Ga/ican Biſhop, and from his Time the Archbiſhop either 


nam'd his Succeſlor, or the Civil Power, as in the laſt Inſtance. This Man however the Pope 
would not certainly confide in, but engag d Adrian to attend him, leſt he might, being a Greek 
act to the Prejudice of the Roman Cuſtoms; and having detain'd him at Rome four Months, till his 
Hair grew to make a Crown, for being a * he was ſhav'd; the Pope gave him the Ton-

ſure, and afterwards Conſecration on Sunday 1 April 668. Theodore after his Conſe 
ſet Sail for England, and with him his Friend Adrian, whom he afterwards made Ab 
St. Auguſtine's. Soon after their Arrival, Theodore viſited England, and was univerſal] 
mitted to; he enquir'd into the Faith of his Churches in relation to Eaſter, and fix d them in 
the Roman belief; and, aſſuming to himſelf a high Hand, he diſplac d Biſhops at his Pleaſure, 
as St. Chadd, for the invalidity of his Conſecration from the Scorch Biſhops, and Vinfred Bi. 
ſhop of the Mercians. Anno 673. He Conven'd a famous Synod at Herutford, and havin 
drawn up a Book of Canons, had the Aſſent of the Biſhops and Clergy preſent; the firſt re- 
lates to the obſervation of Eaſter, the laſt to unlawfulneſs of Marriage, and the reſt relate chief y 
to the regulation of the Church and Duty of Biſhops. About this Time happen'd the great 
miſunderſtanding between Ecgfrid and Archbiſhop Wilfred; in which Quarrel, Theodore is ſaid 
to ſide with the Court againſt that Prelate, and that the King made uſe of Bribery to gain 
him; (whether this Charge be true or no, is doubtful). Theodore aſſum'd an uncommon Power, 
and without V ilfred's Conſent erected four Sees in Wilfred" s Dioceſs, alledging Wilfred's In. 
come too large for one Prelate ; Wilfred complain d of this Uſage to the King, from whom re- 
ceiving a rough anſwer, he appeal'd to the Pope; which new unheard-of Fancy of his ſer the 
Court into a loud Laughter; and indeed cauſe ſufficient; for ſuch Uſages muſt needs ſeem 
very queint in thoſe Days, when Henry's Biſhop of Winceſter's Appeal to that See, 
1 faid to be a new and unuſual thing, unheard of in Engiand. This Wilfred, we muſt 
conſider, had been at Rome and made his Court there; from whence he brought a hi- 
otted reſpect to their Cuſtoms, and introduc'd. them here, particularly Church-Muſick, for 
fore the Engliſh us'd the Mozarabick Liturgy ; and having got the better of the Con- 
troverſy at Straenſbal, back'd with that weak and childiſh Expreſſion, That be world not 
diſoblige St. Peter, leſi keeping the Keys he ſhould refuſe to open Heaven's Door to bim; be 
thought he could not lay the Engliſh Church too haſtily under a foreign Submiſſion, Wilfred 
thus appealing, the Laughter rais d, is ſaid to be follow'd by a Judgment; ſoon after he went 
to Rome, where it ſeems Theodore had likewiſe ſent an Agent: As for Wilfred, he was by a 
Synod order'd to be reſtor'd to his Biſhoprick, and 10 his return and application to the King 
and Archbiſhops, had ſo much Reſpect paid to his Credentials, as to be charg d with procur- 
ing them by Bribery, and to be Impriſon'd and us d very ſeverely for nine Months; ſoon at- 
ter which, Theodore held a Synod at Haethfeld 15 Cal. Oober (a) Anno 680. to enquire in- 
to the Faith of the Church concerning the Monothelites. In all theſe Proceedings of Theodore's, 
we may perceive he had the true Spirit of Government, although in ſome reſpects it is pro- 
bable he ſtrain'd it. Baronius, who knows not how to get him well off from breaking 
through Pope Gregory's Injunctions, & c. ſays he ated by a Legantine Authority; and indeed, 
that Salvo had been pretended long before his Time; and therefore Diceto tells us, the Pope 
impower'd him in this manner when he gave him the Pall; Comendamus tue ſagiſſime ſan- 
Hitati omnes Eccleſias in inſula Britaniæ poſitas. Which is no more than was (aid to two of his 
Predeceſſors; beſides had he ated by a Legantine Power, it ſeems ſtrange that he ſhould act 
contrary to the deſign of his Delegation, by refuſing the Decree of the Roman Synod in 
Wilfred s Caſe; (tho in other reſpects, viz. of the Monothelitet, he approves of that Synod,) 
at the Council of Haethfelu, by which it is evident Theodore thought himſelf ſubject to no 
dictates of the Roman Sce: Beſides, the Juſtifiableneſs of his Actions, in great meaſure, ap- 
pears by the Perſons who went into his meaſures; for the Biſhops ordain'd by him in IWilfred's 
Dioceſs, were no leſs Men then Boſe Biſhop of Tork, Eata of Hexham, Edhed of Lindſey, and 
Trumberth Biſhop of Hagulſtald; to which add Cuthbert, who was likewiſe Conſecrated Biſhop 
of Lindisfarn. | have been the longer upon this Subject, for that it ſhows how the Archbi- 
ſhops of Canterbury acted in thoſe Times, in regard to the See of Rome, and their Suffragans 
here. At length, when this Champion Wilfred had been ſeverely haraſs d for the Roman 
Cauſe, Theodore growing Old thought it high Time to be reconcil'd to him; and therefore, 
ſending for him and Erkenwald Biſhop of London, he expreſs'd a great Concern for the trou- 
ble he had given him, and offer d him his Intereſt to recover the Favour of thoſe Princes, 
together with the reverſion of the Archbiſhoprick; and accordingly he wrote to King Ai, to 
be reconcil'd to Wilfred. This Wilfred was inſhrin'd at Canterbury, of which hereafter : 
And now drawing near Theodore's Death, it will be proper to touch upon his Charecter. He 
was a Man of very great Learning; thence, ſays Birchington, call'd Magnus; and indefati- 
gable in ſpreading it to others; for which e he, together with the Abbat Adrian, drew 
together a large Number of Diſciples to Cricklade near Oxford, where they read Divinity, 
Philoſophy, Arithmetick, Aſtronomy, and Muſick, that part eſpecially of Church-Singing; 
and at that Time, ſays Bede, (%) many of their Scholars ſpake Greek as familiar as their Mo- 
ther- Fongue, and inſtances T9b:as Bilhop of Rochefter;, and others of his Scholars were John

Abbat Adrian 3 he was Born in England, and Bede ſays he was Latina, Græca, & Saxonica 
lineua atque eruditione multiplici Inſtrudus, (a) and ſpeaking of him after his Death, calls 
MS 4 vir Dottiſſimes. He was Conſecrated Biſhop Anno 693. according to Florent Wigorn, and 
was the Year following at the Council of Becanceld (); he died Anno 726. and was buried 
in the Porch of his Cathedral; he wrote a Book of Homilies and one of E iſtless OST FO- 
RUS or Oſtfort, and more juſtly, according to Bede, Oſifor, a Prieſt of the Monaſtery of 
Straenſbal, — whence he wert to Canterbury, and became Scholar to Theodore, thence 
to Rome to (c) compleat his Studies, and returning, Preach'd conſtantly in Worceſterſhire, &c. 
and upon the Death of Boſel Biſhop of Worceſter, he was, Anno De LXXXIX. or DC XCL. pre- 
ferr'd to that Chair, and was Conſecrated by Wilfred Archbiſhop of Tork, for the Chair of 
Canterbury was vacant, which was Anno 692. He wrote much, but there remain none of his 
Works but a Book of Homilies : He died Anno 692. the ſame Year he was Conſecrated; he 
was, ſays Bede, an excellent Preacher and an exemplary Liver, verbum N ſimul 
& exemplum vivendi ſeſe videntibus atque audientibus exhibens. ALDHELM, ſaid by 
ſome, (whoſe Authority Malmſbury doubted) to be Nephew to King Ing of the Weſl-Saxons, 
by his Brother Kenteve ; (d) but Ina had only one Brother Inigil4; and in a Manual of King 
Alfred, it appear'd that Kentere the Father of Alubelm was not Brother to that Prince, tho? 
a Relation (e): This Aldbelm was by his Parents committed to the care of the Abbat Adrian; 
afterwards he went and built the Convent of Malmſbury, and was the firſt Abbat; afterwards 
Biſhop of Shirburne; he was very Religious, and no leſs Learn d; he wrote a Poem, de laude 
virginum, Enigmatum verſus mille, de ofo vit iis principalibus. He did Anno 709. and was 
buried in St. Michael's Chapel at Malmſbury, and waseſteem'd and infhrin'd as a Saint. FOHN 
OF BEVERLY, Born in Northumberland, Monk of Straenſbal, and laſtly Abbat; he was, 
in his Youth, Educated at Canterbury, and very famous for his Piety and Learning. King Ail- 


fred of Northumberland made him Biſhop of Hagulſiad or Hexham; he was thence preferr'd to 


be Archbiſhop of Tork: He wrote ſeveral Pieces, and dying on the Nones of May, Anno 721. 
and was buried in the Porch of St. Peter's Church at Inderewood; (F) of his Miracles Bede 
will abundantly inform you. Our Archbiſhop Theodore, was himſelf a Man of Learning, 
and left Tracts behind him; of which his Penztentiale, a Pattern for that kind of Writing, 
is, or lately was extant; he brought a good Collection of Books into England, as Homer, Da- 
vid's Pſalms, and St. Chryſoſtom's Homilies, ſaid by the Author of Antiq. Brit. to be extant 
in his Time; he much endeavour'd to bring the Engliſh Cuſtoms to the Church of Rome's 
Standard; he is ſaid to divide England into Pariſhes, where Dr. Stilling fleet miſtakes the Word 
Parochia, which ſignifies, in regard to Theodore's Proceeding, inſtituting new Biſhopricks, and 
therefore the Word frequently implies fo much; the ſame is ſaid of his Predeceſſor Honorius, 
which Mr. Selden diſproves, and Malmſbury ſays Parochia, ſometimes ſignifies a Dioceſs, as 
it does in this Place, and in the Council of Hertford, in this Biſhop's Time, the ſecond Ar- 
ticle is, Ut nullus Epiſcoporum parochiam alterius invadate, &c. Florence tells us, that about 
Anno 680. Merciorum provincia in quinque Parochias eſi diviſa; which Dicet, in the the Life 
of this Archbiſhop, further explains; this Prelate, ſays he, divided the Province of the Mer- 
cians into five Biſhopricks, viz. Worceſter, Litchfield, Leogerenſem, and Dorcheſter, bur 


Names four only. (g) He lived to be 88 Years Old, and died 19 Sept. 690. and was buried

BRICHIW ALD(a). 


A Fter a Vacancy of two Years Brichtwald an Engliſhman, Abbat of Reculver, then call'd Ge. 
A lads (b), and ſaid, but falſly, to have been firſt a Monk of Glaſtonbury (c), Elected the 
1ſt Day of Fuly 692 (4), and was the Year following, vis, on the 3d Kal. Fub, ordain'd by 
Godwin Metropolitan of the Francks, and was Inthroniz'd on Sunday, Prid. Kal. Septem (e 
Anno 694. was a Council Conven'd by Withred King of Kent, at Beccanc held or Bapchild in 
Kent, for the better ſecuring the Church's Privileges, and ſecuring the Hierarchy in itſelf with. 
out the Civil Power interfering; at which Ceuncil Tobias Biſhop of Roffen is ſaid to be Preſent, 
And Anno 697. another at Berghamſted, at which Gebmund of Roffen is ſaid to be Preſent, 
but by miſtake, he dying Anno 693. according to the Ann. of Peterburg, for which Reaſon 
Mr. Wharton Conje&ures the Year of the Indiction wrong Tranſcrib'd: If ſo, this muſt take 
Place ſooner than the former, for Tobias ſucceeded Gemebund Abbat, Anno 693: The Coun- 
cil of Berkhamſted, chiefly turns upon Church Privileges and the Regulation of Adultery, 
The Affair of IIfred mention'd in the Life of Theodore, had now lain Quiet ſome Years, but 
Berchtwald reaſſam'd it; and Summoning a Council at Oneſtregſield, Wifred was Summon'd thi- 
ther, and Requeſted to ſubmit to Theodore's Injunftions; inſtead of which he flew to his old 
recourſe of Papal Injunctions, and Charged them with a long Diſobedience to the See of Rome 


and appeal'd to Rome; at which Inſolence of appealing to a foreign Power, the Synod were'ſo 


Enrag'd as to pronounce Sentence againſt him, and Diſſeiz d him of all his Revenues, leaving 
him the Abbey of Rippon only: Whereupon he went again to Rome to Solicit his Caſe; up- 
on which, that See firſt undertook to direct our Princes and influence our Synods. Laſtly, the 
Archbiſhop BrichtwaldConven'd a Nothern Council near the River Nd; where the Pope's Let- 
ters were Read, the Synod over-rul'd by an old Woman, the Abbeſs Elfied, King Alfrid's Si- 
ſter, and the Papal Injunctions obey'd, and / Ifred reinſtated. Other remarkable Tranſactions 
in this Prelate's Time, in Relation to the Church, I find none; for the Synod of Alne was In- 
conliderable, and the London one concerning Cælibacy of Prieſts and Image-Work is Forg'd, 
although theſe Uſages were at this Time agreed to, in the Council of Italy. He bares the Cha- 
recter of a (F) very learned Man in Scripture, and well vers'd in Church and Monaſtick Af- 
fairs. (g) and Acted very commendably in his Station: (%) He is ſaid to have Written the Life 
of Egwin Biſhop of TWWorceſler, but without any Probability; for altho' there is a Treatiſe to 
that purpoſe, and now in the Cotton-Library (i), yet that is Written by one Brithwald a Monk 
of Worceſter, Anno 731. i.e. the Year our Prelate dy'd, which Capgrave has mangled, legenda 
nova p. 28, There is aſcrib'd to him a Book of the Original of the Monaſtery of Eveſham, much 
by the ſame Authority, and likely only Abſtracts out of the former, for Egwin had been the 
firſt Abbat of Fue/bam. Heliv'd to a very (i) great Age, and dying 5 Id. Jan. 731. (I) having 
Govern'd 37 Years, 6 Months and 14 Days, and was Buried in the Abbey Church of St. Au- 
griſline's, the Porch being already full; and this Epitaph was made for him.

Othelmus, or Nothelimus, and not Egbright, as Huntington falſly fays, ſucceeded; a Prieſt 
N in London, and Native of that City, (g) and a Perſon of very great Learning; (%) the 
Reaſon Gervaiſe gives for his Succeſſion, was, becauſe he was a Monk, (i) a very Material 
Point; and Odericus Vitalis ſays, all were ſuch, except Radu, Frigeard, Odo, and Stigaud; 
yet, Godwin ſays, Nothelm was a ſecular Prieſt of St. Paul's; ( which Reyner well cnough 
refutes, by proving that Cathedral to have had a Monaſtery adjoining; yet, Mat. We/tminſler 
ſeems only to call him Preſbyter in Urbe Londinenſi; a nd, if we may Credit it, we hve Kud- 
bourn's Authority for the ſame; and indeed, had he been Monk of St. Paul's, I wonder that ſo 
noted and royal a Foundation ſhould not engage his Care to tranſmit the Affairs of it to Poſte- 
rity, equally, if not more than any other; himſelf being a Member, and beſt acquainted with 
its Story. - (1) He received the Pall of Pope Grepory, after which he Conſecrated three Bi- 
ſhops, Cuthbert, Heordwald, and Ethelfrid. This Nothelm was, while a Prieſt in London, 
of great ſervice to Bede in furniſhing him with ſuch Materials for his Hiſtory, as related to 
Auſtin's Miſſion, and the Converſion of Kent; and the better to enable him for ſuch Intclli- 
gence, he travell'd to Rome and Collected Epiſtles of Gregory and other Popes, from the Ar- 
chives there, by the I:aveof thethen Pope Gregory the Second; and returning, he, with the Ad- 
vice of the Abbat Albinus ſent them to him, as he acknowledges in the Preface of that Work (7). 
Bede dedicates a Treatiſe of his, entitled, Thirty Queſtions on the Book of Kings, He was 
a Prelate of great Picty and Learning, (n) he wrote two Books of the Life of St. Auſtin, one 
of his Miracles, . one of the Tranſlation of him and his Companions, one of Homilics, one of 
Epiſtles to Bede and Alcuinus; and he died Ofober 17. Anno 739. and was buried in the Ab- 
bey Church of St. Auguſtine in Canterbury.

S ſaid to be of great Deſcent, and an Engliſbman Born, and of noble Extraction; (4) he 
was Abbat of St. Mary at Limings, during which Time, there is extant a Charter granted 
him (c). He was next made Biſhop of Hereford, to which See he was Conſecrated Anno 736. 
Upon the Death of Not helm he was elected in this See, viz. 742 or as Thorn, 741. and travel. 
ling to Rome, ſoon after his Conſecration, the Saxons under Ethelbert were grown very Li- 
centious and Wicked: Whereupon Boniface, Biſhop of Mentz, ſent a Letter to the King to 
divert him from his evil Courſes, which in a great meaſure took Effect; and upon breaking 
up the Synod at Auſpurg, he ſtill went further, and took upon him to fend to Cuthbert the 
Tranſactions there for his Model, which were intentionally to lay a load of Power, from the 
Archiepiſcopal to the Papal Authority, particularly the ſubjection to the Pope, and referring 
the culpable Clergy to his Puniſhment: But how well theſe novel Encroachments were look'd 
upon appears, for Anno 747. In September was the famous Synod conven'd under this Prelate 
at Cloveſboe; at opening which, ſays Malmſbury, the Pope's Letters were read, and his Threats 
of Excommunication to irregular Livers; at this Synod the Biſhops were oblig'd to ſupport 
their Characters againſt all Encroachments, and that they ſhould viſit Annually, &c. Ar 
this Synod the Obits of Gregory and Auſtin were to be obſerv'd; many other Matters the Ca- 
nons of this Council contain, relating to the Feſtivals and Clergy: But the latter are for Ob- 
ſtinacy only to be repreſented to the Archbiſhop without any regard to the Auſpurg Decree 
of referring their Correction to the Biſhop of Rome. This Archbiſhop ſtil] preſerving the Re- 
verſal to his Predeceſſors in this See, as he had done thoſe at Hereford, procur'd trom the 
Pope, that he would alter the Decree of the Arichbiſhop's burial in St. Auſtins to this of 
Chriſt-Church, which he obtain'd, and at home got it confirm'd by the King; he bears the Chara- 
cter of a Perſon of great Virtue, (d) and one who ſupported and ſtrengthen d the Archiepiſcopal 
Dignity; not long before his Deati he built a Church near the Cathedral, and dedicated it 
to St. John Baptiſt, (e) with intent thi! himſelf and Succeſſors ſhould be there buried; laſtly, 
having govern'd this Church ſeventcen ( Years he fell ill, and drawing near his End, or- 
der'd his Death to be ſecret till after burial, nor any Bell to knoll for him till his Body was 
buricd; which being done, and the ſignal of the Bell being heard, Fambert or Alubumus Ab- 
bit of St. Auguſtine s, with his Monks came thither, to carry the Body to their Monaſtery, as 
they had been accuſtom'd; but finding him already buried, and the Papal and Regal Authority 
for it, they return d much troubled and diſappointed (g). He died 8 Kal. October (V) and 
was buried, ſays Biſhop Godtein, in Chriſt-Church, who ſeems to lay no weight on his 
zuilding St. Fobn's; but Thorn, Gervaiſe, and Eadmere (i) ſay he was buried in the latter, 
where he lay in Lanfrank's I ime; that Church, with the Cathedral, was burnt down; 
afterwards (when the Church was rebuilt by Lanfrank) he was reinterr'd in the South-Croſs 
in the Preſbitery, near the Altar of St. Stephen, on the right fide the Altar (H.

PON Cutbbert's Death, the Convent, in regard of. the ſingular Modeſty and Picty of 

one Bregwine, choſe hun, almoſt by force, his Succeſſor. This Prelate is, in the E- 
viſences of his Church, called Frecwin, and by Diceto, Breowine; and (aid by Ofbern and 
Ertmere, to be of (a) a noble Extraction in Saxony; which, if true, the Name Brompton 
gives him, ſhould ſeem the right (vis.) Lizegwinus, But by Simeon Dunelm we may, I 
think, gather that he was born in Canterbury, or elſe he confincs the Archbiſhop odly, by 
calling him Bregwinrs cob 4 wy Cantix Civitatis. He is ver much commended by 
moſt Writers, (6) eſpecially by the Author of the Evidences entitle Thorn, and by the Real 
as groſly treated as his Predeceſſor, upon account of his approving the Alteration of burial, 
which he prevailed with the Pope to ratify, and confirmed by his Archiepiſcopal Authority. 
He governed very laudably three Years, and when he came to die, which was Aut 24th 
762. ordered his Burial with the ſame Privacy as his Predeceſlor , which the Abbat Lambert, 
and Convent of St. Auſtin's hearing, came arm'd, with intent to force the Corpſe away : 
But finding it already buried, were diſappointed. He was buried cloſe by (c) the fide of his 


Predeceſſor; and, upon the burning of St. F-on's, and rebuilding the Church by Lanfrank, 


his Body was depoſited near the Altar of St. Gregory, and after wards inthrin'd and plac'd with 
that of Pl-gmund, upon the ſaid Altar (4): Of the Miracles wrought at his Tomb, much 
may be read in his Life, written by Ofbern, Monk of this Convent.

Aenberpht, call'd likewiſe Lambert, and by Huntington, Math. Weſlminſier, and Cron. 
J Mailros, Edelred, Abbat of St. Auguſtine, () of whom mention has been made con- 
ccrning the removal of Burials from that Monaſtery, having vigorouſly oppos'd that Altcration, 
was thought the moſt proper Perſon the Monks could chuſe, in hopes he would change his 
Mind and defend their Innovation; he was elected 7th Id. Januarii Anno 762. (g) and Con- 
ſecrated the 14th an¹jꝭẽᷣii Anno 763. at Rome by Pope Paul (D), and receiv'd the Pall from 
him the Year following (i). At this Time Offa, King of Mercia, taking Offence at the 
People of Canterbum, refolv'd to ſubject them; and therefore for that purpoſe (or more likely 
to make his Kingdom of Mercia more eminently great) made intereſt with the Pope Adrian, 
who was his particular Friend; ſent Meſſengers and Preſents to prevail with him to make the 
Sce of Litchfield Archiepiſcopal, which he accordingly did, and ſent a Pall to Adulphus the 
Biſhop, and ſubjeQed fix Biſhops to be his Suffragans, which Lambert reſign'd to him at the 
Svnod of Calcuith, viz. the Secs of Worceſter, Leiceſter, Stdnaceſter, Herejort, Helmbam, 
and Dunwich, Ihe reaſon for this Alteration, Matthew Paris tells us, was, for that Lau- 
bert was accus'd before King Offa of ſeveral Crimes, and particularly that Canterhrery being a 
ncar Neighbour to King Charles's Dominions, Lambert has promis'd him, that if he invaded 
England, he thould have admiſſion into his Archiepiſcopal City, and ſuch Aſſiſtance and En- 
couragement as he could give him; and Oha thought his own Capital place fitteſt to be Honour'd 
with the Archbilhop's Reſidence. This Prelate notwithſtiandins the hopes the Convent had re— 
pos'd in him of approving the Change of Burial, finding hinfelf dangerouſly III, gave Orders 
to be remov'd to St. Auguſtine's Abbey, and Buricd there. He died, according to William 
Thorn, the 3d Id. Auguſti, Anno 789. or according to the Saxon Con. %, and Florentins, who 
make it 2d Id. Auguſt, Anno 790. Hyveden and the Cronicle of Mailros, place it Anno 791. 
and that it was the 3d Id. Auguſti. We arc inform'd. by the Obitu Iry of this Church, he was 
Buried prid. Id. Auguſti (1), in the Chapter-houſe of St. Augnſline (ni).

He had his Preferment, Bircbhington tells us, for that he had been a Monk 
in this Convent (c). He was afterwards Abbat of ſome other, for Gervaiſe calls him guondam 
Abbatem, as does likewiſe Birchington.

ly his concealment was uninterrupted, till that nice Judge and encourager of Learning, 47. 
fred, diſcover'd and invited him to Court, Anno 886. among the niany, both of our own 
and other Countries, whom he Colle&ed together, in ordcr to reſtore that Learning which 
the Daniſh Confuſions had almoſt intirely aboliſh'd ; he is ſaid to have been Præceptor to that 
(Y Prince, and to have had the chief Care of his Education; but if we give that Honour to 
Scutus it will be more juſt, Plegmund's chief province was Divinity, in which he was well 
readʒ and as that Prince, not only at Meals, but at all Hours, when he could be rehiev'd from Af. 
fairs, had Men learn'd in all Faculties, to Diſcourſe with, or Read to him, ſo (c) . gpm read 
Lectures in his own way; in this Station he continu'd till the Death of Athelard, when the

While he was Young, he apply'd himſelf to ſome Chriſtian Ailemblies, and 
being much affected with the excellent Precepts learn d there, he gladiy Repeated them to his 
Parents; whobeing Pagans, were highly Incens d, and having in vain Endeavour'd to prevent his 
Adhering to Chriſtianity, diſinherited him, and turn'd him Unprovided into the World. Thus

As the Hiltorians ſay, all the Biſhops of Mells were taken out of that Monalte- 
ry; but certainly Edwys, who had ſuch ſtrong Averſion to Monks, and had Baniſh d them, 
would never have fix d one at the Head of the Church. The remove of him from eli to 
Canterbury was 959. and unhappily for him, that very Year King Edwy dy d, by tome means; 
and Fear who, on the other tide Thames, had given the Monks their full Swing, as T 
on this tide had favour'd none but Seculars, now enter'd into Poſſeſſion of the Abſolute Power. 
The Monks who wanted nothing more than to ſee their Patron Dun/tan in the Primacy, were 
not a little vext at this croſs Accident; but as they had ſet afide Kingly Right to ſervetheir F'ur-

built, they, at Night, before entering the Choir, remov'd his Body, and Clothing him anew 
(for the Veſtments were decay'd) and putting on him a Linnen-Girdle, they plac'd him in a 
Wooden Coffin, inclos d in a Leaden one, and banded with Iron, and inclos'd them in a Stone- 
Tomb ſecur d with Molted Lead on the South-fide the High-Altar ; where he reſted till in 
Henry VII. Time, vis. 500 Years after his Death, upon a pretence that he lay at Glaſtonbury : 
Archbiſhop Warham had his Tombopen'd, and his Body was found in the ſame manner Gervaiſz 
had fo long before Deſcrib'd it, and in the Coffin was a Plate of Lead 8 Inches long. 
The Scull was deliver'd by the Archbiſhop to the Prior, to have it ſet in Silver and repoſited 
among the Reliques, his Tomb was taken down at the Reformation. |

"A LFRIC ſucceeded; whom Matthew Paris will have to be Son of the Earl of Aent, 

and Brother to Leofrick, but by a Miſtake. He is ſaid, by ſome, to be a Monk of 
Glaſtonbury ;, by others, of Abingdon (c), and afterwards Abbat of Abbington, according to 
ſome z but by others, and thoſe trueſt, Abbat of St. Alban's; to which Church he bequeaths, 
in his Will, Land at Rippon (d), and Land at London, and Books. He was firſt Educated 
in the Monaſtery of Abingdon (e), under Ethelwold, afterwards choſen Abbat of St. Al- 
ban's (Y), as appears by a Letter, now extant in the Cotton. 1:5. from Wi/me Biſhop of Sber- 
burne, to him; to which ne, he had before inſcrib'd the Canons call'd by his Name: 
In this Church he firſt began to throw out the Seculars, and introduce Monks, as Hine did 
in his, and ſeveral others, fer on firſt by Dunſlan, Ethelwold, and Oſteald. From St. Alban's 
he was, Anno 989. preferr'd to the See of IVil.on; Gervaiſe lays, Sherbrurn: And upon Siricims's 
Death, to this of Canterbury, Anno 995. and elected on Eaſter Day the 21. of April, being 
then at Ambreſbury. And finding Seculars in his Church, who had for ſome Years been there, 
he ejected them, and introduc'd Monks, as Gervaiſe affirms; but Math. Weſtm. is very Angry 
at that Story, and ſays he never turn'd out any Seculars, nor could; tor, ſays he, that 
Church was always govern'd by Monks, ſince Lawrence. But Gervaiſe makes a reſerve, and 
ſays, that for Neceſſity, after the Daniſh Inroads, they were forc'd to call in Seculars, for 
that none would be Cucullated thro fear; this is highly improbable, that in Time of Danger 
a Church Shelter and Eaſe thould not be thought ſafeſt and ſkreen them from being forc'd 
intothe Field: And beſides, I tind, near thoſe Times, Lands given to this Church for admit- 
ting a Mork; but this was the Salvo which (Gervaiſe, Rudbourn, &c.) Monks of different 
Churches give for hiding the Scandal of being totally Ejected, as undoubt-dly they were b 
King Edwin and Archbiſhop Fadſine, &c. others by ſuch unduubted Authority, and with 
the marks and proofs of Shame and Ignominy. To return then, the Monks thus reſtor'd, he 
is ſaid to have been much infeſted by the Danes, and govern'd his Church cleven Years, and 
with ſtri& Diſcipline, if he obſerv'd thoſe Canons he had made for Shirburn Dioceſs: And 
died 16 Cal. Decemb. 1005, and was buried at Abingdon (. 90, and afterwards remov'd to Can- 
terbury, and lies in the South-Croſs of the Choir, where was the Altar of St. John Bapti/t. 
This is by ſome miſtaken for the Grammarian, which ſee diſprov'd by Mr. Wharton h). He was 
a laborious compiler of Sermons and Homilies, and Tranſlated great part of the Scripture in- 
to the Saxon Tongue; of which, part is ſtill in the Bodleian Library: He wrote likewiſe Tra a- 
tus de veteri ac novo Teſlamemo.

naſtery of Glaſtonbury (n), to which Convent he afterwards procur'd Privileges fr om 
Cute, and wrote the Affairs of his Abbey, as Malmſbury ſays, which Reyner tells us (u) is 
in the Cotton- Library; but ſuch a TraQ is not now, I fear, in being: From Glaſtonbury. it is ſaid, 
he came to this Convent, and was made Dean (but Diceto ſays it was of Chri/l-Church in Hamp- 
ſbire (o) of this Church; I know not whether Diceto has not miſwritten Hantſchire for Cant- 
ſchire; Rudbourn ſays he was Decanns, i. e. Prepoſitus (y): He was Conſecrated Anno 10a0. 
by Joſepb Bithop of Landaff, and Bleduc Biſhop of St. David's, if we may credit Gervaiſe; 
but the Records of this Church name Dan Archbiſhop of Tor-; and two Years after, viz. 
1022. he Sail d to Rome, and was very honourably receiv'd of Pope Benedi&, who deliver'd 
him the Pall (q). In this Journey he purchas'd (as is ſaid) the Arm of St. Auguſtine Biſhop of 
Hyppo (r), at the Price of an hundred Talents of Silver; to which, Knighton H adds one of 
Gold, which Relique he prefented to the Church of Coventry, on account of the great Love 
he bore to the Earl of Leofrick (t); he was ſtrongly affected with a Monaſtick Life, and 
Eſtabliſh'd it to his utmoſt, eſpecially at St. Edmund”s-Bury: Where he, or rather Canute (10 at 
his Inſtigation, ejected the Seculars, and plac'd Regulars, for which the Monkith Writers have 
given him the Appellation of Good w).

E ADSIUS (). 


Pon the Death of Egelnoth ſuceceded Eadſius, of whom Hiſtorians are much at difference, 

ſome aſſerting him to have been a ſecular Prieſt as "age Britan. Godwin, and others; 
particularly Reyner, for the Credit of Monachiſm Strenuoully aſſerting him to have born a Mo- 
naſtick Character (H, tho' the Reaſons he brings to this Pur fe, are by no means demonſt ra- 
tive, viz. the poſſibility of his being at the ſame Time the King's Chaplain and a Monk, or, 
that after Odo's Example, he might be Cucullated after his Election; but the probability of his 
being a Monk we ſhall ſhew hereafter. He is ſaid by ſeveral of our Hiſtorians, to have been 
Chaplain to Harold (I), by others to his Queen (n): Biſhop Godwin from Foſceline, and he 
from Gervaiſe (n), ſays, Harold preferr'd him to the See of Wincheſter, Anno 101. which was 
long before Harold's Time, which Error is occafion'd by miſtaking him for Aelſinus, who ac- 
cording to Rudbourn (o), was that Year made Biſhop of Wincheſter ö Ethelred;, and therefore 
the Ingenious Mr. Wharton, tho' he ſeems to fee little of his Original, very juſtly Aſſerts him 
to have been preferr'd to this high Dignity from a common Prieſt (). Having thus obſerv'd 
the difference concerning him, I ſhall endeavour at as plain an Account as I can of his Ori- 
ginal, tho' I cannot Trace his Birth, yet he was at firſt a Secular and in Prieſt's Orders, and 
highly probable a very conſiderable Favourite in the Court of Cnute, to which Prince he was 
firſt Chaplain (q) and in great Eſteem. That King intending, as is probable, to fix him in this 
high Place after Egelnoth's Death, and finding it almoſt impracticable to place a Secular there, 
after the late Struggles to the contrary, dealt with the Monks of this Church to admit him 
to their Society, and therefore by his Charter gave unto the Monks Foulk/fone, upon Account 
of their making Eadſius his Prieſt and Chaplain, a Monk of their Convent; which Charter is 
in the Cotton- Library, and Printed in the Appendix (r). Eadſius ſome Time after was, Anng 
1043. Afflicted with an habitual Diſtemper of Body (J): King Edward the Confeſſor, at the 
inſtance of Earl Godwin, who Acted all in every Province, without the knowledge or conſent 
of the Archbiſhop, whom Godwin was at Variance with (t); and with thegreateſt Privacy ſent 
for Siward Abbat of Abbingdon (u), and made him Coadjutor with, or rather ſole Manager 
of the Province. Eadſius is ſaid to quit it (6), but it was only a more Honourable depoſition; 
for afterwards Site ard is call'd uſually Archbiſhop (x), and is remember d in the Obituary of 
this Church, inſtead of Edfius (). Malmſbury ſays, the Biſhop required of the King, to 
make Siward, who had been his Vicar, Archbiſhop during his Life- time; but the King know-

Anno 1050. (Þ) He was a Benefactor to the Abbey of Auguſtine's at Canterbury, 
as Thorn informs us, and gave to it Land at Littleburne, Anno 1047. which Land King Ei. 
ward had given him, and laid the Charter of it on St. Auguſtine's Tomb; he gave likewiſe 4 
Pſalter with a Gloſſary; which in Thorn's Time, was chain'd at St. Gregory's Altar in that

Irſt a Monk in the Monaſtery of Gemetica in Normandy (i); where he reſiding, when EA. 
* ward the Confeſſor was an Exile in that Country, and growing in favour with him, (H) ha. 
ving been a great ſupport to him and his Brother in Exile, and now grown his chief Fa- 
vourite (I), was one of thoſe Normans he brought with him to take Poſſeſſion of the Crown 
of England: After coming over here, he is ſaid to ſucceed Syward, as Vicar to Archbiſhop 
Eadſiue; at which Time he is ſaid to accuſe the King's Mother, Emma, of Incontinency, and 
occaſion her going thro the trial Ordeal: A Story of late Invention, unknown to the Ancient 
Hiſtorians, and lamely ( cook d up by Rudbourne; however Malmſpury ſeems not (n) to 
know the Story, yet, he calls him Vicar to the Archbiſhop Syward, but, I believe, with no 
more Juſtice than he tells us ward was Biſhop of Roffen, The Caſe, I take it, was thus; 
upon the King's Landing he was preferr'd to the See of London, and afterwards, upon El- 
ſius's Death 1050 or 51, (o) to Canterbury, and receiv'd his Pall 1051, on the Vigil of St. Pe- 
ter, and was next Day enthron'd; and joining with the Norman Intereſt, againſt Earl Godwin, 
procuring him and his Sons to be Outlaw'd (p), rais'd a powerful Enemy againſt him; for up- 
on his being reſtor'd to Favour, he (q) accus'd this Robert, with other Normans, of fomenting 
Diviſions in the Kingdom, and procur'd him to be Outlaw'd (7): Whereupon he fled for fear 
out of England, and Appeal'd, as Gervaiſe ſays (/), to Rome, where (Anighton tells us) he 
procur'd Bulls from the Pope; and returning to Gemetica, died there, according to ſome 
1052. according to Rudbourn 1051 (t), and was there buried.

Am now opening the Affairs of a Prelate, who ſaw, perhaps, as great Variety of Forturte, 


and ſhar'd as great Sufferings, both in his Life and Character, as any ever did. (The firſt 
Preferment he had, was to be Chaplain to King Harold 3 (i), or as others ſay, more pro- 
bably, tirſt Chaplainto Emma the Queen (w), and of whom Hiſtory 1s extreamly deficient. 'Fhe 
firſt Place we diſcover him in, was, in the See of Helmam in the Eaſt- Angles, which he is ſaid to 
gain by Symony(x); at which Time, it is thought, he ſided with the 3 of Harolil Ilare- 
foot: And therefore after his Death, when Hardeknute ſucceeded he was ejccted from his Bi-

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mandy, he took him, with (2) him, pretending Honour, but in reality to prevent the 
Influence he might have over the People, in order to a revolt in his Abſence. And here he 
treated him with the utmoſt Deference, roſe always when he came into the Room, and or. 
der'd ſolemn Proceſſion wherever they came: But all this while concerted meaſures, with 
the then Pope Alexander, againſt him; who being equally Aggravated, for that the Archbi. 
ſhop had ſided with his Antagoniſt Benedid, and earneſtly intreat ing him, reſolv'd his down- 
fal (6b). The King return d, and with him Stygand, and for ſome Time matters con- 
tinu'd fair, and the Archbiſhop continu'd the exerciſe of his Function till the Year 1070, 
when he ſtill (tis likely) concerting meaſures againſt the King, who was now grown the worſt 
of Ravagers: The King took the Opportunity to get rid of this great and dangerous Pre. 
late, with others, whoſe Integrity he could not work upon, and make room for his Norman 
Favourites, who were to model the EngliſbChurch and State. Hildebrand therefore, who was ag 

eat a Church Tyrant as this in State, ſent over HermenfredBiſhop of Sitten, and John and Perez 
Cardinal Prieſts, who conven'd a Synod on the Octaves of Eaſler, to be held at Wincheſter , 
where Stygand was charg'd, firſt with purchaſing the See of Helmbam, as Paris ſays, and next 
Wincheſler, and laſtly Canterbury; but the main Article was, his receiving a Pall from the Pſeu- 
do-Pope Benedict. Ar this Council was depos'd his Brother Egelmer and ſeveral others, the Arch- 
biſhop was himſelf preſent, and appeal 'd to the King, 3 him in mind of his Promiſe of Favour, 
which he excus d, and put it upon the Pope (c): But ſoon after, 7. e. that Year, according to 
Paris (d), he, together with Alexander Biſhop of Lincoln, went into Scotland, either to fly 
the King's Rage, or to raiſe Diſturbances againſt him, whither Edgar Atheling ſoon after 
followed; but not long after the King broke the Meaſures of the Earls Edwin, Morchay 
and Syward, and having receiv'd Homage ofthe King of Scots, quieted that Nation, and con- 
fin'd Fgehvin Biſhop of Durham, who had been againſt him, with Stygand Priſoner at Weſt- 
minſter, and at the ſame Time, viz. two Years if not four after his Degradation according to 
Ann. Winton, ſeiz d Stygand, and Impriſon d him at Wincheſter, Loading him with Irons, 
and Starv'd him, to Conteſs the Wealth he Poſſeſt, to which all the Monkiſh Writers agree (e); 
but if we may Credit an Ancient Author whom Rudbourne Quotes, the King's Treatment of 


him, was widely different, for he only confin'd him to the Caſtle at Wincheſter in form, allow- 


ing him Liberty to Walk about the Caſtle at his Pleaſure (J), and ſeiz d not one Tittle of his 

ealth; but Stygand being either miſerably Covetous or Fearful, that if he put on the Appear- 
ance of Wealth, it would invite the rapacious Prince to Plunder him of all, refus'd to allow 
himſelf convenient Diet or Clothing, tho' often Solicited to it by the Queen Editha (g), who 
after her Huſband Edward the Confeſſor's Death, reſided in the King's place at Wincheſter, 
however he ſurviv'd his Depoſition but few Years, dyed at Wincheſter: After whoſe Death, 
upon Search made, they found a Key and Inventory of his immenſe Treaſure, which the 
King ſeiz'd, ſaving a large Silver-Croſs, which he gave to the Churchof Wincheſter, to Pray 
for Stygand's Soul (H). Thus fell, and finiſh'd thisgreat Man his Lite, whoſe Character, under 
the many difficulties mention d, is difficult to draw. He ſeems to have been a Man of a great 
Spirit, and undaunted with any Oppoſition, but not of the moſt diſcreet Conduct, as appears 
by his Steps in the Affairs of Canterbury, when he truſted to the Precarious Power of the Pſeu- 


do- Pope Benedict: His Actions otherwiſe in Relation to his Country, are in all reſpects highly 


juſtifiable, and give us a very agreeable Picture of an hearty Engliſhman. Malmſbury ſays, he 
was illiterate, as all were, that were not Monks; but that ſmells, and needs no obſervation, 
eſpecially when he Triflingly ſuppoſes that his Ignorance was ſuch, as not to inform him of 
the uſe and neceſſity of a Pall. It is certain that Age of Hurry and Confuſion abounded with 
the darkeſt Ignorance; but if Stygan4 had been remarkably ſo, it would have been objected to 
him at the Council, as it was at that Time to Man Biſhop of Worceſter, which it does not 
appear to be, nor is it likely, conſidering him a Court Chaplain. His Covetouſneſs is the

But certainly, to ſum up his Character, ke 1 
his See. for not being 4 Bigot to the Court of Rome; his Liberty, for not being a Traitor to 
his Country : end bis Reputarion, for not being a Monk. The firſt, by the greateſt Monſter that 
ever held the Keys; the ſecond, by the greateſt Tyrant and Uſurper that ever Sway'd the 
Engliſo Scepter; and the laſt, by the moſt ſhameleſs ſett of Men that ever wrote in Hiſtory, 
(a) who have been ſo Cruel as to affirm his Death to be the ſame of Judas, i. e. his Bowels 

1h'd out. He found the King's Favour, however, after Death, who ordcr'd him to be 
very ſolemnly Interr'd in the Church of 7Finchefter (G), in a leaden Cheſt on the South-fide 
of the high Altar, near the Biſhop's Chair, where he reſted till the 14th Century, when 
Biſhop Fox built two curious Partition Walls in the Church, dividing the Preſbytery from 
the fide Iſle, and plac'd three Coffins on each Wall, containing the Bones of S7xon, and o- 
ther Kings and Biſhops; and in one of them, on the North-lide, thoſe of Stygand, with 
Myna the Biſhop z and on the Cheſt this Inſcription, on the North of the Cheſt,

But in the Grand Rebellion, when Coll. Sandy: rode his Forces, and committed ſucli out- 
rages in this Church, they threw down the Cheſts, and forcing them open, employ'd the 
Bones in breaking the curious Painted Glaſs-Windows; but being by ſome good Pertons Col- 
lected together, they were, ſince the Reſtauration, inclos d in two Cheſts, and replac'd upon 
the ſane Wall, and upon that where our Prelates are is this Inſcription.

He gave to the Church of Ely a rich Veſtment of great value, thin which, the Nation 
could not ſhow a richer, and gave it to his Church of Ely, which te Conqueror Uk a- 
way afterwards; and a large Croſs gilt with our Saviour's Image, and ihoſe of Sr. 70 J 72 
tiſt and the Virgin Mary, which Nigellus the Biſhop made away with (c. It :5 nut to be 
omitted, that Milliam the Conqueror deliver'd out of this Biſhop's Ircafury, a large Silver 
Croſs, gilt, with the Image of St. Zobn and the Bleſſed Virgin, to the Church of Hincheſber 
for the Health of Stygand's Soul, which had been given by Queen Fun,; and this was 
plac'd in the Pulpitum of the Church, till the Reformation, when I tind it in the Inven- 
tory ſeiz d to the King's Uſe. 


LANFRANK 


Anfrank, upon Stygand's Depoſition ſucceeded. He was an {alian, born in Lombardy, 

in a City belonging to the Papacy, of honeſt Parents; his Father's Name was Hanbald. and 
his Mother's Roſa. After having acquir'd a good ſhare of School-learning, he Traveled to 
France, and thence into Normandy, where he ſet up a School or Academy; going thence to 
Becc, he was in the Woods ſet upon by the Handitti, who Robbing him, bound his Hands 
and Blind-folding him with his Hood, led him through Private and Intricate Ways, and J. fr 
him in a thick Wood. In theſe Troubles he made a Vow to lead a Monattick Life, if Cod 
ſhould deliver him. The next Day he was delivered by ſome Paflengers, and -omitig to Bec 
where Harletoin had lately built ſome ſmall Cells for Monks on his Lands, 7 anfi-nk, upon 
his coming, entered himſelt there, and continued three Years, and was mad Prior oon after, 
upon Affairs of Importance. He Travelled to Rome, and diſpurcd 3gainft th. Opinions vi Be- 
rengarius z by which gaining Reputation, and DukeIlViiam about the fame + ime, creQ ins in 
Abbey at Caen in Normandy, he made him Abbat over it (4. After the Conqueſt of Fu 
by the Aſſent of Pope Alexander his Scholar, he called him into England, to reoul:: the 
Church; and ſoon after, upon the Depoſition of Stygand, he was elected Arci:biſhon in the &. 19's 
Palace, on the Aſſumption of the Virgin Mary, and going to Canterbury, was Honour Bly cl 
ceived by both the Convents.

miſerably Harras'd and Oppreſſed the Engliſh, which however) Lanfrank is ſaid to have Mo. 
derated. Lanfrank's Diſpute with Tork, concerning the Supremacy, ſee elſewhere; and his 
Method of reforming the BenediFines, who before that Time minded nothing bur fine Horſes, 
gay Cloaths, Hunting, ©. I referr you to his Conſtitutions, Printed at the End of Reyner 
de Apoſt. Bened. in Ang. He endeavoured by all Means, to lay a Load of Obedience upon 
the Engliſh Shoulders, to the See of Rome, and would fain have influenc'd the King to come 
into his Meaſures, but that Prince was too Abſolute, and too Succeſsful, to be Invited or Threat. 
ned to own the Papal Authority. The Cruel and unnatural Decrees againſt Prieſts Marriages, 
and for putting away their Wives, were Eſtabliſhed, and vigoroutly put in Execution by him. 
He is ſaid to have influenced Wiliam I. to diſinherit his Eldeſt Son, and appoint Rufrs his 
Succeſſor. He had a large and publick Spirit, and did many (c) Ads of Charity. He had a 
conſiderable ſhare of Learning, ſuch as that Time handled; and wrote ſeveral Books, viz, An. 
notiunculèe in nonnullas Johannis Caſſiani, collationes Patrum. Decreta de  ordine St. Bene- 
dicti. Epiſtole. A Commentary on the Pſalms, Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory, The Life of William the 
Conqueror. De Corpore & Sanguine Chriſti, &c. of which Number, was that of the Real-preſence 
againſt Berengarius. He likewiſe Corrected the Faults crept into the Holy-Scriptures, or as, o- 
thersthink, Inſerted ſeveral. He died the gth Kal. June (d), Anno 1089. and was buried four 
Days after, vis, the 13th Kal. June, on the (e) South-(ide of the Altar of the Holy-Triniry, in 
the Chapel ſo called. But after the Demolition of that Chapel, when Conrade's Choir was burnt 
down, his Body was taken up, and carried into the Veſtry, where having continued ſome 
Time, it was re-interr'd at St. Martin's Altar, and there continues; and in Memory of him, 
this Epitaph is ſaid to be Written.

ANSELM. 


A Frera Vacancy of three Years, for fo long the King kept the Archbiſhoprick in his Hands, 

and the Revenues were paid into the Excheqrer intruſting Paſſefleber, he beſtow'dit on An- 
ſelm, call'd allo Grndulphrs by Matthew Paris ( g) a Hurgundian by Birth, of a City in that Coun- 
try, call'd Auguſta at the Foot of the Alps. His Father, whoſe Name was (H) Gundulphus, was a 
Perſon of great Account in thoſe Parts; His Mother's Name was Hemeberga. The Reputation 
Becc had gain'd for Learning, brought him into theſe Parts, where he profeſs'd himſelt a Monk 
at his 27th Year: Herche Studied till upon Lanfrank's remove toCaen, he was made Prior, and 
laſtly Abbat there, (i) upon the Death of Harleteyn, or Elon, the Founder and firſt Abbat.

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Here he Governed 15 Years, the occaſion of his leaving which Monaſtery, was thus. Hugh 

Earl of Cbeſſer upon ſome former Intimacy in Normanay, and the general Reputation Anſelm 
had, being dangerouſly Sick, ſent for him, to Aſſiſt and Adviſe with him; upon which Anſelm 
came over into England, where he grew in great Eſteem; and not long after Rufus being Sick 
at Glouceſter, he attended him there, and the King being put in mind of his Injuſtice to the 
Church, reſolved to amend it, and as a Proof, beſtowed this Sce (which he had kept in his 
Hands three Years) on Anſelm (a); he was Nam d to it Non. Mart. Contcerated Pride Non. 
Decemb. and received his Pall 4. Id. January. Two Years after his Conſecration, beg, the 
Diviſion of the Papacy, by the joint Pretenſions of Urban and ( Vement, the latter of which 
the King Eſpouſed, and Anſelm the former, notwithſtanding the King's exprets Prohibition, 
This Matter and Buſineſs of Inveſtitures, in which Anſelm was too Obitinite, put the King 
upon rougher Meaſures, which Anſelm percieving, went to Rome, and the King fe1z d his 
Temporalitics (509. After Rrufts's Death, for I pals by the known Diſlerences between them, 
as too long for this Treatiſe Henry I. ſtanding Precarious in his Title, thought it necetlary to 
lay hold on ſo great an Intereſt, to Support it, and Invited him over (c); but long he had not 
been here, before the Matter of Inveſtiture (4) from the King was Reviv'd; tor during the 
Time of Anſelm's Baniſhment, the King had put in ſeveral Biſhops, by the Inveltnure of the 
Staff and Ring, the ancient Uſage and indiſputed Privilege of our Kings till that Lime. "This 
Privilege Urban firſt claim'd in Rrfizs's Time, who according to the Cuſtom of that 
Court, laid hold of the Rebellion of the King's Brother, and the deſperate State of 
his Affairs to attain it, having ſo reſolute an Archbiſhop to puſh it on; and now Pope Paſchal 
re- aſſum'd the Affair, and Excommunicated all ſuch as ſhould receive invettiture from Lay- 
hands, and cjcaecd ſeveral of thoſe Biſhops. The King ſends to Paſchal, to expoſtulate bis 
Right; and Anſelm without acquainting the King goes to Rome, which fo cxaſperated the King 
that he Baniſh'd him, and ſeiz'd his Bithoprick , three Years was Anſelm abroad, and the King's 
Affairs growing better, and his Reſolves ſeeming fixt againſt all forcive Merhod, the Matter, 
by Preſents and Wheedle, was given up, Anjeln , and the King reſerved to im. {fon 

ly the Nominating to Sees; a dangerous Conceſlion, which enabled the Church of Rome to mike 
that Prey of Fngland, and raiſe thoſe Diſturbances io its Princes, as ſoon after followed. And 
now to take oft the regard and dependance the Prieſts and their Families might have on the 
Crown, and cut off all Tits of Duty or Intercſt, ſave to the Court of Rome, The matter of 
Prieſts Marriages was re- aſſum'd, and the Married, which are ſaid to have been half the Num- 
ber throughout England, ſeverely punithed q a procecding fo Shocking, that Paris the Monk, 
cannot forbear blaming the King for ſuffering ſuch Proceedings; and indecd of a Wiſe and Learn- 
ed Prince, no Man ever came into two Meaſures fo pernicious to his Intereſt, as the giving up 
Inveſtitures and the Marriages of Prieſts. 

Anſelm after a long Scene of Troubles fell into a Conſumption at the Abbey of St. Fdmund v. 
bury in Suffolk, and removing to Canterbury, lay Sick a long Time. Anſelm died in gradra- 
geſima 8th Kal. May, 1407. (e) being St. Mark's Day, and was buried the next Day Hat 
the Head of Lanfranł, but afterwards remov'd when the Church was rebuilt, and buried in a 
Chapel on the South - ſide the Choir, at the Altar of St. Peter ind Paul, and gave his Name to 
that Chapel and Tower,; at whoſe Tomb a Lamp was kept perpetually burning, for the Main- 
tcnance of which King Stephen left Land.

HE Inconveniencies attending Anſelm's Obſtinacy, put the Nobles upon Petitioning 
the King, then at Vindſor, that he would appoint a Secular, one of his Chaplains, 
or ſome other, to that Dignity; for the King had then an Intention to beſtow it on Farſvius

The Monks, at this, witty 
their uſual Aſſurance, deny'd any Secular, but Stygand, ever to have held that Place; a 
n:oft notorious Falſhood, for Bede mentions Tatwine the third Prieſt. Northelm, I dare be 
aſlured, was ncver a Monk; and I have plainly proved that Eadſine was not, beyond diſpute, 
However the matter was carried for a Regular, and Farſeius being laid alide, the King re- 
ſolv'd upon Ralf, Biſhop of Rocheſter ; Matt hem Paris, by miſtake, calls him of London (a )z 
a Man altogether unfit for the Station, being ſome Time betore, while he lived in Normandy, 
ſeiz'd with a Palſy which never left him, and was much afflicted with the Gout. And nei. 
ther his Temper nor Proceedings qualified him for ſo venerable and great a Truſt; for he was 
ſatyrically Jocoſe, and ridiculouſſy Merry upon Triffes, playing with Men and Words, and di- 
verting himſelf at the Expence of all about him; and this moſt dangerous kind of Mirth, 
being attended with a peeviſh and moroſe Temper, he was always either vex'd himſelf, or vexin 

others. From this Humour of his, he was generally nick-nam'd Nugax. He was Born in 
Normandy, and a Hearer of Lawrence, being a Monk of Caen, when Lawrence was Abbat. 
He was afterwards Abbat of Seis, and was preferred to the See (b) of Roffen by Anſelm, 
and Conſecrated the gth Day of Auguſt 1108. He was elected Archbiſhop the 6th of the 
(c) Calends of May, 1114. and (4) Conſecrated the 5th Calends of Ju, 1115. (e) and re- 
ceived his Pall from Anſelm the Pope's Legate; on which Day he Conſecrated Theophilus and 
Bernard to Worceſter and Landaf. His Sec of Rocheſter he gave to Ernulfus, Abbat of Bury 
(and Bury to a Monk of Seis) and Con ſccreted him in Canterbury, and with him Gaufred to 
the Church of Herefor:!. At his el dn to this See, he is {aid to venture to take his Iuveſti- 
ture from the King, notwithſtanding e Hape! Injunction; but I rather think, the Pope con- 
niv'd at that, in order to 14iten another Link from this Chair to his own; for the Oath of 
Canonical Obedience and Fidelity. to that See was adminiſtred to him with the Pall, a thing, 
till then, unheard of, and the Conſequence of which you'll ſee in the courſe of this Work; 
for Thurſtan of York took the Oath to the Pope, and refus'd it to Canterbury, as had been 
uſed, and received Conſecration from the Pop? without the King's Inveſtiture. Ralph was a 
ſturdy Pr-late, and tho' infirm, went to Rome to complain; but the King's Affairs growing 
worſe, and his Son encouraged in Rebellion by the Court, Ralph and the King were both 
threatned with Excommunication; and thus, after five or {ix Ycars attendance he came back 
unſuccesful. Another Inſtance of this Prelate's inſiſting upon the Priviledge of his See, was 
his new crowning the King, when it had been before perform'd by another Biſhop (F). He 
ſat eight Years and a half, and dying of the Palſy,.on the (g) 13 Kal. November, Anno 1122 
was buried, three Days after, in the Middle of the Body of the Church.

OUR Months after Ralyl's Death, viz. 2 Kal. of February, there was a Convention or 
Parliament call'd at Gloceſter, in order to ele& a new Archbiſhop ; to which the Biſhops 
wei ſummon'd, and unanimouſly reſolved that no Monk ſhould ever after hold that See. 
The Monks fearing that the King ſhould elect a Prieſt, fell at his Feet with Tears, and be- 
ſought him not to put a Secular Biſhop over them, when there were ſo many Abbats and 
Monks in EFnzland; but the Biſhops were reſolute and inſiſted upon a Secular (i). Ihe 
King therefore named 1Vi//zam Curboil, tho Gervaiſe ſays he was choſe by the Monks, but 
Ralph de Diceto, and Annals of Morgan, are for the former. This Choice happened on 
Candlemas-Day (, and he was Conſecrated by IVilliamGifford, Biſhop of Wincheſter, (1) on the 
14th, or more properly the 12th, Aal. March. He had been, in his early Days, Chaplain 
to Ralph Biſhop of Durham; and was afterwards Canon of St. Ofyth or Ofiche in Eſſex, others 
of Chich (in), or as Waverly ſays Cn), of Chicheſter, He received his Pall from Pope Ca-

Not long after this, Fob 
de Crema the Pope's Legate (c) came into England, and called a Council at Weſtminſter on Lady- 
Day and enraged all England not a little. Gervaiſe ſays it was an odd Sight to ſce one, who 
was no more than a Clerk, and a bare Prieſt, to fit in a Throne, and preſide over Archbi- 
ſhops, Biſhops, Abbats and all the Nobility of the Kingdom, who fat liſtning to his Speech, 
and watching his Looks: And on the Eaſter-Day, when firſt he came into England, he 
did the Office for the Day, inſtead of the Archbiſhop in this Church, being ſeated on a 
ſtately Throne, and in rich ontificals, altho' he was no Biſhop but a poor Prieſt Cardinal, 
This Man held a Synod of Prieſt's Marriages, and was taken the Night following, in a worſe 
Crime than Matrimony (d): There were great Conteſts between Thur/lan of York and this 
Prelate; in which the former, by ſubmitting to the Church of Rome, got the better, till Cor- 
boil by a baſer ſubmiſſion to the ſame Power, and a Legantine Authority, reduced him to 
Obedience. Nor were the Conteſts, between Henry Biſhop of Wincheſter and him, leſs; 
the former getting the Legantine Power, afterwards, from him, from whence began Appeals 
and Quarrels to the Court of Rome; which till then (e), had been altogether unheard of in 
England. Some Time before the Death of Henry the Firſt, he, together with the reſt of the 
Clergy and Ie ſwore Fealty to Maud the Empreſs; but upon the King's Death, was 
ſo forgetful of his Oath and Allegiance, as to ſet up Srephen, which fault is palliated by ſome, 
who ſay that he was too credulous to the Oath of Hugh de Bigod, concerning the King's 
dying Diretions However, the Conſciouſneſs of his Guilt appear'd by his Confuſion at the 
Coronation; for he trembled fo, that he let the Hoſt drop between his Fingers and the (/) King's 
Mouth, and forgot the Kiſs of Peace, and the whole Coronation is ſaid to be carried on in a 
Scandalous and Confuſed manner, there being none of the Nobility, and only himſelf and 
two other Biſhops preſent ; yet the Annals of Waverly take no notice of this Miſchance; and 
Matt h. Paris ſays, that both that and the Dinner were Splendid and Magnificent (g). Ir is 
thought his (h) concern for this ſhortned his Days; for falling ill at Mortlake, (i) he or- 
dercd himſelf to be carried in his Bed or Litter to Canterbury, where he died in November 
according to Haguſtald, p.316. according to Gervaiſe, in December, on the 6th Kal. on the 12th 
according to the Continuator of Florence of Worceſter, and on the 11th according to the 
Obituary of this Church; having ſat thirteen Years and nine Months, and was buried in the 
N orth-Croſs- lle of this Church.

Heary Biſhop of Wincheſter Conſecrated him, as Mr, Wharton g; but 1 think it is nat [aid ſo. () Marth, Paris, p. 77, 
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returned: About which Time Henry Biſhop of Wincheſter the King's Brother, was 
who extended that Power to a Stretch, and cited the Archbiſhop and Biſhops when and where 
he pleaſed; at which Theobald being enrag d, went to Celeſftine, Innocent's Succeſſor, that he 
might get the Legantine Power from Henry to himſelf, from whence begun Quarrels and Ap- 
Is to Rome, never heard of before theſe Times; and Tburſian the Archbiſhop dying when 
iliam was choſen, Henry of Winthefter upon Theobald's refuſing, Conſecrated him. ge- 
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nus the Pope calling a Council at Rhemes in France, Summon'd the Ciſalpine Biſhops to at- 
tend; and Theobald much Fatigued, attended. Henry Biſhop of Wincheſter fearing a prejudice to 
himſelf, prevail'd with the King his Brother (a) to forbid him, and then he hoped the Pope 
would puniſh him for Contempt, or the King for Diſobedience. But however he went, and 
upon his return to England, the King in great Anger came ſuddenly to Canterbury with intent 
to Impriſon him, and the Archbiſhop fled out of England; but when Peace after much ſeek- 
ing could not be attained, he came into England to Geerd, and interdicted the King, and at 
length with much a- do Peace was conluded, and the Archbiſhop reſtored to his Right. A Fa- 
mine happening at the Time of Stephen and Henry's Quarrel, this Biſhop fold the Church Or- 
naments, to relieve the Poor, who Flocked thither in great Numbers. Towards the latter 
Part of Stephen's Reign, he fell into a ſecond Disfavour of that Prince for refuſing to Crown 
the King's Bon Euſtace, and went over Sea; whereupon the King ſeiz d his Effects: But after 
the Death of Euſlace and Stephen, he was recalled by Henry II. whom he Crowned, and with 
whom he grew in high Favour. Had a great ſhare in the Adminiſtration of Affairs, and ſpent 
a Cheerful and Eaſy old Age, after his many Troubles. The Author of the Antiquitates Bri- 
tannicæ ſays, he was of little Learning; but if we may Credit Diceto, he bears a different (b) 
Character. He is likewiſe ſaid to have been of a Sweet and Affable Temper; but by the ſe- 
vere Meafures he took with his Convent, one would ſcarce think ſo, unleſs he wiſely foreſaw, 
and was rctolved to quell the Head of that Turbulent fort of People. He was much belov'd

THOMAS BECKET. 


E was the Son of Gilbert Becket, ſometime Port-reve of London, by his Wife, a Syri- 
an Woman; in which City he was Born, and Educated at Merton-Abby in Surry, 
afterwards at Paris and Bononia, where he Studied and grew familiar with the Canon Law. 
After his return to England, he grew in great Favour at Court; where, as well asin France, 
he was remark'd for his Gallantry of Dreſs; and was ſoon after made Chaplain to the King, 
(4) Provoſt of Beverly; and being much eſteem'd by Archbiſhop Theobald of Canterbury, he 


made him his Archdeacon, and prevailed with the King to make him his Chancellor. 
Office, while he enjoy'd, he gave into all the Sports and Delicacics of that Court; infomuch 


hich 


that it became a Proverb, The Chancellor had forgot that he was an Archdeacon. How- 
ever, by theſe means, he grew in Favour with that Prince, by ſoothing his Pleaſures, and 
by ſeveral very noble Military Exploits, which he perform'd for him in Normandy; inlo- 
much, that Theobald dying four Years after, the King being then in Normanay, ſent over that 
they ſhould elet him, and accordingly he was elected on Whi:ſunday in the Year 1162. 
and the ſame Day ordained Prieſt, being before a Deacon only (ez), and on the 3d Non. June 
(or the Day following) () being Trinity-Sunday, was Conſccrated by Henry Biſhop of 
Wincheſter (g), the See of London being then vacant (H), and receiv'd his Pall from Pope 
Alexander the 3d. He had no ſooner gain'd this high Place in the Church, but he chang'd 
his former Gaiety for a more aſcetick Life, and was fo in haſte to reſign his Chancellor's Place, 
that he ſent the Great Seal to him into Normandy; declaring that he devoted himſelf to the 


Sefvice of the Church, and therefore could not, at the ſame Time, ſerve the Court. 


This 


the King receiv'd very angrily (i), which was encreaſed by the frequent Complaints of ſe- 
veral great Men, of his (&) Rigour in recovering from them ſuch Church-Lands, or Lands, 
under the pretence of ſuch as they had unjuſtly poſſeſt. However, upon the King's return, 
his Anger did not immediately appear, for the King received him with the uſual Kiſs, but 


with triendly Eſteem (7). The 
ot St. Maurice at Turone, by Pope Alexander and the Kin 


ear following was held the famous Council in the Church 
indiſcreetly enough, (uttered

and the King ſoon found the Biſhop had been concerting meaſures, with the Court of Rome, 
to his Prejudice, when he ſent Nuncio's there to confirm the Conſtitution and Laws of Eng- 
land, and they return'd with a Denial (n); and to encrcaſe it the more, he cited Roger 
Earl of Clare to Weſtminſter to do him Homage for the Caſtle of Tunbridge, &c. The King

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ſaid that Service was due to him and not to the Archbiſhop (a). The Year following, viz 
1184. in February 8 Kal. the King call'da Parliament at Clarendon to review the Labs of 
King Henry the Firſt, divided into ſixteen Heads, viz. Of the preſentation to Church if the 
Laity Aiffer about it, or the Clergy and Laity, to be decided in the King's Courts; Churches 
in the King's Fee cannot be given perpetually without his Conſent ; Clerks accus'd of any mat- 
ters, ſummon d by the King's Judges, ſhall appear in his Courts, that the Judges may know 
what they have to anſwer, and in the Eocleſiaſtical Court that they may know their anſwer , 
So that the King's Judges wy ſend into the Ecclefiaſtical Court and be acquainted with their 
Proceedings, and if the Clerk be convict or confeſs, the Church ſhall no longer protect him. 
Archbiſhops, Biſhops, and other Subjects, not to go out of the Land without the King's Li. 
cence; and if they do, the King ſhall, if he pleafes, oblige them to give Security they ſha1j 
not, either in going, returning, or the Time they continue abroad, do any thing to the Pre. 
judice of the King or Kingdom; Perſons Excommunicated not tobe taken in Evidence; Lay. 
men not to be accus'd but by certain and lawful Accuſers and Witneſſes in the preſence of the 
Biſnop, ſo that the Archdeacon may not loſe his Perquiſites and Rights; and if the Perſons 
uilty are ſuch, that no one, either will, or dare accuſe them, then the Biſhop ſhall order the 
heriffs to Swear twelve lawful Men of the Village, who ſhall find out the Truth. None 
that hold of the King in Capite ſhall be Excommunicated, norany of his Land be put under in- 
terdict, unleſs the King (if he be in England) be firſt acquainted with it, or if he be out of Eng. 
land, his Juſtitiary, Of Appeals, if they come from the Archdeacon they muſt proceed to he 
Biſhop, from him to the Archbiſhop, and if he be flow or wanting in doing Juſtice, then to 
the King, as higheft; that by his Precept the matter may be determin'd in the Archbiſhop's 
Court, that it may proceed no farther without the King's Conſent. If Scandal be between 
Clergy and Laity, or on the contrary, concerning any Houſe that the Prieſt would attain to 
Charitable uſes, or Lay-Fee before the King's Judge, and if it be known to belong to Almonry, 
then to be heard in the Eccleſiaſtical Court; if the Lay-Fee, either in the Biſhop's Court or 
Court-Baron, according to their Right. If wy ny be cited by the Archdeacon, or any Bi- 
ſhop, to anſwer and does not appear, he may be Interdicted (but not Excommunicated) be- 
fore the King's Magiſtrate Summons him; and if he neglect it then, the Biſhop may coiypel 
him to it. Archbifhops, Biſhops, and all Subjects who hold of the King in Capite, have their 
Poſſeſſions as Barons, and mult anſwer to the King's Judges, and ought, as other Barons, to 
be employ'd in the King's Courts till matter of difmembring or Death ariſe. If an Archbi- 
ſhoprick, Biſhoprick, Abby or Priory be vacant, the King ſhall hold it in his Hands and receive 
the Revenues of it, and Elections to be made in the King's Chapel, with the King's Aſſent; 
and the Elec ſhall ſwear Fealty to the King, of Life, and Limb, and earthly Honour, before 
he be Conſecrated, and ſome others, as matter of Forfeiture, ec. Theſe Conſtitutions, which the 
Meonkiſo Writers call Deo derefabiles, were there and then ſworn to. The Archbiſhop reflecting 
upon his raſh Swearing to theſe Conſtitutions (), was much Troubled, and hunibled himſelf 
with Faſting and Penance, and prohibited Officiating at the Altar, till he could be abſolv'd of 
the Pope. He therefore ſent Meſſ cngers to Rome, and procur'd it with Letters of Abſolution, 
which Matthew Paris gives us (c). And the King proceeding Rigoroully againſt the Clergy, 
the Archbiſhop without his Know lege (4) took SlIPPINS and went to Rome; but by contrary 
Winds was driven back into England, where he was Proſecuted upon frivolous Accounts; and 
being call'd to Account (e ) Ge bis Actions while Chancellor, he appear'd at Northampton, 24d 
Id. Odlober; and becauſe he held the Caſtles of Fye and Berkhamſtede without Accounting for 
them, he was Proſecuted; he therefore appeal'd to the Pope; but he was Impriſon'd and 
Abus'd: However he left the Court by Night, and Travelling privately, got to Sandwich, 
where he took Ship and Sail'd into Flanders, He was ſoon after receiy'd by the Pope, and 
Recommended to the Abbey of Pontiniac. The King upon this ſent to the Pope, and com- 
manded the Clergy of England not to Pray for the Archbiſhop. In the Year 1166. the King 
went over Sca, and Becket hearing (/) it, went to Niceliac, and Preach'd, and Excommunicated 
with Candles, all the Promoters, Obſervers and Defenders of the Clarendon Conſtitutions; and 
namely, Richard de Lucy, Richard de Poicton, Joceline de Baliol, Alan de Nevil, and others: 
Mean Time the King of England, Lewis King of France, and Becket, met, but came to no right 
underſtanding ; and the Biſhops of England hearing he had Curs d the Obſervers of C laren don, 
Appeal'd to Rome, and the Pope wrote to King Henry to be Reconcil'd to Bectet; and the Bi- 
ſhop of London appealing Publickly from Becker's Sentence, was again Excommunucated b 
him; but the King wrote to him not to be concern'd at it, for he would ſupply him for « Jour- 
ney to Rome, if he fo thought fit. The King wrote likewiſe to the Pope, telling him, if he did 
not Curb Beck-:'s Pride, himſelf, and all his Barons, would Renounce all regard to hir; and he 


Pope wrote to Bec tet to check his violent Proceedings: However Becket held out, aud put on

And a Meeting being between the 
Ki on 755 Lal and 2 8 = where Becket was preſent, and 3 binſelf z deſi- 
Hs King to receive him into Favour, and reſtore him to his Rights, and to empower him to 
alter ſuch of the Church Preferments as had been beſtow'd after his Exile: This diſpleaſed the 
Kine. but however he promis'd fair, and took Becket into Favour with the Kiſs of Peace; but 
the Archbiſhop ſeem'd ſtill diſatisfied. The two Kings met again, and there Becker, to ſhow 
his Pride, let the King of England hold his Bridle, while he Mounted his Horle 3 and pleas d 
at the humour Diſmounted, that he might hold it a ſecond Time, which the King d (a): 
However they were Reconcil'd, and he return'd into England, and was recciv'd by this Con- 
vent; and ſoon after came Meſſengers from the King, Charging him to Abſolve the Biſhups he 
had Excommunicated, to which he made Objections, and going to wait upon the King, then 
at Woodſtock, he was met and forbid to proceed farther, hut return to his Church : Staying 
therefore at Hawes, (Diceto 1 at Southwark, near London) {even Miles from St. Albans, and 
kept a Feaſt there; the Abbat of that Church waited upon him, and the Archbiſhop deſir d him to 

o to the King, and prevail with him for Peace: The Abbat went, but found the King Angry, and 
þ no means to be Pacify d, he return'd, whom when the Archbiſhop ſaw, and tound his De- 
ſigns fruitleſs, he look d Dejected much, and fetching a deep Sigh, ſaid, Sine modo, fine modo, 
and ſhaking his Head, added Siccine ficcine areſſe feſlinant tempora conſummationis? The Abbat 
delir'd he would keep his Chri//mas at St. Albans, but he refus'd it, and went to Canterbury, 
where he Preach d on (Hriſimas day, and Excommunicated ſome () Perſons, who infring'd 
Church Rights. The King {till Nouriſh'd his Reſentment; and fitting at Dinner, five Days 
after, let Drop ſome ee "rea that thoſe would be his Friends, who would remove that 
troubleſome Prelate out of his way : Whereupon four Knights at Table with him, viz. Willi- 
am de Tracy, Hugh de Morville, Richard Britton and Reginald Fitz-Urſe, came out of Nor- 
mandy to Canter bum; where entring rudely into the Archbiſhop's Chamber, they Charg'd him 
in the King's Name, to take off the beforemention d Excommunications; to whom he made 
Auſwer, that was the Pope's Buſineſs, and not his, at which they went away enrag'd. At E- 
ven-ſongthe Monks would have prevail'd with the Archbiſhop not to venture Abroad; but he, 
notwithſtanding Dreſs'd himſelf, and went to Church: There is a Walk of the Cloyſter ſtraight 
from the Palace, entring the South- croſs of the Church, this way he went, and paſſing through 
that, now call'd the Martyrdom, was Aſcending the Steps to the Choir; theſe tour Aſlaſlines 
watch'd him, but coming to the Church-door they found it ſhut, as the Archbiſhop had Or- 
derd: However they got entrance with a great Croud, andcry'd out, I here, where is this 
Traitor, where is this Archbiſhop; he was then about the third or fourth Step of the Stairs, 
and hearing them, turn d to them, ſaying, I you ſeek the Archbiſhop, you behold him, I am he, 
at which they threaten d to Kill him; but he told them he Valu'd not: Whercupon they drew 
their Swords, and fell upon him; upon which he ſaid, I recomend my Cauſe to God, the J ur- 
gin Mary, the Patron Saints of this Church and St. Denis, and fell down before the Altar of 
St. BenediF, where he died; and they cut off the Crown of his Head, and ſtir d his Brains 
with their Swords, ſprinkling the Pavement with his Blood, and then Stripping him, le; him; 
whom the Monks took, and laid upon the Pavement before the High-Altar. his Murder 
was done on Tueſiay 4. Kal. January, 1130 (c), and for one Year (Diczts ſays, onc Weck) 
after, all religious Duties ceas d in this Church, the Pavement was turn'd up, the Bells curb'd, 
the Hangings and Pictures taken down, but afterwards it was Re-conſecrated : Not long af- 
ter, Miracles were ſaid to be wrought at his Tomb, and the Pope order'd his Day of Death to 
be kept Sacred (d); and the King coming from Normandy into England, when he came to 
Canterbury, he Diſmounted, and walk'd Barefoot to the Church, and with Tears and great 
Sighing went to Becker's Tomb, and there Proſtrated himſelf on the Earth, and ſtretching | 1D 
his Hands to Heaven, lay long in Prayer : And after the Biſhop of London had Preach'd, the 
King calling God and the Martyrto Witneſs, publickly Proteſted that he neither commanded, nor 
deſird, nor by any means ſought his Death, and requir'd Abſolution of the Biſhops there preſents 
and going into the Chapter-houſe, ſubmitted himſelf Naked to Diſcipline, and was Scourg'd b 
all the Religious preſent; ſome giving him three or more Strokes: Then putting on his Cloatlis 
he made rich Offerings to the Martyr, and gave 501. Yearly, to find Lights round his Tomb 
and the reſt of the Day and Night he ſpent in Prayer, and Faſtcd three Days, continuing in 
religious Penance.

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RICHARD. 


HE Chair of Canterbury now had been two Years vacant; the King being in Normandy, 

the young King, by the Advice of thoſe about him, thought it a convenient Time to 
influence the Monks of Canterbury in an Election to his own Mind, ſending, therefore, for 
Odo the Prior, order'd him and the Convent to proceed to their Election: The Prior aggrava- 
ted the Court, by till urging the old Requeſt, that their Election ſhould be free, without the 
intermedling of the Suffragans; and tho forbid the Court, for his Infolence, inſiſted three 
Weeks after in the ſame Requeſt : Going thence into Normandy, to wait on the old King, the 
King with much Mildneſs, attempting to ſooth them to Elect the Bithop of Baiewx, a peace- 
able good Man; hoping his Conduct mightfbring things to a better End. Upon the Prior's 
return the Biſhops and Clergy met, with the Convent, at London; the Obſtinate Monks 
broke up the meeting: However, not long after, they propos d to the King three Men, of 
which Robert Abbat of Beck in Normandy, who was choſen at Lambeth, Prid. Non. March, 
the Suffragan Biſhops being preſent; but he, fearful of the Danger of that high Station, or ra- 
ther chooſing a quiet recluſe Life, abſoutely refus'd to accept it: Whereupon, at the King's 
Requeſt, the Suffeagans and the Senior Monks met a ſecond I ime, and choſe one Richard, tirſt 
Monk, and then Prior of Dover, and Chancellor of Lincoln (a); which happen'd Prid. Non. 
the ſame Year, at Weſtminſier in St. Kat herinès Chapel (6), or rather, according to Gervaiſe, 
on Sunday the 3d Non. of Fuly, and was honourably receiv'd the Sunday following at Canter- 
bury to be Conſecrated: But Letterscoming from the King that he appeal'd againſt the Election, 
he ſail'd to Rome the Year following, (c) where he was contirm'd 4 Non. April, and receiv'd a 
Pall; he had been formerly a Monk of cis Houſe, being enter'd there upon his coming over 
from his Native Country, Normandy, when a Lad, for his Modeſty and Sober Behaviour, 
was much eſteem'd by Archbiſhop Theobald, who had formerly preter'd him to be his Chaplain 
jointly with Beckes; he was afterwards Chancellor of Lincoln: The Reaſons the young King 
gave againſt his Conſecration, however iniigniticant, caus'd a Diviſion in the Conclave upon 
that Affur, and the Court of Rome ſeeing the Son's Oppolition, politically thought tit not 
to diſcourage an undutiful and rebellions Obſtinacy, which might prove of Service to their 
Affairs: But toon after being inform'd there was a tolerable good Underſtanding between the 
Father and rhe Son, they agreed to the Election, and in ſome meaſure to make amends, for 
the King had now very much humbled himſelf, ſent him over with a Legantine Authority 
into England; where he was no ſooner arriv'd but he conven'd a Synod at Weſtminſier, to re- 
guläte the Miſcarriages of the Clergy, at which the Archbiſhop of York and Richard had De- 
bares, concerning carrying the Crols in the See of Canterbury : And at a ſecond meeting, Hugs 
or Hupgezen, the Pope's Legate being preſent, to adjuſt theſe Differences; Roger taking place 
on the Legate's right Hand, was by the Suffragans of Canterbury pluck'd thence, beaten and 
bruiz'd, his Cloths torn, and thruſt out of the Council; but Roger had, not long after, thoſe 
matters aduſted in his Favour: And now the King beginning to gather Strength, was reſolv'd 
to check the Power of ſeveral Prelates, and complain'd to the Pope of their Miſcarriages; in 
whoſe Defence, Richard writ a large Excuſe, and the King not finding that Court acquieſce 
in his delire, threaten d Vivian, the Pope's Legate, for Landing in England without his Con- 
ſent; but Alexander having about this Time ſettled an accommodation with the Emperor Fre- 
derick, the King was glad to let his Anger fall at the expence of ſome very conſiderable Con- 
ceſſions to the Clergy. As for our Prelate, he ſeems to be a very ſtrict inſiſter upon the Pri- 
vileges of his See, as appears by his refuſing to give Benediction to the Abbat of St. Albar's, 
without a Vow of Obedience; and his Behaviour in the Vacancy, in the See of Rocheſter, he 
wasa very great encourager of the Monks, and not only thruſt the Canons out of the Abby of al- 
tham, in order to introduce them there, but likewiſe fill'd the Church in his own Dioceſs with 
them. The State-Affairs, in his Time, were very much embroil'd, through which he ſeems never- 
theleſs to have ſtecr'd with very diſcreet Caution, yet was not afraid to exert his Au: ority when a 
dangerous Juncture requir'd it; as for Inſtance, when the young King and his Broth-r rebeli'd 
againſt their Father, he iſſu'd out the Church Cenſures againſt ſuch as ſhould encourage tur 
Diiobedience, and not only ſo, he wrote a Letter to that Prince, very freely tethng mu his 
Fanlts, and threatning hun with the like Uſage if he perſiſted ; this was the laſt Ac.ion u 
Liic, for he died the Year following; the manner of his Death is thus reported by, n 
ten, and Gervarſe, and confirm'd by Giraldus; “ That being at his Scat at Rotham, he hid 2

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« made no anſwer; Thou art he, continu'd he, who deſtrays the 
40 2 — — deflroy thee from the face of the Earth; at which Words he 
« /niſs'd. The Biſhop the next Da travelling to Rocheſſer, told this Story to ſome of his 
« Famaliars, and had ſcarce concluded it, when he was ſeiz'd with a ſudden Shivering and 
« Sickneſs. that he could ſcarce get to the Village of Halling, a Place of the Biſhop of Ro- 
* cbe ers; where he had no ſooner arriv'd, but going to Bed that Night, he died of a fit of 
&« the Collick“: Yet the Annals of Margan ſay (a), he was Poiſon'd coming from Rome. 
Having govern'd this Church eleven Years; his Death was on the 13 or 14 of the alends 
of March, and his Burial in the North-Iſle of the Body of the Church, where was the La- 
dy-Chapel: and his Grave the ſame in which Dr. Ancber now lies; for whom, when they 
dug it up, they diſcover'd the Pontificalia, together with a {mall filver Chalice, which were 
interred with this Prelate. He is ſaid to have been a very inoffenſive Man, and a goad 
Preacher; to which, ſome add, he had a conſiderable ſhare of Learning: But by the genera- 
lity, tax'd with not following the ſtep of his Predeceſlor cloſe enough, in keeping up the 
ſtrictneſs of Church Diſcipline; from whence the fabulous Viſion ſeems fram'd: For as to his 
Church he was a very good Friend and BenctaQor, and laid out much in improving the Re- 
venues and repairing 2 Houſes; he likewiſe gave to it the Churches of Elie Monketon, 
Mepham, and Eynesford (b). And tho' Trivet and Bleſenſi: charge him with Levity of Tem- 
per, and Negligence of his Archiepiſcopal Duty, and flow in ſecuring Church Revenucs and 
Privilegesz yet he appears different from his Writings: Which were theſe, againſt Diſturbers; 
Jo the Iriſh Biſhops ; to three Biſhops; to Petrus Bleſenſis, to King Henry; a Treatiſe to 
Prieſts. His Burial was very ſumptuouſly perform'd on Sunday the Kal. March (c), ac- 
cording to the Hiſtory of Waverly-Abby, in the Cotton-Library, if rightly quoted by Weaver ; 
for in the Annals of Waverly I find his Death mention'd without any notice of his Burial. 


BALDWIN. 


Oon after Richard's Death, a Convention of the Monks and Suffragans was at Reading; but 
0 thro' the Obſtinacy of the latter, without Effect: Whereupon the King Conven'd them at 
London, where Gilbert Univerſalis the Biſhop of London, inſiſted upon the Suffragans joining 
in the Choice, himſelf Voting for Baldwin Biſhop of }JVorceſter, to which the other Bill ps 
conſented, but the Monks flew to their old Recourſe, and appeal'd to Rome againtt the Elec j- 
on: And the King tho' he had approv'd of the Biſhop's Choice, thought it not proper to break 
with that Court, and was forc'd to ſooth the Convent to Re- elect him, which they did, with- 
out any regard to the Biſhop's Choice, in the Chapter-houſe of Weſtmin/ter. 

This Baldwin was Born at Exeter, of very poor Parents (d), where he firſt Taught a School; 
after which, taking Orders, he was made Archdeacon : But ſome Lime after taking a Fancy 
to Retirement, he quitted that, and became a Ciſertian (e), or White Monk; ard in one Year 
after Abbat of Ford; after which he was made () Biſhop of IVorceſter, and Conſecrated on 
the 1oth of Auguſt 1180. and Tranſlated to Canterbury 1184. (g): No ſooner was he Eſta- 
blith'd in his Seat, but the Monks ſoon found their Error in chooling one whom the y tirſt 
Oppos'd, and who had been a Favourite of the King and Prelates, with whom they had 
ſuch long Oppoſition. Baldwin therefore ſeeing the Spirit of theſe Men, which had caus'd 
ſuch great Diforders in the Nation, very readily came into the King's Meaſures to put a check 
to it; but the wanner in which this was to be accompliſh'd requiring the moſt ſubtle Dis- 


guiſe, he attempted to erect a College at Hackington near Canterbury, of Secular Canons, in 


Honour of St. Thomas Becket, with deſign to remove the Election there, as ſuppoſing the Ca- 
nous would be more eaſily Influenc'd by the Court; and prevail'd with the Pope to approve 
of his Deſign, but the Monks quickly ſaw into it, and appeal'd to Re; which Baldwin lit- 
tle heeding, found them Work enough upon their Hands at home, by ſeizing good part of their Re- 
venues, expelling ſeveral of the Monks, and excommunicating others, ſuſpended the Prior for car- 
rying the Appeal, and Imprifon'd the whole Convent in the Cloyſters, and inſiſted upon the 
matter lying before the King and the Biſhops; and not under the Cognizance of the Court of 
Rome; and now the Archbiſhop had almoſt compleated his Building, and Inſtall'd {:veril 
Canons; and the King himſelf endeavour'd to bring the Monks to a better Temper; himnſ-If 
likewne, as well as the Biſhops, endeavour'd to bring the Court of Rome to approve of this 

Deſign;

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Deſign; but that Court thought it their Intereſt not to drop thoſe Heroes, who had been, and 
might occaſionaly ſtill be of Uſe to their Deſigns; oblig'd the Biſhop to give over his De- 
ſign, and demoliſh the Building, obliging him likewiſe, to ſet aſide Prior Norris, whom he 
had choſe againſt their Will: This was deſign d to be done by Jobn Cardinal de Anagnia, the 
Pope's Legate, who came into England for that Purpoſe ; but, upon his Landing at Dover, 
was order'd to proceed no further, but the King himſelf went to Canterbury and adjuſted the 
Buſineſs : However, the Biſhop left not off here; for ſometime after, when he had a Pope 
more to his Mind, he attempted the ſame thing at Lamberh, but died before he compleated it; 
for going with the 2 King to the Siege of Acon in the Holy-Land, where he was very uſe- 
ful to the Chriſtian Cauſe, he died of a Flux on the- Day of - - - Anno 1190. and 
not as Gervaiſe ſays Anno 1191. (b) leaving his Effects to be diſtributed amongſt the Soldiers, 
by Hubert Walter his Executor (c). Giraldus Cumbrenſis, who knew him Perſonally, gives 
him the Character of a very Learned and Pious (d) Man; but ſays, he was of too mild and 
eaſy a Temper, and had a wondrous Simplicity of Mind and Spirit, which prevented his act- 
ing with that Diſcipline as became his Station; and that the higher he mov'd in his Stations, 
he fill'd them with a worſe Grace; and quotes a Letter of Pope Urban's in theſe Words, Us. 
ban, &c. To the moſt fervent Monks, to the fervent Abbat, to the lukewarm Biſhop, and cold 
Archbiſhop (e).

REGINALD FITZ-FOCELINE. 


PON Baldwin's Death, the King writ to the Archbiſhop of Roane, then in England; 

that he, and the Suffragans ſhou'd go to Canterbury, and Elect; at the ſame Time Poin- 
ted out the Biſhop of Aſont- hial: But the Monks hearing of their coming, elected Reginald, 
a Native of Lombardy, Biſhop of Bath, and bv main Force, eontrary even to his own Will, 
Enthroniz'd him, and inſtantly ſent to the Pope fora Pail and Confirmation. This Reginald 
was Born in Lombardy, and was the Son of Joceline Biſhop of Salifoury, who made him firſt 
Archdeacon () of that See: He was choſen Bithop ot Bath at 33 Years of Age, and Conſe- 
crated at Rome, by Richard, Archbiſhop of Canterbury. He had been a Stickler againſt Becker, 
for which he was oblig'd afterwards to Purge birlclt. He was Elected to Canterbury, the 
27th of November, 1191. and died the 26th (g) Day of December following, at ( Dogmeyſ- 
field in Southampton going to Bath, and was buried on Chriſlmas-day, in the Cathedral Church 
of Bath; to which Church ind els, he was an eſpecial Benefactor (i). He procur'd, or 
rather bought, of King Richard, for his Church of Hells, the Mannor of Northcory, with Land 


at Nrentich and Hautre. He built the Hoſpital of St. Fobn at Bath. He Erected ſeveral new 
Prebendaries in the Church of 1/75. 


HUBERTV ALTER. 


HE King being now a Priſoner, thought it fit to uſe mild Methods with this Convent, 

Y in order to Elect a diſcreet and mild Biſhop, that might Govern in his abſence, and 
therefore left it to their Choice; but at the Time, wrote to the Queen Mother Eleaner, that 
ſhe ſhould inform thein that Hubert Malter would be the Perſon moſt agreeable to him: The 
Monks pleas d with this Conceſſion, having the abſolute Power in their own Hands, unanimouſ- 
ly chooſed the Perſon beforemention'd. This Hubert was Born in Weſt-Dereham in Norfolk, 
was the Son of Walter, and Educated under the Famous Ranulphus de Glanville or Glandfeld, 
and his Wife Bertha; after which he became Dean of EY, and being a Man of a good 
puſhing bold Spirit, made an Effort for that Biſhoprick, but was repuls d: However not long 
after he was made Biſhop of Saliſhury (I), Anno 1. Ricardi Regis, being a great Favourite of 
Bal vin the Archbiſhop, and with that Prelate he went into the Hoh-Land, and at his Death, 
was Nam'd his Executor (n): He was no ſooner EleQed, but he ſet earneſtly about to col- 
let Money for the King's Ranſom, which in Time he compleated. During the King's Con- 
finement, he much rely'd on the Conduct of this Prelate, who for the ſame Reaſon was made

t of an excellent Stateſman, quelling ſeveral dangerous Inſurrections in Wales, in Perſon 
= one remarkable one in the City of London: He at one Time made a feint to deliver up 
al his Poſts, and intreated the King fo often, and fo earneſtly, that he could not avoid grant- 
ing his Requeſt; but finding he had gone too far, he was glad to continue them; offering for 
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that, and the Treaſure he had gathered in them, as much as amounted to eleven hundred 
thouſand Marks: But Matthew Paris ſays, that upon account of Lambeth College, the 
Monks of Canterbury made complaint to the Pope; and in order to blacken him, com- 
plain d that he was Juſticiary of England, and Judge of Blood, and neglected ſerving the 
Church, and that he ſuffer d Bow Church in London to be profan'd, and commanded one 
Wiltam de Barba to be dragg'd thence and Hang'd: Whereupon the Pope threaten'd the King, 
and cauſed him to lay him aſide, Matth. Paris, An. 1198. He attempted to carry on the Col- 
lege at Lambeth, but was prohibited to build one upon the fame Foundation, and that there 
ſhould be in it but twenty Canons Promontratenſes, nor leſs than thirteen; nor the Church be 
endow'd with more than 1000. Yearly: But no Council aſſembled there, nor Biſhops Con- | 
ſecrated, nor Abbats Bleſs d, or Chriſm made (). After King Richar4's Dcath, he loſt much | | 
of his Intereſt, for he had diſcover'd and oppos'd King Fobn's Deſigns, ever to expect his Fa- 
vour; and that Prince hated himexceedingly, and his hatred even ſurviv'd Hubert: However he 
carried it fair to him, and would often Lodge with him at Canterbury, when he went overSea, il 
and left him Preſident of England, when he went into Normandy. He was a Man, according EE i 
to Giraldus, of groſs Ignorance, and he Banters his Sermons, but he retracted that Piece, and 
ſays, it was the Effect of Hatred, more than of Judgment, and of Hearſay, than of Sight or 
Knowledge (c); Yet he not only Charges him with want of Learning, but the want of Religion | 
alſo, tho' a briſk bold Man, and fit for Buſineſs. Vir vivacitate quidem & animoſitate conſbicu- Wi.

do Eccleſia Anglicana r-ſpiravit. He was a ſevere proud Man, aſſum'd an haughty Air, ang 
ſpake loud and inſolent as a Trumpet; and is therefore call'da very unfit Succeſſor of St. Tho. 
mas Becket : Giraldus (peaks much of him, in his Book of Irnve@ives, and in another Place 
makes the Pope merrily atk concerning him: But now, ſays he, let us talk of your Archbiſbop'; 
Grammer: learning; and how he Preach'd in the Synod;, and bow on Palm Sunday, be diſlin- 
griſh'd the Perſons in the Trinity. And Giraldus plays upon his Sermons, Grammar, Figure; 

Rhetorick and Colours; with which the Pope and Cardinals, uſe to Divert themſelves (a). He 
founded a Monaſtery of Præmonſtr. at Weſt-Derebam, where he was Born: When he was Dean 
of Turk, for the good of his Soul, and his Father and Mother, Ranalph de Glanville and Berta 
his Wife, he built a Monaſtery of Ciſtercians at Wolverhampton : He Wall d inthe Tower of 
London, and made the Moat; very much improv'd his See with Buildings, and the Convent with 
Privileges, and gave the Church of Hulga/t to find Books for the Library, and was very Ho- 
ſpitable and Expenſive in his Houſe-keeping. He was taken with a Fever going to Rocheſter, and 
he died four Days after at Tenham 3d Id. July, 1321 (6): of whoſe Death the King was ver 

joyful, for he ſuſpected him to be too intimate with his Enemy the King of France (c). H. 
was buried the Day after his Death, in the South-Ifle of the Church; where his Tomb is til} 


viſible on the South-Wall by the Choir, with his Effigy upon it in Stone. When King John 


heard of the Death of Geoffrey Fit. Peter Juſticiary of England, he burſt out Laughing, and ſaid. 
When he gets to Hell, be'll ſalute Hubert the Archbiſbop of Canterbury; for doubtleſs be find 


bim there. 


STEPHEN LANGTON. 


PON Hubert's Death, the Monks, or rather, the younger ſort of them, met, and 

choſe Reginald the Sub-Prior; which Election was at Midnight; and ſinging Te De- 
um; they firſt plac'd him upon the Altar, and afterwards in the Patriarchal Chair (4). The 
King hearing of this Election, made without his Licence, endeavour'd to ſet it aſide: The 
Prior hearing this, took with him ſome of the Monks and went to Rome (e): having firſt 
taken Oath to keep his Election ſecret, but coming into Flanders, he could not conceal his 
Pride, and divulg'd the whole Proceſs, and ſhow'd the Convent's Letters; thence going to 
Rome, he made known his Election to the Pope and Cardinals, earneſtly preſſing to have it 
confirm'd: But the Pope told him he would take Time to conſider of it, till he was further 
aflur'd of the Premiſies (, and wrote to the Convent concerning it; which Letters Matthery 
Paris give us in his Hiſtory (g). MIcan while, the Monks hearing how the Ele& had broken 
his Word of Secrecy, were highly enrag'd, and ſubmitted themſelves to the King, deſiring 
leave to make a new Election: The King granted them Licence, and pointed out to them 
John Grey Biſhop of Norwich, as a Perſon to his Mind; they upon receiving his Licence, 
went ſtraight way into the Chapter-Houſe and elected him, (who was then upon the King's 
Affairs at 7;7k)and wrote to him to make haſte to Canterbury; the Meſſengers they ſent met 
him at Nottingham, who went to the King to inform him of his Procecdings, and the King 
went with him to Canterbury (H); and the Day following, the Prior declar'd the Election in 
this Church, the King and a vaſt Concourſe of People being preſent; and the Monks ta- 
king him with them, and ſinging Te Duem, carried him to the high Altar, and afterwards 
plac'd him in the Chair; and the King, in the ſight of them, deliver'd him his Temporalities. 
And the ncxt Year, being then at Oxford, where he kept his Chriſimas, he ſent ſome of the 
Monks of this Church (giving them Money to ſupply their Expences) to the Pope, to confirm 
the Eledion. And at the ſame Time the Suffragan Biſhops ſent to make heavy Complaint, 
that the Monks of Canterbury had preſum'd to chooſe an Archbithop without them; whereas 
of ancient Right and Cuſtom they did it jointly; and ſhew'd Letters, and brought Proofs, 
that three Archbiſhops had been choſen in that manner; and the Monks, on the other hand, 
brought Proofs to the contrary; alledging the ſole right of Election to have been in them. 
The Pope tix'd the Calends of Fanuary to decide it; and then, to encourage thoſe his truſty 
Creatures (i), he ſent his definitive Letters to the Suffragans, charging them not to concern 
themſelves in any future Elections; for that the Right of electing, is, and was of Old, in the

elect, ſo they kept the Election ſecret, and chole an Engliſhman, they, by the Vope's Directi- 
ons, choſe Stephen de Langton, Prieſt Cardinal of St. Chriſſagoin; who was Conſccrated by 
Pope Innocent the 3d, the (2) 14 Kal. July at Viterbo: A Man, as Paris ſays, of excellent 
Breeding and Knowledge (5). The Pope preſs'd the Proctors to chooſethis Man, as one, who 
would be of great Uſe to the King and Nation; the Monks made anſwer, they could not 
chooſe without the King's Licence; to whom the Pope faid, you bave in your own ſelves abſo- 
lute Prwer, as is lately decreed; and charg'd, under Pain of Excommunication, to chooſe him 
whom he had provided and pointed out for them: Ihe Monks fearing, conſented to the choice, 


all but one Elias de Brenifield, who refus'd; they therefore ſang Te Deum, and preſented 


him to the Altar, and the Pope Conſecrated him, and wrote to the King to accept him, giving 
him a large Encomium: The King, at hearing of this Election, was enrag'd beyond meaſure; 
and firſt at their eleQing the Sub-Prior without his Licence, then to take Money of him to 
bear their Expences to Rome in order to repeat the ſame, or a worle Crime; for Langton 
he look'd upon as a publick Enemy: He therefore {ent Ful de Cantelow and Henry de Corn- 
bul, two very cruel Knights, to Baniſh the Monks of Canterbury, whereupon they went to 
Canterbury, and cntcr'd the Monaſtery with their Swords drawn, and with a feve.: Voice 
charg'd the Prior and Monks, as Guilty of Treifon, to leave England incontinent ; and ſwore 
if they went not ſpeedily, that they would burn them and dcitroy their Monaſtery : The 
Monks therefore went away quietly, except thirteen, who being Ill in the Intirmary could 
not be remov'd with Safety ; and going into Flanders, were very favourably received of the 
Abbat of St. Bertin, and other Munaſterics. And the King order'd that the Monks of St. Au- 


guſtine's ſhould be plac'd in their room, to officiate in the Church; the Monks Goods were 


Contiſcate, and the Lands of the Archbiſhop and Convent remain'd untill'd: And the King 
wrote very angrily to the Pope, expoſtulating with him, for that Norwich his Favourite fhouid 
be ſet aſide, and Langton, a Man entirely a Stranger to him, and familiar with his Encinics 
the French, plac'd in his room; and wonder'd that he and the whole Court of R-me would 
offer an Affront to the Prince of a Country, from whence he reap'd more than all th: Coun- 
tries beyond the Alps (c); and concluded with Threats, if Norwich was not confirm'd. 
The Pope wrote an anſwer, wonder'd the King ſhould charge Langton with converſing a-— 
mong his Enemies, when he only ply'd his Studies at Paris, wh-re he became, for his great 
Learning, Doctor; That he ſhould not know him, when himſelf had thrice written to him! 
that he was a Native of England and Prebendary of Tork, a more honourable Poſt than "Hai 
could afford him; and concludes with Advice to the King not to fiſh in troubled Water but 
approve of Langton's Election. The Pope finding the King reſolute, wrote to William Biſhop 
of London, Euſlace Biſhop of Ely, and Walter Biſhop of Worceſter ;, that they ſhould go to 
the King and exhort him to approve of Langton , which, if he refus'd, they ſhould inter- 
dict all England; and wrote to the Suffragans to admit of him as their Archbiſhop (d). The 
three Biſhops beforementioned went to the King, and on their Knees, with Tears, requeſted 
of him to admit Langton (e); threatening, otherwiſe, to interdi& the Land: Theſe Viſics 
th-y N made, but the King was fo far from being prevail'd upon by their Intreaties 
or the Pope's Letters, that he curs'd the Pope and Cardinals; (or as Paris lays, blaſphem'd 
them) and ſwore by God's Teeth (for that was his manner) that if they, or any other, dar'd 


to pronounce the Interdict, he would fend all the Bithops and Prieſts in England to the Pope, 


and ſeize their Effects; and that if he found any of Rome in England, he would have their 
Eyes put out, and their Noſcs flit, for example to other Nations; and. charg'd the Biſhops 
to make haſt out of his Sight, if they would avoid being made Examples (fy. They there- 


fore finding all deſigns of Petition vain, on Monday in Eaſter Weck, viz.

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RICHARD MAGNUS. 


PON the Death of Stephen, the Monks Ele&ed one of their Convent, named Malter 
Je Hemeſbam, or according to Wikes, Eveſham, on tlie 3d Non. duguſt and preſented 
hien to the King; but being a Man of mean Character, and of no good Detcent, tor his Father 
was Hang d for Robbery, to which, add hisObſtinacy and itrong Oppoſit ion to the King, when 
he was interdicted, were thought ſufficient Reaſons for refuſing him: However he ha.ic:'d to 
Rome, not doubting Succeſs; but the King and Suffragan Biſhops had ſent betorchand, and for 
litical Reaſons he was laid aſide, as inſufficient; and the King's Letters were ſent to the Fope 
to point out another, which was Richard Grant or Wetherſhead, Chancellor of Lincoln aud 
Dean of St. Pauls, and accordingly the Pope put him in, by Proviſion. He was Confecrated 
on Trinity-ſunday, 4. Id. June, by Henry Biſhop of Rocheſter, Simon Biſhop vi Bath and Rager 
Biſhop o London; and received his Pall 9. Kal. December following. He bears the Chara er 
of an Eloquent and Learn d Man, and a bold Vindicator of his Church-Rights; abou: which 
he went to Rome, in Oppoſition to Huberte Burg, Earl of Kent; but returning thence, having 
Travelled three Days of his Journey, he was tir'd, and went to a Houſe of Frier Minors, in 
the Village of St. Gemma; where he ended his Days on the 3d Non. ug], 1231. and was 
buried in the Church of the Friers Minors: There he wrote ſeveral learned Treatiſes, vis, 
De fide & legibus, de Sacramentis, De univerſo Corporali atque Stirituali; there dy'd with him 
ſeveral of his Retinue, which gave occaſion to think he was Poiſon'd. 


St. EDMUND. 


HE Monks next choſe their Prior 70hn (a), and preſented him to the King; he went 
to Rome, and was Examin'd by Fobn de Colunma and other Cardinals, who declar'd they 
had try d him in nineteen Articles, and found no Dcuciency in him; but the Pope was plcas'd 
to ſay, he was a Weak, Simple old Man, and perſwaded him to quit his Right, which he 
did (b). Then they Elected Fohn Blund; but ſome ſay, he took 1000 Marks of Peter, Bi- 
ſhop of Wincheſter upon that Account (c). And he was Charg d with having two Bencticcs, contra- 
ry to the Statutes of general Councils, without Diſpenſation; therefore the Election was made 
Void, and Edmund Canon of Saliſhury, a Man of good Life and well Learn'd, choſen in () 
his ſtead. He was Born at Abingdon in Berkſhire, and thence was uſually call d Edmund of 
Abingdon; his Father's Name was Edward Rich, and his Mother's Mabile: He was Hducated 
at Oxfurd. and taking Orders, Preach'd much in Oxfordſhire, Glouceſterſhire and Worceſterſhire, 
and in a ſhort Time was Canon of Saliſbury, and afterwards Treaturer of that Church. He was 
Conſecrated in this Church by Roger Biſhop of London, alliſted by thirteen Suffragan Biſhops : 
the King and others being 8 even avaſt Concourſe, on Sunday, 4th Non. April, 12340 1 
Anno 1235. he was a great means of reconciling Differences between the King and ſom of his 
Nobles, and the ſame Year Conſecrated the Famous Robert Gro/thead, to the See of Lincoln at 
Reading, and the following Year at the King's requeſt, celebrated the Nuptials of that Prince 
and Eleanor, Daughter of the Earl of Provence, in this Church. Soon after he retus'd to Mar- 
ry Eleanor the King's Siſter, to Simon Montefort Earl of Leiceſter, ſhe having made a Vow of 
Chaſtity after the Death of her firſt Huſband; at which refuſal, the King was highly Incens'd. 
Anno 1238. this Archbiſhop had a great Controverſy with his Monks, and went to Ryme up- 
on that Occaſion; and the Prior 7obn finding the Convent would be ſeverely Cenſur'd, refign'd 
his Priorſhip, and turn'd Carthyfran. The Archbiſhop upon his return, found the Convent had 
Elected themſelves another Prior, without his Advice or Conſent; whercupon he Excominu- 
nicated the clect Prior, and thoſe who inſtall'd him, and were concern'd in the Election: But 
the Monks took no regard of his Excommunication, nor would ceale from any Church Offices 
upon that Account. In the Year 1239 he Conſecrated William de Rale, to the Sce of Norwich 
at London in Spetember (/); but the Papal and State Oppreſſions continuing, he left Enplan h 
and went to 500 in Pontiniac, where he died of a Fever, 16 Kal. Decemb. Anno. 1240. He 
was Einbowel'd, his Heart and Bowels buried at S570, and his Body at Pontiniac, and ſix Years 
after Canoniz'd, and his Body Enthrin'd by Lewis King of France, in great Pom p·

O him ſucceeded Boni fuce, Son of Peter, late Duke of Savoy, and Uncle to the + 
Duke, and the Queen ER, and Procurator of the Church of Burg undy. This ps 
Monks made Choice of, at the Queen's „ere and the King ſtirr'd much in the Affair, and wrote 
much in his Praiſe to the Pope. He was Confirm'd 1243. on the 10th Kal. May, Conſecrated at 
Lyons, on the 1 5th Day of January, Anno 1045. being the Day of St. Maure the Abbat (a), 
the Sunday after Epiphany; at which Time he was Subdeacon only (6): And was Enthroniz'q 
on All Saints Day, Anno 1249 (c). Upon coming to his See, he prevail'd with the Po 
to grant him one Years Profit, of all the Vacant Livings in his Province, under pretence of dif. 
charging two great Debts, which he Aſſerted his Predeceſſors to have incumber'd his See; with 
and in Grder to obtain this, he procur d Papal Excommunications, to ſuch as ſhould refuſe d). 
He was a Prelate not only of great Birth, but of a comely Perſonage (e); and by ſome, thought 
more nt for an Army, than a Church (); and the Monks fo repented their Choice, that the 
moſt left the Convent. and turn'd Curthisſians: However he found Trouble enough between the Pa. 
al Oppreſſions and ſecret Envy at home; nor did he endeavourto be much Eſteem'd: For he was 
1 inſolent and cruel, where he had, or had not Power, eſpecially to his oun Convent (). 
He was a Man of little Learning (g), but great Opppreſſion, and was univerſally Hated ; and 
had he not fled, was very near being Murder'd by the Citizens of London, for beating the 
Prior of St. bartholomere's, at a pretended Viſitation: In ſhort, by his Exactions, Pride and Op- 
preſſions, he render'd hiinſelf ſo Odious to the Engliſh, that he was glad to go to his Country of 
Sata, with what Spoil he had made, and died there, in the Caſtle of St. Helena (), 15th 
Kal. Aug, Anno 1270. He finiſhed the Archbiſhop's Palace at Canterbury, and the great 
FI, in which he uſual ſat with high Vanity; boaſting that his Predeceſſors built it, but he 
paid the Expencc. He is (ite diſcharge his Sce of a Debt of 22000 Marks; with which 
his Predeceſſors S:zephen, R ard and Edmund, had burthen'd it: Birchington ſays, he was a 
great lover of the Por, aud that he gather'd great Wealth for the Church: His A nniverſary was 
ſolomnly obſerv'd in this Church, as appears by the Obituary; on which every Prieſt was to ſay 
eſpecial Maſs; and the other Monks who were not Prieſts, or were infirm, ſhould ſay fifty Pſalms 
for his S. He fo:inded an Hoſpital or College at Maid/tone, to the Honour of St. Peter and 
Faul in Thomas of ' anterbury, calld the New Work. He gave by his Will to the ſeveral Ciſter- 
cian Abbats coming to the Chapter, ten Marks. 


ROBERT KILDW ARD BY. 


Obert Kylderwardby was firſt Educated in the Univerſity of Oxford (i), and went from 
thence to Paris; where he enter'd into the Order of the Dominican Friers : From whence 
returning into Englant, he repair'd to Oxford, and ſtudy'd Divinity; where he became Do- 
Qor, and, in Time, publick Profeſſor; and was choſen Provincial of the Dominicans in England, 
which he Exzrcis'4 eleven Years (k). He was at length nam'd to this Chair, by the Pope, 
Cal. Odlober, Anno 1272. and was Conſecrated at (/) Canterbury, by William Biſhop of Bath, 
in the preſence of eleven Suffragan Biſhops (n), on the firſt Sremday Quadrage/ima, the Year fol- 
lowing (i) being the 4th Kal. March. He was Inthron'd on Sundayatrer Exalting holy Croſs (o), 
Vis. 15. Kal. Ofober, having receiv'd his Fall on the 8th Id. May before. He viſited his Pro- 
vince, and the two Univerſities; and at Oxford vouchſaf'd to be Moderator when Thomas 
Cantilupe took his Degree. He was a very great Patron to the Dominicans, and founded a Mo- 
naſtery for them at Saliſbury. While he was Archbiſhop, he applied himfelf wholly to Preach- 
ing, and was a remarkable Orator, Grammarian and Logician; but what Writings were of 
his Younger Years produc'd, were theſe: Tractatus de tempore, de Univerſali, de cche

Gitted his wealthier Match for it, preferring Dignity before Wealth; and thcr-fore about the 
Feaſt of St. James, he Summon'd his Suffragans, and taking leave of them Sail'd to Rome # + i 
where he liv'd (e) but a few Months; and died at Jiterho, not without ſuſpicion of Poiſon on 
the 3d Id. September, Anno 1278. and was there buricd, in the Monaſtery belonging to his 
Order.

PON Viucbelſeys Reſignation, the Monks at the ſpecial inſtance of the King and Queen, 
made choice of Robert Kurn-l Biſhop of Fath and Fells (), and Meſſengers were ſent 
to intorm the Pope of their Choice; but he could neither by Petition or Money be brought to 
Contirm it: And therefore ſetting him aſide, he of his own Power plac'd in h Peckham, then 
at his Court. He was Born in Su//ex, of mean Parents, and Educated firſt at Lewis in th it Coun- 
ty; and from thence ſent to Oxford, where he became a Franciſcan or Frier Miner: From thence 
he went to Paris, not to ſtudy Law as Weaver ſays, but compleat his Studies in Divinity and 
Philoſophy z and thence to Ey-ms, to ſtudy Canon law, and grew very Famous: And upon 
his return to England, he read Publickly at Ox/ord, next to Frier Bongey; and was, as Leland 
tell us, much admir'd by the Univerſity: Afterwards he was choſen Head of the Francitcans in 
England; ſome Time after he was again call d into France, and ſoon after to Rome ; where his 
Fame had reach'd; and made Palatine-Reader and Auditor of the Pope's Palace: And upon Arch- 'M 
biſhop Winchelſey's Promotion to the Hat, Peckham being then at Rome, was Nominated by the 1

PON Peckbam's Death, the Monks choſe Robert Winchelſey, who was Conſecrated on 

the 2d 1d. September, Anno 1293. and was confirm'd by Pope Cwleſline the Sth, on 

the 8th Id. September, Anno 1294. he was Conſecrated at Rome, on the 2d Id. September 

by the Cardinal Sabine (a); and the ſame Lear coming from Rome through Almaig ne (for 

there was then War between England and France) he landed at Tarmouth on the firſt Day 

of January, and went to wait upon the King, who was then in Wales, and at Aberconwey 

he took his Oath of Allegiance, and receiv'd his Temporalities from him; and returnin 

thence on the 15th Kal. April, he made his Publick-Entry into Canterbury, and was met by 

the Convent in their Coaps at the Cœmitery Gate, and thence entring the Church, paid his 

Devotions, and receiv d the Prior and Convent with the Kiſs of Peace: And after Michaelmas 

Anno 1295. he was ſolemnly inthron'd by Henry de Eſtria Prior; on which Day he cited 

Gilbert Earl of Glouceſter, who came and officiated as Steward and Butler according to Cuſtom. 

He was Born of mean Parents, and Educated in the Grammar-School of the City of Canter- 

bury (b); where, after gaining a ſufficient ſtock of Grammar Learning, he went to Pari; 

where he commenc'd Maſter of Arts, according to Birchington (c). He went next to Jſerton 

College in Ox/ord, and was D. D. in that ere and ſometime Chancellor of it: His 
firſt Riſe in the Church was to the Archdeaconry (d) of Hex, together with a Canonry in 

St. Pauls. He was ſo much eſtecn'd, that when he was Conſecrated at Rome, he was offer 
to be made (e) Pope, and afterwards Cardinal, but (/) declin'd it. Soon after he was ſettled 
in this Chair, Edward the Firſt, in order to carry on his Expedition againſt the Scots, de- 
manded a Subſidy of the Clergy ; which the Archbiſhop, taking hold of the Deerce of the 

Council of Lyons, ſtifly oppos 4: And the King, who was equally Wiſe and Valiant, reſent- 
ed his Oppoiition fo highly, that he ſeiz'd his Eſtate and Banith'd him, and that he continued 
in baniſhnent till the King's Death, and in great Want; being unreliev'd by the Pope, for obeying 

whoſe new Conſtitution he ſuffer'd : But yet, an Ancient Ms, Hiſtory of this Church ſays, 
that the King ſeiz'd all the Eftates in England, and oblig'd the Owners to redeem them with 
a tifth part of the Value, but the Archbiſhop refus'd ſuch Compoſition z but that after ſeizing 
his Goods and Effects for twenty one Weeks and five Days, the King obſerving his Reſolution 
and Conſtancy, and that there was no probability of bringing him into his Meaſures, reſtor'd 
them to him on the 14th Kal. Auguſt following: And three Years after, viz. 1299. on the 
Sth 14. September, he Married that Prince to Margaret the King of France's Siſter, in the 
Martyrdom of this Church; and faid Maſs, upon that Occaſion, at the Altar by St. Thomas 
Becket's Shrine. Upon King Edward the Second's coming to the Throne, he grew in his 
Favour, and very Rich, by Arrcars due from his Tenents. He after this grew a generous Op- 
poſer of Gaveſton and the two Spencers, and other Paraſites of the King: He was likewiſe a 
ſevere punither of Vice, and as great an encourager of Men of Virtue and Learning; and on 
ſuch only he beſtow'd what Church Preferments were in his Hinds: And at the fame Time, 
to encourage Learning, beitow'd much upon Poor Students in the Univerſities: He bore the 
Character of a Man of ſingular Piety (g), and a Mirrour of Prelates: He was generous to his 
Church, and gave to it Veſtments, together with a moſt rich Cope, and all his Books Ch ): 
He was exceedingly Charitable, for which he was generally by the Vulgar reverenc'd as a 
Saint after his Death, which happen'd at Ocreford, 14. May 1313. according to Thorn; but 
more truly, according to Birehngten and the Obituary of this Church, on the 5th Id. May 
being Friday 1313. and was buricd 10 Kal. June in the upper South- Croſs, near the Altar of 
St. Gregory, whither the People reſorted out of Devotion, eſteeming him a Saint: And about 
thirteen Years after his Death, Thomas Earl of Lancafter, applied to the Pope for his Cano- 
nization; but the Pope return d, that thoſe Affairs wers to be cautiouſly undertaken, and fought 
for in a different manner, with Proof of Miracles, and a general Requeſt of Prelates; fo it 
went off: But ſuch was the Adoration paid there, notwithſtanding that is was Demoliſh'd at 
the Reformation, as giving Occaſion to Idolatry. It muſt not be forgotten that this Archbiſhop

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2 in a Viſion at Rome the Death of King Edward (a). He gave ten rich Be- 
pe n Divinity, and near as much to the Bachellors in Divinity; and to o- 
s ther Scholars he was generous, giving to ſome fourty Shillings, and to others twenty yearly ; 
to the Mendicants he was likewiſe Bountiful, giving to ſome twenty, ſome ten Marks: In 
Charity to the Poor he was very excellent, relieving them 2 Sunday to the Number of 
four Thouſand; and on the four Feſtivals of the Bleſſed Virgin Mary, he give one hundred 
and fifty Pence to as many poor Perſons; and on the Feaſt of her Conception, and the four 
Days preceding it, and on the Feaſts of the others, and other memorable Feſtivals, he gave 
one hundred Pence; and to all that were Ancient and Inftirm, he gave N ouriſhment and Sub- 
ſiſtance; to poor Perſons who were too Modeſt to beg publickly, he caus d a ſtrict enquiry to 
be made for ſuch in the Circuit of four Miles, and then gave them Annual Penſions proportion- 
able to their Wants, and the Number of their Children: He likewiſe cloth d large Numbers of 
Poor, at the ſame Time that he deny'd himſelf more than two Suits of Apparel at one Time? 
He was ſo ſtrictly Chaſt, that he would never ſpeak to Women but at Confeſſion : He was a 
conſtant frequenter of Church Service and Sermons; and would not be abſent for any Mattcrs 
of State* And as to Diſcipline, he was very remarkable, and would often go into the Chapter- 
Houſe and ſhut the Door upon him, where he us'd corporal Penance, inſomuch that after his 
Death, his Thigh Bones were laid almoſt bare, and the Fleſh livid with Blows, and the bloody 
and watry Subſtance viſible, which ſome conjeur'd was occaſion'd by the hardneſs of the 
Bed; but others, more juſtly, by his Scourging. And however ſevere and ſtrict he was in 
obſerving upon himſelf, he was to others at Table, and elſewhere, Affable, Free, and Plca- 
ſant; but hated Paraſites, Oppreſſors, and Sportſmen : He was, as to his Perſon, Luſty ; but 
had a fair and plcaſant CompleQion : He was moderate in his Diet, and if any Daintics 
| were at his Table, he never taſted them; but diſtributed them to Women and ancient Men: 
1 He was a very great Devotee to the Virgin Mary, and us'd frequently to ſay the Salutation 
| of the Angel, or the Ave, upon his Fingers; and if we may credit the Writers of this Mona- 
ſtery, at his Burial was a wondrous Miracle, for while that was repeated over his Grave, 
one ſaw the Thumb of the dead Corps traverſe over the Fingers as uſual in his Life Time, 
He viſited the Convent of Worceſter, and Preach'd in the Chapter-Houſe there; and went the 
ſame Day to Wyke, to viſit Biſhop Godfrey, who then lay Sick; and the Day following viſited 
the Priory, and when he came into the great Hall, it was fill'd with Strangers, whereupon he 
and his Retinue went away, and would not Dine; not long after he went again into the Chap- 
tcr-Honſe, and depos'd the Sub-Prior, Precentor, and Chamberlain; and ſuſpended the third

and was a ſingular Benefactor to it, procuringto it many Privileges and Advantages; and preſent- 
ing it with much Treaſure; and built the famous Hall in the Biſhop's Palace. Upon this Electi- 
on, Word vas ſent to Pope Nicholas, by Letters dated 1278. the 11th Day of Auguſt, but was ſer 
aſide by the Pope. This Prelate was a great Stateſman and Favourite, and conſtant atten- 
dant on the King, with whom he Sail'd to France, the 13th of May, 1286. and retirn'd the 
21ſt Day of Auguſt 1289. and laſtly, going with him into Scotland, he died at Berwick, the 
25th of October, 1292. and was buried at Vell, the 23d of November, he was a Benefactor to 
Cambridge, where 'tis likely he was Educated. 

Upon his Death the Monks unanimouſly clected Thomas Cobham, on the 28th Day of May, 
Anno 1313. a Man of great Learning and Virtue (e), Born in Kent, perhaps at the Place 
of his Name; Educated at Cambridge, and Chancellor of that Univerſity ; and is recorded ag 
a Benefactor to it (J); made Canon of Wells, 13 December 1299. Archdeacon of Lewes, 
Anno 1301. Precentor of Tork, 14 July 1312. and Canon of St. Paul's, and Biſhop of Mor- 
ceſter within two Years after. At the Time of his Election to Canterbury, he was at Paris 
and receiv'd Letters of his Election on the ſixth Day of June, to which he conſented on the 
8th of the ſame Month; which the King put off, and Cobham earneſtly applied to the Pope | 4 
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that Falter Biſhop of Worceſter, Favourite of that indiſcreet Prince Edward the Second, might 

have it in his ſtead; and leaving the King, averſe to his Election, at Pontiniac, he went to

ON of a Baker at Windſor, Chaplain to King Edward the Firſt, and Tutor tothe Prince 
= afterward Edward the Second. His firſt Poſt in the Church was a Canonry in the Ca- 
thedral of St. Paul's London, and the Rectory of Wymbledon ; upon the Death of Biſhop 
Gainſborough he was, at the King's earneſt Requeſt, elected to be Biſnop of Worceſter; he was 
Conſecrated in this Church of Canterbury on the 13th = of Oftober, Anno 1308. by Archbi- 
ſhop Robert; and on the 1ſt of Ofober 1313. he had the Priory of Granſel, at which Time he 
was Lord Chancellor, being conſtituted fo the 22d Day of Auguſt, Anno 1307. which Poſt 
he refiga'd on the 6th of Fuly 1311- He ſat not long in the the Chair of Worceſter, for on 
the firſt Day of Odober, Anno 1313. being at the Priory of Granſel (a); the King (as he 
before 1 in the Caſe of Worceſter) made Application to Pope Clement the 5th, to re- 
move him to this of Canterbury (V); this wasaccordingly done 8 Kal. October 1313. by a Bull of 
Proviſion; he was inthron'd 13 Kal. March, Anno 1313. on Sunday Quinquageſima;, and 
he had recriv'd his Pall at Charcham, Id. February: He was Lord Treaſurer (c) of England, 
Conititured the 22d Day of Auguſt, Anno 1307. and Chancellor, which he reſign d on the 
6th Day of Fly, Anno 1311. (d) The Bull of his Tranſlation to Canterbury was publifh'd in 
St. Paul's Church on the 4th Day of Fanuary, Anno 1314 (e). He gave to this Convent the 
Priory of Cal lecote (), a part of the Archbiſhop's Revenue, for their Uſe; and the Obituary 
mentions the Wood of Thorold, as given by him. He wrote to Pope Fobn the 22d to preyail 
with him to Canonize his Predeceſſor Robert Winchelſey, Anno 1326. in which Epiſtle he 
mentions that Prelate's Education in the liberal Sciences; and afterwards his excelient Know- 
ledge in Divinity, and his religious and diligent Duty as Archbiſhop; then mentions his Trou- 
bles and Adverſities for the Rights and Liberties of the Church, and his extreme Poverty up- 
on that Occaſion, his Family ſcatter'd, and himſelf forc'd to ſhift for himſelf like a Beggar, and 
to go an Exile out of England, his Subſtance being ſeiz d, which he conſtantly and patiently 
fuffer'd for the Church's good; infomuch, that he could be eſteem'd no leſs than a Martyr 
for it; and mentions Miracles done by him, yet is not particular; but his endeavour was in 
vain, as was the Earl of Lancaſter's before. About the Y car 1325. there was a ſtruggle be- 
tween Walter and the Archbiſhop of Tork, concerning bearing the Croſs; for Tork was that 
Year made Treaſurer: But when Falter could not oppoſe it, he Excommunicated Tork through- 
out the City of London (g); but this notwithſtanding, the Archbiſhop of Jork ſaid Mafs in 
Weſtminſter Abbey on the Anniverſary of Edward the Confeſſor, but without a Pall: And on 
the Morrow following, as the Archbiſhop was in the Green-Chainber in the Palace at Ve- 
minſier, the Parliament then fitting, he was very familiarly ſpeaking to Turk, whom He had 
declar'd Excommunicate; which when the Biſhop of Rocheſter ſaw, he gently reprov'd him 
for it. This Prelate, though rais'd and favour'd ſo much by King Edward the Second, prov'd 
an ungrateful Subject, and under hand ſupply'd the Queen with Money: However, upon her 
Landing, he call'd to him at Lambeth, the Biſhop of London, Wincheſter, Exeter, Wor- 
ceſter, and Rocheſter, to conlult about ſending to the King and Queen, for Eſtabliſhing Peace 
between them; propoſing St. Paul's in London as a proper Place to Aſſemble in; but he was 
diſſwaded from going over the Thames by reaſon of the furious Mob, and the Hate they bare the 
Biſhops: However, the Hedneſday after St. Luke's Day, they met at Guild-Hall with the Par- 
liament, when the furious Populace ſearch'd for the Biſhop of Exeter at the Convent of the 
Preaching Friers , he fled to St. Paul's Church, and was ſeiz'd at the Porch, beaten, wounded, 
and drag d to the Croſs in Cheap/ide and Beheaded: The Archbiſhop hearing this Uproar, 
fied with his Family to Canterbury; but upon the Queen's getting the better, he very baſely 
join'd in her Intereſt, and when Homage was done the young Prince, as King, he Prcach'd up- 
on this Text, Vox Populi, vox Dei. Soon after he went with the Archbiſhops of V- and 
D::blin, to Reaſon with the Londoners, concerning the Biſhop of Exeter's Murder; and 
meeting at Gwld-HaZ, the Londoners vility'd him, and in going out of the Hall Cruuded him,

February, The 
ear following he was admitted to his Temporalities, and took his Oath to the King; He receiv'd 
his Pall the gth Xal. May, at which Time he was at Tork: This Pall the Biſhop of Rocheſter 
V receiv'd from the Pope, and wrote to the Archbiſhop that he might bring it, but he kept it 
ſeven Weeks at Trottiſclive; in the mean while the Arbhbiſhop went over-Sea as the King's 
Ambaſlador, and wrote to the Biſhop of Rocheſter to haſten to him with the Pall (e). The Bi- 
ſhop receiv'd the Pall in the Chapel at Haiyng, on Munday before the Feaſt of St. Gregory, and 
went over-Sea the Sunday following and deliver'd the Pall and Bulls to him in the Church of 
Rue near le Gard in Ponthien, The Words upon which occaſion Dene in Hiſt.

He was inthron'd 7 Ia. Ofober ©) This Prelate was Educated at Oxford, where he com- 
menc'd Doctor of Laws; he was Canon of Tork, and made Archdeacon of Lincoln; and being 
a great Favourite of King Edward the Second, and Privy-Countellor and 27 to him, 
he prevail'd with the Pope to place him in the See of Wincheſter, by Proviſion dated 20th 

ne. and Conſecrated by Yitalis, Cardinal of Alba, the 2d June 1323. being at that Time 
Chancellor of England, and continu'd fo till Hokeday following. And the King going upon 
his Expedition againſt France, he made him Chief Juſticiary of England - While he was Bi- 
ſhop of Wincheſter he ſuffer d much Trouble, through means of Robert Balduch the Chancel- 
lor, who oppreſs d him ſo, that it was Criminal to fell him Food; and for one Year he fut- 
fer'd much: But at length, juſt matter for the King's Diſpleaſure not being found againſt him, 
he was receiv'd into the King's Favour at Thornbrugge, on the Vigil of St. Peter and Paul, 
Anno 1323. and receiv'd his Temporalities; and from that was employ'd in the King's Affairs 
and entruſted. Upon Queen Iſabell's Landing, and the Uproars thereupon, and the Murder 
of the Biſhop of Exeter, and Mortimore's being at Sarum, the Biſhop was then in II Ilton. Nun- 
nery; the Earl ſummon'd a Council what to do, and how to flay the Biſhop; of which he 
having notice, fled from the Nunnery by Night, and Jay hid in the Fields all that Night, and 
the next Day went to his Manor of Honiton: While he was there the Earl fully deſign'd his 
Death, but he privately warn'd of it, fled on Sunday thence to Wincheſter, and thence to his 
Manor of Woalthem; where ſtill Death was preparing for him, but he conccal'd himſelf in 
Hordere's Wood, and was ſoon after ſafe; and upon Haldoch Death made Chancellor: From 
IWinchefter, as we before obſerv'd, he was by Proviſion remov'd here, and recetv'd the Papal 
Letters (being then at Cherrſey in Surry) on the iſt Day of February, Anno 1323. and on the 
fifth of the ſame Month waited upon the King then at IVoodſlock, and receiv'd his Temporalities 
from him; and on the eleventh Day the Bull of Proviſion was read in this Church: After this 
being in ſuch high Poſt as Metropolitan and Chancellor, and having a ſtrict Eye upon an indiſ- 
creet Prince by reaſon of Youth, and a looſe Court, he rais'd to himſelf many Enemies, and 
in Flanders his Death was contriv'd, for being a Rebel to the King, and a eee of the 
Land; and in theſe Deſigus many Nobles, and with them a Number of the Clergy join'd; and 
in order to deſtroy him, they carried the King to the Tower London, upon his Landing on the 
Vigil of St. Andrew, 1340. and on the firſt Day of 1 thinking the Archbiſhop was 
then at Lambeth, attempted his Death, but he happily was that Day at Cherrynoe, and fo 
they were diſappointed; and at the ſame Time, ſome others in the Secret, ſeiz'd hn de St. 
Paul, Michael de Wath and H. Stretford, his Clerks, as Chancellor, and lmprifon'd them; and 
on the ſecond Day of December, the Archbiſhop left Cherrynge by Day-break, and to avoid 
danger, came the ſame Day to Canterbury; and the ſame Day Sir Nicholas de Cantiluve came 
from the King to Canterbury in the Afternoon, and found the Archbiſhop in the Prior's Cham- 
ber, and exhibited the King's Letters to him. My Lord you remember that you were bound 
on the King's behalf, to the Merchants of Lovarn, in a certain Sum, and therefore in the 
* King's Name, I Charge you to go over Sea; and in order to take Directions in that Aff ur, 
* to wait upon the King at London on Sunday next ”; to which the Archbiſhop made anſwer, 
that thoſe Affairs were Laborious and Intricate, and that he would confider of them, and ſend 
him Word by one of his Servants; and in a few Daygſhe ſent his Letters of Advice, that he 
ſhould keep his Allegiance and the Peace, according to his Oath, and preſerve Peace among the 
Parliament, and give the King wholeſome Advice; but theſe Letters were not regarded. Af- 
ter this, on good Friday, 1340. he faid Maſs in this Church, and Preach'd upon this "Text : In 
ſlie bus ſuis non timuit Principem, Eccl. Cap. 48. And at the End of his Sermon blam'd himſclf 
for having had too large a ſhare of temporal Buſineſs, and blam'd the Oppreſſion of the Clergy 
and People, and the Payment of Tenths to the King, and own'd his errors in this and other 
publick Atfairs; and recited the Particulars, requeſting of the Audience that they would ſuffer 
him to Weep: And becauſe there were ſome near the King who were his Enemics, and breakers 


of Magna Charta, and Infringers of the Church's Privilege, he pronounc'd the greater Ex- 


communication, the Clergy ſtanding round in their Habits with lighted Candles in their Hands, 
againſt all that ſhould diſturb the Liberties of his See of Canterbury, all that ſhould preſume 
to diſturb the Peace of the King and Nation, againſt all the Infringers of Magna Charta and 
Charta Foreſta, & c. and this Excomunication he caus'd to be Publiſh'd througout his Province. 
On the fourth Day of Fanuary, 1340. Ralph, Baron of Stafford, Steward of the Houſhold 
to the King, came to Canterbury with Letters of Credence to the Archbiſhop, to know the Rea- 
ſons why he Publiſh'd the Excommunication beforemention'd; to which he made Anſwer, 
That thoſeExcommunications were enjoin'd by the Canons, and not of his Deſign or Invention;

and the Lord Stafford Summon'd him to appear before the King and Conſult with him upon 
the national Affairs, and having ſo done left him, and went to London with the Advocate and 
Notary that were with him. After this, on Sunday the 18th Day of February, that Year 
William Kildeſiy, a great Enemy of the Archbiſhop's and a fomentor of his Troubles, came to 
Canterbury about Nine in the Morning, and with him ſeveral Merchants of Brabant; and af. 
ter Dinner the Merchants ſent to the Priory, wherethe Archbiſhop then was, that they might 
have acceſs tohim, with William de Natyngdon and Geoffrey Baron, Notaries; and Sir Tho. Br,k. 
bull, Kt. and Simon de Cherrynge, Notary, told em from the Archbiſhop, that they might ſpeak 
to him with Natyngdon, but not with Baron, whom he ſuſpected, and ſo they went their Wa a 
and Conſulted with Ailddeſiy z and at his Advice they made Proclamation at the Croſs before v4. 
Priory-Gate, to Summon the Archbiſhop to Flanders, to make Satisfaction for the King's Debts, 
for which he was bound, and to continue there till the Debts were paid, which done they left 
Canterbury, On Aſ(b-IWedneſday the 21ſt Day of February, he Preach'd at Canterbury, in this 
Church upon this Text: Convertimini ad me in toto Corde veſiro, Joel 2. and advis d the Peg. 
ple to Confeſſion, and granted to ſuch as ſhould twenty Days Indulgence; and at the End of his 
Sermon told the Audience, thatthe Prior of Canterbury had Letters from the King, which he 
defir'd him to Publiſh: And inſtantly, the Prior bad Fohn Edecrone read themaloud, to all which 


the Archbiſhop alledg'd his Innocency; and bad the People Pray for the King and Queen, and 


gave to ſuch Indulgence of forty Days: The chief Purport of which, were the great Elteem 

the King had formerly for him, even as for a Father; and that in confidence of his Wiſdom, 

and aſſurances of Supply, he undertook the War with France, but was diſappointed of Supplies, 

truſting in a Reed; and after much Toil and Expence, oblig'd to return to England, and that 

he had by Nicholas de Cant ilupe Summon'd him to London: But the Archbiſhop puff d- up with 

Proſperity, and meanly timorous in Adverſity, fearing where he had no need, came not; and 

a ſecond Time ſent the Lord Stafford to him) but he return'd Anſwer that he would not 

ſpeak with the King, but in a full Parliament, which at that Time could not be call'd ; and 

from a Friend he was grown a ſevere Foe, a Snake in the Graſs and a Fire in the Boſom; and 

that he had Preach'd and Publiſhd that the King oppreſs'd the yon, > and Pcople, and the 

Church, and Publiſh'd Excommunication to raiſe Suſpicion in the People, &c. and charg'd 
the Prior to Publiſh the Libel; to which, the Archbiſhop Publiſh'd a full Anſwer. After this 
the Archbiſhop continu'd intheſPalace at Canterbury for tear of his Enemies, from the ad Day of 
December, to the 17th Day of April; and being Summon'd to Parliament in Quinden Paſche, 

and having the King's ſafe Conduct to go and return, he went to Lambeth on St. Gregory's 
Day, which was the firſt Day of Parliament, but went not to the Houſe that Day; and on 
the next Day he went with the Biſhops of London and Chicheſter, and a great Company of Cler- 
gymen and Eſquires to Weſtminſter, and at the Door of Heſiminſler- Hall he was met by the 
Lord Stafford the Steward, and the Lord Fobn Darſy the Chamberlain; charging him in the 
King's Name, not to enter the Parliament till he had Anſwer'd what ſhould be Objected ro 
him in the Court of Exchequer; to which he anſwer'd, © That was not a proper Notice nor Day 
* for that, but for him to attend Parliament: However, tooblige the King, heenter'd the Exche- 
quer-Court, and ſaid hc would deliberate on the Articles there exhibited againſt him, which done 
he went to the Painted Chamber to the King, and took his Place in Parliament; and told the 
Biſhops of London, Coventry, and Litchfield, that he came for theſe Reaſons; Firſt, For the Ho- 
nour and Rites of the Church of England; Secondly, for the Service of the King and Pcople; 
Thirdly, for the good of the King and Queen; Forerthly, to purge himſelf in open Parliament 
of the Crimes wherewith he was charg'd ; Fifthly, in Obedience to the King's Writ; aud ar 
Nine the Parliament brake up. On St. Mark's Day following, he went again to the Houſe, 
but the King came not, and they adjourn'd. On Thurſday following, he went to the Court 
of Exchequer to anſwer to the Articles objected againſt him: On Friday he went to Par- 
liament, and was met at WWeſiminſter-Hal Door by Sir Fobn Darſy, Gyles Beauchampe, and. 
Ralph Nevil, charging him to attend the Exchequer-Court; to whom he made anſwer, “ That he 
vas ſummon'd to Parliament, and would attend that, and not the Exchequer ” ; and ſo weng 
to the Painted-Chamber; where, fitting with the Biſhops of London, Chicheſter, Eh, Coven- 
try, Bath, Hereford, Saliſbury, and St. David's, but the King came not; and Adam Biſhop of 
IWinchefter, and Bouſſer, and Sir John Darſy, came to them, and charg'd the Archbiſhop, up- 
on his Obedience, to ſubmit and humble himſelf to the King, and he ſhould find Favour; to 
whom the Archbiſhop made anſwer, That he had, and would be Obedient, Sako ordine ſu? &. 


ſtatu. On the Srnday following the Biſhop went to Weſtminſter, and was met by two Serjcants 


at Arms, who deſir'd him not to take it amiſs, for they were order'd to forbid him entering 
the Parliament; to whom he anſwer'd; That, be was calld by the King's Writ, and had, next 
him, the firſt Fote, and therefore would go in for defence of his Church's Privileges; but they 
deny'd him Entrance expreſly; whereupon he took his Croſs in his Hands and vow'd not to 
ſtir from thence till he hadother Meſſage from the King: Within a little Time after came Dar

At which Affronts the Archbiſhop being mov d, replied, 
The Curſe of God, the Virgin Mary, and St. Thomas, together with mine, be tout hi, Heads 
who ſo hinder'd the Kino. Thus he ſtood at the Door of the Parliament-Houſe with the Bi- 
ſhops of London and Chicheſter, till the Earls of Northampton and Saliſbury came out; to whom 
the Archbiſhop ſaid, © That he, being call'd to Parliament, could not have Admiſtion, and 
« defir'd them to require of the Sing, in his Name, not to ſuffer the Rights of the Church 
« of Canterbury to be Infring'd; ” which they promis d; and ſoon after the Archbiſhop, with 
the others, the Biſhop of Eh taking the Croſs, went into the Little-Hall of 1Weftmin/ter and 
{taid there ſome Time; at length, entring with them the Painted- Chamber, where the 'Trea- 
chery of the Biſhop of Winche/ter was diſcover'd to be a great means of the 1 
between the King and the Archbiſhop. On the Sunday following, the ſaid Darſy, and on 

William Killeſby, exhibited a Charge againſt him, before the 3 and Aldermen of London, 
in. the Chapter -Houſe at 1Weſimin/ter ;, that they might render him odious to the City; and 
the Monday following, being the laſt Day of April, the Articles were Publiſh'd, that fo he 
might be render'd univerſally Odious. On the firſt Day of May, 1341. he went to the Par- 
liament, early in the Morning, to purge himſelf from the Articles laid to his Charge; upon 
which a Jury of twelve Peers was nam'd, viz, the Biſhops of London, Hereford, Bath, and 
Exeter, the Earls of Arundel, Saliſbbury, Huntington, Suffolk, and the Lord Henry Piercy, 
Thomas de Nate, Ralph Baſſet, and Ralph de Nevil, Barons. On the Wednzſday following 
the Archbiſhop being in the White-Chamber, z. . the Court of Requeſts, before the King, 
again requeſted leave to purge himſelf in full Parliament, but he could not be heard; upon 
which he ſaid, Imminente periculo, neceſſitate laborare He would have gone on but was in- 
terrupted. On Thurſday in the Invent Holy-Croſs, the Archbiſhop was in Parliament, and the 
Biſhops of London, Chicheſter, Saliſbury, Bath, Coveutry, Hereford, Exeter, St. David's, 
Durham, and Carliſle, the Earls of Arundel, Saliſoury, Hunt higton, Exeter, St. David's, 
Pembroke, Suffolk, and Anjoy, the Abbats of JYeſiminſler, St. Aupuſline's in Canterbury, 
St. Alban's, St. Edmundbury, and Wincheſter, the Lords Tate, Piercy, Warkelle, Henry de 
Spenſer, Henry de Feres, Peter de Montfort, Richard Talbot, and Fobn Gray, and Sir Fobn 
Darſy, the King's Chamberlain, Bartholomew de Burgherſhe, the Mayor of London, the Ba- 
rons of the Cinque-Ports, and the Knights Commiſſioners of England, ſtanding before the 
King, interceded for the Archbiſhop, and the King receiv'd him into Favour; and in a few 
Days after call'd him to the Privy-Council, and made him his chief Counſcllor. He fall ill 
at Maidſtone, where laying ſome Days Languiſhing, he was remov'd to Maghfield, where ho 
made his Will and died on the Vigil of St. Bartholomew, Anno 1348. about One of the 
Clock, having juſt heard Maſs. He was thrice Chancellor of England, the firſt, 28 November 
1331. and.deliver'd the Scals to his Brother Robert the 23d of 7une, 1333. and the fame 
Year 3 November, he was again conitituted Chancellor, and quitted it the 6 April, 1335.

mas Bradwardyn the King's Confeſſor, who conſented the Day following; but the Pope, 
at the King's Requeſt (a), gave it, by way of Proviſion on the Gt¹ Ke!. Nou. 1548. to John 
Lord, which Bulls proviſionary were read in the Chapter-Houſe at Canterbury the 6th Kal. 
September. IWalſtngham ſays, that the King writing to the Pope ſomewhat ſharply concern- 
ing his illegal Method of providing and recommending this Uſord, as qualiſied, put the Pope 
upon obliging him. He was of a noble Deſcent, as, fome ſay, being Son to the Exrl of Suf- 
folk ;, but by miſtake, for another u. Ufford, who Anno 1366. in Archbiſhop Lang bands 
Time (John Ufford Filius Com. Suffolcia) is ſaid to be a Student at Cambridge, and to have 
the Church of Hengham inthe Dioceſs of Norwich, and a Prebendary in Lincoln, viz. of Sl:ford. 
This, our Archbiſhop, who is no where anciently call'd by any other Name than d Offord, 
was a Student at Cambridge, as is ſuppos d; for in the Miilal for BenefaRors to that Univer- 
fity, they Pray for him. He was Door of Laws, and for his great Proficiency made Chan-

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cellor of England, and had the Seals deliver d him the 36. O06. 1345. and on the 26 Fes 
1347. he was made Canon of els, he is ſaid by Bircbington, to be Dean of Lincoln, and 
by the preat Intereſt he made, procur'd this Archbiſhoprick, with many Privileges from the 
Pope; for which he rais d prodigious Summs, but dying before he was Conſecrated, or had re- 
imburs d himſelf, he tuin d many of his Creditors for, as one obſerves, at that Time gr 
and Fat Preferments went at ſuch a high rate, that the Purchaſers could ſcarcely, in long Time, 
reimburſe themſelves: He was a ſick, weak Man, and afflicted much with the Palſy, when he 
was preſented, and the Year following, viz, on the 11th Kal.

D. and entring into Orders, had a Canonry of Lincoln; and for his excellent 
be hy 1 ſtrictneſs of Life, was firſt taken notice of by Richard de Bury, Biſhop 
of Durbam who entertain'd him as Domeſtick Chaplain in his Houſe, together with Richatd 
Fitz-Ralph, afterwards Archbiſhop of Armagh, and others, tothe Number of ſix, all Doctors, 
and Men preferr'd by him; who having been Tutor to King Edvard Ill. when Prince of Wales, 
and afterwards Privy-Seal under him, when the King was much in his Favour; he therefore 
knowing Bradwar 's excellent Qualifications, and thinking him moſt proper to be near 
him. recommended him as his Confeſſor; and as ſuch he attended him in his French Expeditions; 
and to his excellent Inſtrudions to the King, and Sermons to the Army, much of the Fngli/b 
Succeſs is attributed: In this Poſt he continued long, having no other Preferment but Chan- 
cellor of St. Paul's, and ſeeking none; and therefore was with much difficulty prevail'd with 
to add to it a Prebendary of Lincoln; and it was upon the Account of his Temper the King 
notwithſtanding the great value he had for him) oppos d his firſt Election, as knowing he 
Cera it not, and the King could ill part with him: But now, upon Uford's Death, he readily 
came into the Election, and wrote to the Pope, who, it ſcems, had of his own thought, and 
by way of Proviſion, unknowing the Election, fix d it upon him; for whichReaſon he is (aid 
to be the faireſt elected of any: This ſecond Election happen'd Anno 1349. on the 4 June, 
to which he conſented the Day follow ing; and the Pope had conferr'd it on him the 19th of the 
ſame Month: Whereupon, going to Auignion, he was the ſame Year, on the Sunday the Vi- 
il of St. Margaret, vis. 19th of Fly, Conſecrated in the Church of the Frier-Minors, by 
Bertrand Ebrendun Prieſt-Cardinal of St. Mark, ſeveral Cardinals, - Biſhops, and Abbats, 
then attending the Court, aſſiſted at his Conſecration. On which Day one Hugo Cardinal Tu- 
relenſis, and Nephew to the Pope, ſeeing no further of the Man than his outward Simplicity, 
Which was very ſingular, thought to ridicule him, Dy ordering a-Jeſter to ride into the 
Room upon an Aſs, while he was at Dinner, and banter him ; but he was highly reprimand- 
ed for it: This over, he made his Vilits, and took leave as uſual; and returning homewards, 
Landed at Dover on Wedneſday 19 Auguſt, and was at that Caſtlez thence he went to Chey- 
tham, and the next Day to Dertfurd; on Sunday the Vigil of the Aſſumption of the Bleſſed 
Virgin he waited on the King at Elcham, and had Delivery of his Temporalities: Thence he 
on the ſame Day went to reſt himſelf, after his Fatigue, at a Seat of his Friend the Bithop of 
Rochefler's, call'd Le Place, near Lambeth, (for the Sec of Canterbury was now ſtrangely har 
raſs d) here he lodg d that Night, and the Monday and Tueſday following; and on the Wedneſ- 
day died there, whence, being convey'd to Canterbury, he was buried on Sunday the Decol- 
lation of St. Fohn Baptiſt, in the Chapel of St. Anſelm under the South-Wall; over him is a 
mean ordinary Stone, a {mall height from the Ground, laid; ſuch the preſent Calamity of 
the Church could afford him, and more than they could his Predeceſſor. He was a Man 
of deep Learning, and fo great a Divine, at leaſt fo well vers'd in the drifty Reading of that 
Time, call'd School-Divinity, that he had the Title of DoGor 7 5 applied to him, and 
as ſuch, Chaucer caſts his Eyes, perhaps Jocoſely, upon him in the N Priefi's Tale of the 
Cock and the Fox.

He is ſaid to be Educated at Merton- College in Oxford, where he commenc'd Doctor of 
Laws: But Cambridge may more juſtly lay claim to him, he being a BenefaRor to that Uni- 
Hh verlity, 
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verſity: He was Archdeacon of Srow, Anno 1332 Vicar-General of the Biſhop of Lincoln, 1 337% 
Canon and Official of Lincoln, 1338; Canon of St. Paul's; Dean of the Arches. Afterwards 

owing in Favour at Court, he was made Secretary to the King, and Keeper of the Privy-Seal. 
Fe had been much in Archbiſhop Stratford's Eſteem, who wiſh'd him to ſucceed him. This 
Perſon, the Monks, upon Bradwardyn's Death, elected, viz. on the 20 Sept. 1349. but Pope 
Clement, by his new and ſcandalous Practice of Proviſion, ſet it afide, and put him in by Virtue 


of his own Bull dated 4 Odob. and on Sunday the 13 Kal. Jan. being the Vigil of St. Thomas the 
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Apoſtle : He was Conſecrated in St. Paul's Church London, by Ralph Biſhop of London, Wil. 
liam Biſhop of Wincheſter, and Fobn of Meneve : His Pall was deliver'd him in the Chapel of 
his Manor at Eyſoire on Thurſday 25 March, 1350. and on the 11t of Augtſt following he 
was enthroniz d in his Church at Canterbury; which was done after a very private manner, not 
only ſuiting his Temper, which was much averſe to Show and Expence, but the miſerable 
ſtate of his See; for being enter'd it, he found it miſerably Impoveriſh'd, that he knew not 
where to go, nor had ſo much as a Palace that was Habitable; but being a Man of 
thorough intent, he inſtantly ſet about regulating his Dioceſs; and firſt, finding his Palace at 
Lai heth rainated, that of Maidſtone to the Ground, and other Havocks made, he ſu'd the 
Executors of Offord, Andrew Archdeaconof Middleſex, and recover'd for Dilapidations. The 
Dioceis of Canterbury, by Reaſon of late Vacancies and other Diſorders, having been much 
neglected, he ſet about to viſit, ejecting ſeveral of his Clergy, for which he is blam'd, as 
ſtretching his Power to the utmoſt, and acting with too great an Auſterity of Temper. And 
now ſetting about improving his Revenues he — down the Palace at Vrot ham, much ruina- 
ted.; and applied the Materials to finiſh the Houſe at Maidftone : He likewiſe rebuilt and en- 
larg'd the Palace at Lambeth, but finding the recovery for Dilapidations fall ſhort of his De- 

ſign, he procur'd leave of the Pope to tax the Clergy of his Dioceſs four Pence in every 
Mark, which his Collectors enlarg'd to a tenth ; thus by degrees he recover'd his See to a 
conſiderable Eſtate, and was very ſtrict in ſtanding up for the Rights of it. The Year after 
his Election, he procur'd, in favour of the Clergy, upon the King's preſenting to Livings, the 
Biſhops in Caſe of Quare non admifit, and the Clergy's exemption from Secular Judges; but then 
he, on the other hand, took care to direct the Puniſhment of ſuch Clerks Convicts in ſuch a 
manner of Severity as exceeded what the Laws would have, enjoyning ſuch as Impriſonment 
during Life, with mean Diet, &c. He Publiſh'd ſeveral uſeful Edicts, as obſerving Sunday; 
and did many publick ſpirited things, as Founding Canterbury-College in Oxford, now part of 
(a) Chriſs-Church; vindicating his Metropolitan Privileges n the Archbiſhop of Tork: 
He gave to the Convent the Churches of Eaſtry and Monkton, and left to his Church one 
thouſand Sheep, his rich Veſtments, and a great quantity of Plate: He was Excommunicated 
by the Pope, upon account of Biſhop Lylde of Eh. He is ſaid to have fold and made away 
with the Church-Revenues; and in January, as he was riding from his Palace at Orteford to 
Maghfield, between Sevenoak and Tunbridge, he fell from his Horſe into a Miry-Place and 
was wet, but herode on without changing his Clothes, and coming to Maghfield, about Noon,

ON of --- - --- Langham, perhaps Born at Weſtminſter, where his Parents ſeem to have 
8 inhabited, and are buried in the Nave of the ſaid Church, was very early enicr'd a Novice in 
that Monaſtery, where, by ſeveral Riſings he became ſucceſſively Prior of that Church and Abbar; 
He receiv'd his Temporalities 16 Sept. 1349, while he was Abbat. Here hegrew in fvour with 
the King, and was by him made Lord-Treaturer, viz. 21 Nov. 1360; thence by Bull of Proviſion 
dated 10 Jun. 1362. promoted tothe See of Ely, and the Year following, vis. 19th Eb. 1363. 
made Lord-Chancellor of England; where, after three Years continuance in theSeeof E/p, le 
was by Pope Urban the 4th's Proviſion Tranſlated to Canterbury on the 8 Kal. Aug. 1366. which 
was Publiſh'd in the Chapter of Canterbury 5 Nov. and in Bym- Church the gth. Ihe King wh:n 
he admitted Langham to his Temporalities, which was on 5 Nov. in the ſame Year, in his Pa- 
lace of Weſtminſter, oblig'd him to renounce the Words in the ſaid Bull, which were deem'd 
prejudicial to the Laws lately Enacted, He receiv'd his Pall in St. Stephen's Chapel n. 
4th November 1633, and on Thurſday being Lady-day 1367. he was honourably Inthron d at 
Canterbury, and the 6 Id. October kept his Feaſt at Lambeth in a moſt Splendid manner, having 
that Day Conſccrated William of Wickham to the See of Wincheſter. Soon after he reſign'd his 
Office of Chancellor, to which Wickham ſucceeded, and ſetting himſelf to live rctir'd and avoid 
Publick ſhew. He had not thus continu'd two Years, but he was by the Pope on the 24d of 
September 1368. 1 with others, to be Cardinal, of which he had notice, Prid. Non, 
OZ-+ber at Octeford, Upon which Preferment, he, not a little elevated, went to Weſtminſter, 
where the King and Parliament were then aflembled and Publiſh'd his Preferment, Nothing 
certainly could have been more ill- tim'd than this, for there was then ſuch high miſunder{land- 
ing with the Court of Rome, and the King had receiv'd ſuch immeſurable Affronts from thence, 
which himſelf and Parliament had refolv'd not to bear, that Langhan's taking, and opcnly 
Publiſhing this Foreign Complement from the Pope. as it was highly Criminal, 40 his 
not privatcly acquainting the King with it, was the utmoſt Indiſcretion. Whereupon 
the King, with the general Opinion of his Council, ſeiz'd the Archbiſhop's Temporilities, as 
though in caſe of Vacancy. After which, with the King's Leave he continued ar Otteford 
and after a few. Days on the the 28. November 1368. he deliver'd the Seal and Regiſter of the 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, to the Prior of Canterbury at Otreford, and ſent the Archicpiſcopal- 
Croſs

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Croſs tothe Church of Canterbury; and hisRetinue and Clients (who being unwilling to go over- 
Sea) he continued with a very few Servants, in a private manner at Otteſord ſome time; and 
being ſtreightned for Money he Petition'd the Clergy, in the Deanery of Shoreham, for a ſup- 
ply of four Pence in the Mark, under the handſome Colour of an Epiſcopal Taxation; and in 
order to raiſe Money, was forc'd to Scll his Cope. Having thus reſign d his Biſhoprick, 
he, in order to obtain Leave of the King to go over-Sea, went to Weſtminſter and ſtaid till 
the Council met; which when procur'd, he, on Wedneſday the laſt of February, took Ship- 
ing at Dover, and got over-Sea the Thurſdayfollowing, being the firſt of March: By the Pope 
* was very kindly receiv'd at Avignion, and ſoon after made Cardinal Biſhop of raneſte in 
lab, and, under the Title of Adminiſtrator, had the Profits of ſeveral Benefices in England 
as Treaſurer of Veil and Archdeacon of Taunton, by which means he grew very Rich: He 
founded a Houſe of Cart buſians at Avignion. Sometime after this he came into England as the 
Pope's Nuncio, viz- 1374+ and at his interview did off his Hood in Reverence to the King, for 
which he was much Reprimanded by Letters from the Pope and Cardinals, for derogating, 
forſooth, from his Dignity of a Roman Cardinal, which at his return he excus'd, by alledg- 
ing that he only half Unveil'd; as he return'd, he made Canterbury in his Way, and belike 
repining at his former Folly, and knowing Wiztleſey's Death to be near, for he had been Sick 
two Years, and dy'd 1374. he gave Gold to all the Monks of Canterbury, in hopes of a new Electi- 
on, nor was he deceiv'd; for upon Wizrleſey's Death they Elected him, at which the King was 
ſo enrag'd, that he intended to Outlaw the Monks, nor would by any means admit of the E- 
lection, viz. 3oth June 1374. Reg. Cant, Returning therefore to __ and having liv'd 
there in great Honour eight Years, he was ſeiz d with a Palſy as he fat at Dinner, and died on the 
Vigil of St. Mary Magdalene, or as his Epitaph, on the Feaſt, vis. 22d Fuly 1376. As to his 
Character, it ſeems to be that of a very Great and Wiſe Man, of a noble Appearance, capable 
to fill with a good Grace the ſeveral Places he held in Church and State; he was, while Chin- 
cellor, eſteem'd a good Speaker, and it wasat a very great juncture of Affairs, when heſteer'd the 
Helm. Asto Church Matters, he is {aid to have manag'd them with the utmoſt Commendati- 
on, ſaving, that being a F-nediFine Monk, he was too much Bigotted to his Order; and as 
his turning the Seculars out of Canterbury-College, contrary to the Will of the Founder, and 
lacing Regulars, was an Action by no means Juſtitiablez ſo it rais'd a Spirit in that Body of 
earn'd Men, with ic Hliſte at their Head, and indeed the beſt part of that Univerſity to ſpeak 
very openly of the inſufferable Oppretlions of the Prelacy, and inveigh vigorouſly againſt the 
Orders of Regulars; which Invectives, though they largely convuls'd the State at that 'Time, 
yet in their Effect ſhook the Papal Power fo conſiderably, as never rightly to recover, even 
till the Time it totally ceas'd in this Land. As to his private Character, he is ſaid to have been 
Affable, Humble, Temperate and very Munificent; and therefore the Rhimes reflecting upon 
his Extortion at Ely, ſeem'd to be the Produce of ſome ſingle diſcontent; and who knows how 
often a very Trifle repeated by Rote and handed about, with turns in it, will ſtick upon the 
beſt of Characters: That this was his Caſe, ſeems from the regard thoſe of both his Cathedrals 
had for him. The Monk of Ey calls him a diſcreet and provident Paſtor, and ſays, that his 
Memory ſhall ever be remember'd among the bleſſed Biſhops, And the Value thoſe of Canter- 
bury had for him, appears by their readineſs to Elect him the ſecond Time; and the Reaſon 
they gave the Pope for it, becauſe having lately preſided their Paſtor, he had been very kind 
and beneticent to his Church; but if his vaſt Wealth gave Reaſon, we mult conſider the Poſt 
of Benefit he had fill'd, and it ſeems not ſo prodigious a Maſs. His Body was firſt buried in the 
Houſe of the Carthnſians, which he had founded at Avignion, but ſome Time after taken up, 
as in his Will he had appointed, and brought to England, and buried in the Abbey-Church 
of Weſtminſter, to which he had left vaſt Sums of Money and much Plate; of which, ſee in the 
Antiq. of that Abbey. He lies in the Chapel of St. Benedid by the South-crofs, as you enter 
the Sacrarea of St. Edward; his Tomb is rais'd of white Marble, and on it his Effigy dreſs d 
Pomtificaliter of the ſame; it had a wooden Canopy, painted and gilt, over it, but now gone; 
there is this Inſcription round the Ledge.

His firſt Riſe was under his Uncle when Archbiſhop, who (a) 

appointed him his Proctor at Rome; afterwards made his Vicar-general, and Dean of the Ar- 

ches; Archdeacon of Huntington at the Time of Biſhop Lylde's Trouble; Rector of Croyuon 

and Cliffe; he was next Biſhop of Roffen, 23 Ofober, 1360. thence tranſlated to Worceſter, 
the 6th of March, 1364. (b) and, laſtly, upon Langham's Reſignation, tranſlated hither by the 
Pope's Bull of Proviſion dated 3 14. Ofob. 1368. and had his Temporalitics 15 (c Feb. follow- 
ing, and on the 13 Kal. May, 1369. he receiv'd his Pall in the Chapel of Lambeth : He was 
eſtcem'd a Man of ſingular Learning, and an excellent Preacher, as appears by his two Ser- 
mons in Latin, Preach'd at the two Synods he conven'd; at the latter of which he was taken 
faint in the Pulpit, for he had been a conſiderable time Sick, and for two Yearskepthis Chamber. 
He made his Will the 5th Day of June, 1374. in his Chamber at Lambeth , wherein he 
bequeath'd his Subſtance to his Poor Relations, by which it ſcems he was not very Rich; he 
appointed Fobn de Woodall, Walter Dancy, and Fobn de Snftorn, Exccutors; on which Day, 
he is ſaid by, Walfmgham and Godwin, to dye. but more juſtly, according to the Obituary of 
Canterbury, 8 Id. une; and was buricd in his Church under a Marble Monument, in the 
Body of the Church, oppoſite to his Uncle 1/lip's, between two Pillars, with his Effigy and 
an Inſcription in Braſs z which Biſhop Godwin ſays, he formerly had ſcen, but was tlien torn

E Ourth Son of Hugh Earl of Devon, by Margaret Daughter of Humphrey de Bohun, Earl 

of Hereford, by his Wife Elizabeth, Daughter to King Edward I. was Educated in the 
Univerſity of Oxford, where he Studied the Canon-Law, and entring into Orders was made 
Prebend in Wells, Exeter and Tork, with other Eccleſiaſtical Benefices; having been three Years 
Chancellor of Oxford; he was Anno 136g. conſecrated to the See of Hereford, in which 
he continued five Years and a half; and was Anno 1375. Tranſlated to London; in which 
See he was a vigorous Opponent of IF:ckliffe and his Adherents, whom he cited before him 
in that Synod at St. Paul's, where he was inſulted by the Duke of Lancaſter, which occa- 
fion'd the Commotion of the Londoners. Upon Sudbury's Death he was Tranſlated to this See 
by the Pope's Bull of Proviſion, dated 5 14. Sept. 1381. He receiv'd his Pall at Croydon tlie 
6th of May 1382. ſoon after which he conven'd, 17 May 1382. a Synod at the Grey- 
Friers Church in London, where IVicklifſe's. Tenets were Condemn'd; and not long after, 
Vis. on the 20 Frme, Hereford, Rapyngdon, and Aſhton, were examin'd by him for much 
like Tenets. He was a ſtrict Diſciplmarian, and Puniſh'd the Bayliffs and Serjeants of Can- 
zerbury for infringing Church Buſineſs. He repair'd much of this Church and Palace, and 
gave to the Library fix valuable Books, vis. the Millolayg. Auguſtini, and a Dictionary in 
three Volumes, and Dodor de Lira in two Volumes; which Books his Nephew Richard 
Conrtney was to have the Uſe of for his Lite-time (a), and his Executors to return them afre! 
his Death, on Penalty of three hundred Pounds. He obtain'd a Grant of the King to have 
four Fairs at Canterbirr, xearly, v. on the Holy-Innocents,on Whithſun-Eve, on the Eve of Becker's 
Tranſlation, and on Michaelmas-Eve (Y); each to continue nine Days, and be kept within

THOMAS ARUNDER. 


HE Pope, upon Archbiſhop Court ney's Death, Tranſlated, by his Bull of Proviſion, 
7 Kal. October Anno 1396. Thomas Arundel from the See of Mrbto this Metropolitan 
Chair. This Prelate was ſecond Son of Richard Fitz- Alan, Earl of Arund:l, who, at his 
22d Year, being Archdeacon of Taunton, was by Proviſion 13 Argr/t 1373. made Biſhop of 
Ely, being at that Time Archdeacon of Taunton, in the Dioceſs of Wells : (e) He receiv'd Bene- 
diction 16 March 1374. and was Conſecrated at Orteford 9 April 1374. While he was Bi- 
ſhop of Ely, he was a great Benefactor to his Church, and Repair'd much thereof, and the 
Palace, and preſented it with a Table of Gold, full of Reliques, of the (, value of 300 Marks: 
After fourteen Years, five Months, and eighteen Days, he was Tranilated from Ely to York, 
by Bull dated 3 April 1388. and receiv'd his Pall the 14th of September following: Laitly, 
(as beforemention'd) he was Tranſlated hither, being likewiſe elected on th 7th Day of Angr/7, 
Anno 1396. He receiv'd the Pope's Bull of Proviſion 7 Kal. Od. following at Lanibeth, and cius'd 
it to be publiſh'd in this Church on the 11th Day of January, and the Croſs was deliver'd 
him by Prior Chillenden on the Day following, and his Pall in the King's Palace at 1e/tmin- 
ier, on the 10th Day of February, Anno 1399. (g) He was inthron'd*on the 19th of the 
ſame Month, or, according to Thorn, on the 18th Day of February : He was likewiſe pro— 
moted to be Lord Chancellor of England the 2cth Day of April, 1376. hut reſigned it upon 
this laſt Dignity ; ſoon after this he fell under the Storms of thoſe Times; than which, none 
had been more unhappy : For the Duke of Glouceſter, and our Prelate's Brother, the Earl of 
Arundel, undertaking too raſhly to mend the Government Aﬀeairs, fell under the King's Diſ- 
pleaſure, and the Chancellor, willing to ſkreen them, had his ſhare of the Danger; for they 
had terrify'd the King to ſign a Commiſſion for their governing the Realm, and a Pardon; 
which the Commons procur'd to be revok'd, and adjudg'd the Archbiſhop a Traitor for grant- 
ing it; and tlio he ofter'd to anſwer the Charge, the King purpoſely put it off, for tho' he 
told him, to Morrow, to Morrow; yet when he came to the Parliament; the King bad the Bi- 
ſhop of Carliſle to charge him to return to- his Houſe, which he did, and appear'd no more 
in Parliament that Reign, and the ſame Day Sir Zobn Buſby impeach'd him of Treafon in theſe 
three Articles, v7S. 
Firſt, For that he being Chanceflor, and therefore ought to have better avis the King, 
had granted the Commiſſion of Government to the Duke of Glouceſter an4 Furl Arundel. 
Secondly, For that under Colour of the ſaid Commiſſion, the r:gal Puwer bad been uſurp'd, 
and Parliament call'd. 
Thirdly, That by virtue of the ſaid Commiſſion, Sir Simon de Purley, and Sir James Barnes, 
bad been Murther'd, and therefore he requir'd the Archbiſhop to be confin'd. 
Upon this, his Temporalites were Contiſcated, and he Baniſh'd the Land for cver; in fix 
Weeks Time the Archbithop went, according to his Sentence, and, before it was long, Land-

During the Time of his Baniſhment 
the Pope made him * St. Andrew's in Scotland, and reſerv'd ſeveral Dignities for 
him; and the Reaſon ſeems to be, for that he was a very vigorous Proſecutor of Wicklifiſts or 
Lollards, among whom was Sir John Oldcaſile, and others. As a Churchman, he was of 
great Learning, of ready Genius, and very Circumſpect and Indefatigable in the Exerciſe 
of his Archiepiſcopal Function, and at the ſame Time he was a prudent and vigilant State. 
man, in which his Error was greatly owing to the unhappinels of the Times. As to this 
Church, he was a very conſiderable Benefactor, building chiefly the Lantern-Tower, ang 
great part of the Nave, with a ring of Bells; and preſented to it one green Veſtment, and a- 
nother of Cloth of Gold; one golden Mitre richly enchac'd with Jewels, one large Paſtoral 
Staff of ſilver Gilt, one golden Chalice and two Cruets for the High-Altar, worth two hun. 
dred Marks, and a Chalice to be us'd on St. Thomas Becket's Day worth fourty Pounds, with, 
other Jewels and Plate; two Miſſals, and other Books and Ornaments, with the Church or 
Godmerſbam, out of the Income of which, he order d fix Shillings and eight Pence to be given to 
every Monk of this Convent on the Day ot St. Thomas Becket's return, Yearly; one Volume 
of St. Gregory's Works, with Excommunication to ſuch as ſhould remove it out of the Church; 
and laſtly, he left one hundred Pounds to be diſtributed as the Prior and Monks of this 
Church ſhould think fit. He died the 19 February 1413. at Hackington ner Canterbury, 
and was buried on Tweſday following in the Nave of this Church, toward the Weſt. End, un- 
der a Tomb he himſelf erected in his Life-time in an Oratory or Cliauntry, to ſupport two 
Prieſts, in which he left ten Pounds each yearly, out of Norchflees-Parſonage, and a Houſe on

HE Month following Arundel's Death, viz. on Monday the 12th Day of March 141 3. 

the Monk's elected for their Archbiſhop Henry Chichley, Biſhop of St. David's; to which 
he conſented on Friday following: Butthe Pope willing to have his Hand in thoſe Affairs, Tran- 
ſlated him by Bull of Proviſion dated 5 Kal. May, Anno 1414. The King delivered him his 
Temporalities on the 3oth of May, and he receiv'd his Pall on 29th Day of July following: To 
this Election the King had given his Aſſent, on the 23d Day of March (h. This Prelate was 
Born at Higham- Ferrers in Northamptonſhire, where he founded a College of eight Fellows, 
four Clerks, and fix Choiriſters; and an Alms-Houſe for the Poor, augmented, by his Brethren 
Robert and William Chichle, Aldermen of the City of London; ind receiv'd his Education in New- 
College, Oxford; he was Doctor of Laws, and firſt preferr'd to be Chancellor of Saliſbury, and then 
Biſhop of St. David's, and as ſuch was ſent to the General- Council at Piſa, and thence Tran- 
ſlated hither z he was conſtituted Legate from the Pope, in the Year 1428. but declin'd Acting 
as ſuch, without Leave from the King. This Gentleman began and finiſh'd two Colleges at 
Oxford, viz. Bernard's-College, diſlolv'd by King Henry VIII. and afterwards reſtor'd by Sir 
Thomas White, Lord Mayor of London, and now call'd St. ZFobn's, and All-Souls-College. He 
likewiſe built the Library to this Church, and furniſh'd it with Books. The pious Life and 
Munificence of this Prelate, was too great to be particulariz'd in this Work; and may be ſeen 
at large in Drck's Life of him. He died 2 1d April 1443. or according to his Epitaph 12th of 
April, and not as the Author of Antiq. Britan. and an ancient Regiſter ſays, 2d of May, and was 
buried on the North-ſide the Choir, under a magnificent and beautiful Monument; on which is 
his Effigy at full length, in his Pontificalia, and under 1t another of a Skelcton in its Shrowd, 
and round the fide-Pillars which are Gilt and Painted are ſmall Images, in Niches, of the A poſt les, 
Oc. which Monument he himſelf had Erected in his Life- time, and upon it is this Inſcription.

O him ſucceeded Fobn Stafford, ninth Son of Humphrey Stafford, Earl of Stafford, and 
| afterwards Duke of Buckingham, and lain in the Battle at Northampton, on the 10th 

Day of Fuly, Anno 1460. This Prelate was Born at Abbevilſe or Hooke in Dorſ- tſbire, he 
was Educated in the Univerſity of Oxford, commenc'd Doctor of Laws, was Advocate, and 
by Archbiſhop Chichley made his Vicar-general; afterwards Dean of St. Martin's in London, 
and Prebendary in the Churches of Lincoln and Saliſbury, Dean of Saliſbury 1423. Keeper of 
the Privy-Scal to King Henry V. and made Lord-Treaſurer of England, by King Henry VI. on 
the 18th Day of December, Anno 1422. and Dean of Wells gth September 1423. this he teſign'd 
on the 18th Day of March 1426. Upon Biſhop Bubwith's Death, he ſucceeded him in the 
See of Saliſbury, and was Conſecrated in the Church of the Friers-Minors in London, in Whit 
fun-Week, on the 27th Day of May, Anno 1425. upon which, as we ſaid before he reſign'd 
his Place of Treaſurer. In the Year 1432. on the 28th Day of February, he was made Lord- 
Chancellor, which Place he held till 1450. Archbiſhop Chichley growing about that Jime An- 
cient and Infirm, wrote to the Pope for Leave to reſign the Archbiſhoprick, and recommended 
Staffordto ſucceed him, as being Worthy, for his Merit and Family, and not tobe equall'd: And 
King Henry wrote to the Pope upon the ſame occaſion, but the Archbiſhop continu'd ſo till 
His Death; and then the Pope by Bull of Proviſion, dated 13th Day of May, Anno 1443- 
Tranſlated him from Vella hither; which Bull was deliver'd to him at London, on the 5th Day 
of Auguſt, and the Day following, viz. 6 Auguſt, he was admitted to his Temporalities. He 
receiv'd his Pall on Friday the 23d Day of Auguft the ſame Year: He fat in this Chair nine 
Years and thirtcen Days, and being 45 ill at a Synod at London, he died on the 8th Kal. 
June, Anno 1452. at his Palace at Maidſtone, and was buried in the Martyrdom, under a flat 
Graveſtone; on which, was this Inſcription.

PON Archbiſhop Stafford's Death, Fobn Kemp ſucceeded. He was a Native of Kenr, 

and Son of Thomas Kemp and Beatrice his Wife; dwclling in the Pariſh of St. Greg ory 
i Wye, where this Prelate was Born: He was Educated at Merton-College in Oxford, in which 
Univerſity he commenc'd Doctor of Laws; ſome Time after he was preferr'd to be Archdeacon 
of Durham, then of Dean the Arches, and Vicar-generalto Archbiſhop Stafford, and in January, 
Anno 1419. was by the Monks of Rocheſter elected to be their Biſhop, Contirm'd by Pope Mar- 
tin on the 26th Day of June, and admitted by the Archbiſhop on the gth Day of September, 
and about the ſame Time Conſecrated from Rocheſter; he was Tranſlated to the See of Chiche- 
fler, on the 28th Day of February, Anno 1421. and the ſame Year remov'd to London: And 
again, 1425. to the Archiepiſcopal Dignity of Tr: He was likewiſe made Biſhop-Cardinal of 
St. Balbine; and, by Bull of Pope Nicholas the 5th, he was on the 12 Kal. Auguſt, Anno 1452. 
made Cardinal of St. Rufine; and laſtly, Tranſlated to Canterbury, and receiv'd his Vexi//um 
in the Chapel at Fulham, on Sunday the 23d Day of September, and his Pall on the 24th Day;

Homas Bourc hier, or Bourgehier, in the Obituary eg and in Hiſt, Elien/is Bow 

cer, Son of William Earl of Ewe, and the Counteſs of Stafford; brought up at Oxford 
in Nevil-Court, and three Years, viz, from 1434. to 1437. Chancellor of that Univerſity ; he 
was Dean of St. Martin's in London, and by a Papal Ball of Proviſion, at the King's Requeſt, 
made Biſhop of Worceſter the gth Day of March, Anno 1494+ and made Profeſſion of Obe- 
dience the 2oth Day of April, Anno 1495. and was that Day Conſecrated : From thence he 
was elected (6b) Biſhop of Ely, in January 1436. and Tranſlated 20 December, Anno 1443. 
and receiv'd Benediction the 28th Day of February following (c); he fat there ten Years, 
twenty three Weeks, and five Days; he gave one hundred Marks towards repairing the Steeple 
at Ely (d); and was elected Archbiſhop of Canterbury on the g Kal. May 1454. which Election 
was confirm'd by Pope Nicholas the 5th, in une that Year, and publiſh'd in this Cathedral 
the 11 Kal. September; in December he was made Cardinal of St. Ciriaci in Thermis; he was 
enthron'd the 7 Tal. February 1455. and on the 7th Day of March following was made Lord 
Chancellor of England, and on the 11th of October, the Year following, he reſign'd it up to 
the King. On the 18th Day of September 1465. he renounc'd his Cardinalſhip: He fat very 
long in this Seat, but in Times of ſuch Confuſion, that he had not the e of doing 
much good: He gave to his Church an Image of the Hoh - Triniiy, of pure Gold richly fer 
with Jewels, and twenty ſeven Copes of red Tiſſue; and likewiſe, to his Church of Worceſter, 
one of the Virgin Mary of ſilver Gilt, worth ſixty nine Pounds; and to compenſate for Dila- 
pidations, he left his Succeſſor to the value of two thouſand Pounds, to the Church of Eh 
two hundred Marks, and to many other Monaſteries; one hundred Pounds to the Univerſity of 
Oxford, and the like Summ to that of Cambridge, to be kept in Cheſts for the ſupport of 
Poor Scholars; Weaver ſays 120 to Cambridge, and ſome 130, but this is certain, that Uni- 
verſity was thirty Years before they could get it of his Executors. He died at his Palace at 
Knoll, on Thurſday the zoth of Day of March, Anno 1486. and was buried, according to his 
Will, on the North-ſide the Choir by the High-Altar, in a Tomb of Marble, and founded a 
Chauntry ſurrender'd to Henry VIII. the Infcription on his Tomb is thus,

Ohn Morton, Son of Andrew Morton, of St. Andrew's Milbourn in Dorſetſbire, Born there, 
J ſays Cambden, but more truly, at Becre; and Educated firſt at Corn-4bby, then in 


aliol. College in Oxford, where he commenc'd Doctor of Laws Anno 1446. and was that Year 
Vice-Chancellor of that Univerſity ; Moderator of the Civil-Law-School, and Anno 1453. 
became

and being taken notice of by — 4 Bourchier, he became Prebendary of ng and 
Wuthrington in Sarum; and, app ng imſelf to Court, grew in great Favour with King E4- 
ward the F who made him er of the Rolls, Anno 1473. being Rector of St. Dun- 
an's in the Weſt, London, and in 1474. he was Archdeacon of Wincheſter : And upon the 
of William Gray, Biſhop of E55 the King ſent to the Monks of that Convent his Let- 
ters, to proceed to a new Election, giving them Directions to chooſe this Gentleman, which 
they did accordingly, on the 8th Day of Augiſt, Auno 1478. and receiy'd Bulls of Con- 
firmation from the Pope on the 24th of December following, and his Temporalities of the 
King on the 4th of January; and was Conſecrated at Lambeth on Sunday before the Puriti- 
cation of the Virgin Mary, viz. 31ſt Day of January (a); to which Church he was a great 
BenefaRor; but upon Bourcbier's Death he was remov'd to this M litan-Chair, by Bull 
of Pope Innocent the 8th, Prid. Non. Offober, Anno 1486. He receiv'd the Pall on the gth 
December, Anno 1486. in the Chapel of Ely-Houſe in Holbourn. And, laſtly, was created 
Cardinal St. Anaſtaſia, by Pope Alexander the 6th, on the 20th of September, Anno 1493. 
before which Time, viz. 1487. he was made Lord Chancellor of England, on the 8th Bay 
of Auguſt; which Place he held till his Death. He was a great Favourite of King Henry the 
Seventh; for when the Protector had a view of uſurping the Crown, Morton had too watch- 
ful an Eye for him: Whereupon he was confin'd to the Duke of Buckingham's Care, with whom 
he tamper'd ſo as to gain him to Henry of Richmond's Intereſt, which coſt the Duke his Life, 
and was follow'd not long after by that of the Protector, and the happy Eſtabliſhment of 
Henry the Seventh, with whom Morton came in, and to whom he continu'd ever after a Fa- 
vourite and ſingular Counſellor; and Anno 1500. on the 13th Day of October, he was again 
made Chancellor of England. He gave to his Church of Eya moſt valuable Crofier, anda ſilver 
Mitre gilt. He founded a Chauntry in the Church of Beor, his native Place, to continue for 
the ſpace of twenty Years. He left Exhibitions for twenty poor Scholars in the Univerſity of 
Oxford, and ten in 5 to continue for the term of twenty Years from his Death. 
He was made Chancellor of Oxford ; and, —_— Prieſt-Cardinal. To this his Church of 
Canterbury he was a very great Benefactor, * enting it with eighty Copes, for Prieſt, Dea- 
con and Subdeacon, richly embroider'd with Gold, and his proper Arms, and in Letters of 
Gold this Motto wrought in them, Deo fit gratiarum actio. He gave likewiſe a Hearſe-Cloth 
of black Biſſe, embroider'd with Gold, and was at a great Expence in partly building the 
Lanthorn-Tower in the Middle of the Church. He Educated ſeven Students at Oxford, ſo 
long as he ſhould live, and two for twenty Years after his Death, to Study Divinity. He 
intended further Acts of Munificence, but was prevented by Death; for at his 8oth Year he 
was ſeiz d with a Quartan-Ague, and although he was much perſwaded to chooſe a publick 
and honourable Place of Sepulture in the Church, he declin'd it, and choſe in his Will ra- 
ther to lie obſcurely in the Under-croft before the Image of the bleſſed Virgin Mary, where 
he had daily two Monks to fing Placebo and Dirige, leaving three Shillings and four Pence 
a Week for their Sallary. He died at XKno/ on the 16 Kal. October 1500. being Tueſday.

HENRT DEAN. 


Enry Dean or Denny, Educated, as is conjectur'd, in New-College, Oxford, and D. D. after- 
H wards Abbat of Lanthony in the County of Glouceſter (b, in the Reign of King Ed- 
ward IV. from whence, he was in the Year (c) 1496. preferr'd to the Biſhoprick of Bungor, 
and made Chancellor of Ireland, and held Lanthony with it (d); and on whe firſt of January 
following, conſtituted Deputy and Juſtice of Ireland (e). Upon coming to his See of Bangor, 
he found the Church and his Palace much Ruinated by the Rebels, with Owen 8 
which he ſet about repairing, and laid-· out much Money for that purpoſe; beſides which, he

WILLIAMWARHAM 


Eſcended of an Ancient Family in Hampſbire, Born at Oakeley in that County; Educated 
firſt in Wickham's College at Wincheſter, from whence he was admitted perpetual Fellow of 
ew-College in Oxford 1475. where he Studied the Canon-Law, and was created Doctor there- 
of; afterwards he left the College 1488. and pleaded in the Court of Arches as Advocate and 
Moderator of the Civil-Law-School in Oxford, and taking Orders, had the Parſonage of 
Barley in Hertſordſbire, and in 1493. the Chantorſhip of Vell. He was ſoon after, vis. the 
13th of February following, conſtituted Maſter of Rolls, and being in great Favour with King 
Henry VII. he ſent him 1494. together with Sir Edward Poynings, Embaſſador to the Duke of 
Burgundy, upon Account of: the Counterfeit encourag'd by his Ducheſs; and upon his return 
was preferr'd to the See of London, and made Keeper of the Great-Seal, on the 11th of Aug. 
1502. and in January the ſame Year conſtituted Lord-Chancellor, and upon Archbiſhop Den- 
nys Death he was Tranſlated to this Chair, by Bull of Pope Julius the ad, dated the 3d Cal. 
December 1503. he took his Oath of Obedience in St. Stephen's Chapel at Weſtminſter, on the 
23d Day of Fanuary following, and receiv'd his Pall in the Chapel at Lambeth, on the ad of 
February the ſame Year, and was on the gth of March Inthron'd after a very Magnificent man- 
ner; his Place of Chancellor he reſign d, in December, Anno 1515. Thus he continu'd a faith- 
ful and valuable Miniſter both in Church and State, till ſoon after King Henry VIII. came to 
the Throne; and in the matter of Divorce he behav'd himſelf ſo Diſcreetly, and yet to the 
King's liking, that he grew in favour with him, which before he had not been: He repair'd 
the Palace at Canterbury, and in it feaſted the King and Emperor very Magnificently; he like- 
wile repair'd the great Tower of the Church, as appears by his Arms at the Top, and laid out in 
Repairs of the Archbiſhops Seats thirty thouſand Pounds, and therefore in his Will deſires his 
Succeſlor not to ſue for Dilapidations. He fell Ill at the Houſe of his Brother the Archdeacon, 
at Hackington near Canterbury, and died on the 23d Day of Auguſt 1532. between three and 
four in the Morning, and was buried in the Martyrdom; where his Monument, under the 
great Window on the North, is a fair and curious Piece of Gothick Work, and there he found- 
ed aperpetual Chauntry for one Prieſt, ſuppreſs d ſoon after. His Tomb is call'd a Chapel, but 
Iſee no room for it, but the Chauntry. See the Character of this great Man in Eraſmus, to whom 
he was an eſpecial Patron and Favourite, and beſtow'd upon him the Parſonage of Aldington 
in Kent; and who, in one of his Epiſtles, concludes with this Character of him: Nulam ab- 
ſoluti Præſulis dotem in eo defideres, He was an able Stateſman, a good Canoniſt, and favour'd 
Men of Learning; he ſtood up for the Dignity of his See, and oppos'd Cardinal Woolſey's En- 
croachment, as appears by his Letters, now in the Cotton-Library; he was an eſpecial Bene- 
factor to the Univerlity of Oxford, of which he was elected Chancellor May 28. 1506. and 
particularly contributed to the finiſhing St. Mary's Church and the Divinity-School there; and 
in ſome of the Epiſtles from thence, he is ſtild Sanctiſſimus in Chriſto Pater. 
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THOMAS CRANMER 


AS Born at Arſlaiton in Nort hamptonſoire, and Educated at Jeſus-College in Cam- 
bridge, and in time Fellow of that College, and Maſter of Arts; but not long after he 
Married, — quitting his Fellowſhip, was made Reader of Huc bing bam-College in that Uni- 
verſity, during which Time his Wife died in Childbed: After which he was ſo much valu'd 
and eſteem'd in his own College, that the Head and Fellows again choſe him Fellow; and 
after a few Years he was preferr'd to be Divinity-Reader in that College, commenc'd Doctor 
in Divinity, and was one of the Moderators of the Schools. Upon Woolſey's founding Chri/t- 
Church-College in Oxford, he was, for the Character he bare of Learning, invited thither to 


be Fellow, but he declin'd it: And now the Plague happening at Cambridge, Doctor Cranmer | 


for Safety withdrew to Paltham-Abby in Eſſex, to one Mr. Creſſy's, whoſe Wife was his Re- 
lation, and his two Sons Pupils to him. And the matter of the King's Divorce had becn 
long handled and trifled with by the Cardinals Woolſey and Campeius, to little purpoſe, when 
the King order'd . * away, and himſelf went to Waltham, where by chance Doctor 
his Secretary, and or his Almoner, were lodg'd in the ſame Houſe with Cranmer ; 
and being together at Supper, and old Acquaintance, they began to talk freely concerning 
the Divorce, and Cranmer freely told them the ſureſt and beſt way was not to trifle 
thus with the Court of Rome, but to judge of the illegality of the Marriage from the Word 
of God by the Engliſh Divines: The Day following, as the King was going to Greenwich, he 
Had diſcourſe with theſe two Divines, and they told him the way Dr. Cranmer had found out 
to relieve him; whereupon the King order'd him to be ſent for, and charg'd him to write his 
Mind freely upon that matter, and charg'd the Earl of Wiltſhire to entertain him friendly at 
His Houſe in Durbam-Place, and ſupply him with ſuch Books as he ſhould need: He went 
with the Earl, and at his Houſe drew up his Reaſons from Scripture, Councils and Fathers, 
that the Pope could not, by any Power, diſpenſe with the expreſs Command of God ; which 
Reaſons, =_— he had deliver'd to the King, he aſk'd him if he would maintain them, that 
(ball you to the Pope's Face, 1 the King, for ſurely I'll ſend you there with a 
Safe Embaſſage: Accordingly the Earl of Wiltſhire was ſent, and with him Dr. Cranmer, 
Dr. Stokeſly, Dr. Carne, Dr. Bennet, and others, where he maintain'd his Arguments, and 
the Pope, willing to put a favourable Eye on them, made Cranmer his Penitentiary; and fo 
they return d to England, except Cranmer, who went to the Emperor, and aſſerted the ſame 
to his Council; and in his return Home did the ſame to moſt of the Learned Men in his way. 
About which Time Archbiſhop Warham died, and the King, pleas'd with Cranmer's Services, 

ave this Dignity to him, which he long declin'd, but was almoſt -conſtrain'd to take it: 
Daring the Reign of King Henry VIII. he was much eſteem'd of his Prince, tho many De- 
ſigns were laid againſt him, but the King would by no means be brought into an evil Opinion 
of him: He was Godfather to Prince Edward, and Tutor to him and the Princeſs Elizabeth. 
And after King Henry's Death, upon King Edward the Sixth's coming to the Crown, he was 
ſtill in more Power, and then ſet about the Reformation more thoroughly, and wrote his 
Opinions concerning it: Upon King Edward's Death, Queen Mary bare him ſuch Hatred, 
upon account of her Mother's Divorce, that ſhe would not fee him; and he was exempted 
from Pardon, upon the Lady Fane Grey's Account, and ſummon'd to appear before the Coun- 
cil, and bring an Inventary of his Goods. Soon after he was committed to the Tower for 
Treaſon and Hereſy, and ſent thence to Oxford to diſpute with the Doctors of that Univerlity, 
which he did with great Wiſdom and Temper, tho' very rudely inſulted by ſome of the Opponents; 
and Sentence was pronounc'd againſt him; and ſoon after Dr. Bonner Biſhop of London, and 
Dr. Thirlby Biſhop of Durham, degraded him at Oxford: At which Time, he drew forth from 
his Sleeve an Appeal to the next General-Council, which was rejected. After this they try'd 
all ways to make him recant; and when Threats were found ineffectual, they remov'd him to 
Chriſt-Church, indulg'd to Walk, treated him with ſeeming Friendſhip, and prevail'd fo far 
upon his Age and Infirmities to make him ſign a Recantation upon Promiſe of Life. In the 
mean Time the Queen and Council, intending nothing more than his Death, gave orders to 
Dr. Cole to provide a Funeral Sermon for him in ſuch a Time, and order'd the Lord Williams 
of Tame, the Lord Chandois, Sir Thomas Bridges, and Sir Jobn Brown, to be preſent in Ox- 
ford at his Execution, and about nine in the Morning they came; and Cranmer, who was then 
in Bocardo, was carried to St. Mary's Church, where Cole Preach'd, mentioning the Archbi— 
ſhop's Hereſy, as he term'd it; and then alledg'd the Reaſons why he muſt dye, and encou- 
raged him upon his Converſion, promiſing Diriges and Mafles for his Soul; and after Sermon 
bad the People liſten to the Archbiſhop, 18 he would confirm them in the Romiſb Do- 
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ctrine; but he, with the reſt, were much deceiv'd, when he inveigh d againſt it and his re- 
canting, and oaks that Hand which ſign'd it ſhould ſuffer firſt in Po Flames: Whereupon he 
was rudely hurried to the Stake, which was before Baliol College Gate; where, after a ſhort 
ſpace at Prayers, he undreſs d himſelf to is Shirt, and was chain d to the Stake; and when 
ire was ſet to him he ſtretch d out his right Hand, and held it in the Flame ſtedfaſt till it 
was conſum'd: He ſcarce ſtirr'd all the while he was a Burning, and ſo patiently and pigu 
was facritic'd to Almighty God an acceptable Offering, whoſe Perfume reach'd Heaven, and 
his Merit and Fame extended over the religious World: His Heart, they fay, was fqund 
among the Aſhes freſh and unconſum'd; to which I can ſay nothing, but have great hopes it 
was always with God. I have obſerv'd a Stone, like the head-ſtone of a Grave, near Baljol- 
College, before the Gatez which, Tradition ſays, was that he ſtood upon at his Death. _

REGINALD POOL, 
ON of Sir Richard Pool, Lord Mountague, By Margaret Neg, Daughter of George 
8 Duke of Clarence, younger Brother to King Edward IV. and Sir Richard Pool, Knight; 
which Margaret, was — of Saliſbury, and being of the Blood-Royal, was a great Eye- 
ſore to King Henry VIII, who therefore procur'd her to be condemn'd of Treaſon in Parlia- 
ment, Anno 91 Henry VIII. and Beheaded in the Tower 27 May 1541. Reginald was their 
fourth Son, and was Born, as Camb1en ſays, in Staffordſbire, at Stoverton-Caſile: He was at 
ſeven Years of Age ſeat to the Monaſtery of Shene in Surry, and brought up among the Car- 
thuſians; afterwards in any rg I. in Oxford, and was Fellow of Corpus-Chrifti;, in 
1517 he was made Prebend of Raſcomb in the Church of Saliſbury, and two Years after of 
Tatminfter ſecunda in that Church, and Dean of Wimborne-Minſler in Dorſetſbire; and being 
ſent by King Henry VIII. to Travel, he reſided at Padua (even Years, and the King in the 
mean time made him Dean of Exeter; and having abolith'd the Papal Power in England, ſent 
for him Home, but he refufing to come was proclaim'd Traytor, and diveſted of his Dean'ry : 
The Reaſon of which was, that he had enter'd into the Meaſures of the Court of Rome con- 
cerning the Divorce: But the Pope, to make him amends for the King's Diſpleaſure, created 
him Cardinal 22 May, Anno 1436. and us'd him as Embaſlador ſeveral times to the Emperor 
and King of France, and endeavour'd by all means to ſet them againſt King Henry; and there 
were not wanting thoſe who imagin'd to depoſe the King, and fet the Crown upon Pool's Head. 
He was next made Legate-of Viterbium by the Pope, and ſent to the Council of Trent; and 
upon the Pope's Death elected Pope, but loſt it for deſiring a more regular Election. He was 
a ſecond Time choſe z but diſhking the Proceedings, and requiring a freſh one, the next Day 
he loſt it, and the Cardinal 4e Monte was choſen in his room. Upon this diſappointment, he 
retir'd to Verona into a BenediFine-Monaſtery, but not long after King Edward the Sixth 
died, and Queen Mary wrote to him deſiring him to come into England and be her Director in 
in Church- matters; whereupon he came over as Legate from Pope Julius the 34, Heaccord- 
ingly landed at Dover, on Wedneſday the 21ſt Day of November; on which Day the Parlia- 
ment paſt an Act for to reſtore him in Blood, he having been before attainted of High- Treaſon. 
On Saturday the 24 November he came by Water to London, and went to Lambeth Palace, 
which was made ready to receive him; and on Wedneſday following, in the Afternoon, he 
went to the Parliament-Houſe, and was 3 introduc'd by Biſhop Gard'ner the Chancel- 
lor; where he made a Speech, ſhewing the Reaſons of his coming, and the Day following the 
Parliament ſupplicated for Abſolution from their late Proceedings, which, the Cardinal gave 
them. And on Thurſday the 6th Day of December, on St. Nicholas's Day, he ſummon'd the 
Convocation to Lambeth, and bfolvd them. He was Conſecrated Archbiſhop of Canterbury 
on the (a) 22 May, Anno 1555 in the Grey-Friers Church at Greenwich, and fat not long in 
it, dying the ſame Night with Queen Mary, viz. November the 17th 1558. of a Quartan- 
Fever, which then rag'd much. He was a Man of Learning, and of great Humanity, very 
Modeſt and Obliging, and very well qualify'd for publick Employ: He was of a midling 
Stature, freſh colour'd, and had Eyes very lively and ſparkling, and a cheerful Look. He 
had highly enrag'd King Henry, in writing a Book, blaming him for aſſuming the Pope's 
Powerover the Church, blames him for the Match intended with Ann Bulloi gn, and calls Queen 
Elizabeth, then Princeſs, his Harlot's Child, c. He was moderate in reſpect to religious 
Opinion, and upon his being elected Pope, was charg'd by his Antagoniſt, Cardinal Carafa, 
for aſſerting a juſtifying Faith at the Council of Trent, and of Incontinence and Hereſy; for 
which the Cardinal was made to aſk his Pardon, before he left the Conclave. And he was 2 
favourer of the Proteſtants, and check'd the Biſhop of Lendon's Fury againſt them, as appears by 
; | his 
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his Letters; and he was accus d to the Pope as a favourer of Hereticks; who cited him to 
* Rome, intended to put one Frier Pero in his Place, and even at Rome he favour'd Luther's O- 
inions, and converted a Papiſt to them. He was buried fourty Days after his Death in a Leaden 
fin on the North-ſide of Becker's Crown; where is a Table Monument of Brick, Plaiſter'd 
over and Painted, and againſt the Wall Painting of the Reſurrection, a Sepulchre, twelve Angels 
and God in Hebrew 8 Angels ſupporting the Cardinal's Arms, which were quarter- 
ty of eight Pieces, four in Chief, and four in Baſe, 1 Clarence, 2 Pole, vis. per Pale Sable & 
05 a Saltire engrail'd counterchang d, 3 Nevil Earl of Warwick, 4 Beauchamp, 5 Warwick, 
6 Montague, 7 Montbermer, 8 Clare and le Deſpenſer quarterly. Gn the Tomb 1s this plain

MATTHEW PARKER. 


Atthew Parker ſucceeded ; he was Born at Norwich the 6th of Auguſt 1504. Educated 
at Bennet-College in Cambridge, then call'd Corpus-Chrifti, of which he became Fellow, 
and in Time Maſter: He being famous for his Preaching, became Chaplain to Queen Anne, 
Anno 1534. and after her Death was entertain'd as Chaplain to King Henry VIII. who preferr'd 
him to the Deanary of Stoke-Clare in the County of Suffolk; in which Town he founded a 
Grammar-School: He was likewiſe Canon of Ely and Maſter of Corpus-Chri/ti-College now 
Bennet in Cambridge, and by the Fellows preſented to the Rectory of Lambeach near Cambridge. 
When King Edward VI. came to the Crown, he was made his Chaplain, and by him preferr'd 
to the Deanary of Lincoln, Anno 1552. and made Prebendary of Coldenbam in that Church. 
Upon Queen Mary's acceſſion to the Throne, he was depriv'd of all for being a married Prieſt, 
and was worſe threaten d; he therefore fled, but in hishaſte the Horſe threw him, and the Hurt 
he receiv'd by it occaſion'd a lameneſs, which continu'd with him till his Death. Queen Eli- 
zabeth after Lee Siſter's Death, directed the Chapter of this Church to chuſe him Archbiſhop, 
which they did, and he was Conſecrated on the 17th of December 1559. in the Chapel 
of Lambeth-Palace, by _ Barlow of Chicheſter, Coverdale of Exeter, Scory of Hereford and 
Hodgeskyn, Suffragan of Bedford: The Record of which is in the Library at Benner-College. 
He no ſooner was ſettled, but he ſet about repairing the great Hall in his Palace at Canterbury, 
and at Lambeth: He was a very pious good Man, and a ſtrict obſerver of Church-Diſcipline 
and Duty; inſomuch that the Earl of Lieceſter finding him a ſtri& obſerver upon his Actions 
and oppoſer of his Meaſures, bare him great hatred. He was a great Judge and Encourager of 
Learning, Publiſh'd Matt hem Paris, Matthew Weſlmi _ and Aer Menevenſis; and if he was 
not the Author of, he was a great encourager and aſſiſter in the Antiquitates Britannice, He 
was a great Friendto Bennet-College, endow'd thirteen Scholarſhips there, built the inward Li- 
brary, and furniſh'd it with curious and valuable Mſs. to which the learn'd World have ſince been 
mk oblig'd; he likewiſe gave Plate to it and the Patronage of St. Mary Ab-Church in London: 
He likewiſe * Books and ſome pieces of Plate to Cains-College and Trinity- Collage in Cambridge, 
and eftabliſh'd a Scholarſhip in the latter. He likewiſe repair'd the Regent-IWalk in Cam- 
bridge. He founded a Grammar-School at Rochdale in Lancaſhire. He appointed ſix Sermons 
to be Preach'd in five ſeveral Churches of Norfolk in Rogation-IWeek ;, for which he provided 
ten Pounds per Anmem, to be paid by the City of Norwich. He Repair'd, Pew'd and Beau- 
tified the Chancel of Beak/bourn-Church, and augmented the Parſon's Income. He gave the 
Sum of one hundred Pounds to ſet the Poor of Canterbury to Work, and thirty to Lambeth and 
Croyden. He died on the 17th of May 1475. and was buried in the Chapel at Lambeth; onl 
his Bowels he order d ſhould be put in a Pitcher and buried in the Dukes-Chapel in Lambeth- 
Church, where his Wife and Son lay: There was a decent Tomb over him, but his Houſe 
being ſold in the Grand-Rebellion, to ſome of the Regicides as Scat and Hardyng. They made 
a Dancing-Room of the Chapel, and becauſe this Tomb ſtair'd them in the Face, and check'd 
their Mirth, it was broken to Pieces, his Bones dug up by Hardyng, to whoſe ſhare this part 
of the Palace fell; and opening the Leaden- Coffin and cutting away the Cerecloths, of which 
there were many folds, the Fleſh ſeem'd very freſh; the Corps thus Strip'd was convey'd into 
the Out-houſe for Poultry and Dung, and buried among the Offal; but upon the Reſtauration 
of King Charles, that Wretch Harding was forc'd to diſcover where it was: Whereupon the 
Archbiſhop had him honourably re-interr'd in the ſame Chapel near the Steps to the Altar. 
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EDWARD GRINDAL 


X Dward Grindal was Born at Bees in Cumberland, Anno 151 g- receiv'd his firſt Education in 
Magdalene-College, Cambridge; thence he remov'd to Chriſt-College, and laſt to Pembroke. 
Hall, of which in ſhort time he became Fellow and was afterwards Preſident, In the Year x 5 9. 
he was Margaret - Profeſſor, and Anno 1550. became Chaplain to Nicholas Ridley, Biſhop of 
cheſter, and was Chaunter of St. Paul's London, and ſoon after Chaplain to the King, Anno 
1552. he was made Prebendary of We/tminſter, and thus he was at the Time of King Edward's 
Death: But upon the Danger athand from his Succeſſor, he fled to 42 in Germany, and 
became familiar with ſeveral of our learned Clergy, who avoided the like Danger. Upon the 
Acceſſion of Queen Elizabeth to the Throne, ſhe ſent for him into England, where he was ve- 
ry uſeful in aſſiſting to compile the Liturgy of this Church; and was one of the Eight appoint- 
ed to diſpute at Weſtminſter with the Popiſh Biſhops. In the Year 1599. he was commiſſion d 
for the Royal Viſitation in the North, and made Biſhop of London, December 21. at which 
Time he had Scruples concerning the Epiſcopal Veſtments. Anno 1569. he was nam'd Arch- 
biſhop of Tork, and the Year following May 20. Tranſlated thither, where he fat till Auno 
1575. and was then remov'd hither. He fell under the Queen's diſpleaſure, for too much fa- 
vouring the Puritans, and Winking at what was then call'd Propheſying ;, to which the Earl of 
Leiceſter is ſaid to add, being highly Angry with the Archbiſhop for Proſecuting an Italian Pri- 
vado of his. Anno 1579. he was by an Order from the Star-Chamber confin'd to his 
Houſe, and his Revenues ſequeſter'd; but in the Year 1582. he ſubmitted and was ſet at Liber- 
Thus vex'd and4diſtur'd he waſted much upon it, and grew Blind; whereupon the Queen 
PAR the Lord-Almoner to him, to let him know, her Pleaſure was, he ſhould reſign his Arch- 
biſhoprick, and he ſhould recover her Favour and have a handſome Penſion: Which, however 
he did not, but dy'd the 6th of Frely 1583. and was buried in Croyden-Church in the Chancel the 
September following. He built a Free-School at Bees in Cumberland, where he was Born, and 
endow d it with thirty Pounds per Annum; he gave twenty Pounds Yearly in Land, to Queen's- 
College, Oxford, and moſt of his Books, the Penſion for one Fellow and two Scholars, and eigh- 
ty ſeven Ounces of Silver, and fourty Pounds in Money : He left twenty two Pounds Yearly 
to Pembrok-Hall, for a Greek Lecture, one Fellow and two Scholars, Plate of fourty Ounces 
Weight, and the reſt of his Books; to Magdalene-College fifty Pounds per Annum; to Chri/t- 
Church-College fourty Ounces of Plate; to the Weavers of Canterbury, one hundred Pounds to 
carry on their Trade; to the Poor of Croyden fifty Pounds Yearly. He was a very grave, mild, 
charitable, good Man. 


TOHN WHITGIFT. 


O him ſucceeded Dr. FohnlVhztgift, Born at Great-Grimſby in Lincolnſhire, where his Father 

traded as a Merchant : He receiv'd his rudiments of e in St. Anthony's School 
in London; afterwards he went to Peterhouſe in Cambridge, where he was Fellow, and com- 
menc'd D. D.; thence he was choſe Maſter of Pembroke-Hall, and afterwards Head of Trinity- 
College, Magaret Profeſſor, and Regius Profeſſor of Divinity, and twice Vice-Chancellor of 
that Univerlity; he next was Chaplain to Dr. Cox Bithop of Ely, Rector of Feverſham by Cam- 
bridge, Prebend of Ely, Chaplain to the Queen, preferr'd to the Deanary of Lincoln, and Anno 
1577. made Biſhop of Worceſter, and ſoon after Preſident of Wales, which he held thirty 
Months, And being a great Favourite of Queen Elizabeth, ſhe offer'd him the See of Can- 
terbury, intending to make Grindal reſign ; but he refus'd it ſo long as Grindal liv d. Anno 
1583. he was Tranſlated from 3 to Canterbury. February the 11t 1585. he was intro- 
duc'd to the Council- Table, and offer'd the Great - Seal, but refus'd it. He had much Trouble 
with Mr. Cartwright, and ſome obſtinate Separatiſts, but overcame their Cavils by a mild 
Chriſtian Temper and ſound Reaſons. After twenty Years happy Government of the Church, 
he got Cold going in his Barge to Fulbam ; was ſeiz d with a Dead-Palſy, and died at Lam- 
beth the laſt Day of February 1603. and was buried at Croydon, where his Monument is in the 
South-Iſle. He built an Hoſpital and Free- School at Croydon, the Hoſpital for twenty eight 
uu People, well provided for, and twenty Pounds Yearly for the School-Maſter. He left 

reſents in his Will to Trinity-College in Cambridge and Peterhouſe. 


RICHARD 
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RICHARD BRANCROEFT. 


Icbard Brancroft, Son of John Brancroft, Gentleman, ſucceeded him: He was Born at 

Farnworth in Lancaſhire, in 1 544. and was Educated in the Univerſity of Cambridge, 
firſt in Chriſt, afterward in Jeſiu- College; where he commenc'd D. D. and taking Orders, was 
made Prebend of Durbam, by the Intereſt of his Uncle Archbiſhop Curwin; afterwards cf 
Weſtminſter, by the Intereſt of Chancellor Hatton, to whom he was Chaplain; and Treaſurer 
of St. Paul's London; and laſtly, Canon of this Church. In the Year 1597. he was made 
Biſhop of London, and Tranſlated thence to Canterbury, Anno 1604. and 16c8. on the 22d of 
April he was made Chancellor of Oxford. He was a ſtout defender of the Church againſt the 
Sectariſts, which then abounded. | 


GEORGE ABBOT. 


R. George Abbot was Born near the Bridge at Guilford in Surry, where his Father, Mar- 
rice Abbot, was a Clothworker of great Trade; who, when he had receiv'd a ſufficient 
thare of Grammar-Learning at Guilford, ſent this his Son to Oxford to Baliol-College in 1587. 
in which Univerſity he cloſely proſecuted his Studies, and became Fellow of this College 
29 November 1583. after which, taking Orders, he grew famous for his Sermons in that U- 
niverſity. In 1597+ he was elected Maſter of Univerſity-College; and two Years after was 
made Dean of Wincheſter, and afterwards of Glouceſter, trom whence, in the Year 1609. he 
was rais d to be Biſhop of Litchfield and Coventry, and Conſecrated on the gth Day of Decem- 
ber; and the February following Tranſlated to London: And two Years after, vis. 1611. 
Tranſlated to this Chair of Canterbury, on the th of April 1611. and on the 23d of June 
following was ſworn a Privy-Counſellor. He had ſome Years after the Misfortune, being 
hunting in Burnhill-Park near Hertford-Bridge, to kill the Keeper by chance with a Crofs- 
Bow, Anno 1621. at which he was much griev'd, and, having well provided for the Wi- 
dow and Children, wrote to the King concerning it : Upon this a Court of Delegates ſat to 
conſult whether he ought not to be ſuſpended for it. He was a Man of Learning, and a 
good Counſellor, and alſo an eloquent Speaker; but in matters of Church Diſcipline he was 
very remiſs; he forbad the Book of Sports to be Read at Croyden, was a great favourer of the 
Sectariſts, and his Houſe was a reſort for them: Lord Clarendon ſays, he was of moroſe Man- 
ners, ſowre Look, Ignorant of the Church Conſtitution, and conſider d Chriſtianity only as it 
abhor'd Popery, and that he encourag'd and ſkreen'd Railersat Church-Government, and was 
a ſtrict adhearer to Calvin's Doctrine: He was for a Time ſequeſter'd from Viſitation and con- 
fin'd to his Houſe at Ford, but the Year following reconcil'd : He died at Croydon Angu/t the 
4th Anno 1633. aged 71 Years, and was buried at Guilford, in our Lady's Chapel, where is a 
Monument erected for him with his Effigy upon it in Pontificalia. 


WILLIAM LAUD. 


R. William Laud was Son of a Clothier at Reading in Berkſhire, in which Town he was 
[) Born on the 7th of October 1573. he was Educated firſt at Reading, thence ſent to St. 
John's-College in Oxford 1590. of which he was Fellow, Anno 1593. and the 1602. Divinity- 
Reader in that College: Entring into Orders, he had the Vicarage of Stamford in Northampton- 


(hire, and had the Advowſon of Northkilworth in Leiceſterſhire, which he exchang'd for „2. 


Tilbury in Eſſex, in November 1607. and the Year following he was Chaplain to Dr. Neal, 
Biſhop of Rocheſter, who afterwards gave him the ReQory of Cuck/tane in Kent, which he cy - 
chang'd for Norton near Sittingburne; the Year following, Anno 1609. he Preach'd before King 
ames, and was two Years after made Chaplain in Ordinary to him, and in May, that Ycir 
elected Preſident of St. Fohn's-College, and had the Prebendary of Hugden given him by 2 
Neal, then remov d to Lincoln, and was next next made Archdeacon of Huntington by the (114 
M m Bilhop 
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Biſhop, in December 1615. and in November the Year following, the King gave him the 
Deanary of Clouceſier. About the Year 1617. he exchang'd his Living in Kent and Efex, 
for the ReQtory of 1b/lock in Leiceſterſhire; and the 22d of Fam 1620. was Inſtalld Canon 
of Weſtminſler in the eighth Stall; and in the Year 1621. he was made Bilhop of St. David's, 
with Leave to hold his Preſidentſhip of St. Fohn's-College in Commendum with it. Anng 
1626. on the 2d of June, he was Tranſlated to the See of Bath and Weis, having reſign'd his 
Preſidentſhip 17th of November 1621. the Day before he was Conſecrated to St. David's, 
made Dean of the Chapel and Privy-Councellor. In the Year 1626. he was Tranſlated from 
Bath and IWells to London, on the 15th of Fuly 1628. and was four Years after made Chancel- 
lor of the Univerſity of Oxford. While he was in the See of London, he ſet about rebuilding 
great part of the Cathedral of St. Paul's, and gave one hundred Pounds Yearly towards it. In 
June 1633. he was ſworn Councellor of Scotland, made Chancellor of Dublin, and Tranſh. 
ted to this Archiepiſcopal Chair on the 19th September 1633. and the Year following made 
one of the Commiſſioners of Trade. In the beginning of the Grand- Rebellion he fell under the 
Rage of the factious Commons, being accus'd of High- Treaſon as an Incendiary by the Scortif 
Commiſſioners, and he Committed to the Cuſtody of the Uſher of the Houſe of Lords; where 
continuing ſome Weeks, a Charge of the Commons was brought up againſt him on the 26th 
of February 1640. but he was favour'd ſo far as not to be ſent to the Tower till the firſt of the 
next Month: When he went thither accordingly, he was inſulted in his Coach by the Mob, and 
afterwards his Power as Archbiſhop was taken away, his Palace plunder'd and made a Priſon ; 
but when after more than two Years endeavour to find matter Criminal againſt him, and re- 
peated Committees wearied out, they ſent a Private Meſſenger to ſearch his Chamber and Pockets 
in the Tower in 1643. and ſent that egregious ſtigmartiz'd ſcribling Villain Prynne for that 
purpoſe, who accordingly went and ſeiz'd all the Papers he had prepar'd for his Defence, his 
private Devotions, and what they wanted much, the Diary which they knew he kept of his 
Life: And then, tho' decciv'd in their expectation, they proceeded to his Tryal, where he was 
treated with virulent Nonſence and baſe Language by the Managers, Men fit for ſuch Work, 
as Maynard, Serjeant Wylde, who afterwards, when Judge for the Rebels, hang'd the firſt En- 
£liſhman for obeying and ſerving his Prince; and the fouleſt, one Nichols of the Temple, who 
was afterward, with Bradſhaw, of the Committee to try the King, and a Judge of Crommeell's 
making, and a Monſter of his other Houſe, and one Hild a Judge of Oliver's; afterwards Prynne 
was their Sollicitor. This Tryal began on the 12th Day of March, Anno 1643. and laſted ma- 
ny Days; the Charges againſt him were ſach, as whoever is acquainted with the Spirit and 
Times will caſily judge, ſich as Popery for having painted Glaſs in liis Chapel Windows, 
picces of Painting among his Houſe-Furniture, conformity to the Decency of our Church Worthip, 
preferring good and learn'd Churchmen (call 'd by them Prelatical) and other things of like kind, 
ſuch as were from the Reformation, before and after the Reſtauration, ſince to this Time us'd, 
Bleſled be God, to the great Credit of Church and Kingdom; to the Shame of Hereticks abroad 
or at home, and to the great comfort and ſatisfaction of all wife and good Men: After long atten- 
dances, when they found all ſo clear, fair and juſtifablein his Actions, that they could not without 
ſhame Condemn him, nor yet diſcharge him for their own Credit; they had recourſe to the uſual 
way of ſtirring up the Pcople to Petition them for Juſtice, which was deliver'd the Houſe on 
the 28 OFober 1644. and then the Houle reſolv'd to proceed by Ordinance on the 16 November, 
which being ſent to the Houſe of Lords, hung there till 22 November, and then deferr'd from 
Time to Time, (for ſome remains of Honour were in that Houſe;) and tho' Strade the Parlia- 
ment-driver, came up from the Commons a Weck after with ſeeming Threats, it paſs'd not till 
a fit Opportunity was, on the 4th of January following, when there were but fix, and thoſe 
of the Commons fide, preſent, and Friday the 1oth of the ſame Month was appointed for his 
Exccution; which the Biſhop receiv'd in the Tower, without ſeeming any way affected: From 
that Time he was attended by Dr. Sterne his Chaplain, and ſpent his Hours as betore he had 
moltly done, when State and Church Buſineſs would permit his compos'd Religious privacy, 
till Friday the 1oth of Fannary, as before appointed: Being come, he was conducted to the 
Scaffold, where he ſpake upon the 12 Chap. Hebr. 1, 2. which Speech he gave to Dr. Sterne, 
and bad him ſhew it his Chaplains, that they might know how he dy'd, and gave them his Bleſſing. 
He was interrupted even in his laſt Hours, but could not be diſcompos'd by deſigning Imperti- 
nence; which having mildly and religiouſly ſatisfied, he turn'd to the Executioner, and ſaid, 
Honeſt Friend, God forgive and I do, and do thy Office upon me with Mercy; and kneeling down, 
after Praying to himſelf a ſhort while with his Head on the Block, he ſaid with a loud Voice, 


\ Lord receive my Soul; which was to be the Signal, at which the Executioner perform'd his 


Oflicez the Archbiſhop being then Aged 71 Years: He was afterwards buried in the Chancel 
of the Church of Alballows Barking; and afterward in 1663. on the 24th of July, remov'd 
and depoſited in a Grave lin'd with Bricks near Archbiſhop Juxon, in the Chapel of St. Fobn's- 
College at Oxford. 

WILLIAM 
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WILLIAM FUXON. 


Illiam Fuxon was born at Chicheſter in the County of Suſſex, and Educated at Mer- 
W chant-Taylor's School, thence remov d to Oxford, where he was Fellow of St. Jobn's- 


College, Preſident of it in 1598. and afterwards in 1621, an eſpecial Benefictor to it: Some 
Time after, viz. in 160g. he was Vicar of St. Giles near Oxon, in 1526. Vice-Chancellor of 
that Univerſity. He was Clerk of the Cloſer to the King, through the Intereſt of Biſhop Laud, 
who had a very great Eſteem and Value for him; afterwards one of the King's Chaplains, and 
preferr'd to the Deanar of Worceſter. In the Year 1632. he was made Dean ot the Royal- 
Chapel, and the Year Gttowing preferr'd to be Biſhop of Hereford, but before he was Conſe- 
crated, Tranſlated to London, and made a Privy-Councellor; and Lord-Treafurer on the 6th 
of March 1635. which Office he very excellently Diſchargd. When the King's Troubles 
came thick upon him, he faithfully attended him in them, and at his laſt Hours upon the Scaffold. 
After the King's Death his Books and Papers were ſeiz d, and with them, ſome conſiderable Mis. of 
that good and wiſe Prince, The Biſhop ſtrip d of all, liv'd retir' d at his Manor of Litrle-Comp- 
ton in 1 bire, till the Reſtauration of King Charles Il. and then was rais'd to this Dig- 
nity the 2oth of September, 1660. and Conſecrated in King Henry VII. Chapel at ). eſtminſler, 
but he was then ſo Old that he enjoy'd it but a ſhort Time, yer in that ſpace was very good to 
the Clergy and added to theſe Livings as follows; to Whitfield, 201. per Annum, to Brabourn 
16/1. to Gulſion 101. to Leeds 30 J. to Maidſtone 27 l. 65. 8 d. to Maden 20l. to St. Margaret's 
at Clifte 261. to St. Laurence in Thanet 40 l. to Nunington 20l. to Eaſton 201. to Lidden 180. 
to St. Nicholas in Thanet 3ol. to Overland 101. to Sibhardſwot 20. He died in his Palace at 
Lambeth, Aged 81 Years, on the 20th of Tune, 1663. and was buried in the Chapel of St. 
8 at Oxford, his Body being firſt Embalm'd, At his burial he lay in State in the

GILBERT SHELDON 


Ilbert Sheldon ſucceeded him. He was the Son of Roger Sheldon, born at Stanton in Staf- 
CG fordſhire, Anno 1598. brought up firſt in Trinity-College in Oxford, where he became 
a Commoner, Anno 1613. and afterwards remov'd to A/-Sonls-College in that Univerſity, of 
which laſt he was Fellow, Anno 1622. afterwards Chaplain to the Lord-Keeper Coventry, 
and in Time Warden of A-Souls, and had a Prebend in the Cathedral Church of Worce- 
ſter, Clerk of the Cloſet to the King, and Chaplain in Ordinary to King Charles I. deſign'd to 
be Maſter of the Savoy, and Dean of Weſtminſter; but hindred from ſettling there, by means 
of the Rebellion. The Year 1648. he was impriſon'd at Oxford for his Loyalty with Dr. 
Hamond, and ejected his Wardenſhip; but ſoon after releas d: However he was before Seque- 
ſtred from all his Income. He retir'd to Staffordſhire, Nottinghamſhire and Derbyſhire, and 
liv'd privately till the Reſtauration, and then was reſtor'd to his Wardenſhip, and ſoon after 
made Dean of the Chapet-Royal, and ſucceeded the jon | 


of London upon Dr. Fuxon's remove to 
Canterbury, and was made Privy-Councellor. Upon Juxon's Death he ſucceeded him in Can- 


terbury, being elected the 11th of Auguſt 1663. and Tranſlated the 31ſt, but never Inthron'd: 
Which See he govern'd fourteen Years, and died on Friday at Night the gth of November 
1677. and was buried at Croyden in Surrey, as he deſir'd, on Friday Evening following, in a 
Monument unequal'd for the curious Workmanſhip. He was a Prelate of great Wiſdom and 
Integrity, and very Generous and Charitable; inſomuch, that in the Time he fat here, he gave 
away to Charitable Uſes and publick Buildings, no leſs than 660001. he built the Theatre at 
Oxford, the 33 at Lambeth; gave 2ccol. towards building St. Paul's, and was a Bene- 


factor to Trinity-College in Oxford and Cambridge, and at his Death left for Charity tiftcen 
hundred Pounds. 1 | 
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WILLIAM SANCROFT, 


Orn at Frezing field in Suffolk, Educated at, and Fellow of Emanuel-College in Cambridge 
B D. D. Dean of St. Paul's; and Conſecrated Archbiſhop on Sunday Fan. 27. 1677. in 
IW-/iminſ/ler-Abbey. He was an excellent good Man, but not complying with the Revolution 
relign'd and retir'd to his Native Place, where he died Nov. 24. 1693. Aged 77. He avg: 


mented ſeveral ſmall Vicarages, as Maidſtone, Poſtling, Lynſied, Doddington, and Eyersford- 
He lies buried at Frezing field aforeſaid. 


JOHN TILLOTSON, 


Rreacher of Lincoln's-Inn, and Lecturer of St. Lawrence-Fewry in London, and Dean of 
Canterbury, ſucceeded, remarkable for his excellent manner of Preaching: He died Nou. 
22. 1694. and lies buried in the Church of St. Lawrence-Ferwry. 


THOMAS TENISON, 


Ducated at Corpus-Chriſti-College in Cambridge; of which College he was afterwards Fel- 
E. low, Chaplain to the Earl of Mancheſter and his Son, afterwards to King Charles II. 
Vicar of St. Martin's Weſtminſter, Archdeacon of London, Biſhop of Lincoln 10 Fan. 1691.

„ E have no clear and perfect Account in what Manner this Church 
_ = was governed, nor the Name of any Perſon preſiding over it, 
immediately under the Archbiſhop, till the Time of Wilfred, 
when they firſt had Cells and Offices after the monaſtick Manner. 
And tho” it would be raſh to aſſert, that there was no regular 
monaſtick Collection till then, yet it is highly probable there 
was none. The firſt Governors over this Place are called Deans, 
a Word which has occaſioned great Cavilling, whether it ſhould 
ſignify the Head of Regular or Secular Clergy. Into theſe Diſ- 
| putes I ſhall not enter, allowing that the Word Decanus or Præ- 
poſitus were at that Time, and till Lanfrank's Inſtitutions, promiſcuoutly uſed for a 
Head of Monks, or Secular Canons. The Monks therefore, as we have before told 
you in the Hiſtory of this Church, having built themſelves Cells and monaſtick Offices, 
and put on a Face of Order and Diſcipline, Archbiſhop /Yfred placed over them 
Col Nor, or Chelnoth, whom Gervaiſe and Bzrchinton call by the Name of Dean, 
who was preferr'd to the Archiepiſcopal Seat, Anno 830. _ 
In his Time, or rather ſooner, liv'd Hedde, ſirnamed Stephen, Monk of this Convent, 
a Man of ſtrict Application to Study and general Reading, and wrote in a pure and 
elegant Stile; but what he was molt „ for was, his Skill in Church Aire

much exceeding all others. He wrote che Lite of St. Wilfrid, and of Eata, and Tum. 
bertus. Bede ipeaks of his Excellency. | 

ArGELWINE, or Athelwane, ſuccceded him, whom, Mr. Sommer ſays, is mentioned 
in a Saxon Record of the Church, in the 'Time of the ſame Archbiſhop ; if fo, it is 
more reaſonable to place him before CHheluoth, and make him the firſt, In his Time the 
Monks of this Church died of the Plague. This Aegelwine died the 6] Day before 
the Kalends of Auguſt, as Mr. Battley lays; but according to the Copy of the oldeſt 
Obituary I have tcen, his Death is commemorated on the & Day of April. From his 
Time for near a hundred and fifty Years ſeems dark. Mr. Sommer could meet with but 
one more Dean in all till Lanfrant; and in this Interſpace of a hundred and fifty 
Years, Mr. Wharton points out but four, to which Mr. Battley adds a hith. Their 
Names are as follows.

AELFWINE the Second, or Firſt, I know not which, who died on the 2% of the 
Ides of December. Mr. Wharton thinks it the fame with Alſiue. 

ATHELSINE the Second, who died on the 4 of December. The Years in which 
thoſe Men lived are uncertain, 

During the Time of ſome of theſe laſt mentioned Priors lived Fridegod, a Monk of 
this Convent, an excellent Maſter of the Greek and Latin Tongues, a Man of great 


Piety and ſtrict Diſcipline. He wrote ſeveral Tracts, in which he has ſo pedantically 


ſtirr'd Scraps of Greek and Latin, that there is no taſting them. He wrote the Life 
of St. Owen, Monk ; The Sinner in the Goſpel ; Of the bleſſed Viſion of Celeſtial Jeru- 
ſalem, and Contemplations. He is much prais'd by Malmsbury. He wrote in Hexameter 
Verſe the Life of Archbiſhop //i4frid of Jort, at the Requeſt of Archbiſhop Odo, 
which is extant in Cotton Lib. Claudius A. I. 1. The next, whole Time we can 
point out, is | 
Act.xnoTn, or Exelnos, whom Gervaiſe, and the Records of this Church, to- 
gether with the Saxox Annals of Peterborough and Rudbourne, mention as Dean of this 
Church. He was afterwards preferred to the Arclibiſhoprick in the Year 1020. 
GopR1CKk, (2) who, in the Year 1023, was at the Tranſlation of St. E/phege's Body 
ſrom London to Canterbury. Osburn ſays, he was a Diſciple of Elphege, and gave him 
an Account of that Tranſlation. (5) This Man ſeems to have lived many Years in the 
Deanery, tor near thirty Years after he was ſent by Szygand the Archbiſhop to fetch his 
Pall from Rome, Mr. Battley names AGELRIC as Dean of this Church, and ſays, he 
was elected Biſhop of Chicheſter in the Year 1058, and places him before Godric, which 
could not poſſibly be; and unleſs we ſuppoſe it miſtaken for 38, and that Godrict did 
not commence Dean till then, I fee no Grounds for his being here; for I find no ſuch 
Perſon, yet Mr. Somner mentions him before Godrick. Godrick died on the 8th of the 
Ides of Jug, but in what Year we know not. Upon Lanfrank's coming to the See, 
and his ſtrict monaſtick Inſtitutions, this Name was changed to that of Prior, of which 
the firſt was 
Hexkvy, a Norman, and ſome Time Scholar to Lanfrank in the Abbey of Bec. Mr. Som- 
ner calls him Abbot of Caen in Normandy, but by Miſtake; for Dacherine, in the Cata- 
logue of the Abbats of that Place, makes mention of no ſuch Name. In this Place he 
continued till the Year 1036, at which Time Archbiſhop An/e/m, to whom this Man 
was a ſingular Favourite, made Intereſt with Milliam Rufus for the Abbey of Battle, 
Aud 1096, in which he was that Year inſtalled on the 11 Day of June, (c) and ha- 
ving lat there ſix Years and ſeven Days, he died on the 14 of the Kalends of Faly 
1102, (4) and was buried in the Chapter-Houſe there. . 
In his Time flouriſh'd Osvern, Monk of this Houſe, a Man learned and religious, 
and much eſteemed by Archbiſhop Lanfrank ; he was an excellent Mulician, of cour-

Martin, Odilo, Maiola, &c. Familiar Epiſtles of Muſick. He lived till the 
Year 1074. : : 

ExnuLenaus, or Arnulphus, firſt Prior of Rocheſter, if he be the fame with that 
mentioned in Mr. Wharton's Catalogue, ſucceeded. He was born in France, and edu- 
cated in the Monaſtery of Sr. Lucian at Beanvors, where he was very intimate with 
\ Lanfrank. While he was Prior of Rocheſter, he gave to that Convent Hadenbam, 
Kinſey, and Codington Churches in Buckinghamſhire ; he likewiſe built the Chapter- 
Houſe, Dormitory, and Refectory, and preſented his Church with Plate and Veſtments, 
and gave the Convent the Money paid by the Clergy for Chritme or Synodals. He came 
afterwards to Canterbury, and continued a Monk, till A»/e/m preterred him to be 
Prior, Anno 1096. Of whoſe Benefattions ſee in the Hiſtory of the Church's Structure. 
Some Time atter he was preferred to the Abbey of Peterborough, (e) where he did 
much good, as building a Dormitory, Sc. and finiſhing the Chapter-Houſe, began the 
Refectory, gave the Convent 20 J. to buy Copes. Where having fat ſeven Years, and 
done much good, he was laſt of all, by Archbiſhop Ra/ph, made Biſhop of Rocheſter, 
Anno 1115, or, according to Rudbourne, 1114. He was much beloved by the 
King and Nobles, who, for the Venerableneſs of his Character, always called him Fa- 
ther. He is {tiled Vir laude digniſſimus, & in ſcientid literali © religione did probatus, 
He fat in Rocheſter nine Years, (g) and died 1124, or 1122, on the 25%" of March, aged 
eighty four Years. This Ernulfus was Author of thg Textas Rofſenſis, fo much 
eſteemed. He was a great Benefactor to his Church of Rocheſter. (% 

In his Time liv'd For.carp, or Fo{zard, a Monk of this Houſe, a Man of much 
Learning and ſingular Fiety, he is faid to have written the Life of Archbiſhop John 6 
Beverly, of his Miracles, and other Treaties, at the Requelt of Alared, Archbiſhop, 
which Treatiſe of John of Beverly is in the Cotton Library, Fauſlina B. IV. 8. and 
alſo the Lite of Odo. | 
Conran ſucceeded, a Monk, and Sacriſtan of this Church. He was Conſeſſor to 
Henry I. after which, viz. Anno 1126, he was removed to the Abbcy of Sr. Bennet of 
Holme, in the County of Norfo/k. Of the Choir called by his Name, and his numerous 
Benefactions to this Church, we have before ſpoken. He died in that Abbey on the 
12" or rather 13h. of the Kalends of March, Anno 1127. 

In his Time, vg. about the Year 1120, lived Au EXAN DER, a Monk of this Church 
who wrote a Book of the Sayings of Archbiſhop Auſelm, in nincteen Chapters. As 
alſo Edmund, a Monk of this Church, who wrote concerning the Quarrel between 
the King and Anſelm. Of Eccleſraſtical Liberty, and ſome other ſmall Pieces. As alſo 
Epmtxvus, Monk and Chaunter of this Church, afterwards Abbot of Sz. Albans, 
and laſtly Archbiſhop of Sr. Andrew's in Scotland, a faithful and truſty Companion of 
Anſelm in all his Troubles, concerning whole Affairs he wrote a "Treatiſe. I know not 
whether he is not confounded with Edmund the Monk betorementioned ; for the two 
Treatiſes of St. Anſelm and of Liberty are aſcribed to them both, I theretore take them 
to be the fame. He wrote the Hiſtory of England, and ſome Hiſtorical Collections. 
The Life and Acts of An/elm and Elphege, in Proſe and Verſe, together with Elegiack 
Verſes upon the Death of the former; as alſo Collections ol his Actions and Say ings: 
The Life of St. Wilfred. The Praiſes of the Virgin Mary Of $f. Dunſtan, in 
Verſe. Of the Actious of his Times. Of the Inſtitutes of a Chriſtian Life; and teve- 
ral other Miſceltaneous "Tracts. 

Gosrribus, GoFrFrkiDs, and GavrrinE, according to Florence, ſucceeded ; a Man 
of fingular Piety, inſomuch, that in the Year 1128, David, King of Scots, who feem- 
ed to have a mighty Fancy tor theſe Canterbury Monks, petitioned the Archbiſhop to 
part with him, (which Petition Mr. Somuer ſays he ſaw in the Archives of this Church) 
and accordingly he left Canterbury, and was choſen Abbot of Dunfermling in Scotland, 
and was ordained by Robert, Biſhop of St. Andrew's, ()) where he died the 24 of

IERENMIAU, a Monk of this Church; of whom, and his Quarrels with Archbiſhop 
Theobald, and the Affair of the Chapel at Dover, you may read much in, Gervai/> 
page 1159. He was (4) depoſed in the Year 1143 by Archbiſhop Theobald; but upon 
appealing to Rome, he had Letters to the Legate, Henry Biſhop of Wincheſter, to 
reſtore him, and accordingly was, againſt the Biſhop's Will, reinſtated. But findin 
the Place unealy to him, he defired a hundred Marks to pay the Debts he had incurte?? 
and on that Condition ſurrendered, and, retiring to St. Auſtin's, ſpent the reſt of his 
Life there. What Time he died is uncertain, but *tis very unlikely to have been in 
1142, Which was the Year of his firſt Ejection. (r) | 

WALTER, firnamed Dudens, Durdent, or Hardtooth, a Man of very great Learn. 
ing, and commended by Pts tor ſeveral Treatifes in Divinity, which he wrote. He 
was firſt made Prior when Jeremiah was depoſed, but afterwards ejected, till, upon 
the other's Reſignation, he was a ſecond Time eſtabliſhed. Mr. Sommer ſays, that in 
the Year 1151 he was much intereſted in the Aﬀair of Theobald, the Archbiſho 
about Sz/veſter the Abbot of Sf. Alban's Conſecration: But either he, or his Author, 
Mr. Fox, muſt have miſtaken ; for two Years before that, viz. 1149, he was elected 
Biſhop of Coventry, (Gervaiſe lays, Ceſtrenſts) where 1 find him in Mhitlacł's Hiſtory 
of that See. He was conſecrated on the 6 of the Nones of October, at Chriſt's Al- 
tar in this Church, Ano 1153, (s) the Biſhops of London, Rocheſter, and Landaff 
being preſent. The Autography of his Profeſſion is {till preſerved in this Church, He 
died on the 7h (f) of December, in the Year 1161, ( and is buried in the Church of 
Coventry. 

WALTEX Parvvus, or the Little, Chaplain to Archbiſhop Theobald, by whom he 
was depoſed in the Year 1152, and impriſoned (w) by the Archbiſhop's Order at Glow. 
ceſter. What Time he died I know not, tho' his Name is commemorated in the 
Obituary, but blended with another of the fame Name, ſo that the Day is not to 
be diſtinguiſhed. See of his oppoling Theobald's Conſecrating the Abbot of St. Au- 
guſtine*s in Thorn's Chron. 

WyBEkrT, Sub-Prior of this Church, was choſen upon the Depoſition of the former.

He gave to this Church a large Bell, which required thirty two Men to ring it, re- 
ſtored ro the Convent the Wood of Chartham, and lett Money to be diſtributed on 
his Anniverſary, and made a very curious Aquaduct for the Supply of the Offices of 
the Convent.

Ricnard ſucceeded, and was atterwards Archbiſhop, viz. 1173. 

Obo, the Time of whoſe Election we know not; but it was when Becket was 
baniſhed. This Man obſtinately oppoſed the King in the Election of an Archbiſhop, 
after Becter*s Death. He is likewiſe ſaid to have quarrelled with his Convent about 
the Reliques of St. Dunſian. He was made Abbot of Battle (ZS) in the Year 1174, or 5, 
and inſtalled on the 4 Day of Auguſt. (a) He is much commended for his Virtue, 
eminent Learning, and as ſuch praited by Leland. He wrote Commentaries upon the 
Pentateuch and the four Books of Kings. Morals on the Pſalms, On the Old Te- 
ftament. Of the Book of Life. Of the Burden of the Philiſtines. Sermons on the 
Epiſtles throughout the Tear. Of the Eccleſiaſtical Manners, Of the Virtues and Vices 
A the Soul. Of the Invention of St. Milburga. Moral Sermons on the Goſpels. Para- 

tes in Praiſe of him who is Alpha and Omega; and Epiſtles. His Book De Moribus 
Eccleſiz, and a Tract of the Book of Kings were ſome Time in the Library of this 
Church. Pitts calls him Fr. Odo; and tis very likely he was look'd upon as ſoch, for 
they preſer ved one of his Teeth as a precious Relique in this Church. He died 1199 
on the 13 or 14" of the Kalends of February, and not as Rudburn (b) ſays, in March 
1200, nor on the 12 Kalends, according to the Obituary of St. Auguſtine's, and lies 
buried at Battle. 

In his Time lived Sxawsox, a learned and religious Monk of this Church, and an ex- 
cellent Preacher. He left behind him a Book of Homilies, and another of {mall Tratts, 
He is generally called Samſon Dorobernenſis. As allo 

Joux vs Duvsa, Monk of this Convent, from whence he was made Abbot of Bat- 
tle 12 Kal. July, Anno 1213. 

Eowarp, a Friend of Thomas Becket's, whom he accompany'd in all the Changes of 
his Life, and was an Eye-witnels of his Murder. I think he is not remarkable tor any 
great Learning, or Writings, except the Life of that Archbiſhop. He flouriſhed 
ANN) 1171. | | 

BexevpicT, Chancellor to Archbiſhop Richard, ſucceeded Odo, and was concerned in 
the Agreement with St. Auſtin's, Anno 1177, concerning Houſes and Ground on the 
South Side of the Church-yard. He (taid but two Years in this Place, being tranſlated 
to the Abbey (c) of Peterborough, a little before A/eenſion-Day, Anno 1177, in which 
place he recovered much of the Abbey-Lands, rebuilt the Nave and Body of his Church, 
together with a Chapel, in Honour of Thomas Becket ; and acquired Reliques of that 
Saint, which, with ſeveral very rich and coſtly Ornaments, he preſented to that Church. 
He was in great Favour with &zchard the Firſt, for whoſe Ranſom he fold the Church. 
Plate and Chalices. He was a Man of very great Learning, and faid to be Doctor of 
Divinity at Oxford. He left two Treaties behind him: Of the Life of St. Thomas 
Becket ; and ot his Miracles after his Death; and an Hiſtory of the Lite and Tranſactions 
of King Henry II. beginning Anno 1170, a Treatiſe very curious, and touching finely 
upon Policy and Church-Matters, and therefore much uſed by Brompton and Hoveden in 
writing their Hiſtories. That Piece is now in Manuſcript in the anion Jud © He 
carried with him the Stones of the Pavement, in the Martyrdom, where Becket fell, 
and beſmear'd them with his Blood, and made an Altar of them. He was a ſtrict Diſ- 
Ciplinarian, and dying on the 3% of the Kalends of Oclober, according to the Obituary 
or Canterbury; or, according to that of Peterborough, on the 25" of September, 1194 
in the ſixth Year of Nichard I. was buricd in this Church, where his Anniverſary was 
ſolemnly obſerved. 

HARLE WINE, or Terlewtin, (d) Chaplain to Archbiſhop Richard, ſucceeded. Two 
Years and an half after his Election, he grew blind, and finding himſelf (e) incapable of 
ſerving in his Place, reſign'd it on the 2 of Auguſt, 1179. In whoſe Place was conſtituted 

ALANUS, an Engliſhman, elected the lame Day the other religned. He was Doc- 
tor in Divinity, had been firſt Canon of Beneventum, was afterwards five Years a No- 
vice in this Church, after which, vg. on the Day Harlewime reſign'd, he was Sacriſtan, 
and a great Favourite of Bectet's; but when Ba/dwine came to the Chair, he was a 
ſtout Oppoſer of his Meaſures, and therefore that Prelate got him removed to the Ab-

have been a Man of much Wit, Learning, and Piety. He wrote the Life and Baniſb- 
ment of St. Thomas of Canterbury. The Adr of Clarendon. Epiſtles to Heary II. 
Sermons,. Epiſtles, and Problems, He fate eighteen Years and twenty-five Weeks, and 
) dyed Anno 1202, on the 2d of the Nones of May, (V). 

In his Time lived RicHAR D PruTo, a Monk of Canterbury, much commended by 
Leland for his Skill in Poetry, Rhetorick, Mathematicks, Philoſophy, and Divinity ; 
and eſpecially Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory, which he wrote of this Kingdom. His other 
Tracts are miſcellaneous, ſome Verſe, and others in Proſe, (ig.) When Evil comes. 
The Search after Good. Degrees of Virtue. Of Virginity. Of the Advantages of Death. 
Of the Irony. On the Apoſtles Pictures. Concerning the IFritings of Philo; and of 
Time and Place. He died about the Year 1181. 

Hoxoxivs, ſome Time Chaplain to Archbiſhop Baldwine, (i) afterwards Cellar- 
er of this Church, ſucceeded on the Day of Alau's Remove. This Prior oppoled Bald. 
wine, in his Deſign of founding the College at Hackimgton ; and while he was at 
Rome ſoliciting that cauſe, died of the Plague in Montana Velletrenſes, on the 12, 
or rather the Fr of the Kalends of November, 1188, and was buried in the Door of 
the Chapter-Houſe of the Lateraz Church, and had folema Service in this Church 
in ſuch Manner as //ybert the Prior. (4) 

RocRx Nork1s was put in Prior by Archbiſhop Balduine on the 2d of the Nones 
of October, 1189, ſore againſt the Will of the Convent, who never let him reſt till 
they had got him removed ; whereupon he was made Abbot of Eveſham, where he 
behaved himſelf after a wretched and ſcandalous Manner, as Ciraldus Cambrenſis tells 
us, giving an unbounded Looſe to Luxury and Luſt, ſeducing young Maids from their 
Parents, and debauching all that came in his Way ; hunting and ſearching through the 
Manors and Villages belonging to the Monaſtery various Objects for his vicious Ap- 
petite, and had fo far thrown-off all Fear of God, and Shame of Man, that he had at 
one time no leſs than two and twenty Baſtards; whereupon Nicholas Biſhop of Tu/cu- 
lum, the Pope's Legate in England, upon Complaint made, depoſed him on the Feaſt 
of St. Edmund, 1213. What Time he died I know not, nor is it material. 

About this Time lived WILLIAM Fitz-STErHtexs, a Monk of this Church, de- 
ſcended of a noble Family in Normandy ; alter ſpending moſt of his Lite in theſe 
Cloyſters, he went over into France, and grew famous for his Knowledge in Philo- 
ſophy and Divinity. He wrote the Life and Paſſion of St. Thomas. Of YViſcons. Of 
his Miracles. Of the Affairs of Henry II. He is frequently called Stephens, or Ste- 
phanides, and flouriſhed in 1190. 

Os sERN DE BisTo, upon Norris Remove, was by Archbiſhop Baldwine pre- 
ferred to his Place, on the 19 of February, 1190. Baldwine dying the next Year, 
the Monks removed him on the Et of the Ides of May, 1191. (/) 

GaLrRiDus, Sub-Prior of the Church of Canterbury, was elected the ſame Da 
of Osbern's Depoſition. This Man made ſtrong Head 2 Hubert the Archbiſhop, 
concerning the College of Hackington, then removed to Lambeth. He died in the Year 
1205, or 6, on the 17" of the Kalends of 7uly. Cn) 

In his Time lived the famous GERVAISE, a Monk of this Church, a very great 
Hiſtorian and Antiquary. He wrote the Hiſtory of England. Of the Britons, Saxons 
and Normans. The Lives. of the Archbiſhops to Hubert. Of the Burning of the 
Church of Canterbury. Of the Quarrel between Baldwine and the Monks. Of the 
ſmall Regions of Britain. Of the Biſhops Sees. Of Monaſteries, &c. As alſo 

NiGtLLUs WikEKER, or Wikre, or Meteter, a Monk and Chaunter of this 
Church, a Man ot various Learning, according to Le/and, of ſtrong Integrity, and a 
learned Divine. He was ſevere upon the Vices of the Clergy, particularly //1/:am 
Longchamp, Biſhop of Eh, and Chancellor of England, againit whom he wrote, un- 
der the Name of Brunellus, a Treatiſe, intituled, The Mirrour of Fools; and an Epiſtle 
of the Erudition of Prelates. Of the Abuſe of the Things of the Church. Of theVices 
of Truſtees. Admonitions to a Friend. Againſt Barbarity. Diſtincqtions of the two 
Teſtaments. Collections from Guarnerius. Commentaries on the Book of Numbers. 
Verſes, containing moral Precepts in Latin, directed to the Biſhop of Ely; which, with 
his Tract againſt the Biſhop of Ely, are both in the Cotton-Library. As alſo Yer/es to

BeNEDIC T, Monk of this Convent, flouriſhed likewiſe in his Time, and afterwards 
Prior, thence preferred to the Abbey ot Peterborough. He is ſaid to have been educa- 
ted at Oxford, in which Univerſity he commenced Doctor in Divinity. His Abbey of 
Peterborough he diſcharged of a Debt of fifteen hundred Marks, recovered Lands to it, 
rebuilt the Nave of the Church, the great Abbey-Gate with the Chapel of St. Nicholas 
over, and finiſhed the Chapel of St. Thomas Becket, He was a great Favourite of 
King Rzichard I. and by that Means procured Privileges to his Church, in which he 
fat Abbot ſeventeen Years, and died Anno 1194, He wrote the Life of St. Thomas of 
Canterbury, and of his Miracles after Death. 

Joux pe CHATHAm, or Chetham, ſucceeded about the Year 1206, at the Time 
when the Difference was between this Convent and King John; in the Hiſtory of which 
the Name of Prior John is frequently mentioned, without any Sirname. Mr. Sommer 
and Mr. Wharton both put oha de 1 — in this Place; But Mr. Batteley hav- 
ing, by Authority from the Annals oft Lewes, diſpoſed them differently, I the rather 
choſe to follow him. This John de Chatham died on the 8th of the Ides of July, in 
what Year is uncertain, but tome Time before the Year 1217. 

WALTER the Third, was Prior in the Year 1217, as appears by a Bull of Pope Hono- 
rius the Third directed to him. There is nothing remarkable of him, but that he died 
the 8* Ides of February, or the 7* of the Ides of January, but in what Year is 
uncertain. 

Joux the Second, otherwiſe called Joux ot SiTTINGBURN, is ſaid to ſucceed in the 
Year 1222. He continued Prior till 1232, at which Time this John is ſaid to be choſe 
Archbiſhop, which Election being approved of by the King, he went over to Rome, 
and was rejected by the Pope for being a ſimple old Man, and unequal to ſuch a 
Dignity, as Matthew Paris and Weſtminſter both tell us; but the Author of the Anti- 
guitates Britannice ſays, that it was the Subprior of the Church that they choſe. He 
died on the 15 of the Kalends of Auguſt, Anno 1234. The Annals of Waverley tell 
us, that a Difference happen'd in the Convent; and he ſenſible of his Miſtake, turn'd 
Carthuſian. 

Rodkx DE LA Lex ſucceeded him the ſame Year. He is mention'd in an Agree- 
ment between this Convent and that of St. Auſtin's, in the Year 1242: beſides which 
I find no mention of him, except his giving ſome Plate to this Convent. He died on 
the th Kal. Sept. in the Year 1244, and was ſucceeded by 

Ni cRgolAs DE SANDWICH, who was clected Nov. 1. 1244. He is ſaid to have 
been depos'd by Bouiſace the Archbiſhop, Arno 1258, for going out ot the Cloyſters 
without Leave; but it appears he voluntarily reſign'd, and was 4 Years after made Pre- 
centor of this Church, (ig.) - Anno 1262: and having continu'd 27 Years in that Place, 
died on the 13" Kal. Oclober, 1289. Mr. Somner gives you an Epitaph, which, he 
ſays, he himſelf helped to diſcover ; but I will not be certain that it belongs to him, 
there being ſeveral of that Name Monks in this Church, and particular John de Sand- 
wich and Alexander de Sandwich, both Monks of this Church in his time, or not long 
after. The Epitaph is cut in Stone at the Foot of a Buttreſs, on the South Side of 
Becket's Chapel, where was formerly the Monks Cœmitary; and therefore it ſeems more 
unlikely to be appointed of this Prior, who doubtleſs was buried in the Church, The 
Epitaph 1s as follows.

RockR DE ST. ELyHEcGE ſucceeded Anmno 1258, elected November 1. of whom there 
is nothing remarkable, except his building a Chapel between the Dormitory and Infir- 
— his new glazing the Windows of the Deans Chapel, as appears by his Name, and 
preſenting his Convent with a large filver Bowl gilt. He died the 13" Kal. October 1263, 
and was buried on the North-Side Becket's Chapel with this ſhort Inſcription :

ſtake calls William. Mr. Batteley wonders, that there ſhould be a Vacancy of 7 Years 
to his Election, without conſidering that he was elected Archbiſhop in 1270, and not 
Prior. Biſhop Godwyn, from the Author of the Antiquitates BEritannice, calls him Suh. 
prior. He went to Nome upon his Election to the Chair, but was refuſed by Pope Gre. 
gory the Tenth, into whoſe Hands he theretore reſigned his Election in the Year 1272, 
or rather on the 16" Kalends of Ocfober 1273, and died the following Year, on the 
Ides of September, and was ſucceeded by | 

Taomas RYNGMERE, who was elected Prior on the 13 Kalends of Ocflober 12 
being St. Theodore's Day. He found the Monaſtery under a very bad Regulation, there 
being but half the Number, and thoſe ſcattered and diſperſed about, minding their Plea. 
ſure, and living at Eaſe, upon the Manors and Farms ot the Monaitery, whom he called 
home, filled up the Number, and reduced them to a regular Diſcipline. This occa- 
ſioned great Murmurings againſt him, and they endeavoured to diſplace him. He, there- 
fore, to ſhew them how little he valued Pomp or Pleaſure, ſurrendered his Priory b 
Leave of Archbiſhop Peckam, on the 161 of the Kalends of April 1284, and took on 
him the Habit and ſtrict Life of the C:/tertians, at Baulieu in the Diocels of Wincheſter ; 
concerning which Reſignation ſee in the Cotton- Library Domitian vii. 12. (#) and at the 
ſame time Nicholas, Abbot of St. Auſtin's, took the ſtricter Diſcipline of the Carthuſcans 
at Selby in Yorkſhire. Thorn mentions a Compoſition between theſe two, which b 
reaſon of their ſo ſudden Reſigning came to no Effect; as tor Thomas, he afterwards 
growing more rigid, (o) by Archbiſhop Winchel/ey's Leave 1305, turn'd Anchorite, and 
died on the 5˙ of the Ides of May, but in What Year is uncertain. There is in the 
Cottou- Library a Hiſtory of his Reſignation, and the Controverſics ariſing thereupon, 
Cleopatra c. vii. 12. ; : 

HENRY DE ESTx14, upon Ryngmere's Reſignation, was elected Prior on the 11 of 
the Ides of April 1285, and was, that Day, enſtalled by the Archbiſhop Peckham (), 
a very great and valuable Man, a brave Aſſertor of his Churches Liberties, and a care- 
ful Steward of its Revenue. He was Prior ſeven and forty Years, in which he did many 
memorable Things, built and repaired much both of his Church and Manors, took an 
exact Account of the Lands-Income, "Treaſure, Veſtments, Plate and Ornaments of the 
Church, and was himſelf a very great Benefactor to it, both in Plate, Jewels and Veſt- 
ments. He died in the Year 1331, on the 6 of the Ides ot April, at the time oft High 
Maſs, aged 92 Years. 

In his Time lived Joux or THaxET, a Monk and Chaunter of this Church, well 
vers'd in the Mathematicks ; but eſpecially skill'd in Muſick. He ſet the Services and 
Offices for this Church to Muſick, and wrote ſome Legends of Saints. He died in the 
Year 1330, on the h of the Ides of April, in Time of High Mals, being aged 92 Years, 
and was buried in this Church. 

RicHarD DE OXINDEXN, or Ox1NDENNE, ſucceeded the 2570 of April, Anno 1331, 
the Day () after the 7" of the Kalends of May, and was approved by the Archbiſhop 
in the Chapter Houſe the Day following. There is ſome mention ot this Man made by 
Thorn; but of little, or no Conſequence. He died on the 4 of Auguſt 1338, and was 
buried in St. Michael's Chapel in the South. Croſs of this Church; where, upon a Plate 
of Braſs upon the Eaſt-Wall, was in Mr. Somner's time this Inſcription. 


Hic requieſeit in Gratia, & Miſericordia Dei, Richardus Oxinden, guon- 
dam Prior hujus Eccleſig, qui ob. Aug. 4. 1358. 


I find a Bull directed to this Prior upon Account of Peter Deu's eſcaping from 
St. Auguſtin's, where he had before enter'd himielt, as may appear particularly in 
Thorn. 

In his Time lived ED¹NMον ND ALBoxXE, Doctor of Divinity and Monk of this Church, 
whom Leland much commends tor his Enquiry into divine Milteries. He wrote a Com- 
ment on Hoctius, and a Treatile of the Trinity. 

Roztxr HaTHBRAND, a Man of extraordinary Piety, Humility, Modeſty and De- 
votion, inſomuch that he never adminiſter'd at the Altar without Weeping ; yet in tem- 
poral Affairs he was diſcreet and prudent. He repaired much in this Monaſtery, and 
gave leveral Books, Rings and Jewels to this Church. Beſides which, he much improv'd 
the Revenucs and Incomes of the Manors belonging to this Monaſtery, and dying the

RI cRARD GiLLINGHAM ſucceeded him, of whom, I know no more than that he

STEeHEN MoxnGEHam, who was elected Prior on the 10th of September 1376, and 
dy'd the Year following on the 18" of the Kalends of Zuly C), and was tuc- 
ceeded b 

Joux Fixcn, generally call'd Wx xcn of VWinchelſea; and frequently John de Il yn- 
chelſea, of whole Veſtments, when a Monk in Eſtria's time, fee the Inventory; as 
alſo of Plate which he gave to this Church. He was elected Prior on the 25%" of 7 
1377. This Prior procured of Pope Urban the 6 tor the Uſe of the Mitre, the Tunis, 
Dalmatica, and Ring; beſides which I find nothing memorable of him. He died the 
8 of the Kalends ot February, according to the Obituary of this Church, but according 
to his Epitaph on the 9% of Jan. 1391. and lies buried in the Martyrdom ; over whom 
was this broken Inſcription in Mr. Somuer's time, but now gone,

In his time lived SrETUEN Bux chix gro, or Brickington, born at Eirchington in 
the Iſle of Thanet, Monk of this Church, who wrote the Lives of the Archbiſhops of 
this Church to Biſhop Courtney: He was profeſs'd a Monk in this Convent Anno 1382. 
and dy'd the 12'* of the Kalends of September (t). He wrote another Hiſtory of the 
Archbiſhops to the Year 1382. He likewiſe wrote a Catalogue of the Biſhops of Ely, as 
Pits fays, thro? Miſtake of Joceline's marginal Quotations. 

Thomas 'CHILLENDEN, Pupil of Wody:nsborough, was elected Prior on the 16 of 
February, a very great and excellent Man, and an eſpecial Repairer of, and Benefactor 
to this Church. He procured from the Pope the Paſtoral Staff, and Sandals, and Liberty 
of ſolemn Benediction. Of the Particulars of his Bounty to this Church we have before 
remember'd. He is likewiſe remarkable for Writing Commentaries on the Ancient Laws. 
After he had wiſely and honourably governed this Church, the Space of 50 Years, 25 
Weeks, and 5 Days, he died at 9 of the Clock in the Evening, on the 15" of Augnf, 
being the Aſſumption of the bleſſed Virgin Mary, 1411. and was buried by his grear 
Friend and Patron Archbiſhop Arundel, in the Body of the Church, and had over him 
this Inſcription.

In his Time flouriſhed WILLIAM GvyririixcHam, a Monk of this Church, and a fa- 
mous Hiſtorian : He wrote of the Affairs of this Church, a Book fo acceptable to his 
Convent, that they ordered Paintings of the Perſons celebrated by him, to be hung 
round the Church on great Feſtivals to inſtruct the People: Of which that ol Becker's 
Murther hanging at the Foot of Henry the Fourth's Tomb is not unlikely to be one. 
He wrote likewite of the famous Writers of his Order, and flouriſhed in the Year 1390. 

As alſo Joun BockincHam, Doctor in Divinity, ſometime Biſhop of Lincoln, af- 
terwards retired, and became a Monk of this Monaſtery, where he wrote Queſtions on 
the Maſter of the Sentences and Diſputations. Of him ſce more in the Survey of 
Monuments.

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Joux WoopntsBoRoven, or Wodynysborow, was created Prior on the 34 Day of 
September, and died at 3 of the Clock in the Morning on the laſt Day of February 
1427. () There is another John Wodenesborough, Subprior of this Church, and Doctor 
of Decretals, and Cuſtos of Canterbury-College in Oxford, who is commemorated in the 
Obituary to dye on the 5* of the Ides of Auguſt; or on Sunday, the laſt Day but one of 
February 1427. about three of the Clock in the Morning, in his Chamber call'd the 
Gloriet according to A Molaſh. This Prior lies buried at the Feet of Chillenden in 
the Body of the Church, and had ſome time over him this Inſcription.

In his Time flouriſhed Joun Laxcpen, Doctor in Divinity, a Monk and Subprior of 
this Church, into which he was admitted 1398. and created Batchelor in Divinity 1400. 
and afterwards Biſhop of 205 # a very great Divine, inſomuch that he was em- 
ploy'd with others to judge of Wickl:fe's Doctrine. He was ſome time Cuſtos, or Keeper 
of Canterbury-College in Oxford, and created F. T. B. Anno 1400. He publiſhed a 
Chronicle of England, which Thomas Rudburn in his Preface to his leſſer Hiſtory very 
much commends, and fays he borrowed from it. In the Beginning of the Year 1434. he 
went to the Council of Baſil, and died there that Year on the 300 of September, and his 
Body being brought over into England, was buried at London. (w) 

Wittiam Morrtusn, or Molaſh, ſome time Chaplain to Prior Woodnesbergh, and 
Cuſtos of this Convent, and Monk thirty Years, ſucceeded the laſt Day of March 1429. 
and inſtall'd the 2% of April. A Man recorded in the Obituary to have been of great 
Purity in Religion. He is ſaid to have furniſh'd the Dun/tan-Steeple with the large Bell, 
well known by the Name of Bell Dunſtan, the Diameter of which at the loweſt Brim 
was 2 Yards and upwards, and weighed 8105 /. He gave likewiſe ro the Church-Brew- 
houſe a great Caldron, weighing 5403 Quarters. He died the 19 of February, Anno 
1437. at ten of the Clock at Night, and was ſucceeded by 

Jonx Sar1sBUuRY, or Sarzsbury, Doctor in Divinity and Cuſtos of Canterbury-College 
in Oxford, created Prior on the 6 of March following. He did nothing memorable, 
and dying the 14" ot the Kalends of February (x) 1445. was buried at the upper 
End ot the Body of the Church, and had ſome time this Inſcription.

Joux Eunam elected the 16 of March, or as others the 13" of April, the Begin- 
ning oft the Year 1446. and having fate two Years, eleven Months, and 4 Days, died at 
the Maſter Homers,or Honors, an Apartment of the Prior's, between 5 and 6 of the Clock 
in the Morning, on the 20" of February at the End of the Year 1448. G) and was buried 
above his Predeceſſor J/oodenesbergh, under a fair Stone with an Epitaph, which both 
[Feever and Somner have falſly tranſcrib'd ; (viz.) Thomas inſtead of John, and 40 inſtead 
of 4?. which Epitaph take thus corrected.

TrHomas GoLDSTONE, was created Prior the 16 of April 1449, or the 9 of A- 
pril, ) and was a very great Benefactor to this Church and Convent, as we have be- 
tore mentioned in the Hiſtory of the Church. This Prior Auno 1452, complain'd to the 
Commiſſary of Canterbury, of a certain foul-mouth'd Fellow, who had called the Monks, 
Whoreſons, and farting Monks. He dyed between ſeven and eight of the Clock in 
the Morning, on the 6 of Auguſt 1468, and was buried inthe Chapel of the Virgin 
Mary, now called the Deans-Chapel, near the Martyrdom, which himſelt had built, 
but the Inſcription upon his Tomb has been long ſince torn away. 

In his Time lived Joux Sroxk, a Monk of this Church, who wrote of the Obzzts, 
and other memorable Things of his Monaſtery, Opinions of the Fathers, concerning 
Faith, Hope, and Charity; which are now in Bennet-College-Library. He lived to a 
great Age, and flouriſh'd about 1467. 

WilLLiam CHAR THAM, Arno 1448. wrote a Book, entitl'd, Speculum parvulorum, 
now in the Lambeth-Library. | 

Jonx Ox NEN, or Oxne, ſucceeded on the firſt Day of September 1468. and died about 
10 at Night, on the ſecond of July 1471. Any Thing more of him, or of his Place of 
Burial I know not, no more than of his Succeſſor 

Wittiam PRETHAu, who was elected the 13*) of Auguſt, 1471. and died between 
7 and 8 in the Morning, on the 19 of Auguſt, according to the Regiſter; but accord- 
ing to the Obituary on the 130 of rhe Kalends of September, Anno 1471. and was 
ſucceeded by 

William SELLYNGE, Door in Divinity, who was elected on the 10 Day of Sep- 
tember 1472. A Man of very great Learning, and a great Benefactor to this Church. 
Mr. Somner mentions his ſtudying at Bononia in Italy, and the famous Books which he 
brought over from thence ; particularly Tully de Republica : Which, ſays he, were acci- 
dentally burnt by a Fire in the Monaſtery, Which Selling, notwithſtanding his blaming 
Mr. Lambert, was not only Monk but Abbat of St. Auſtins, and conſequently a diffe- 
rent Perſon from this; he dying in 1480. tho? Pitts by Miltake fays 1490. Whereas 
this died the 24 of December, or more juſtly according to the Regiſter, on the 29") 
of December, between 6 and 7 of the Clock in the Morning, Anno 1494, and was bu- 
ried in the Martyrdom with this Epitaph over him.

Not knowing what particular Times to fix, I ſhall here mention two or three learned 
Men of this Monaſtery, who ſeem to have flouriſhed about this Time. JohN Urox, 
who writ of the Obiits, and memorable Things of this Church. LAURENCE Vaope, 
who writ the Life of Becket; and one ReGixarD, who writ the Life of Malchus of 
Conſtantinople in Latin Verle tranſlated from the Greek; and MaxTyN CLyvs, a fa- 
mous Preacher, who left behind him a Volume ot Sermons. 

TiHomas GoLD WELL, Doctor in Divinity, of Canterbury-College in Oxford, was 
the laſt Prior of this Church; which, after he had governed 23 years, he ſurrendred 
up to Henry the 8, and had a ſmall Penſion ſettled upon him, together with a Pre- 
bendſhip of this Church, which he refuſing, retired, and lived and died privately. 

Nicholas WooTToON was the Firſt Dean of Canterbury, conſtituted by the Char- 
ter of Incorporation; a Perſon of very great Character both in Church and State. 
His excellent Qualifications, high Employments, Sc. are fully accounted for before, 
as appears by the famous Inſcription upon his Tomb, in pag. 85, 86 : Where alſo the 
Reader will more copiouſly find how famous He was for his Birth, Lite and Death. 
Other Antiquaries give this particular Relation of him, and his Riſe; but how juſtly in 
all Points, I mult leave to the Learned. He was Rector of Tvechurch in Kent 1530, 
after that Dean of Tork and Canterbury; then Prebendary of Osbowtwick in the 
Church of 7ork; and at laſt Treaſurer in the Church of Exeter in 1557. He re— 
ſign'd Tvechurch to one John Armerar 1555, but an Annuity of 14 J. 13s. and 4 d. 
(the Third of the Value of that Living then) was ſettled upon him for his Lite. He 
was ſent by King Henry the Beginning of March to be his Reſident in France, and 
had his Royal Diſpenſation the 9 of September following, being the 38h Year of 
that King's Reign, tor Non - Reſidence both upon his Deanaries and Prebend ; 
whereby he was intitled to the full Profits of Both. He is call'd the King's Chap- 
lain and Counſellor in thoſe Letters, and was Reſident in France upon the King's 
Death. He had the Honour to be Privy Counſellor to K. Henry VIII, K. Ed. 
ward VI, Q. Mary I, and Q. Elizabeth for about 26 Years; in which Compaſs 
ot Time many remarkable Changes of Religion liappen'd in the Church; but he 
ſtill kept his Ground, continu'd in the Council, and preſerved the Stalls of his Dean- 
eries : Which induc'd fome Perſons to believe that the State-Maxim by which he be 
hav'd, was, To do the moſt diligent and faithful Service to his Prince; and that he 
was fo attach'd in Loyalty, that he made it his Religion to embrace the Religion which 
his Prince t:voured, 
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Taomas Gopwin, born at Ockingham in Berkſhire, (g) and educated in the Gram- 
mar-School there; he was thence Ammo 1538. ſent to the Univerſity of Oxford, and was 
firſt a Probationer of Magda/en-College, and ſoon after elected Fellow of the ſame ; after 
taking Degrees in Arts he left his Fellowſhip, and was by that College made Rector of 
their School at Brackley in Northamptonſhire, ſoon atter which he applied himſelf to the 
Study of Divinity, and married; but when Queen Mary came to the Crown he was fi- 
lenc'd; and applied himſelf to the Study of Phyſick for a Maintainance. In the Year 
1555- he took the Degree of Batchelor in Phyſick. Upon the Change of Religion, and 
Acceſſion of Queen Elizabeth to the Crown, he took Orders, and became Chaplain to 
Dr. Bullyngham, Biſhop of Lincoln; and he being his Friend, recommended him to the 
Queen, who, being taken with his Preaching, made him Dean of Chri/?-Church in Oxon 
in June 1565. which Year he took the Degree of D. D. and the Year following was 
made Dean of this Church: In which continuing eighteen Years, he was An. 1584. pre- 
fer'd to the See of Bath and Wells, and was conſecrated on the 17 of ) September. 
He was much eſteem'd for being a mild, affable, and hoſpitable Man; but, he marrying 
a ſecond Wife in his old Age, was much reflected on, and reported to the Queen to have 
married a Girl of twenty Years of Age, when the Gozt was much upon him, and charg'd 
with having impair'd the Revenues of his See on her Account; wluch, with other Talk, 
was to render him ridiculous and obnoxious to the Queen, who was ever averſe to Prieſts 
Marriages ; the Earl of Bedford was once preſent at ſuch Talk, who, knowing the Perſon 
he married, told the Queen merrily, I know not how much the Widow is above twenty, 
but I know a Son of bers is but little under forty. This Stir was made by Sir Walter Raw- 
leigb, who labour'd to get the Manor of Banwell from his Biſhoprick, and vex'd him 
long on that Account ; and prevail'd with the Queen to do ſo likewiſe: But he ſtood out 
long to fave it, and did; by means of parting with //i/veſtomb in lieu of it for 99 
Years : He died of a Quartan Ague at Okingham, whither he remov'd by Advice of his 
Phyſicians in hopes of Recovery, on the 19 of November, An. 1590. aged 73 Years, 
and was buried in the Chancel of the Pariſh-Church there ; where againſt the Wall is 
affix*'d his Monument. 

RicHarD RoGtrs ſucceeded : He was born at Sutton-Wall, he was firſt made Suf- 
fragan Biſhop of Dover, upon the Death of Biſhop Thornden in 1569. he being at that 
Time Batchelor in Divinity, and was conſecrated by Archbiſhop Parker in the Year 
1584. being then Doctor in Divinity became Dean of this Church; he continu'd ſo the 
ſpace of thirteen Years, and died the 191 Day of May, Anno 1597. aged 64 Years ; He 
lies buried under an handſome Table-Monument in the Chapel of the Virgin Mary, or 
Dean's-Chapel near the Martyrdom. 

THomas NEVILLE, who was educated firſt at Pembrole-Ilall in the Univerſity of 
Cambridge, whence, after a Continuance tor the ſpace of 15 Years, he remov'd to Mag- 
dalen College in the ſame Univerſity, and was Head of it: He afterwards became Ch p- 
lain to Queen Elizabeth, who recommended him to the Deanary of Peterburgh, Anno 
1590. upon Dr. Fletcher's Preferment to the See of Briſtol; in that Deanary he conti— 
nu'd till 1598, and was in that Time Head of Trinity College in Cambridge, to which 
he was a great Benefactor; from his Deanary of Peterborough he was remov'd to this. 
He died in the beginning of 1615. 

CHARLES FoTHErsy, ſometime Fellow of Trinity-College in Cambridge, and Bat- 
chelor of Divinity in that Univerſity, was 24 years Archdeacon, 20 years Prebendary, 
and 4 Dean of this Church. He died Anno 1619. and was buried on the 5 of April, 
in the Chapel of the Virgin Mary. His Monument lee engrav'd, p. 54. 

Joux Boys, fourth Son of Thomas Boys of Eythorne in the County of Kent, by 
Chriſtiana his Wife, was born at Eythorne before mention'd, and educated at Emanuel, 
Hall in the Univerſity of Cambridge, where he was Doctor of Divinity; he was a Man 
very famous for his Sermons, Expoſitions and Poſtills. He died at Eythorne. 

Isaac BarGrAve, Son of Robert Bargrave of Bridge in the County of Kent, edu- 
cated in the Univerſity of Cambridge, where he took Degrees in Arts, and atterwards 
was incorporated D. D. in the Univerſity of Oxford, July the 9, Ar. 1611. and be- 
came Rector of Chatham, Chaplain to Prince Charles, Paſtor of St. Margaret's Weſt- 
minſter, Chaplain to King Charles I. and Anno 1625. had the Deanary of this Church. 

GEORGE EGlioNBy, educated at Chriſt-Church in Oxon, which Univerſity leaving, 
he became one of the Maſters of Meſiminſter- School, and in Time, Tutor to George, 
the young Duke of Buckingham, and on the Death of Dr. John King, An. 1638. he 
was made Prebendary of the 12 Stall in the Church of Weſtminſter, and after Dr. Bar- 
grave's Death, ſucceeded him in this Deanary. He died in the beginning of November, An.

TrHomas Tourxxer, Son of Thomas Turner of Hackfield in Hampſhire, was born at 
Reading in Berkſhire, of which Town his Father was Mayor and Alderman ; he was 
educated at St. John's College in the Univerſity of Oxon, of which he was Fellow, and 
Pupil to Dr. William Juxon, afterwards Archbiſhop of Canterbury Aſter taking Orders, 
he became Domeſtick Chaplain to Biſhop Laud, who made him Canon Reſidentiary of 
St. PauPs Church in London, Rettor of St. Olave's Southwark, and recommended to 
be Chaplain in Ordinary to King Charles I. Soon after he became Dean of Rocheſter, 
and was inſtall'd the 267 of Febrnary, 1641. Upon the Breaking out of the Rebellion 
his Living in Southwark was ſequeſter d, and he plunder'd, and carried thence by a Party 
of Horſe; but he eſcap'd by ſome Means, and in reward for his Merit and Sufferings, 
the King did in the Year 1643, confer on him the Deanary of this Church: Aſter 
which, he was a faithful and loyal Adherer to the King's Cauſe, and attended him at 
Hampton-Court, and the Iſle of Vigbt, and during the Uſurpation was a great, but 
undaunted Sufferer. After the Reſtoration of King Ch. II. he declined any further Dig- 
nities; and being reſtor'd to his Deanary, held it to his Death, which happen'd on the 
g'> Day of Ofober, An. 1672; at which time he was upwards of 80 Years of Age, 
and was bury'd on the 17" of the fame Month, in the Chapel of the Virgia Mary, 
commonly call'd the Dean's Chapel near the Martyrdome; where was fince a Mony- 
ment erefted to him, which, with the Inſcription, ſee in the Survey. Dr. Du Moulin 
preach'd his Funeral Sermon. N. B. His Son, by Margaret, Daughter of Sir Francis Win- 
debank, Knt. Secretary of State, was afterwards Biſhop of Ech. 

Joun TIITLOTSsON was Canon of this Church, and then made Dean of the 
ſame in 1672, but afterwards in 1689, remov'd to the Deanary of St. Paul's; and 
from thence preferr'd to be the Archbiſhop of this Cathedral. 

Joun SHAke, D. D. of Chriſt-Church-College in Oxford, afterwards Archdeacon 
of Berkſhire, and Rector of St. Giles in the Fields, Prebendary of Norwich, and after- 
wards Dean of that Church in 1681. and upon Dr. Tillot ſon's Remove to St. PauPs, 
ſucceeded him as Dean of this; he was laſtly preferr'd to the See of Tork, and con- 
ſecrated the 5 of 7uly, 1691. 

GroxGE Hoores, D. D. upon Dr. Sharp"s Promotion to Zork, ſucceeded in 
this Deanary : He was a Native of Worceſterſhire, and receiv'd his Grammar-Learn- 
ing in Weſtminſter-School ; whence he was remov'd to Chriſt-Charch in Oxford in 
1657. Afterwards entring into holy Orders, he became Chaplain to Dr. Morley, 
Biſhop of fool and afterwards to Archbiſhop Sheldon. And in the Year 
1675. Rector of Lambeth in Surrey, and two years after Chanter of Exeter. He 


was afterwards Rector of Woodbay in Hampſhire, Chaplain firſt to Mary, Princeſs 
of Orange, and afterwards to King Milliam, and her when Queen of England. He 
was ſucceeded by George Stanhope, D. D. preſent Dean.

VALERrIvs, conſtituted Archdeacon by Lanfranc, and had a ſmall Tenement granted 
to him, and his Succeſſors, near the Priory of St. Gregory, out of the North-Gate of 
that City.

( 1 or Anſcibillus, was at a Council held at London, 1075. de primatu 
Eccleſie Cantuariæ © & 8 eccleſiarum ; and ſigns there Ego Anſeitillus ſunctæ Do- 
robernenſis eccleſie Archidiaconus ſubſtripſi. His Name is betore the Abbats, and fol- 
lows after the Biſhops. 

WILLIAM was Anno 1101. ſent by Archbiſhop Auſelm to make Enquiry concern- 
ing the Vow of Chaſtity, which Maud, or Matild, afterwards Queen of En land, 
is faid to have made at Wilton; and afterwards, 218. 1108, ſent to inveſt Ralph with 
the See of Rocheſter. I find him Witneſs to a Confirmation of (4) Archbiſhop An/elm?s 
to the Church of Rocheſter of the Grants of his Predeceſſor Lanfrank, and a Grant of 
the Church of Northfleet. 

Joux ſucceeded him, he was Nephew to Ralph the. Archbiſhop, who made him 
Archdeacon at the Requeſt of Richard, Biſhop of London; Roger, Biſhop of Salis- 
bury ; Herbert, Biſhop of Norwich; Ralph, Biſhop of Chicheſter ; John, Biſhop of 
Bath; and Harvey, Biſhop of EH; at which Nomination was a great Concourſe, 
and the Manner was very ſolemn, as Eadmerus relates it. In the Year 1119. he 
was deputed by the Archbiſhop to $0 to the Council of Rhemes, to oppoſe the Con- 
ſecration of Thurſtan to the See of Tork, for retuling the Oath of Obedience. He 
was afterwards nam*d to the See of Rocheſter (e), and was conſecrated in this Church 
on the 24* Day of May, 1125. He gave to his Church of Rocheſter, the Church 
of Frendesbury, with the Chapel of Srrode, and a Cope and Alb, with a Stole ſet 
with precious Stones, a large Carpet, and a. Crucifix with a Foot of Silver: He like- 
wiſe tranſlated, and enſhrin'd the Body of Ithamar, Biſhop of Rocheſter, and in- 
tended further Good; but was prevented by Death on the 20% of June, Anno 1137. 
according to Gervaiſe, and brev. Ann. Roffen. but according to the Obituary of this 
Church on the 224 Day of June. He is Witneſs to a Confirmation of Archbiſhop 
Ralph's to the Church of Rocheſter, of Auſelm's Grant and Land at Guldesfeld, with 
Money ariſing from Fiſhing in Greax, and with him are Witneſſes, Zo/eph and Ead- 
mere, Monks ot this Convent. | 

ANSELLINUsS, or Anſcelinus, or Ansketnius, or Anſelmus, ſucceeded John in the 
Archdeaconry : He had been firit Sacriſtan of this Church, whence he was elected 
Prior of Dover, Anno 1139. and thence remov'd to the See of Rocheſter upon John's 
Death; vis. 1142. To which Church he was very liberal, giving it the Church 
of Suthfleet for his Anniverſary, and ſecur'd to it Land at Bor/tal, and in London, 
and a Hide at Hadenham ; but he was much blam'd for miſuſing the Monks, who 
complain'd to Hinemare, Biſhop of T»-/ſeulum, the Pope's Legate, who regulated much 
of his Management. He died on the 240 of January, 1148. according to Gervaiſe, 
but according to the Obituary of Canterbury, on the 23% of January. 

Herewisus, or Herewiſus, employ'd, Anno 1134. by Archbiſhop Corboyl, to put 
the Monks of Dover into Poſſeſſion. He is likewiſe Witneſs to a Charter of Con- 
firmation from Archbiſhop Ralph to the Monks of Rocheſter, (F) together with Odo 
Prior, and Eadmere, Monk of this Church. There was one Herew:/e, at the ſame

tion'd in Letters of Archbiſhop Theobald's, to relieve the Convent from Archdeacon 
Roger”s Impolitions, ] 

WALTER, Brother to Archbiſhop Theobald, ſucceeded, and was afterwards (eg) 
elected to the See of Rocheſter, being the firſt Biſhop by them ever elected; tor 
their ancient Cuſtom was to accept of a Biſhop elected by tlie Chapter at Canter- 
bury ; and to that See the Elect was to ſwear Obedience. And in Order to ſecure this 
Election the Monks of Rocheſter ought, upon the Death of their Biſhop, to bring his 
Paſtoral Staff, and reſign it at ChriſPs Altar in this Church. Malter thus elected, 
viz. Anno 1148, was conſecrated at Canterbury on the 2d of the Ides of March, 
Anno 1148, having done Homage tor his Lands on the 60 of the Calends of Fe- 
bruary before. He gave to his Church at Rocheſter Land at Borftalle, and gave Veſt- 
ments, and other Gitts to his Church; which having govern'd 34 Years, he died 
on the 26** Day of July, Anno 1182. 

Rockx, by the Appointment of Archbiſhop Theobald, ſucceeded; and Anno 1150, 
upon Archbilhop Henry's being poiſon'd, he ſucceeded him in the Sce of 7ork (hb). Anno 
1172. he was obligd to purge himſelf at Albemarle on St. Nicholas's Day, that be- 
fore the Coronation of the young King he had not ſeen the Pope's Prohibition, and 
that he was neither in Word nor Deed conſenting, or privy to Archbiſhop Becker's 
Murther. Anno 1175, a Council was call'd at London, at which, by realon ot the 
Diſpute for Priority between him and Canterbury, he refus'd to be preſent (). He 
died Anno 1181. on the 12 Cal. December. He procur'd from Pope Alexander this 
Privilege (), That it any Clerk in his Diocels dy'd inteſtate, the Archbiſhop ſhould 
diſpoſe of his Wealth; and was ferv'd in the manner he delign'd for others, leaving 
no Will, but a large Treaſury of eleven thouſand Pounds in ſilver, and three hun- 
dred in Gold, ſeven golden and lilver. Cups, nine ſilver-Bowls, three ſilver-Salts, three 
Cups of „40 Spoons, eight ſilver „a ſilver-Lavatory for Feet, and a 
large ſilver. Diſh. 

TrHomas BECKET was a Perſon of good Extract and Education; by which Merit 
he became loaded at laſt with many and the richeſt Eccleſiaſtical Preterments to his 
Deſtruction. Of whom {ce more among the Archbiſhops (/) . 

(m) Georrxty River preterr'd by Archbiſhop Theobald, and ſometime Chaplain to 
him : He was remarkable tor nothing more than a ſtrong Oppoſition to Archbiſhop 
Becket's Meaſures, who excommunicated him. He was, Ano 1173, made Biſhop of 
Ely. At his Election he again purg'd himſelf of Becker's Death. He was enthron'd 
on Aſcenſ/ion-day the oy” ot May, Anno 1173, and was conſecrated the Year follow- 
ing, on the 6 Day of Otober at Canterbury by Archbiſhop Richard. The Means cf 
his Preferment were owing to Jus {trict Adhering to the King again(t Becket, inſo- 
much that in the Year 1169, he went from King Henry to the King of France, to 
prevail with him to baniſh that Prelate his Dominions, which the King refus'd ; 
and Becket excommunicated him for his Meſlage, and fo great was his Anger againſt 
him, that he frequently in his Epiſtles calls him Arch-devil, and Member of Anti- 
chriſt ; and that he was not apprehenſive of a more dangerous Enemy. Anno 118g, 
he was created one of the Judges itinerant; and Huntingdon in his Book De con 
temptu mundi, calls him Chief Juſtice of England. He fat in Ely near fifteen Years, 
and dy'd at IWincheſter on the 12“ Cal. September 1189. He gave many Orna- 
ments, and much Treaſure to his Church of Eh, and built the /Yeft Front of it ; 
in which Church he lics buried. 

HERNER T, ſurnam'd Pauper. It is ſaid, that Archbiſhop Richard made three Arch- 
deacons, (#) viz. Savaricus, Nicholas and Herebert; but they all ended in the latter, 
who was afterwards made Biſhop of Salisbury, (o) 1193. He was ordain'd Prieſt on 
Whitſunday, and conſecrated at Weſtminſter the Day following. 

RoztxT, whom Mr. Somner, by Miltake for his Predeceſſor, fays, was conſecrated 
Biſhop of Salisbury, Anno 1193.

Edmund de Ha- 
denham in his Annals Roffenſis tells us, that An. 1232. at Sittingbourne this Prelate of. 
ficiating, bad the People rejoice, for that he had in one Day ſeen the Souls of Richard, 
King of England; Stephen, Archbiſhop of Canterbury," and One of his Chaplains go 
ped Purgatory, This Prelate died 6 Cal. March 1235. () and was buried at 
Rocheſter. | 

3 LaxcToN, Brother of Archbiſhop Langton, ſucceeded by his Brother's Inte- 
reſt, after having been ſet aſide the Archbiſhoprick of 7ork, whoſe Furifaiftion he much 
enlarg'd, and added to it the Parſonages of Tenbam and Hackingron. He founded the 
Hoſpital for poor Prieſts in Canterbury, and died Anno 1248. He influenc'd Robert, 
Abbat of St. ay meds to alienate the Church (7) of Srodmerſh to the Hoſpital of 
poor Prieſts in Canterbury, An. 1243; which as beforeſaid he founded. 

STEPHEN DE VICENNA ſucceeded Langton, Anno 1249. In the Year 1250, he pre- 
ferred Roger de Elham, and one Mr. Omer afterwards, to the ſame Place. He was 
Archdeacon but a ſhort Time: Whether it happen*d by Reſignation or Death, is not 
known. 

OTTo0BON, a Genoueſe born, Son of Thediſius, Pope Innocent the TV's Brother. He 
was made Cardinal-Deacon, by the Style of St. Adrian, 1252. We do not know how long 
he poſſeſſed this Archdeaconry ; but he came atterwards to be Pope. 

STEPHEN DE MONTE LUELL1 ſubſcribes as Archdeacon in a Leiger of Radegund's 
Abbey by Dover, An. 1257. 

Hoon MoxTimrR, firſt Official, then Chancellor and Vicar-General, and laſtly, 
Anno 1271, Archdeacon. He continu'd ſo fourteen Years, and was ſuceceded by 

WILLIAM Mipro, who was elected to the See of Norwich, on (s) the 24% 
Day of February, or according to the Annals of Norwich, Sunday after A/ſcenſiw, 
Anno 1278, and conſecrated at Lambeth the 29th of May following, and enthron'd 
the firſt Sunday in Advent, He dedicated the Cathedral of Norwich on the 25 of 
November 1278, and died (t) the laſt Day of Auguſt, or iſt of September, Anno 
1288, at his Manor of Fling in Eſſex, and was buried in the Chapel ot Bithop Walter 
in his Cathedral, on Sunday after the Virgin Mary's Nativity; vig. the 12 of Sep- 
tember (u). 

e pe: GrRNEAUT, or Zarmouth, ſucceeded, and fat 2 Years; but ended his 
Days at Rome. | 

RicHArD DE FERINGES was fifteen Years Archdeacon, and then by Proviſion of 
Pope Boniface 2. remov'd to the Archbiſhoprick of Dublin There are in the Cotton- 
Library, Letters of Juriſdiction between him and the Prior. His Conſecration was 
Anno 1299. His Death happen'd Ofob. 18. 1306. In going to take Poſſeſſion of 
his Biſhoprick, he died by the way. 

Joux LaxcTox ſucceeded Arno 1299. He had been twice Chancellor of Eng- 
laid, viz. Anno 1293. and again 1307. From hence he was elected Biſhop, firſt of 
Ely, then of Chicheſter, then of (w) Norwich, and confirm'd by Archbiſhop Robert, 
and conſecrated at Lambeth, the IV Non. June. 

SIMON DE FEVERSHAM, upon Langton's Remove to the See of Chicheſter, was nam'd 
to ſucceed him as Archdeacon the fame Day; but was quickly oblig d to relinquiſh it to 
Another by the Pope's Bull ot Proviſion. 

BerxNakrD pe Exc was Archdeacon Hund 1313. He was nobly deſcended from 
Lord Aumeny de la Barton; but being under Age, he was diſpens'd with to hold this 
Archdcacoury : Which he held Au. 1313, by a previous Mandatory-Bull for his In- 
duction. 

GuTTErDUs LaBkeEpus, of the ſame Country, I ſuppoſe, with his Predeceſſor, 
who is call'd Ecy de Labredo, de la Breto, or Le Brito: Ot this Succeſſor I find no- 
thiag more memorable.

RAYMUND DE PAarGEs, Nephew of Pope Clement V, did enjoy this Archdeaconry 
ſome Time, in Order to ſupport his Grandeur as Cardinal-Deacon, and to defray his o- 
ther great Expences, by the Pope's Authority. | 

HuGn Dt ExGoLESME was Archdeacon from 1327, to 1330, and is ſtiPd fo in 
Records bearing thoſe Dates; to whom Nicholas Trivet dedicates his Hiſtory. 

RoBexT STRATFORD, Brother to the Archbiſhop, ſucceeded ; he was twice Lord 
Chancellor of England, firſt Anno 30 Edvardi III. and a ſecond time in the four— 
teenth Year of the fame Prince: He was afterwards made Biſhop ot Chicheſter. While 
he was Archdeacon of this Church, he was likewiſe Chancellor of the Excheguer, 
and as ſuch ſummon'd to Parliament, from the ſeventh to the tenth year of the Reign 
of King Edward III. (Dorſe 1. 5.) and then eleventh (D. 11. 15, 40.) 

BERNARD SISTRE had this Archdeaconry in the Year 1339. He was fo generous 
as to lend 1204. to the Prior and Chapter of this Church till St. Michael's Feait 1341: 
He was a Collector of the Procurations of the Cardinals in Feb. 1340. 

PETRUS RockRIUs was a Deacon-Cardinal, and Arno 1356, Archdeacon ; in whoſe 
Time it was officiated by one Hugh Pelegrine, the Pope's Nuntio, and Treaſurer of 
Litchfield, who ſtiles himſelf the Archdeacon's Vicar in Spirituals. 

WILLIAN Ixpicis of Limoſin, Nephew of Pope Clement VI, made Cardinal-Dea- 
con, then Archdeacon of the Church of Rome, and afterwards Cardinal-Presbyter, is 
ſuppoſed to have been Archdeacon of this Church, but Non-Reſident. 

HENRY DE WAKEFIELD, made Archdeacon by the Prior and Convent in the Va- 
cancy upon Wittleſey's Death; vis. Anno 1374. How long he continu'd is doubtful. 

ILLIAM CARDINAL was Archdeacon Anno 1379. Of whom there is little me- 
morable. 

ANnDomaR DE Rur, was made Archdeacon of this Church by Proviſion of the 
Pope. 

8 or PACKINGTON, came to be Archdeacon in the Year 1381, Nover:. 7, 
and departed this Lile 1390. | 

Avam pe MoTTxruMm, Chancellor to the Archbiſhop, and mention'd as a Legatee 
in Archbiſhop Courtuey's Will. He was made Archdeacon, July 28. 1390, but re- 
ſign'd it for better Advancement 1396. He was a great Manager againſt //ickliff"s 
Party 1382; but he did not dye till 1415, atterwards. 

RicHyary CLirrorD, ſometime Chaplain to King Richard the 24, and a great Fa- 
vourite of that Prince (x); and for that Reaſon was Anno 1388, turn'd out of 
the Court by the Rebellious Barons from being Archdeacon of Canterbury. He was 
Anno 1401. nam'd by the Pope to the See of Bath, but refus'd by King Henry, 
and tho' he was Lord Privy Seal, he refus'd him the Temporalitics; yet was he

arch 1401. petition'd the King to aſſent to the Papal Proviſion; but the King retus'd.

RozexT HALL, Vicar-General to Archbiſhop Arundel, who made him Archdeacon 
1401. He was Chancellor of Oxford 1403, and afterwards by the Pope made Arch- 
biſhop of Zork ; but upon the Pope's Revocation, he came after to be only Biſhop 
of Sarum. He was aſter this a great. Manager at the Oecumenical Council held at 
Piſa in Tuſcany. 

Joux WarkerixG ſucceeded, and was Keeper of the Privy-Scal to King Henry 
the Fourth (): He had been Maſter of the Rolls, created lo the 2* Day of March, 
Anno 1405, and four Years after, viz. the 3oth of July, 1409, made Canon of Wells,

Nichols HaresritlD, L. L. D. fo well known for his Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory of 
England, and other Pieces. He was born in the Pariſh of St. Mary Magdalen, Old-fiſh. 
ſtreet, in London, educated at W/yckham's-School at Wincheſter, and atterwards electeq 
to New-College in Oxford, of which he became Fellow Anno 1536 3 where he apply?d 
himl.It to ſtudy the Civil and Canon-Laws. He was afterwards, V'S. An, 1544, ad- 
mitted Principal of Whitehall; a Place in Oxford for Civilians, Which ſtood where 
Jeſus-College is now built, and was afterward made Greek-Profeſſor in that Univerſity. 
An. 1553. Offob. 30. he took the Degree of Toctor of Laws, and was of conſiderable 
Practice in the Court of Arches. Upon Craumer's Deprivation, he ſucceeded in this 
Archdeaconry. In Queen Mary's Reign he ſhew'd himſelf a warm Perſecutor of the Re- 
form'd; and upon Queen Eligabeth's Coming to the Crown, he was impriſon'd for De- 
ny ing the Queen's Supremacy. He continu'd a Priſoner in London twenty Years, and 
died in the Year 1583. He wrote Hiſtoria Anglicana Eccleſtaſtica, printed at Dowa 
1622, the Original of which in his own Hand-writing is in the C97ron-Library. Vitellius 
C IX. N. 12. Belides which he wrote theſe following Treatiſes, Hiſtoria Hereſis 
Iicliftane. Chronicon. a diluuvio Noe ad An. 1599. in Latin Verſe now in the Cotton- 
Library. Litellius C. IX. N. 11. Impugnatio contra Bullam Honori: Pape primi ad 
Cantabrigtiam, a MS. A Treatiſe concerning Marriage: Occaſion'd by the pretended 
Divorce between K Fern. 8. and Queen Kath. In three Books. MS. in New-College- 
Library, Dialagi [ex contra ſummi pontificatus, monaſtice vitæ, fanctorum, ſacrarum 
imagiuum oppugnatores, & pſendo-martyres : Publiſhed when Harpefeld was in Priſon 
under the Name ot Alanus Coprs. | 

ED MUND Guesr, educated at Cambridge in Aing's-College, of which he was Fellow 
and Batchelor of Divinity: He was Son of Thomas Gueſt of the Family of the Gueſts of 
Rough-Heath in IForceſter-ſhire ; he was born at #fferton in Tork-ſhire, and ſucceeded 
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in the Beginning of Queen Eligabeth's Reign, and was promoted to be Biſhop of 
Rocheſter, being conſecrated March the 24%, Anno 1559, and tranſlated thence 
to Salisbury on the 24 Day of December, Anno 1571. He was Almoner to 
the Queen, died the 28% of February 1576, and was buried in his Cathedral 
of Salisbury. | 

EpmuxD FxxAx, born in Efex, and brought up in the Univerſity of Cambridge; 
his firſt Preferment in the Church was a Canonry in the Collegiate-Church of We/tmzr- 
fter, Anno 1564, and atterwards preterr*d to this Archdeaconry. Anno 1555, he was 
made Canon of W:nd/or, and on the 10 of April 1570, Dean of Rocheſter, and in 
the following Year on the 18" of Seprember, Dean of Salzsbury 5 atterwards 1571, 
he was conſecrated Biſhop of Rocheſter March 9; afterwards U. the 13 of July, 
1575, Biſhop of Norwich, and thence tranſlated to Worceſter. He was, ſays One, 
Vir pius, doctus, atq; gravis. 

WiLtiam REDMAN, Son of John Redman, born at Shelford in Cambridge-ſhire, 
and educated at Trimty-College in Cambridge, and Fellow of the ſame : To wainſ- 
cot the Library whereof, he gave one hundred Marks. He was afterwards Rector 
of Biſhops-Bourn in Kent, and elected Biſhop of Norwich on the 17 of Dec. 1593, 
conſecrated on the 12 of Zanuary, and inſtall'd on the 24" of February following ; 
where he fat ſeven Years, nine Months, and four Days; and dy'd the 25% Day of 
September 1602, and was buried in Norwzich-Cathedral, Mr. Cambden aſſiſting at the 
Ceremony. He left behind him a Widow named Z/abel, and ſeveral Children. 

CHarLEs FoTHERBY ſucceeded Redman in the Archdeaconry, being collated to it 
Jan. 28. 1596, and was afterwards made Dean of this Church. 

WILLIAM KixGSLEY, ſome Time of A/-Souls-College in Oxon ; in which Univer- 
ſity he was incorporated D. D. Anno 1615. He died in the Beginning of the Year 
1648. 

GEORGE HALL was conſtituted Archdeacon here upon the happy Return of Kin 
Charles II, and kept this Dignity by a Commendam, atter he was Biſhop of Cheſter. 
See Athene Oxonienſes more at large. 

WILILIIA SANCROFT was collated to this Archdeaconry Ofober 7. 1668. His 
Birth was at Freſingſield in Suffolk ; his Education at St. Edmundsbury-School : From 
whence he went to EAmanuet-College in Cambridge; to which he was a great Bene- 
factor. Afterwards Chaplain to Dr. Cons, Biſhop of Durham, then Dean of York 
1662 ; after that Prebendary of Oxgate in St. Paul's, Dec. 2. 1664. and at laſt Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury; when he dy'd, he was bury'd at the Place of his Birth. Sec 
Wharton's Lite of him for better Satisfaction. 

SAmutL PARKER, Son of 7ohn Parker, Serjeant at Law, during the Uſurpation, or 
Protectorſhip of Cromwelh, and made by the Parliament ſo call'd, one of the Barons 
of the Exchequer ; but outed upon the Reſtoration of King Charles II. This Sa- 
muet was born at Northampton in September 1640, where he was educated in Gram 
mar-Learning among Puritans as his Parents were; afterwards ſent to Oxford in 
1656, and enter'd in Wadham-College : Where he was remarkable for his Preciſe- 
neſs. Upon the Reſtoration he went to Trinity-College, and there became a zealous 
Oppoſer of the Puritans; and Anno 1663, he was A. M. and enter'd into Holy Or- 
ders, and grew a Noted Preacher in London, and became Fellow of the Royal So- 
ciety : And upon dedicating his Tentamina to Archbiſhop Sheldon, the Prelate took 
Notice of him; and in 1667, took him as One of his Domeſtick Chaplains. In 
June 1670, he was inſtall'd Archdeacon, and in November following made D. D. of 
Cambridge, and 1672, on the 18% of November inſtall'd Prebendary of this Church, 
and had the Rectories of Ictham and Chartham in Kent conterr'd on him. He was 
afterwards nam'd to the See of Oxford, and conſecrated on the 17 of October 1686, 
at Lambeth; and had Leave to hold his Archdeaconry in Commendam the Year fol- 
lowing. He was, by Mandate from the King, to have been elected Preſident of 
Magaalen-College ; but they refuſed him on Account of their Statutes : However by 
the King's Commiſſion he was inſtall'd by Proxy, and put in Poſſeſſion of the Preſi- 
dent's Lodgings, by breaking open the Doors in October 1687; where he continu'd 
ſick and infirm till his Death; which happen'd ſoon after on the 20% of March fol- 
| lowing, and was buried four Days after on the South. Side of the Chapel there, 

Joux BaTLEy was promoted to this Archdeaconry the 234 of March, and after- 
wards inſtalled the 245 of the ſame, 1687. |

1. ICHARD THORND EN, or Lz STEDE, D. D. was appointed the 

firſt Prebendary by the Foundation - Charter from Henry the 8, dated April g. 
Anno 1542. He was one of the Monks of the late Priory, and choſe by the Dean and 
Chapter to be Proctor in the Convocation of the Clergy, Anno 1541. He was Maſter 
of Canterbury-Hall in Oxford, and conſecrated Biſhop of Dover in Edw. the gi 
Time. He was a great Favourer of the Goſpel, and died in the laſt Year of Queen 
Mary in the Year He was a poor Student at Oxford, and ſupplicated for his De- 
gree of D. D. which was given him for laying Maſs for the King. He was a ſevere 
Proſecutor of the Reformers, and for that reaſon met with the ſcurrilous Taunts us'd 
on thoſe Occaſions; and Fox particularly calls him moſt irreverently Dick of Dover; 
and ſays God's Judgments overtook him for that reaſon: For coming on a Saturday 
from the Chapter-Houſe at Canterbury to Bourne, he the next Day ſtanding to ſee his 
Men play at Bowls was ſtruck with a Palſy, and being put in mind to think on God, he 
made Anſwer J do, and my Lord Cardinal too. He was a vile Perſon, and reported that 
Archbiſhop Craumer did offer to ſing Maſs and Requiem at King Edward the 61, Pu- 
neral ; which ſo vex'd the Archbiſhop, that he call'd him a falſe, flattering, lying Monk. 
He was a Man ſaid to have neither Wit, Learning, nor Honeſty. 

2. Gon LLL v, Son to Wilkam Lilly, the Grammarian, ſome time Canon of St. 
Paul's, London, a Favourite of Cardinal Pool, was by his means preferr'd to this 
Dignity on the Death of Biſhop Thornden, and collated March 13, An. 1557. He 
died 1559, and was buried in the Church-yard of the Cathedral of St. Paul's, London. 

3. TnrODORER NeEwToOR, A. M. Ar. 1560, and died An. 1568. being then Rector 
of St. Dionir Back-church, London. 

4. Thomas Lawss, L. L. D. was collated the 13" of Jan. 1568. being the 
Archbiſhop's Commiſſary; he reſign'd in November, Anno 1589. and died on the ninth 
Day of Auguſt, Anno 1594. . 

5. WILLIAM REDMAN, ſome time Fellow of Queen's-College and Trinity-College in 
Cambridge, was Archdeacon of Canterbury on the 14 Day of May, Anno 1576 (a): 
He was made — of Norwich, and conſecrated January 12. 1594. He beſtow'd 
100 Marks on Wainſcotting the Library at Queen's College, and died Anno 1602. 

6. Ricnuard BaxcrorrT, S. T. P. was inſtalled Far. 4. 1594. and was conſecrated 
Biſhop of London, Anno 1597. when he reſign'd his Canonſhip, and was afterwards 
tranſlated to this Archiepiſcopal Chair, Anno 1604. 


7. RicHard Woop was collated April 29. 1597. and died in September 1609. 
and was buried in this Cathedral the 16⁴ Day of that Month. 


8. HENRY Arxy, S. T. P. ſucceeded ; he was Provoſt ot Queen's College in Cam- 
bridge, and died An. 1616. 

9. Joux WarXxER, Dean of Litchfield, and conſecrated Biſhop of Nacheſter in 
1637. He is much fam'd for his great Beneſaction, whereof the noble Front which 
he gave to this Church is an Inſtance ; he was in the Houſe of Lords when the Biſho 
were depriv'd of their Votes there, and being a Prelate of Elocution, and of a cheerful 
Spirit, he vigoroully defended their Right of Voting in that Houſe. He had the Happi- 
neſs to ſurvive the Grand Rebellion, and died Anno 1666. after having ſet one of the 
belt Examples for Charity in this Nation, by Founding the College at Bromley, for 
the Maintainance of "Twenty poor Widows of Clergymen, with an Allowance of 20 /. 
per Annum each, and fifty Pounds for a Chaplain to read daily. 

10. WILLIAM Bray, prefented Nov. 13. 1637, and died Anno 1644. 

11. JoHN CASTILION was Student of Chriſi-Church in Oxford, where he took the 
Degree of D. D. Au. 1660, and was inſtall'd Dean of Rocheſter, on the 15h of No- 


vember 1676. He died in the Year 1688. and was buried in the lower South-Crofs, 
and on his Grave-ſtone was this Inſcription. |

A Letter of Archbiſhop Warham to Cardinal Woolſey, in defence of the Rights of 
the Court of Prerogative. 


LEASY THE yt your Grace to underſtand that T am informyd by the fryndis of Jam 

Roper Wyff and executryce to her late Husband John Roper, that the ys callyd. to apere afore 
certayne of your Grace is Commyſsaryys i in your Chape Il at Torke- -place for to take upon hyr as execu- 
tryce, or cls to refuſe or to be repellyd as none executryce, and the Wyll of the ſayde John Roper 
to be takyn as no Wyll nor ſhe to be takyn as executryce. So that it is as I am informyd that 
this teſtamentary cauſe was callyd aſore ſoche commyſsaryys as war deputyd to examyn ſoche teſta- 
mentary cauſys as concernyd the prerogatyve, whereby your Graceys commyſsaryys and myne the 
party thynkyth that the myght have had indyiterent Juſtice, and now by ſpecyall Labyr and Sy- 
niſyter meanys to be called atore other Commylsaryys than the Commyltaryys of the Prerogatyve, the 
and ſome other of hyr Counſell wrytyth to me that ſhe is otherwiſe orderyd then accordyng to 
goode juſtyce. It ys wryttyn to me alſo that in caſe your Grace ſhould call all teſtamentary cauſys 
to ſpeciall Commy! laryys that fynally the Jury!dyccyon of the prerogatyve ſhall be extynctyd, an 
alſo all teſtamentarie Cauſys ſhall only depend upon your Gracy's pleaſure, and no more ys Wyll 
to take any Effecte but as that ſhall pleaſe your Grace. I take God to my Juge I wryte none 
otherwyſe to your Grace than other Men have wryttyn or ſpokyn to my Face. Hyr Fryndis 
ſayth alſo that ſhe deſyrythe nothynge but only to be A, avid as executrice to hyr ſaid Husbond. 
And in caſe ther be any thyng fo be reſo rmyd in the Wyll of the ſeyde 7ohbn Roper ſhe ys therwith 
contentyd as the Lawe and £00 e Conſcyens ſhall req; yre I wold your Grace knew what Rumor 
and Obloquye ys both in this s partyys, and allo i in Vaudon that no teſtament can take ettele otherwyſe 
then your Grace ys content, and yt hath opynly *< er vyd me by dyvers Men that yt ys a great 
trobyll vexacyon and inquyetyng g to be callyd afore your Grace ys commyſſaryys and myne, and alſo 
to be callyd afore your Grace ys ſpecyal Commy!! aryys in your ſeyde Cha; pell or other where at your 
Grace ys ple: hes: and Meny: Men ſayth that yt was a great Orertyght in me that I wolde make 
ſoche a Compolycyon with your Grace, whiche ſhould turne fo meny Men to trobyll and vexacyon.

An Original Letter of Archbiſhop Cranmer to Lord Cromwell, containing a Lin- 
dication of himſelf for uſing the Stile of Totius Angliæ Primas, and his fo ſoon 
viſiting Winton-Dioceſe, againſt the Complaints of Stephen Gardiner, Biſhop of 
Wiaton. 


IGH T Wurſhipfull in my moſte hartic wiſe T commende me vnto you, moſte hartely thankyng 
you for that you have ſignified unto me by my N Maiſter Champion, the Complaynte of 
the Buishoppe of Hyncheſter vnto the Kynges Highneſs in > thynges concernyng my vilitation, 'The 
one is, that in my ſtile I am wrytten, Totius Anzlie Primas to the Derrogation and Prejudice of the 
Kyng i is highe Power and Authoritic, beyng ſupreme hedde of the Churche, Lhe other is, That his 
gage not paſte 5 Yeres agone was vilited by my Predicetsour, and muſte from hensfurthe ye the 
parte ot the Spiritualties accordyng to the Atte granted in the laſte Seſſion of this Parliamente. 
Whe! fore He thinketh that his Dioces jhould not be charge d with my Viſitation at this tyme. Fyrite 
as concernyng my Stile, wherein I am named Tias, Audis Primas. 2 luppole that to make his 
Cauſe goode ( whiche els in dede were nawghte ) he x 62h myxte it WMithi the Kyngis Cauſe (as 
ye knowe the Man lacketh neither Lernyng in the Lawe, neither witty Invention, ne craſte to ſette 
furthe his maticrs to the beſte) that he myghte appere not to maynteyne his own Cauſe, but the 
Kyng s, agaynſte whos Highnes he knowcth right well, that I will maynteyne no cauſe : But gyve 
place, and la ty bot h my C wit and my ſelf at my Princis fecte. But to be playne, what I thinke of 
the biſhop of #/yncbefter, IJ cannot perſuade my ſelf, he fo moche tendereth the Kyngis Cauſe as he 
dothe his awn that 1 fn not viſite hym, and chat ppereth by the veray tyme. Fo if he caſt no 
farther but the detence of the Kingis gracis Authoritie, or if he entended that at all, Why moved 
he not the matier, before he receyved my Monytic n for my Viſitation, whiche was within 4 Myles 
of I/yncheſter delyvered vnto hym, the 20 "Ih of Aprill laſte, as he cam vp to the Courte.? More- 
over I do not a litle marvaile why he ſhuld n Rei le fawre ; rather than he did before whan he toke 
the Biſshop of Rome as cheff hedd. For thor io ie the Biſthop of Rome was taken for ſupreme hedd, 
natwithſtandyng that, he hadd a great nomber of f Primates vader hym. And by havyng his Primates 
vnder hym, his ſupreme Authoritic was not leſse eſtemed, but moche the more: Why then may 
not the Kyngis highnels beyng ſupreme hedde have Primates vnder him withoute any dymynithyng, 
But with the augmentyng of his ſaid ſupreme Authoritie ? And of this I doubt not at all, But that 
the Buſihoppe of her knoweth as well as any man lyvyng that in caale this ſaid Stile or Title 
had byn in any poynte impediment or hinderance to the Bui hop; e of Rome's viurped Aurthoritic, It 
would not have ſo long been vnreſormed as it hathe byn, For I doubt not but all the Bulihopps of 
England would ever gladly have hadd the Arche bulihop| s both Authoritie and Title taken awaye, 
that thei myghte have byn equall to gether, Wwhiche well 1 thing by the many contencions agaynſt 
the Archebuſihopps for Juriſdiction in the Courte of Nome, whiche hadd been caſcly brought to palse 
if the Buſizopps of Nome had thought the Archebiſihopps Titles and Stiles to be any derrogation

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to their ſupreme Authoritie. All this notwithſtandyng, yf the Buſſhopps of this Realme paſs no 
more of thair Names Stiles and Titles than I do of myn: the Kingis highnes ſhall ſone ordre the 
matier between us all, And it I ſawe that my Style were agaynſte the Kyngis Authoritie ( whervnto 
J am eſpecially ſworne ) I woulde ſew my ſelf vnto his Grace, that I myght leave it, and lo wold 
have don before this tyme, For I pray God never be mercytull vnto me at the generall Judgement, 
if I perceyve in my harte that I ſett more by my Title, Name, or Stile that I write, than I do by 
the Paryace of an Apple farther than it ſhall be to the ſettyng furthe of Godis Wourde, and Will. 
Yet I will not utterly excuſe me herin for God muſt be judge, who knoweth the botome of my Harte, 
and ſo do not I my felt : but I ſpeake forfourthe as I do teale in my Harte, for many evill atietti- 
ons lye lurkyng ther, and will nor lightely be eſpied: But yet I would not gladly leave any juſte 
thyng, at the Pleaſer and Sute of the Buſihopp of 7//yacheſler, he beyng none otherwiſe aflectio- 
nate vnto me than he is. Even at the Begynyng firite of Chriftis Proteſſion Diatrephes deſyred 
gerere Primatum in Eccleſd, as ſaithe Sainte John in his laſt Epiſtell, And ſyns he hath had 
mo Succeſſours than all the Appoſtells hadd, Of whom have come all theis glorious Titles and 
pompes into the Churche, But I would that I and all my Brethren the Bulikopps wold leave 
all our Stiles, and write the Stile of our Offices callyng our elves Appoſiclos Fefu Chriſti, lo that 
we take not vpon us the Name vaynly, but were fo even in deade, ſo that we might ordre 
our Dioces in ſuche ſorte that neither Paper, Parchemente, Leade, nor Wexe, but the veray 
Chriſtian Converſation of the People myght be the Lettres and Scales of our Offices, as the Co- 
rinthians vere vnto Paule to whome he laid Litiere noſire & figna Apoſiolatus noſiri vos eſtis. 


Now for the ſeconde. Where the Buſſhoppe of Vyncheſter alledgeth the viſitation of my Pre- 
diceſſour, and the x Parte now to be paid to the Ryng. Iruthe it is that my Prediceſſour 
viſited the Dioces of ¶hucheſter after the deceſſe of my Lord Cardynal, as he did all other Bio- 
ces ( ſede vacante ) But els I thynke it was not vilited by none ot my Prediceſſours this For- 
ty Yeres, And notwithſtanding that he hymlſeli” nott conlidetyng tlair chargis, at that tyme 
charged theym with a new Viſitation within leis than halt a Yere after, And that agaynſte 
all Righte, as Doctour [/xcent hath reported to my Chancellour, the Clergie at that tyme pay- 
ing to the Kyng half of thair Bencticis in Five Yercs, which is the x part every Yere, as they 
paid before, and have paid fins, and 1hall pay ſtill tor ever by the lait Ate. But I am veray 
gladde, that he hath nowe ſome compaſſion of his Dioces, although at that tyme, he had ve- 
ray ſmale, when he did viſite theym the ſame yere that my Predicefour did viſite. And allo 
other Bulthopps whos courſe it is to viſite this yere kepe thair viſitation (where J did viſitr 
the laſte yere ) notwithſtandyng the x part to be paid to the Kyngis grace, Howbeit I do 
not ſo in JYynchefler Dioces, tor it is now the 3“ yere fins that Lioces was viſited by any 
man, ſo that he hathe the leſſe Cauſe to complayn of any Buſihoppe, for it is longer ſins his 
Dioces was viſited than the other. Therefore where he layeth to aggravate the matier, the 
chargis of the late Ade graunted, it is no more agaynſte me than agaynſte all other Buſ- 
ſhopps, that do viſitt this yere, nor maketh no more agaynſte me this Yere, then it made 
agaynſte me the laſt Yere, and ſhall do every Yere hereaſter, For if ther were true men in ac- 
comptyng and paying the Kyngis Subſidie: thei ar no more charged by this new Acte, than 
the: were for the ſpace of x Yeres paſt, and thall be charged ever herafter, And thus to con- 
clude, yt my ſaid Lorde of J/yachefter's Objections ſhuld be allowed this Yere, he myghte by 
luche argumentis, both dilalowe al maner of Viſitations that hath be doun this x Yeres pait, 
and that ever ſhal be don hercaſter, Now I pray you good Maiſter Secretary of vour Advice 
whithere I ſhall nede to writte unto the Kyngis highnes herin. And thus our Lorde have you 
ever in his preſervation. At Ozreforde the x11 daye of Maze.
